AN ACT 

To alter or re-arrange the boundary lines of the City of Decatur, Alabama, 
so as to include within the corporate limits of said city, the territory 
now included within the cities or towns of Albany, Alabama, and Fair- 
view, Alabama, and other territory; and so as to exclude from the City 
of Decatur, Alabama, certain territory now included within the corpo¬ 
rate limits of said City of Decatur, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Decatur, Ala¬ 
bama, in the County of Morgan and State of Alabama, be and 
the same are hereby altered and re-arranged so as to include 
within the corporate limits of said city, all that territory lying 
within the County of Morgan included within the boundaries 
herein set out, to-wit: Beginning at the intersection of the west 
margin of 9th Avenue West with the north margin of the Moul¬ 
ton Pike or Public Road; thence in a westerly direction along the 
northerly boundary of said Moulton Pike or Public Road to the 
center of 14th Avenue West if extended south to said Moulton 
Pike or Public Road; thence in a northerly direction along the 
center line of 14th Avenue West if extended south to said Moul¬ 
ton Pike or Public Road to the intersection of the center line of 
said 14th Avenue West with the center line of 1st Street North; 
thence in an easterly direction along the center line of said 1st 
Street North to its intersection with the center line of 13th 
Avenue West; thence in a northerly direction along the center 
line of said 13th Avenue West to the center line of 6th Street 
North; thence in an easterly direction along the center line of 
6th Street North to a point which is 950 feet west from the in¬ 
tersection of the center line of 6th Street North with the center 
line of 9th Avenue West, measured along the center line of 6th 
Street North. All of the streets and avenues referred to above 
being as laid out and established by the maps of The Decatur 
Land, Improvement and Furnace Company on file in the office 
of the Probate Judge of Morgan County, Alabama, and being 
streets and avenues now located within the present corporate 
limits of the City of Decatur, Alabama ; thence running north 
23 degrees 30 minutes east for 1213 feet; thence south 66 de- 
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grees 30 minutes east to the range line between ranges 4 and 5 
west; thence north along the range line for 827 feet to the north¬ 
west comer of Section 18, township 5 south, range 4 west; 
thence north on same range line for 3470 feet to a point 60 yards 
north of the low water mark on the south bank of the Tennessee 
River; thence in an easterly direction following the meander- 
ings of the river and keeping 60 yards north of and parallel 
with the low water mark of the Tennessee River to Alabama 
Street, which is the east boundary line of the present city of 
Decatur, Alabama; thence in an easterly direction as it mean¬ 
ders up the Tennessee River and keeping 60 yards north of and 
parallel with the low water mark of the Tennessee River 7510 
feet to the east boundary line of the present City of Albany, 
Alabama; thence south 31 degrees 41 minutes 10 seconds west 
509.89 feet to a huckleberry tree; thence south 3 degrees 0 min¬ 
utes 20 seconds east 2395 feet; thence south 85 degrees 4 min¬ 
utes 10 seconds west 887.06 feet; thence south 4130.76 feet to 
the half section or dividing line between the north half and the 
south half of section 28, township 5 south, range 4 west, and 
which is the north boundary line of the Town of Fairview, Ala¬ 
bama, to a point where the center line of 5th Street, Fairview, 
Alabama, intersects said half section line; thence in southerly 
direction with the center line of said 5th Street to the center 
line of South Avenue in the Town of Fairview, Alabama; thence 
directly west to the east margin of the Somerville Road; thence 
along the east margin of said Somerville Road in a northwesterly 
direction to its intersection with the south boundary line of the 
present City of Albany, Alabama; thence in a westerly direction 
to the northeast comer of the southwest fourth of section 29, 
township 5 south, range 4 west; thence in a southerly direction 
along the half section line between the east and west half of said 
section 29 for a distance of one fourth of a mile to the southeast 
comer of the northeast fourth of the southwest fourth of said 
section 29; thence in a westerly direction for a distance of 
1351.91 feet to the southwest corner of the northeast fourth of 
the southwest fourth of said section 29; thence in a southerly 
direction for a distance of 1343.18 feet to the southeast comer of 
the southwest fourth of the southwest fourth of said section 29; 
thence in a westerly direction along the south boundary line of 
section 29, township 5 south, range 4 west for a distance of 
1319.96 feet to the west boundary line of said section 29; thence 
in a northerly direction along the west boundary line of said 
section 29 for a distance of 999.54 feet to the northeast comer 
of the Dancy 60 acre tract; thence in a westerly direction with 
the north boundary line of said Dancy sixty (60) acre tract for 
a distance of 2663.15 feet to the northwest comer of the Dancy 
60 acre tract; thence in a southerly direction along the east 
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boundary line of the southwest fourth of section 30, township 5 
south, range 4 west for a distance of 999.08 feet to the south¬ 
east corner of the southwest fourth of said section 30; thence in 
a westerly direction along the south boundary line of said sec¬ 
tion 30 for a distance of 2662.08 feet to the southwest corner 
of the southwest fourth of said section 30; thence in a westerly 
direction along the south boundary line of section 25, township 
5 south, range 5 west to the east margin of the Danville Road; 
thence in a northeasterly and northerly direction along the east 
boundary line of the said Danville Road to its intersection with 
the south margin of 3rd Street South in the present City of 
Albany, Alabama; thence in an easterly direction with the south 
margin of said 3rd Street South to the east margin of 9th Ave¬ 
nue West; thence north along the east margin of 9th Avenue 
West to its intersection with the north margin of the Moulton 
Road; thence in a westerly direction to the point of beginning. 
The above described territory being situated partly in Section 13 
and 25, township 5 south, range 5 west, and partly in Sections 
7, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 28, 29, 30, 32 and 33, township 5 south, 
range 4 west, all in Morgan County, State of Alabama. 

Section 2. That the boundaries set out in Section 1 of this 
Act, be and the same are hereby established as the corporate 
limits of the said City of Decatur, and the territory now in¬ 
cluded within the cities or towns of Albany and Fairview shall 
hereafter be and constitute a part of the City of Decatur. 

Section 3. All laws in conflict with this Act are hereby re¬ 
pealed.

AN ACT 

To alter and re-arrange the boundary lines of the City of Demopolis, Ala¬ 
bama, so as to include within the corporate limits of said City the ter¬ 
ritory described in Section One of this Bill: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

' Section One. That from and after the passage of this Act 
the boundary lines of the City of Demopolis shall be altered and 
re-arranged so as to include within the corporate limits of the 
City of Demopolis, Alabama, the territory hereinafter de¬ 
scribed: Begin at a point where the North boundary line of 
Fulton Street in the City of Demopolis, Alabama, intersects the 
range line between Range Two (2) and Three (3) East; thence 
East 1022 feet to a point; thence South 1870 feet to a point; 
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thence North 86 degrees and 38 minutes East, 2,123.04 feet to 
a point; thence South 4,616 feet to a point; thence North 79 
degrees and 51 minutes West to a point where this line inter¬ 
sects the North margin of what is known as the Whitfield Canal; 
thence in a westerly direction along the North boundary line of 
said canal to a point where it intersects the South boundary line 
of Jackson Street in the City of Demopolis, Alabama; thence 
East along the South boundary line of said Jackson Street to a 
point South of the South-east Comer of Lot 310 in the City of 
Demopolis, Alabama, thence South to the South boundary line 
of Section 24; thence East along said line to the South East 
corner of said Section 24, thence North to the North boundary 
line of Fulton Street in the City of Demopolis, Alabama, the 
point of beginning. 

Section Two. Be it further enacted that the territory de¬ 
scribed in Section One be and the same is hereby included with¬ 
in the corporate limits of the City of Demopolis, Alabama, a mu¬ 
nicipal corporation, in Marengo County, Alabama. 

Section Three. Be it further enacted that all laws or parts 
of laws in conflict with this Act be and the same are hereby re¬ 
pealed.

AN ACT 

To fix the salary of the Deputy Solicitor of Washington County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the salary of the Deputy Solicitor for 
Washington County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby fixed 
at the sum of $1,500.00 per year payable out of the County 
Treasury in monthly installments of $125.00 per month, the 
payment of such salary to be by warrant of the Probate Judge 
drawn on the Treasurer of the County on the first of each 
month; provided however, that in case the amount of solicitors’ 
fees paid into the County Treasurer during any one year shall 
not equal the sum of $1500.00, the said deputy solicitor shall re¬ 
ceive for his services only such amount as corresponds with the 
amount of solicitors’ fees paid into the County Treasurer during 
that year. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws now in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this act shall take effect im¬ 
mediately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act entitled An Act to Regulate the Issue of Garnishments 
by Justices of the Peace, and Notaries Public, with same jurisdiction 
and powers of a Justice of the Peace and proceedings therein when a 
demand owing for, or on account of personal services rendered, or to 
be rendered, by the defendant is sought to be subjected by process of 
garnishment in the Counties of Colbert and Franklin, Approved Feb¬ 
ruary 21, 1893, in so far as the same relates to or affects Colbert 
County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That an “Act entitled An Act to Regulate the 
Issuance of Garnishments by Justices of the Peace and Notaries 
Public with same jurisdiction and powers of a Justice of the 
Peace, and proceedings thereon when a demand owing for, or on 
account of personal services rendered, or to be rendered by the 
defendant is sought to be subjected by process of garnishment 
in the Counties of Colbert and Franklin.” Approved February 
21, 1923 be and the same is hereby repealed in so far as the same 
relates to or affects Colbert County. 

Section II. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here 
with be, and the same are hereby repealed.

To alter or rearrange the boundary line of the town of Inglenook, Jefferson 
County, Alabama, so as to exclude from the said Town of Inglenook 
certain territory described herein and now included within the cor¬ 
porate limits of said Town of Inglenook. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundary line of the Town of Inglenook, 
Jefferson County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby altered 
and rearranged as follows: Beginning at the intersection of the 
northwesterly line of the right of way of the Birmingham Water 
Works canal with the North line of the South Half (S. V 2 ) of the 
Northwest Quarter (N. W. 1 /i) of Section Eight (8), Township 
Seventeen (17), South, Range Two (2) West, on the west boun¬ 
dary line of said Town of Inglenook as now constituted; thence 
instead of northeasterly along the Northwest right of way line 
of said canal as heretofore, run east along the North line of said 
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south half (S. x /i) of said Northwest Quarter (N. W. 1/4) to its 
intersection with the north and south center line of said section 
Eight (8); thence south along the center line of said section to 
its intersection with the south boundary line of Oak Park Addi¬

That all of that territory embraced within said 
area heretofore described be and the same is hereby excluded and 
eliminated from said town of Inglenook.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the boundary line of the town of Tarrant 
City, Jefferson County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby alter¬ 
ed and rearranged as follows: Beginning at the intersection oij 
the north line of Plainview addition, as recorded in book of maps, 
volume ten (10) page forty-eight (48), probate office of Jeffer¬ 
son County, Alabama, with the west line of the north-west quar¬ 
ter (N. W. 14 ) of the north-west quarter (N. W. 1/4) of sect ; on 
eight (8), township seventeen (17), south, range two (2) west, 
on the west boundary line of the town of Tarrant City as now 
constituted; thence instead of an easterly direction as heretofore, 
continue said boundary line south along the west line of said 
northwest quarter (N. W. %) of the northwest quarter (N. W.

To amend an act entitled An Act To create and establish a Board of County 
Commissioners in and for Madison County, Alabama, in the place and 
stead of the Board of Revenue of Madison County now existing in said 
county, and abolishing said Board of Revenue in Madison County; to 
divide said county of Madison into five districts, defining the boundaries 
thereof; defining the jurisdiction of said Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, fixing their compensation; conferring upon said Board of County 
Commissioners all the jurisdiction, powers and authority granted by 
law to County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing 
bodies of like name or authority in this state; and to authorize said 
Board of County Commissioners for the purpose of maintaining the 
public roads, bridges and ferries of Madison County to impose a tax on 
gasoline, woco-pep or other substitute therefor sold in the county not 
to exceed three cents per gallon and to provide the machinery for its 
collection; authorizing the appointment of said Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of a clerk, and a supervisor of Public Roads; providing for 
the holding of monthly meetings of said Board of Commissioners and 
providing for the repeal of all laws in conflict with this act; providing 
for the appointment, nomination and election of said Board of Com¬ 
missioners approved September 20th, 1923, by amending sections 3, 7, 
11, 12 1-2, 14, 15, and 16, and by adding thereto section 8 1-2. 

Section 1. Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama > 
that Section 3 of an act entitled An Act To create 
and establish a Board of County Comissioners in and for Madison 
County, Alabama, in the place and stead of the Board of Revenue 
of Madison County now existing in said County, and abolishing 
said Board of Revenue in Madison ^County; to divide said coun¬ 
ty of Madison into five districts defining the boundaries thereof; 
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defin'ng the jurisdiction of said Board of County Commissioners, 
fixing their compensation; conferring upon said Board of County 
Commissioners all the jurisdiction, powers and authority granted 
by law to County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other 
governing bodies of like name or authority in this state; and to 
authorize said Board of County Commissioners, for the purpose 
of maintaining the public roads, bridges and ferries of Madison 
County to impose a tax on gasoline, woco-pep or other substitutes 
therefor, sold in the county, not to exceed three cents per gallon 
and to provide the machinery for its collection; authorizing the 
appointment of said Board of County Commissioners of a clerk, 
and a supervisor of Public Roads; providing for the holding of 
monthly meetings of said Board of County Commissioners, and 
providing for the repeal of all laws in conflict with this act; 
providing for the appointment, nomination and election of said 
Board of Commissioners, approvedSeptember 20, 1923 be and is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 3. That f or the 
purpose of this Act and the enforcement thereof, the said Coun¬ 
ty of Madison is hereby divided into five subdivisions, to be 
known as Districts, and numbered respectively, from one to five, 
both inclusive. District No. 1, shall embrace and be composed of 
all that territory now constituting beats or precincts numbered 
14,17, 2, 23, 12, and 11 and known respectively as Wells, Plevna, 
New Market, Sulphur Springs, Hazel Green, and Meridianville. 
District No. 2 shall embrace and be composed of all that territory 
now constituting beats or precincts numbered 15, 3, 22, and 16 
and known respectively as Gurley, Maysville, Hurricane No. 
1 and 2, and Deposit. District No. 3 shall embrace.and be com¬ 
posed of all that territory now constituting beats or precincts 
numbered 6, 18, 5, 13, 19, and 4, known respectively as Whites- 
burg, Clouds Cove, New Hope, Poplar Ridge, Owens Cross Roads 
and Colliers. District No. 4 shall embrace and be composed of all 
that territory now constituting beats or precincts numbered 10, 9, 
21, and 8, and known respectively as Madison Cross Roads, 
Cluttsville, Monrovia and Madison. District No. 5 shall embrace 
and be composed of all that territory now constituting beats or 
precincts numbered 1, 7, 20, 24, and 25, and known respectively 
as Huntsville, Lincoln Mills, Dallas, West Huntsville and Merri¬ 
mack. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted that section 7 of said act 
be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 7. 
The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners shall re¬ 
ceive a salary of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) per 
annum payable monthly from the County Treasury and the other 
four members of the Board of County Commissioners shall each 
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receive Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) per annum, payable 
monthly from the County Treasury. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that said act be and is here¬ 
by amended by adding thereto Section 8 V 2 in words and figures 
as follows, viz: Section 8(4. Each of the other members of the 
Board of Commissioners shall be and he is required at all times 
to look after and attend to the construction and maintenance of 
roads already established, with the culverts and bridges thereon, 
in the District which he is elected to represent and shall be, and 
he is required during the months of July, August, September 
and October in each year, to devote his entire time and attention 
to the road, bridge and culvert work of the County in the District 
which he is elected to represent, except the days on which the 
Board of County Commissioners is in regular and called session; 
Provided, however, that if either of the members of said Board 
of County Commissioners shall at any time be incapacitated, or 
for any other reasons be unable to perform the duties required of 
him as herein set out, he shall be, and he is hereby required to 
employ a capable and experienced overseer to take charge of the 
work in his respective district, who is during the period of such 
absence or incapacitation required to perform such duties as are 
herein required to be performed by each member of the said 
Board of County Commissioners which must be done without 
additional cost to the County. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that section 11 of said act 
be and is hereby amended so a.s to read as follows: Section 11. 
The Board of County Commissioners may employ a competent 
civil engineer, who has had at least one year’s experience as a 
highway engineer in the construction of modern roads, and shall 
decide the duration of such employment, and fix his compensation 
and prescribe his duties. The Board of County Commissioners 
shall have the right and power to discharge said engineer at any 
time, and shall not be required to give reasons therefor. The 
Board may also employ a competent clerk, fix his or her duties 
and compensation, not to exceed the sum of $1,200.00 per annum, 
and shall have the right to discharge said clerk at any time they 
see proper without giving any reason therefor. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, that section 12 1/2 of said 
act be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 
12Vo. The Board of County Commissioners may, for the purpose 
of maintaining the public roads, bridges and ferries of Madison 
County, impose a tax on gasoline, Woco-Pep, or any substitute 
therefor, sold in the county, not to exceed three cents per gallon, 
or may impose and collect a privilege tax of not more than three 
cents per gallon on gasoline, Woco-Pep, or any substitute there¬ 
for, sold in the county, for the privilege of selling same, and may 
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provide the machinery or rules for collection thereof; such tax 
or privilege tax to be levied or imposed and the money derived 
therefrom to be used, for the purpose of maintaining the public 
roads, bridges and ferries of Madison County. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted, that section 14 of said act 
be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 14. 
All persons liable for road duty are liable to work on the public 
roads of Madison County for a period not exceeding ten days in 
each road year, not counting the time spent in opening new 
roads, provided that a money compensation may be paid by any 
such person in lieu of road work, the amount of such compensa¬ 
tion not to exceed Three ($3.00) Dollars per annum for each 
such person. The Board of County Commissioners shall fix the 
number of days of work and the amount of Compensation that 
may be paid in lieu thereof, within the limits prescribed by this 
Act. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted, that section 15 of said act 
be and is herebv amended so as to read as follows: Section 15. 
Whenever the Board of County Commissioners shall fix the a- 
mount of compensation to be paid in lieu of road work, any per¬ 
son liable to road duty in said county may procure exemption 
from working the roads for that road year by paying the sum so 
fixed by the Board to the Chairman of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners on or before August 1st of the year in which he is lia¬ 
ble to road duty, and it shall be the duty of the said Chairman of 
the Board of Commissioners to receive such payment and to give 
a receipt for same and the person holding same is required to 
exhibit such receipt to the person warning him for such service, 
in order to obtain exemption from road duty. The Board of 
County Commissioners shall each year on or before October 1st 
cause to be made out a list of all persons in each precinct who are 
subject to road duty. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, that section 16 of said act 
be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 16. 
Any person who is warned to work the roads in Madison County 
may obtain the benefit of the aforesaid provisions for the pay¬ 
ment of the compensation in lieu of road work by oaying such 
amount as may be specified by the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers to the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Madison County on or before the 1st day of August of each year.

Section 1. That the Tax Assessor of Etowah County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, 
but in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange, in alphabetical 
order, according to beats, original assessment lists, and cause the 
same to be permanently bound and such assessment lists when 
bound shall constitute the book of assessments to all intents and 
purposes. Such assessment lists when bound shall be preserved 
permanently as a matter of record, and provided that in making 
the collector’s abstracts such abstracts shall be made direct from 
the assessment lists. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, whether general, local or special, be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall be effective on its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the building of a Court house and jail for Jefferson County, 
Alabama, in the City of Birmingham, and to establish for the con¬ 
summation of that purpose a Court House Commission; and to author¬ 
ize said Commission to build a court house and jail for said County, 
to sell and convey certain Court house properties now owned by the 
County, to acquire, if deemed necessary, a site for said constructions, 
or either of them; to designate the funds from which the cost and ex¬ 
pense of said construction shall be paid; and to prescribe the powers 
and duties of the said Commission and the powers and duties of the 
Board of Revenue and Treasurer of said County, incident to the con¬ 
struction of said court house and jail. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. A Commission is hereby created in Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama, to be known as “Jefferson County Court House Commis¬ 
sion”, which Commission shall ba composed of five resident cit¬ 
izens of said County as follows: Oscar Wells, Walter E. Henley, 
Samuel C. King, Edward H. Cabaniss and Morris W. Bush, and

the said parties named are hereby appointed Commissioners and 
made members of said Commission, and they and their succes¬ 
sors shall constitute said Commission, with the rights, powers, 
duties and privileges herein conferred and prescribed, and shall 
exist until legally abolished. 

2. A majority of the members of said Commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The said 
Commission shall select one member as President thereof and 
such officers, members or non-members of the Commission, as 
they see fit, and they may pass such rules, regulations and by¬ 
laws for the government of the Commission as they see fit. The 
Commission may organize at any time after this Act shall have 
become a law. 

3. Any vacancy which may occur on said Commission by 
reason of death, resignation or failure of any Commissioner to 
act, or from any other cause, shall be filled by the remaining 
Commissioners, or a majority of the remaining Commissioners, 
as often as any such vacancy occurs "by selecting a resident of 
said County as Commissioner. 

4. Said Commission shall act and be held to act for Jeffer¬ 
son County, and no member thereof shall be held personally lia¬ 
ble for any act of said Commission, or for any act done by him 
as Commissioner, while acting in pursuance of the authority 
herein conferred, or while acting in pursuance of the directions 
•of said Commission in pursuance of the authority herein con¬ 
ferred. 

5. All contracts made by said Commission shall be in the 
name of Jefferson County by said Commission, and all transac¬ 
tions of said Commission under the authority herein conferred 
shall be in the name of the County by said Commission. Title 
to any property acquired under the authority herein conferred 
shall be taken for and in the name of said County. 

6. Said Commission shall be and it is hereby authorized and 
empowered to construct or cause to be constructed a court house 
and jail for said County in the City of Birmingham, Alabama, 
said Court house and jail to be constructed out of such material 
and in such manner as to size, plans, blueprints and specifica¬ 
tions as the said Commission may deem best, said Commission 
keeping in view that from time to time in the future it may be 
necessary to make additions to said court house and jail in order 
to keep pace with the growth and development of said County. 
Said Commission shall have the power and authority to employ 
such experts, architects and engineers and such labor and pro¬ 
fessional skill of all kinds as may be deemed necessary to accom¬ 
plish the work and exercise the powers and rights herein con¬ 
ferred, and make such contracts and agreements as may be 
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deemed necessary to accomplish the work and exercise the pow¬ 
ers and rights herein conferred, and may do any or all of the 
work necessary in the building of said court house and jail, em¬ 
ploying such laborers and employees and buying such material 
as may be deemed necessary, or may let any or all of the work 
by contract or contracts, as the Commission may see fit, to the 
lowest and best responsible bidder or bidders, and with a view al¬ 
ways to keeping the construction cost within the limits of such 
funds as will be available for such use by said Commission, and 
which shall be the funds derived from the sa*e of bonds and the 
properties hereinbefore referred to. 

7. Said Commission shall have the power to acquire by gift 
or purchase any such lands or real estate as may be deemed 
necessary for the construction of said court house and jail there¬ 
on, or may build on site heretofore acquired by said County for 
such use, or may build on the site whereon the court house and 
jail are now located, or on site acquired by the Commission, and 
said Commission is authorized and empowered to select and des¬ 
ignate the site on which said court house and jail shall be erect¬ 
ed. Said Commission shall also have the power to sell or dis¬ 
pose of any real or personal property acquired by the Commis¬ 
sion under the provisions of this Act, and shall have the power 
to sell and convey the present court house and jail site, or any 
part thereof, at such price and on such terms, at such time or 
from time to time, as the Commission may deem to the interest 
of said County, or to otherwise utilize it in whole or in part, as 
the Commission may see fit, but in event said Commission shall 
determine to sell the present court house and jail site, in whole 
or in part, then all money received from such sale shall be ex¬ 
pended exclusively to the extent, necessary, in addition to funds 
heretofore provided for these purposes by issue and or sale of 
bonds heretofore authorized for these purposes, in the con¬ 
struction of the new court house and jail to be erected by said 
Commission. In event the Commission deem it best to dispose 
of the present court house and jail site, the said Commission is 
authorized and empowered to execute the necessary deeds and 
other instruments of writing in the name of the County which 
may be necessary in order to effectuate title in the purchaser or 
purchasers, and may take notes secured by mortgage or deed of 
trust on the land sold for the unpaid balance of purchase money, 
if sale is made in part on time. The Commission is also author¬ 
ized in like manner to sell and make proper deeds of conveyance 
of the court house site purchased by the Board of Revenue of 
said County and located near what is known as Capitol Park or 
Woodrow Wilson Park in said City, the funds to be used ex¬ 
clusively for the new court house and jail site, or they may other-- 
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wise utilize said property in such manner as the Commission 
may deem best. In short, the Commission is authorized and em¬ 
powered to do such things as may be deemed necessary, conven¬ 
ient and proper for carrying out the purposes of this Act. And 
it shall not be necessary for the said Commission to at any time, 
or for any purposes, secure the approval of them, of any con¬ 
tract, agreement, plan or specification, or of any other act con¬ 
templated by said Commission in furthering the work herein 
authorized. 

8. Said commission, as often as it makes a sale of property 
authorized to be sold by it under the provisions of this act, shall 
make a written report of the sale to the Board of Revenue of 
said County, stating the property and the price at which the 
property is sold, and the amount of money paid to the Treasurer 
of the County, and said Board of Revenue shall require an ad¬ 
ditional bond as required by law of the Treasurer as on receipt 
of a special fund. The official bond of said County Treasurer 
shall stand as security for the faithful discharge of his duty by 
the Treasurer in respect to all funds which shall come into his 
custody under the provisions of this Act, the same as it secures 
the faithful discharge of his duties in regard to any other county 
funds. 

9. All work let to a contractor or contractors shall be let to 
the lowest and best responsible bidder, after bids are advertised 
for in such newspaper or newspapers and for such length of time 
as the Commission may see fit. The Commission may reject any 
and all bids and the Commission shall have the exclusive right to 
determine who is the lowest and best responsible bidder. Said 
Comm'ssion shall file with the Board of Revenue of the County 
a statement of all bids received on each lot or parcel of work let, 
showing the amount of each bid and stating in the report which 
bid was accepted, and the Board of Revenue shall cause each and 
all such reports to be recorded on its records. 

10. All contracts where the amount to be paid under the 
contract exceeds one thousand dollars shall give bond with some 
guaranty company as surety, to be approved by the Commission 
or some authorized committee appointed by the Commission, in 
an amount at least one-fourth of the bid, and so conditioned as 
the Commission may require to secure the faithful performance 
of the contract. 

11. Said Commission shall require the supervision engineer, 
architect or other person upon whose estimates and acceptance 
payments are made to the contractor or contractors, to execute 
a bond payable to said County, with some guaranty company to 
be approved by the Commission as surety, in a sum of not less 
than one-eighth of the contract let, upon which he accepts the 
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work and gives the estimates, and so conditioned as to guarantee 
the honest and faithful discharge of his duties in giving esti¬ 
mates and accepting work. 

12. Any supervision engineer, architect or other person upon 
whose estimates and acceptance payments are made to the con¬ 
tractor or contractors, who carelessly or intentionally accepts 
work which does not conform to the requirements of the plans 
and specifications, or who carelessly or intentionally gives esti¬ 
mates in excess of the amount for which they should be given,, 
shall be liable in an amount three times in excess of the damage 
sustained by such action, which sum may be sued for and re¬ 
covered by said Commission in the name of said County. And 
any contractor or sub-contractor who receives payments for 
work done knowing that such work was not done in conformity 
to the plans and specifications, or who receives payment on esti¬ 
mates which he knows to be in excess of the amount the esti¬ 
mates should be for, shall be liable in an amount equal to three 
times the damage sustained by such action, which sum may be 
sued for and recovered by said Commission in the name of the 
said County. 

13. No member of said Commission, and no person who has; 
been a member of said Commission within six months from the 
time of the making of the contract, shall be directly or indirectly 
pecuniarily interested in any contract, or in the profits of any 
contract made by said Commission. And any and all contracts 
made in violation of this provision are declared to be void and 
against public policy, and no such contract shall be enforceable 
in any Court for the benefit of any person whatsoever. Any 
money paid to any person on such a contract as is declared void 
in this section may be sued for and be recovered for and in the 
name of said County by said Commission or the said Board of 
Revenue, without abatement on account of the value of any 
work done or material furnished under the contract. But the 
prohibition herein contained shall not apply to loans or other 
business dealings by and between a contractor or other person 
employed in and about the construction of said court house or 
furnishing material therefor and any bank with which a member 
of said Commission may be connected as an officer or stock¬ 
holder. 

14. No member of said Commission, and no person who has; 
been a member of said Commission within six months from the 
time of making the sale, shall be directly or indirectly pecuniarily 
interested in the sale of any material or supplies to said Com¬ 
mission, or any contractor or sub-contractor, to be used in or in 
the furtherance of the work of said Commission, and no suit can 
or shall be maintained in any Court by the seller, or any person 
or corporation claiming through the seller, for the purchase 
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the provisions of this section. And said Commission or said 
Board of Revenue may in, the name of said County sue for and 
recover from the seller the amount of all money paid such seller 
for material and supplies sold in violation of the provisions of 
this section. 

15. Said Commission shall cause to be kept full and ac¬ 
curate minutes of the acts and proceedings of its meetings, and 
shall preserve all books, plans, contracts, maps, engineers and 
architects reports and other papers acquired during the con¬ 
struction of the work herein authorized. All such documents 
shall be filed with the Board of Revenue after the work herein 
provided for is completed. 

16. The County Treasurer of Jefferson County shall be the 
custodian of all money heretofore realized, or which may here¬ 
after be realized, from the sale of any bonds heretofore author¬ 
ized by special election to be issued for the purpose of erecting 
and constructing a court house and jail for said County; and he 
shall also be the custodian of any money realized from the sale 
of any of the property herein authorized to be sold by said Com¬ 
mission, when and if sold, and it shall be the duty of the Com¬ 
mission to pay over any and all moneys received by it to the said 
Treasurer within five days from the receipt thereof. 

17. It shall be the duty of the said Commission to semi¬ 
annually make to the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County a 
full and complete written report on its acts and doings, in which* 
report it shall set forth a statement of all expenditures; and 
the County Treasurer shall also, semi-annually, make to the 
Board of Revenue an itemized statement of all warrants paid by 
him for any cost incurred in the constrution of the court house 
and jail by said Commission; and said Board of Revenue shall 
cause said reports to be recorded in the records kept by said 
Board. 

18. The expense of all construction work done by said Com¬ 
mission, and all costs and expense in any way connected there¬ 
with and all cost and expense incident to doing anything by the 
Commission authorized to be done by this, Act, shall be paid out 
of money received from the sale of the bonds heretofore author¬ 
ized by special election to be issued for the purpose of erecting 
and constructing a court house and jail for said County, or from 
the sale of any of the property herein authorized to be sold by 
said Commission, and shall be paid only on warrants authorized 
by the Board of Revenue of said County, which shall not be au¬ 
thorized except on the requisition therefor drawn on said Board 
of Revenue by said Commission, and it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Revenue of said County to authorize and cause war- 
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rants to be drawn as and when requisitions therefor are drawn 
by said Commission on said Board of Revenue. 

19. All money remaining in the custody of the Treasurer 
of said County, from the sale of bonds for the erection of a 
court house and jail, or from the sale of any property sold under 
the provisions of this Act after the court house and jail herein 
authorized to be constructed have been completed, and all cost 
and expense incident to the construction has been paid, shall be 
used and applied under the direction and order of the Board of 
Revenue of said County in taking up and paying the now exist¬ 
ing interest bearing indebtedness of the County evidenced by 
warrants or bonds. 

20. It shall be the duty of the Board ox Revenue, only on 
recommenc ation of the said Commission, to make sale of such 
bonds heretofore authorized by special election to be issued for 
the purpose of erecting and constructing a court house and jail 
for said County, to make sale of any unsold bonds so authorized 
in such amounts as the said Commission may require, the pro¬ 
ceeds of such sale or sales shall be turned over to the said County 
Treasurer as custodian as hereinbefore specified. 

21. Subject to the limitations of this Act, the said Commis¬ 
sion is invested with any authority or power now possesed by 
the said Board of Revenue of Jefferson County in regard to the 
construction of the court houses or jails, or a court house and jail. 
And any such power or authority now given by law to said Board 
•of Revenue is hereby conferred on said Commission. 

22. No member of said Commission shall receive any com¬ 
pensation for his services. 

23. No suit shall be maintained against said County for any 
^ct done or omitted by said Commission until and unless a claim 
therefor is filed with said Commission within ninety days from 
the commission or omission complained of, and in the event the 
said Commission declines or fails to pay such claim no suit shall 
be maintained thereon unless suit is filed in a Court having 
jurisdiction within six months from the time the claim is filed 
with said Commission. 

24. If any section, clause or provision of this Act shall be 
declared unconstitutional, it shall not affect any other section, 
clause or provision of this Act, but the same shall remain in full 
force and effect. 

25. This Act shall take effect immediately on its approval 
hy the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Cullman and Winston Counties, Alabama by the qualified electors 
thereof; and to prescribe the duties and fix the term and compensation 
of such officers. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. At the general election for the year 1928, and 
every four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County 
Superintendent of Education for Cullman and W nston Coun¬ 
ties, Alabama, respectively, by the qualified voters of said Coun¬ 
ties, who shall hold office for a term of four years from the 
first Monday in July next succeeding the election, and until a 
successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. Candidates for the office of such Superintend¬ 
ent of Education may be nominated as candidates for other 
county offices of Cullman and Winston under the laws of the- 
State of Alabama. 

Section 3. Such county superintendent of education must, 
be a qualified elector of the county in which he resides and pos¬ 
sess all the other qualifications required under the general laws, 
of this State for county superintendents of education; and they- 
shall perform and discharge all the duties of county superin¬ 
tendent of education, under the general laws of this State. Pro¬ 
vided that if there be a vacancy in said office from any cause 
whatever, the county board of each of said Counties is author¬ 
ized to fill such vacancy as is provided by the general laws of" 
the State. 

Section 4. Such county superintendent of education shall 
devote his entire time to the public school business of Cullman 
and Winston Counties, respectively, and shall receive such com-, 
pensation as the county board of education shall fix, which shall, 
not be less than twelve hundred dollars nor more than three 
thousand dollars annually, and shall be paid at the time and in 
the manner provided by the general laws of this State for the 
payment of salaries of county superintendents of education. The 
county board of education of such Counties, respectively, shall 
determine the amount and salary of office help, if any, to the 
county superintendent of eduaction of Cullman and Winston 
Counties, respectively, and the same shall be paid at the time 
and in the manner provided in the general laws of such State 
for the payment of such office help. 

Section 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, insofar as they relate to Cullman and.. 
Winston Counties, be and the same are hereby repealed.

To fix the salary of the Deputy Solicitor of Baldwin County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That the salary of the Deputy Solicitor for Bald¬ 
win County, Alabama, be, and the same hereby is, fixed at the 
sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars per year, payable 
in monthly installments of One Hundred Twenty-Five ($125.00) 
Dollars per month, provided, however, that the said salary shall 
be paid from the fees earned by such Solicitor in the County 
Court and should the fees so earned in the County Court be less 
than the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars per year, 
then the salary of the Deputy Solicitor for Baldwin County. Ala¬ 
bama, shall be the fees earned in the County Court of Baldwin 
County, Alabama, for the calendar year.

For the relief of James C. Williams. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama \ 

1. That the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
is hereby authorized and directed to draw or cause to be drawn 
a warrant on the Treasurer of Jefferson County, in favor of 
James C. Williams, in the sum of $3489.34 covering amount er¬ 
roneously paid into the County Treasury of said County by said 
James C. Williams while acting as Clerk of Jefferson County 
Court of Misdemeanors, which said amount covers witnesses fees 
already disbursed by said James C. Williams prior to paying the 
same into the County Treasury, but for which said James C. Wil¬ 
liams failed to take receipts from the various persons said money 
was paid to.

That each member of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Talladega County, except the Probate Judge, shall have 
supervision of and shall be responsible to the Court of County 
Commissioners for the construction, maintenance and upkeep of 
the County roads and bridges in his Commissioner's District, and 
shall make personal inspection of all work under construction in 
his district and shall approve all appointments of the County 
Road Superintendent of all road overseers, apportioners and 
enumerators necessary for the construction, maintenance and up¬ 
keep of the roads and bridges in his District, and shall inspect 
and approve all reports of overseers in his District, and the Pro¬ 
bate Judge shall assist said Commissioners in the performance of 
their duties to such extent as shall be necessary. 

Sec. 2. That each member of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Talladega County except the Probate Judge on presen¬ 
tation to the Court of County Commissioners of a monthly writ¬ 
ten report, which report shall show road inspections and due 
diligence on the part of such Commissioner in the performance of 
his duties, which must be approved by the Commissioners Court, 
shall receive a monthly salary of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars a month, 
which shall be in lieu of all fees, compensation and expenses al¬

A blue-print of each map when made shall be deposited for safe 
keeping in the vault of the probate office, and also a copy posted 
in the office of the county engineer. That Section 20 be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

That the Court of County Commissioners shall 
have authority by resolution duly adopted by said Court to re¬ 
quire all male inhabitants of the County who are over twenty- 
one years of age and not over fifty years of age, except those 
exempt by the following section, to work on the public roads of 
the County during each year for a period of not less than five 
days and not more than ten days, said resolution to provide 
the number of days which they shall work—provided further 
that such male inhabitants may pay in lieu of such personal ser¬ 
vice a sum to be fixed by said resolution of not less than $2.50 and 
not more than $5. Said resolution shall also fix the time by which 
said sum so adopted may be paid in lieu of such personal service.

To provide for the working of all male inhabitants of Houston County, 
Alabama, between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, on the 
public roads of said County; to provide for the levy and collection of a 
per capita road tax upon such persons in lieu of such road service; to 
be used for the maintenance, upkeep, building and repair of such public 
roads; to prescribe the manner and means of raising or collecting such 
tax; to provide for and regulate the working, building, maintenance and 
upkeep of the public roads of said County; and to provide and fix pen¬ 
alties for the violation of the provisions of this Act. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That all male inhabitants of Houston County, Ala¬ 
bama, between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, not 
exempt from road duty under the general laws of Alabama, shall 
be required to work upon the public roads of said Houston Coun¬ 
ty, ten full days in each year, or in lieu thereof shall pay the sum 
of seven and fifty one hundredths dollars ($7.50) on or before 
the first day of April of each year, and if such sum is not paid by 
said date an additional fifty cents must be paid, all of which shall 
accrue to the road fund of the County; provided that such sum so 
paid shall be used for the building, maintenance, upkeep, and re¬ 
pair of the public roads within the precinct in which such money 
is paid or accrues, and each precinct in the County shall reecive 
hack for road purposes all monies paid into said road fund by 
those subject to the payment of said per capita tax within the 
limits of such precinct where paid, less the expense of collecting 
said tax and less also, the expense of keeping the records of same 
as hereinafter provided for. All persons subject to road duty, 
not in the County at the beginning of the road year, but who 
move into the County afterwards, shall be subject to the payment 
of the road tax as herein provided, or shall work the road as 
above provided, in their respective precincts, unless before com¬ 
ing into the County they have fully discharged their road duties 
for the year in which they have moved into said County. All 
money collected under the foregoing provisions shall be paid to 
“the county depository by collectors appointed by the Board of 
Revenue, and be credited by said depository to the road fund of 
the County, to be used in the precinct of the County where paid, 
as above provided; “and shall take from said Depository receipts 
for such amounts so turned over, such receipts to be kept by 
them for use in making their partial and final settlements as in 
this Act provided”, and it shall be the duty of every person sub¬ 
ject to such road tax to pay the same to the collectors appointed 
by the Board of Revenue to collect said tax in said County; pro¬ 
vided that any person residing within any city or incorporated 
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town of said County, who has paid street tax or worked in dis¬ 
charge of his street tax, shall be exempt from the payment of 
the above tax for the year in which he has paid such street tax' 
or performed said street duty. One collector shall be appointed 
by the Board of Revenue for each beat or precinct in said Coun¬ 
ty. The collectors so appointed shall each make bond in an a- 
mount to be fixed and designated by said Board of Revenue. The 
road year shall begin on the first day of April of each year and 
end on the 31st day of March of each year after this Act goes 
into effect. 

Section 2. The Probate Judge of the County shall, on or before 
the fifteenth day of December of each year, prepare or cause to be 
prepared official road per capita tax receipts, duly countersigned 
by him, containing one hundred receipts each, with a stub at¬ 
tached to each receipt, said receipt and stub to contain blanks for 
writing in the date, the name of the person to whom the receipt 
is issued, and the beat or precinct from which same was issued, 
and said receipt books shall be furnished by said Probate Judge 
to said road tax collectors; and he shall require of said collectors 
receipts for said books, which receipts he shall retain for his use 
in making partial settlement with said collectors. All of said 
road tax per capita receipts shall be numbered consecutively. 
The Probate Judge shall provide and keep a permanent record of 
all persons subject to road duty, as herein provided, in said 
County and the road tax collectors must from time to time make 
lists, of all persons subject to road duty and report same to the 
Probate Judge who shall enter same upon the record in his office 
and which record the said Probate Judge shall revise from 
time to time, showing the names of all persons subject to road 
duty under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of such collectors in the res¬ 
pective beats or precincts of the County to collect and pay over 
to the County Depository of said County the per capita road 
taxes due to their respective beats or precincts. Each collector 
shall, between the first day of March and the first day of April of 
each year make an appointment at one stated place in his pre¬ 
cinct at which time and place he shall be present to receive and 
receipt for such road per capita tax; he shall give notice of such 
appointment by posting notices, written or printed, at not less 
than four public places in his beat or precinct, not less than ten 
days before the date on which he will be present for the purpose 
of collecting said per capita tax. 

Section 4. The said collectors shall receipt for said road per 
capita tax on receipts furnished to them for that purpose by the 
Probate Judge of said County; they shall make monthly settle¬ 
ments on the first day of each month with the Board of Revenue 
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for all road per capita tax funds collected by them during the 
preceding month. The said collectors shall make their final set¬ 
tlement with the said Board of Revenue not later than the fif¬ 
teenth day of May of each year, at which time they shall make a 
written report, stating the number of per capita tax receipts they 
received from the Probate Judge, the number of receipts issued 
by them in the discharge of their official duties during the cur¬ 
rent year, the names of those who have paid their road tax to 
them; and they shall also be required to make any and all other 
statements and reports relative to their official acts, which they 
may be directed and required to make by said Board of Revenue. 
And if such collectors fail to turn in any of said receipts which 
they do not account for in their report and which were not col¬ 
lected by them and paid to the County Depository, or if they fail 
in the discharge of any of their duties under this Act, they and 
their bondsmen shall be liable. 

Section 5. Any person who issues or uses any road per capi¬ 
ta tax receipt not official or not properly countersigned, or any 
person using or issuing any per capita tax receipt for some year 
other than the year for which it was intended, or any person is¬ 
suing a road tax per capita receipt when the amount due for 
same has not been properly paid shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 6. Any person who issues or causes to be issued any 
per capita road tax receipt in payment for or in part payment 
for work done on the public roads of said County, or for material 
furnished for said roads, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 7. The per capita road tax as herein provided for 
shall be due on the first day of April of each year and shall be de¬ 
linquent on the first day of May in each year, provided that each 
person so subject to said tax may, not later than May the first in 
each year, may, by paying fifty cents extra or eight and no one- 
hundredths dollars (S8.00) and be discharged from said road 
duty. 

Section 8. Any person having failed to pay the per capita 
road tax as herein provided for or having failed to work the road 
after warning, as provided by the road laws of Houston County, 
heretofore passed by the Board of Revenue, or as provided by any 
local or general law of the County or State shall be proceeded 
against as road defaulter. 

Section 9. It is hereby made the duty of every person, firm 
or corporation employing more than three men in said County, to 
furnish on the application of the Board or either of them, the 
name of every man in their employment, and to specify, if known, 
the place of residence of every emnloyed man. and upon failing or 
refusing to do so shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 10. After the first day of May of each year the road 
tax collectors shall turn over to the Board of Revenue a list of 
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all persons subject to road duty in their respective beats or pre¬ 
cincts who have failed to pay the road tax herein provided for. 
The said Board of Revenue shall thereupon proceed to have such 
hands who have failed to pay the road per capita tax, as herein 
provided for, to work ten full days upon the public roads of their 
respective beats or precincts, which work may be done under the 
supervision of road overseers, in the respective beats or pre¬ 
cincts, as now provided by law, of the County, or under road 
foreman or supervisors to be appointed by said Court for each 
beat or precinct, or under such rules or regulations as may be 
promulgated by said Board of Revenue; and such persons so sub¬ 
ject to road duty shall be warned out and worked on the public 
roads in their respective beats or precincts, where such hands 
live, immediately after the first day of May in each year, or as 
soon thereafter as may be practicable; provided, however, that 
in so far as may be practicable, such hands must be worked on 
roads on which they live, and in no case more than three miles 
from their place of residence. Such persons shall have two days 
notice of the time and place to meet on the road by written notice 
served upon the person, or left at the place of residence of such 
person so subject to such road duty; and any person or persons 
so warned who fails or refuses to work the road, without legal 
cause or excuse, shall be proceeded against as a road defaulter, 
and such defaulter shall be punished as provided by the local 
laws of Houston County, or the general laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, or by the rules and regulations prescribed or promulgated 
by the said Board of Revenue. Upon the payment of the road 
tax or the completion of the ten days work on the road, the said 
overseer, road foreman or other supervisor, or such other person 
as may be charged with the duty of working such hands on said 
roads, shall give the persons so working the roads a statement in 
writing how said person has complied with the warning, and 
shall also, report the same to the Probate Judge who shall enter 
the same on the permanent record in his office. It shall be the 
duty of the overseer, road foreman, supervisor or other person 
charged with the duty of working such hands on the roads as 
herein provided, to work such hands ten full days on the public 
roads as in th’s section provided. Any collector, overseer, fore¬ 
man, supervisor, or other person charged with the duties set out 
and named in this section, who fails or refuses to comply with the 
provisions of this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction shall be fined not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 

Section 11. That each person subject to road duty as pro¬ 
vided in this Act, who shall fail to pay the road per capita tax 
herein provided for and who shall fail or refuse to work on the 
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public roads, after legal warning, without lawful excuse, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one nor more than three dollars for each 
day in default. 

Section 12. That the road per capita tax funds herein pro¬ 
vided for shall be used for the building, maintenance, upkeep and 
repair of the public roads of said County, and shall be used for 
such purposes in the beat or precinct where paid, and not else¬ 
where, less the expense of collecting the same, and less also, the 
expense of keeping the records of same as in this Act provided, 
and shall be exclusive of and in addition to all other road funds 
now available for road purposes itt the County, or which may 
hereafter become available for road purposes in the County. That 
the said Board of Revenue may appoint such road foremen or 
supervisors as it may deem necessary and proper to take charge 
of, manage and superintend the working of the public roads of 
said County with the funds to accrue under this Act as well as 
all other funds now or hereafter may become available for road 
purposes in said County, and the said Board of Revenue may, in 
their discretion, promulgate such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary for the working by such foremen or supervisors, an 
persons subject to road duty who have failed to pay the road per 
capita tax as herein provided, subject, however, to the provis¬ 
ions of Section 10 of this Act. That said foremen or supervisors 
shall be required to give bond, conditioned on the faithful perfor¬ 
mance of their duties as such foremen or supervisors, in such 
sum as the Board of Revenue may deem expedient and proper. 

Section 13. That the road foremen or supervisors as pro¬ 
vided for in Section 11 of this Act, shall keep an accurate account 
of and on or before the fifth day of each month render to the 
Probate Judge an itemized statement of all monies which they 
have contracted or agreed to pay for labor or material in the 
construction, maintenance, upkeep or repair of the roads in the 
several beats or precincts of the County, and such claims or ac¬ 
counts shall be considered by the said Board of Revenue, passed, 
and if found correct, just and unpaid, shall pass on and pay the 
same, on warrants to be drawn against the County out of such 
road per capita tax funds, or out of any other funds now avail¬ 
able or hereafter to become available for road purposes in addi¬ 
tion to such road tax funds, and such accounts or claims shall be 
filed away in the Probate Office in the manner as now provided 
bv law, for other claims and accounts. 

Section 14. That the Board of Revenue shall not pay over five 
per cent to the tax collectors herein provided for the collection 
of said per capita tax, and the Probate Judge shall receive not 
more than 2y% per cent on the amounts so collected for any road 
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tax year for keeping the records of the per capita road tax herein 
provided for. 

Section 15. That if any section, clause, provision or portion 
of this Act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any Court 
of competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect any other 
section, clause, provision or portion of this Act which is not in 
and of itself unconstitutional. 

Section 16. That this Act shall go into effect immediately 
upon its passage and approval. 

Section 17. That all laws and parts of laws, in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be, and the same are hereby expressly 
repealed.

To further provide for the construction and maintenance of public roads 
and bridges for Morgan County, Alabama. By fixing the age limits 
of those subject to road duty as twenty-one to fifty both inclusive; by 
providing regulations and penalties to carry the provisions of this act 
into effect; by prescribing the methods of warning road hands and 
method of receipting those who pay in lieu of working; by providing 
for overseers and fixing their duties and powers; by making it the 
duty of the respective members of the Board of Revenue jointly with 
their duly authorized overseers to prosecute all violators of road laws 
in. Morgan County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. All male inhabitants of Morgan County, Alabama, 
between the ages of 21 and 50 both inclusive not exempt by the 
general laws of Alabama shall be required to work the public 
roads of Morgan County for (8) eight days of 9 hours each in 
each calendar year, provided however, that any person living in 
any city or incorporated town who has paid street tax or has 
worked in the discharge of his street duty shall be exempt from 
road duty under this act. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the several members of the 
Board of Revenue of Morgan County immediately after the ap¬ 
proval of this act to divide the public roads of their respective 
districts into sections, such in number and length as in their dis¬ 
cretion will best facilitate the maintenance of same; to appoint 
overseers and apportion hands for each section. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the overseer to supervise 
the working of the road or roads described in his commission; 
to attend to the warning of all hands apportioned to said roads 
to be at all times familiar with the condition of the roads and 
bridges under his charge and to advise with the member of the 
Board of Revenue of his district regarding the maintenance of 
same; to preserve carefully all tools and implements for working 
on the public roads turned over to him by the Board of Revenue 
and shall use the same only to work on the public roads and shall 
deliver same on demand to his successor or to the Board of Reve- 
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nue; to keep a complete list of all hands apportioned to his section 
and to keep a careful record of the time put in by each person; to 
report all violations of road laws to the members of the Board of 
Revenue of his district and to immediately institute legal pro¬ 
ceedings against road defaulters. 

Section 4. Any overseer who fails to perform his duty as 
such under the provisions of this act shall be guilty of misde¬ 
meanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than five nor 
more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 5. The mode of warning hands for road service shall 
be as follows: The overseer or some person appointed by him 
shall give at least two days notice in person or in writing to be 
left at the residence to persons liable for road duty to meet at 
such time and place as the overseer may direct. Any road hand 
who fails to faithfully perform his duty or who fails to attend 
agreeable to the notice shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than five nor more than twenty- 
five dollars. 

Section 6. The overseer of roads provided for in this act shall 
have the power and authority to dismiss from service any hand 
who shall refuse to do good or sufficient work or refuse to obey 
any reasonable order and shall proceed against such road hand 
as though he had failed or refused to obey notice of work. 

Section 7. Any person may secure exemption from road 
duty under this act by paying to the member of the Board of 
Revenue in his respective district or to his duly authorized as¬ 
sistants or overseers the sum of five dollars ($5.00) each calendar 
year. Such sum to be paid on or before the date such person is 
warned to work the road. 

Section 8. The Inferior Courts and the Justices of the Peace 
of Morgan County shall have jurisdiction of all prosecutions 
arising under this act. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of 
Morgan County to enforce the provisions of this act. They shall 
from time to time make and enforce any rules and regulations 
not contrary to the provisions of this act, which in their dis¬ 
cretion will better provide for the working and maintenance of 
the public roads of Morgan County. 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of 
Morgan County to have prepared duly countersigned forms with 
stub attached for use in warning of hands to work upon the pub¬ 
lic roads; to have prepared duly countersigned receipts to be is¬ 
sued to all persons who pay in lieu of working. These forms shall 
be used in all cases for which they are provided. 

Section 11. All persons paying in lieu of work shall present 
such receipt to his overseer on or before the date he is warned to 
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work. In all cases of legal procedure against road defaulters the 
stub of the duly countersigned form for warning hand shall be 
presented as evidence of such hand being duly warned. 

Section 12. No person who is presented with commission as 
overseer may refuse to accept such commission except he pre¬ 
sents a legal excuse. For violation of this provision, any person 
may be proceeded against as a road defaulter. Provided that 
the County Board of Revenue may grant exemption from road 
duty for one year to any person who has served the previous year 
as an overseer. 

Section 13. Except so far as the same may be in conflict with 
this act the general and special laws now in force or which may 
hereafter be in force in this state with reference to public roads 
and highways shall be in force in Morgan County and all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act be and 
the same are hereby repealed so far as may apply to Morgan 
County. 

Section 14. If any section or provision of this act shall be de¬ 
clared void and unconstitutional it shall not affect the validity or 
constitutionality of any other section or provision which is not of 
itself void or unconstitutional. 

Section 15. This act shall be in full force and effect from and 
after approval by the Governor.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That witnesses in criminal cases in the county 
court, except in preliminary hearings, and in the circuit court of 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, and before the grand jury of said 
county, are entitled to one dollar per day and five cents per mile 
to apd from their residence by the route usually traveled. 

Section II. The fees of such witnesses subpoenaed on the 
part of the State to appear at the county court, except in prelim¬ 
inary hearings, or the circuit court or before the grand jury of 
said county, shall be a preferred claim against the Fine and For¬ 
feiture Fund of said county, and provided that if said fund is 
exhausted at the time of the presentment of certificate for said 
fees, then such fees shall be paid out of the General Fund of the 
county. 

Section III. That all witness fees collected by the clerk of the 
court shall be paid by him into the General Fund of the county 
treasury, and provided further that the fees of witnesses shall 
be collected by said Clerk, as now fixed and provided by law, 
the true intent and purpose of this Act being to pay the State wit¬ 
nesses cash for their attendance at the court, and to collect the 
fees as now fixed by law for the benefit of the county treasury.

To abolish the Board of Revenue of Choctaw County, to establish in lieu 
thereof a Board of Commissioners of Choctaw County and to define 
and regulate its authority, powers and duties, to divide the County into 
four Commissioners Districts, to provide for appointment and election 
of the members of said Board and to provide for their salaries and fix 
their terms of office. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama'. 

1. That on the first Tuesday in January, 1928, the Board of 
Revenue of Choctaw County is hereby abolished. 

2. That the County of Choctaw be and the same is hereby di¬ 
vided into four Commissioners Districts to be numbered one, two, 
three and four. The said Districts shall bear the same numbers 
as the Board of Revenue Districts heretofore established and 
now existing and shall each be composed of that part of said 
County embraced within the Board of Revenue District of cor¬ 
responding number. 

3. That there is hereby established a Board of Commissioners 
of Choctaw County to be constituted and composed as follows: 
The Probate Judge of Choctaw County as ex-officio Chairman 
and clerk of said board, whose term of office shall run concurrent 
with the term of office of the Probate Judge; the present mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Revenue from the first and third districts, 
who shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January 1929, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified; and the present members of the Board of Revenue 
from the second and fourth districts who shall hold office until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1931, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

4. That at the general election for State and County officers 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in No¬ 
vember 1928, and every four years thereafter, there shall be 
elected a member of the Board of Commissioners from each one 
of the first and third Commissioners Districts; and at the general 
election for State and County officers to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November 1930, and every 
four years thereafter there shall be elected a member of the 
Board of Commissioners from each one of the second and fourth 
Commissioners Districts. The members of the Board of Com¬ 
missioners elected under the provisions of this section shall hold 
office from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
next succeeding their election. The said members so elected 
shall be qualified electors of the districts they represent and they 
shall each be elected by the qualified electors residing within their 
respective districts. 

5. That the first terms of all members of said Board of Com¬ 
missioners shall begin on the first Tuesday in January, 1928. 

6. All vacancies occurring in the membership of said Board 
of Commissioners shall be filled by appointment by the Governor 
for the unexpired term as herein prescribed. 

7. The Board of Commissioners shall meet in regular session 
on the first Tuesday in each month and shall hold all such special 
or revenue terms as are now or may hereafter be required to be 



held by Courts of County Commissioners or Boards of Revenue 
under the general laws of the State or as the Chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners may deem necessary or advisable. Ex¬ 
cept in cases of emergency, the Chairman of said Board of Com¬ 
missioners shall give the members of said Board five days notice 
of any special meeting called by him. The Chairman and any 
two members or any three members without the chairman shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

8. The Chairman of said Board of Commissioners shall be 
the presiding officer and clerk thereof, but it shall be his duty to 
vote on all Questions submitted to the board for decision. The 
Probate Judge as ex-officio chairman and clerk of said Board 
shall receive such ex-officio allowance as may be fixed by said 
board, not more than one hundred dollars per month. Such ex- 
officio allowance shall not be in lieu of any fees, compensation or 
other ex-officio allowance now granted the Probate Judge under 
the provisions of existing laws, but shall be in addition thereto. 

9. That the members of the Board of Commissioners shall 
each receive a salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars per year, pay¬ 
able monthly as other claims against the County are paid. The 
salary herein fixed shall be in full for all services rendered the 
County by any such member of the Board and in lieu of all per 
diem, mileage or other allowances under the local laws of Choc¬ 
taw County or heretofore or hereafter authorized to be paid to 
members of Courts of County Commissioners or Boards of Rev¬ 
enue under the general laws of the State. 

10. In case of absence of the ex-officio Chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners from any meeting of said Board, the 
board shall elect a member of the board as temporary chairman, 
and may also appoint some suitable person, if deemed necessary, 
to act as temporary clerk, who shall be compensated by the Pro¬ 
bate Judge from his ex-officio allowance. 

11. The Probate Judge as ex-officio chairman and clerk of 
the Board of Commissioners shall keep or cause to be kept the 
minutes of the meetings of said Board and perform all the clerical 
services now or hereafter required by law to be performed by the 
principal judge of the Court of County Commissioners or the 
chairman or clerk of any other court or board of like jurisdic¬ 
tion, including the issuance of warrants on the county treasury 
in payment of all claims, filed, audited, allowed and ordered paid 
by the said Board of Commissioners and shall be liable for the 
amount of any warrant drawn and paid without authority of law. 

12. Except as the same may be otherwise provided by this 
Act, the Board of Commissioners hereby created and established 
shall have all the power and authority and shall be charged with 
all the duties and responsibilities now or hereafter conferred or 
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imposed on courts of county commissioners or courts or boards 
of like jurisdiction by the general laws of this State. 

13. That at the meeting of the Board of Commissioners on 
the first Tuesday in January, 1928, the Chairman of the Board 
of Revenue of Choctaw County shall deliver to the said Board 
of Commissioners all books, records, files, documents and all 
other property of the county in possession of the said Board of 
Revenue. 

14. The Board of Commissioners hereby created is author¬ 
ized in its discretion and when in its opinion such action is deem¬ 
ed necessary or advisable to employ a qualified county engineer 
and fix his compensation and duties. 

15. * Each member of the Board of Commissioners shall have 
direct supervision of the construction, repair and maintenance of 
the public roads and bridges in his respective district not em¬ 
braced within the State highway system and under construction 
or maintenance by the State Highway Department; provided, 
however, that nothing in this section shall be construed as to 
limit or interfere in any manner with the rierh^s and duty of the 
Board of Commissioners to audit and allow the claims against 
the County growing out of any road construction, repair or main¬ 
tenance work done or performed under the supervision of any 
member of said Board of Commissioners; and provided, further 
that the members of the Board of Commissioners shall receive no 
compensation for such road supervision, whether per diem or 
mileage, other than the salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars per 
year hereinbefore fixed. 

16. The Board of Commissioners shall purchase all ma¬ 
chinery, tools, implements and supplies, including stationery and 
office supplies for all officers, departments and activities of the 
County, under such rules and regulations as the Board may pro¬ 
vide which rules, among other things, shall require advertise¬ 
ments in a newspaper for one week for written bids in all cases 
where proposed purchases amount to One Hundred Dollars in 
value, considering the needs of the entire county, to allow oppor¬ 
tunity for competition among bidders. All contracts awarded or 
purchases made under the provision of this section shall be to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

17. When any member of the Board of Commissioners, or 
any other officer, or head of any department or activity of the 
County shall desire any machinery, tools, implements, supplies, or 
materials, including stationery and office supplies, written ap¬ 
plication shall be made therefor to the Board of Commissioners, 
sworn to and stating by items the articles desired and needed, 
showing out of what fund they are to be paid, that the articles 
are necessary, that the amount of the requisition is not excessive 
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and that no part of the same will be used except in conducting 
the public business, and such applications shall be kept on file in 
the office of the Board of Commissioners. 

18. The Board of Commissioners shall keep and preserve in 

its office all requisitions, bids, correspondence and other papers 
relating to the purchases made by said board under the provis¬ 
ions of this act, and the same shall be public records and subject 
to inspection by any officer or citizen of the County at all reason¬ 
able times. The requisitions filed with the Board of Commission¬ 
ers under the provisions of this section shall be passed upon and 
approved by said Board at a regular meeting thereof before any 
purchases shall be made. Provided, however, that the Board of 
Commissioners may make provision for emergency purchases to 
be made by the ex-officio Chairman or any member of the Board 
of Commissioners where such an emergency exists as shall re¬ 
quire immediate action to preserve and protect the interests of 
the County. . 

19. The Board of Commissioners may, if or when decided 
expedient, protective or necessary, designate the ex-officio mem¬ 
ber of said board or any member thereof as purchasing agent td 
purchase the material and supplies required to be purchased by 
the Board of Commissioners under this act, provided however, 
that any requisitions submitted as hereinbefore provided shall be 
passed upon and approved by the board before any purchases 
shall be made by such purchasing agent, unless the same be such 
emergency purchases as shall have been previously authorized by 
the board as hereinbefore provided. 

20. The Board of Commissioners and the individual meim 
bers thereof shall have no right, power or authority to make, 
and they are hereby prohibited from making any contract, either 
for the purchase of goods or materials or for any construction, 
maintenance or repair work with any person who is related by 
consanguinity or affinity within the third degree to any member 
of said board, nor any such contract with any firm or corporation 
of which any such member or relative of a member may be a 
partner or stockholder. The Board of Commissioners and the 
individual members of said board are also prohibited from hiring 
any member of said board to do any road work except in his 
official capacity for which his salary is provided, and from using 
the teams of any member of said board, and from hiring for labor 
on roads or bridges any person in the employ of any member of 
said board or anv one renting or cultivating lands of any member 
of said board or hiring the teams of any such person. 

21. That if any section, clause, provision or portion of this 
act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such holding 
shall not affect any other section, clause, provision or portion 
thereof which is not of itself unconstitutional. 
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22. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this act be and the same are* 
hereby repealed. 

23. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall bo 
punished by a fine of not less than one hundred nor more than 
five hundred dollars.

That An Act entitled An Act To impose a per capita Road Tax 
in lieu of Personal Service on the Public Roads of Choctaw Coun- 
r ty, Alabama, to provide for the Collection of such Tax and the 
Disposition of the Proceeds thereof; to provide for the appoint¬

Section 3. The Board of Commissioners shall divide the pub¬ 
lic roads of said county into road precincts not exceeding six miles 
in length and shall at its first regular meeting in December 1927, 
and at its first meeting in December of each year thereafter ap¬ 
point and employ some suitable person or persons who shall make 
a list of all those who are subject to road work under the general 
laws of the State or under the provisions of this Act and the 
laws, rules and regulations of said Board of Commissioners pro¬ 
mulgated under the authority herein contained, and the person or 
persons so appointed and employed shall during the month of 
January 1928 and annually thereafter make and prepare such 
lists giving the race, age and place of residence of such persons 
subject to road duty and on or before the first day of February 
1928 and annually thereafter shall file such lists with the Clerk 
of said Board of Commissioners and for such service the Board 
of Commissioners shall fix and allow such compensation as it may 
deem fair and reasonable and order the same paid by warrant 
from the general fund or any special road and bridge fund of the 
county. 

Section 4. That from such lists the Clerk of the Board of 
Conjmissioners shall annually during the first five days of the 
month of February prepare in alphabetical arrangement a record 
of all such lists, designating as definitely as practicable by elec¬ 
tion precincts and road precincts the residence of such persons so 
listed, and from such record he shall furnish lists to the person 
or persons hereinafter authorized to collect the per capita road 
tax of said county. 

Section 5. The Board of Commissioners shall have the au¬ 
thority to employ such person or persons as may be considered 
necessary to collect said per capita road tax and fix and allow such 
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fees, commissions or other compensation as it may deem fair 
and reasonable and shall order the same paid from the general 
fund or any special road and bridge fund of the county. The 
person or persons appointed, designated or employed to collect 
said taxes shall be required by the Board of Commissioners to 
enter into a bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol¬ 
lars with good and sufficient sureties payable to Choctaw County 
and conditioned upon the faithful discharge of the trusts and to 
indemnify said county against any loss sustained by failure to 
pay over and properly account for any and all road tax by him 
collected. Such collectors shall be required by the Board of Com¬ 
missioners to make settlement of all road taxes collected by him 
on March 1st, of each year and semi-monthly thereafter, until 
his employment as such road tax collector shall terminate, pro¬ 
vided, that where a road tax has become delinquent it may be 
paid to the Clerk of the Board of Commissioners. The Board of 
Commissioners shall cause to be printed in duplicate for carbon 
copies the necessary books of receipts for regular road tax and 
separate similar books for delinquent road tax with the amount 
of such tax printed plainly with figures on such receipts. They 
shall be numbered consecutively and the road tax collector to 
whom the same are delivered shall be charged with the amount 
of such receipts by inclusive numbers and shall be required by 
the Board of Revenue to render strict accounting for the full 
amount of all money indicated by such original receipts as are 
/ not returned by him to the Clerk of the Board of Commissioners 
or which are not accounted for to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Commissioners. 

Section 6. The Clerk of the Board of Commissioners shall 
from the collections so returned to him, enter the payment there¬ 
of opposite the name of each person enrolled on the record of 
persons subject to road duty and shall certify and nay to the 
County Treasurer or other custodian of county funds the amount 
of said collections for the credit of the per capita tax fund of 
Choctaw County. 

Section 7. That when it shall come to the knowledge of any 
member of the Board of Commissioners that any person has 
failed to be lasted on the records provided for in this act, he shall 
forthwith report the name of such person to the Clerk of said 
Board for enrollment. 

Section 8. The Board of Commissioners shall declare all per¬ 
sons subject to road duty in said county who have failed to pay 
the per capita road tax by the fifteenth of March annually as 
delinquent road tax payers, provided, that any person subject to 
the road work herein provided for who shall have been absent 
from said county from January to March 15th, of any year and 
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returns to said county and any person subject to road work who 
shall have moved into Choctaw County subsequent to March 15th, 
shall not be deemed delinquent until the period of ten days shall 
have elapsed from the date of such return or moving to the coun¬ 
ty, at the expiration of which time the per capita road tax due by 
such person shall be and become delinquent. 

Section 9. The Board of Commissioners or any Commission¬ 
er acting under authority of law or under order of the Board of 
Commissioners shall be empowered to do and perform any and 
all duties heretofore imposed on the Road Supervisor. 

Section 10. The Board of Commissioners shall on the first 
day of January 1928 or as soon as practicable thereafter appoint 
a sufficient number of road overseers for all road precincts of 
the county and they shall be issued a commission signed by the 
Chairman of the Board of Commissioners and shall be appointed 
for a term of two years and in case of resignation or removal 
or expiration of term for which appointed, any such overseer 
shall be exempt from road service for one-half the time of service 
rendered by him as such overseer. The Clerk of Board of Com¬ 
missioners shall furnish each overseer with a list of such persons 
as have failed to pay road tax by March 15th, of each year and 
have been apportioned to the road precinct to which such over¬ 
seer has been appointed and at such time as may be deemed ad¬ 
visable the overseer shall duly warn said road hands for road 
work in the manner provided in this Act. It shall be the duly of 
the overseer accepting appointment as such to keep his road in as 
good condition as possible and when it shall come to his know¬ 
ledge that any part of his road precinct is obstructed by timbers 
or fallen trees or other obstacles it shall be his duty forthwith to 
warn out a sufficient number of his apportioned road hands to 
remove such obstruction and failing to do so he shall be guilty of 
neglect of duty as Road Overseer and on conviction shall be sub¬ 
ject to a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dol¬ 
lars. 

Section 11. The Board of Commissioners shall have the au¬ 
thority to enter into contract on behalf of the County with the 
State Highway Department for the maintenance of any Federal 
Aid Project completed or partially completed in Choctaw Coun¬ 
ty, and shall have authority to purchase or hire teams or road 
machinery for the purpose of carrying out such contract or for 
doing any other road construction, maintenance or improvement 
in said County. 

Section 12. That when the residents or land owners of any 
community in said county shall determine to improve, build or 
better maintain any road or roads in said community and shall by 
.subscriptions of money, contributions or agreement to contribute 
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labor, teams, tools or road building material for such road im¬ 
provement and such subscriptions and promised contributions 
are satisfactorily guaranteed to said Board of Commissioners, 
said Board shall have the right and authority to meet such sub¬ 
scriptions and contributions by appropriating a like amount 
from the road and bridge fund of the county or so much of said 
amount as may be deemed advisable, and such contemplated work 
or road improvement shall be done under the direction of the 
Board of Commissioners through its agents or employees pro¬ 
vided for in this Act. 

Section 13. That the Board of Commissioners of Choctaw 
County shall be authorized and empowered to contract with the 
State Highway Commission for the building, improvement or 
maintenance of any Federal Aid Projects established or main¬ 
tained in said county and in the event any such contract is made 
receipts from the performance of the contract, over and above the 
necessary outlay and expenses necessary to said performance of 
such contract, shall accrue to the road and bridge fund of said 
county. 

Section 14. The Board of Commissioners shall have author¬ 
ity to employ, when deemed advisable, a competent engineer for 
the purpose of locating, surveying and making estimates of con¬ 
struction, maintenance or improvement of county roads and to 
fix his compensation for such services. 

Section 15. The Board of Commissioners of Choctaw County 
shall be authorized and empowered, if in the judgment of the 
Board it is deemed advisable in order to advance as early as pos¬ 
sible towards the accomplishment of the general highway scheme 
of the State as to connecting county seats, to contract with the 
State Highway Department for the payment of the expense of 
location and survey by the State Highway Department of a road 
running through Choctaw County, North and South from the 
boundary line between Washington and Choctaw County where 
the road running North through Washington county shall touch 
said boundary line to the Sumter County line; and the said Board 
of Commissioners is further authorized and empowered when 
such survey and location of such route is made, to appropriate 
any part of the road and bridge fund not otherwise restricted by 
law to the construction of such road and to begin work on the 
grading and construction of the same, provided however that 
such grading and construction shall be under the direction of the 
State Highway Department. 

Section 16. It is hereby made the duty of all persons in 
Choctaw County not exempted by this act or by the general laws 
of the State who fail or refuse to pay the road tax imposed here¬ 
under, to work the public roads of said county, in person or by 
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substitute, for ten days in each calendar year, which duty shall 
be performed at such times as may be designated by the road 
overseer herein provided for. 

Section 17. The following persons shall be exempt from road 
service and from the payment of the per capita road tax in lieu 
of such service: All women, and all men under the age of eighteen 
and over the age of forty-five years; all persons who have lost 
an arm or a leg; and all persons who, by nature or disease, are 
rendered incapable of hard labor, who shall procure a certificate 
of such incapacity from the county health officer, or in the ab¬ 
sence of any such officer, from two reputable practicing physic¬ 
ians. 

Section 18. The mode of warning hands for road service 
shall be as follows: The overseer or some person appointed by 
him shall give two days notice in person or in writing, to be left 
at the residence, to all persons who are liable to work to meet at 
such time and place as the overseer of the road may appoint, and 
with such tools, implements or property liable to road duty as he 
may direct. Any road hand who fails to faithfully perform his 
duty, or who fails to attend with proper tools, agreeable to the 
notice, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 19. That the overseers of roads provided for in this 
act shall have the power and authority to dismiss from service 
any hand whether working in his place on the road or as a substi¬ 
tute for another road hand or as a hired hand, who shall refuse 
to do good and sufficient work or obey any reasonable order 
and any persons may be proceeded against as though he had 
failed or refused to obey notice to work on the road for which 
he was warned; provided that this shall not apply to a hired hand 
paid wages from the road and bridge fund. 

Section 20. That the overseer shall preserve carefully all the 
tools and implements for working on the public road turned over 
to him at any time by the Board of Commissioners and shall use 
the same only to work on the public roads and shall deliver the 
same to his successor or to any member of the Board, taking re¬ 
ceipt therefor. 

Section 21. That any supervisor or overseer who fails to 
perform his duty as such under the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not 
less than five dollars and not more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 22. That if any section or provision of this act shall 
be declared void and unconstitutional it shall not affect the valid¬ 
ity or constitutionality of any other section or provision which is 
: not of itself void or unconstitutional. 
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Section 23. That except so far as the same may be in conflict 
with this act the general laws now in force or which may here¬ 
after be in force in this state with reference to public roads and 
highways shall be in force in Choctaw County and that all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act be and 
the same are hereby repealed so far as they may apply to Choc¬ 
taw County. 

Section 24. That this act shall go into effect on first Tuesday 
in January 1928.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Dale County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, 
and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers, and 
duties, and to provide for the election of his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Dale County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
Dale County, Alabama, who shall hold office for Four years and 
until his successor is elected and qualified as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in 
1928 in said County and State a County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation for Dale County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall as¬ 
sume the duties of his office July 1,1929, and shall hold office for 
a term of Four years and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied, unless sooner removed for good cause, and each four years 
thereafter, a County Superintendent of Education for Dale Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters of said Coun¬ 
ty, at the regular election and nomination for this office may be 
made in primary elections as other County Officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Dale 
County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than $2000.00 
nor more than $3000.00 per annum, and which salary shall be 
paid in the same way and manner as now provided under the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment of County 
Superintendents of Education in the several counties of the 
State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged 
with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are- 
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now or as may hereafter be provided by the General School laws 
of the State of Alabama, in the conduct of the office of county 
Superintendent of Education; and no person shall be eligible for 
political party nomination, or for election to the office of County 
Superintendent of Education of Dale County who does not hold 
an Alabama certificate in administration and supervision based 
as a minimum upon graduation from a standard Normal School, 
or equivalent education with at least one year of additional study 
of college grade, and proof of three years of successful teaching 
experience and such other additional qualifications as may be 
provided by the General School Laws of the State. Provided, 
however, that if no person meeting these requirements qualifies 
for election as provided in this Act the County Board of Educa¬ 
tion shall appoint a Superintendent of Education as provided by 
the General Law regulating the appointment of Superintendent; 
and provided that no person shall be eligible to qualify or be 
elected to the office of County Superintendent of Education of 
Dale County who is not a qualified elector of the State of Ala¬ 
bama at the time of the nomination or election to such office and 
who does not procure from the Superintendent of Education of 
the State of Alabama a certificate that he possesses the qualifica¬ 
tions prescribed by this Section. The certificate shall be filed 
with the Probate Judge of Dale County before his name shall be 
printed upon the official ballot. 

Section 5. ' That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office until the next general election thereafter when his 
successor shall be elected; that should any County Superinten- 
dent be removed for cause by the County Board of Education of 
Dale County, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the 
State Superintendent of Education, and his appointee shall hold 
office as in the case provided by appointment by the County 
* Board of Education. Provided, that the County Board of Educa- 
tion may remove the County Superintendent of Education for 
immorality, misconduct in office, incompetency, or willful neg¬ 
lect of duty, or when the best interests of the schools-requires it; 
any of which causes must be alleged and proved and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall have the right to be. heard in 
his defense in cases of impeachment against County Officers, and 
all such hearings shall be conducted as in cases provided under 
the general laws for impeachment of County Officers. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen¬ 
eral laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents 
in the Supervision of the schools of the several Counties s..all 
apply to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent. 
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The County Superintendent elected or appointed under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, and before entering upon the duties of said 
office, must take the oath of office prescribed by the Constitu¬ 
tion, and give bond in an amount to be fixed by the State Board 
of Education in a reputable surety company authorized to do 
business in Alabama, conditioned upon the faithful performance 
of the duties of his office, and for the accounting and paying over 
to the proper authority all moneys coming into his hands. 

Section 7. That if any part of this Act shall be declared un¬ 
constitutional it shall not affect the other provisions of it. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 


To Establish an Inferior Court in Precincts 2 and 33, in Jefferson County, 
Alabama, said precincts lying within or partly within the City of 
Bessemer, in lieu of all Justices of the Peace, in said precincts and in 
lieu of all other Inferior Courts created in lieu of Justices of the Peace 
heretofore created in said territory. To define the* jurisdiction and 
powers of the said court, the Judge, Clerks and other officers thereof; 
To define the jurisdiction thereof, provide for a place for holding said 
court, provide for the terms and salaries of said Judge, Clerks and 
officers of said court, the payment of their salaries and the manner of 
their appointment and election. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That there is hereby established an Inferior Court 
in Precincts 2 and 33 in Jefferson County, Alabama; said pre¬ 
cincts lying within or partly within the City of Bessemer, Ala¬ 
bama, which shall be known and designated as the Municipal 
Court of Bessemer, which shall be in lieu of all justices of the 
peace within said precincts, and in lieu of all inferior courts here¬ 
tofore created in lieu of justices of the peace in said precincts. 
Said court shall be held in a place furnished and designated by 
the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County as the place for hold¬ 
ing same. The said court shall have all the powers and jurisdic¬ 
tion now conferred or that may hereafter be conferred by law on 
justices of the peace, and the judge of said court shall have and 
-exercise all the power and authority, perform all the duties now 
prescribed, or that may hereafter be prescribed by law for jus¬ 
tices of the peace, and shall have all the power and authority over 
the matters transacted in said court. 
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Section 2. The judge of said court shall at the time of his ap¬ 
pointment or election be learned in the law, and shall be licensed! 
to practice in the Supreme Court of Alabama, at least twenty-five 
years of age at the time of his appointment or election, and shall 
have resided in one of said precincts at least twelve months 
preceding his election or appointment. Said judge shall reside 
in one of said precincts during the term of his office, and his re¬ 
moval therefrom shall vacate the office. The judge of said court 
shall hold his office for a term of six years, and until his success¬ 
or is elected and qualified. The present judge of the Inferior 
Court of Bessemer shall become the judge of the Municipal Court 
of Bessemer until the expiration of the first term of said judge. 
The first term of said judge shall end January 1st, 1933. At the- 
regular election for State and County officers in 1932, and each 
six years thereafter, there shall be elected a judge of said court 
by the qualified electors of said precincts. All vacancies in the- 
office of judge of said court shall be filled by appointment of the 
Governor. 

Section 3. That the judge of said court shall receive an an¬ 
nual salary of Forty-eight hundred ($4800.00) dollars, payable- 
in equal monthly installments out of the county treasury of Jef¬ 
ferson County upon his warrant drawn upon the county treas¬ 
urer of said county. 

Section 4. That the judge of said court shall appoint a clerk- 
who shall give bond in the penal sum of Five Thousand Dollars, 
payable to the State of Alabama, and conditioned to faithfully- 
discharge the duties of his office, which bond shall be approved" 
by, and filed in the office of the Judge of Probate of Jefferson- 
County, Alabama; also conditioned to pay over all monies to the; 
proper officers and persons to whom it is payable, and to faith¬ 
fully account for all monies coming into his hands by virtue of 
his office, and upon the said bond there shall be the same liabili¬ 
ties and remedies as upon a bond of a clerk of the Circuit Courts 
said clerk shall receive a salary of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) 
Dollars annually, payable out of the County Treasury of Jeffer¬ 
son County, in equal monthly installments upon his warrant 
drawn upon the county treasurer of said county, such warrant to- 
be approved by the judge of said court. Said clerk to hold office 
at the will of the judge, and may. be removed from office at the- 
pleasure of such judge. 

Section 5. That the clerk of said court shall issue all pro¬ 
cesses out of said court, except warrants of arrest and writs of 
commitment which shall be issued by the judge of said court; the 
clerk shall approve all bonds in all cases; shall keep a docket of 
said court; shall certify all appeals and certioraries; but all judg¬ 
ments when required to be signed, shall be signed by the judge.. 
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The fees and costs now allowed to justices of the peace in said 
Jefferson County, shall be taxed and collected as now provided by 
law in such cases, or as may be hereafter provided by law in 
such cases, except as hereinafter provided for, and shall by the 
clerk of said court be paid into the county treasury. The con¬ 
stables of said precincts, and the sheriff of said county, shall be 
the officers of said court, and shall execute all processes from 
said court, and make due return thereof; and for their compen-» 
sation shall receive the same fees as now provided by law for 
like services in the courts of justices of the peace in Jefferson 
County, which said fees shall be paid to the constables and sheriff 
and not into the county treasury. That the judge of said court 
shall determine what officer or officers shall execute any criminal 
process issued by said court or the judge thereof. 

Section 6. That the judge of said court shall appoint a deputy 
clerk who shall hold office at the will of the judge, and may be 
removed from office at the pleasure of said judge. The said 
deputy clerk shall assist the clerk in the discharge of his duties, 
and shall be under the direction and supervision of the clerk of 
said court. Said deputy clerk shall receive a salary of twenty-one 
hundred ($2100.00) dollars annually payable out of the county 
treasury of Jefferson County in equal monthly instalments upon 
a warrant drawn by such deputy clerk on the county treasurer of 
said county, and approved by the judge of said court. 

Section 7. That the judge of said court may punish for con¬ 
tempt in cases where the Judge of the Circuit Court can punish 
for contempt by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and by im¬ 
prisonment in the county jail not exceeding five days, one or 
both. Said judge shall be a conservator of the peace, and shall 
have the power to sit as committing magistrate in cases now pro¬ 
vided by law for justices of the peace in said county, and may 
take affidavits and issue warrants in felony and misdemeanor 
cases, returnable before himself when he has final or preliminary 
jurisdiction of the offense, or in cases where he does not have 
final or preliminary jurisdiction, to any court having final or 
preliminary jurisdiction thereof. For his services in taking af¬ 
fidavits and issuing warrants he shall be entitled to the com-t 
pensation now provided by law to justices of the peace or which 
may be hereafter provided by law to justices of the peace, which 
shall be taxed and collected as such costs are now taxed and col¬ 
lected in criminal cases, which costs so taxed and collected shall 
be paid into the county treasury. 

Section 8. The said court shall have, as against all justices of 
the peace, notary public ex-officio justices of the peace, and other 
inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in said county, ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction of all civil cases defined as to amount and 
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kind in section one of this act, where the defendant or defend¬ 
ants reside in precincts 2 or 83 of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
except where the cause of action arose in, or the contract sued on 
was made, in the precinct of the residence of the justice attempt¬ 
ing to exercise jurisdiction, or in the precinct or precincts over 
which the other inferior courts have been established in lieu of 
justices of the peace; or where one or more of the co-defendants 
reside in the precinct of said justice of the peace, or notary public 
ex-officio justice of the peace, or in one of the precincts over 
which other inferior courts have been established in lieu of jus¬ 
tices of the peace. Any plaintiff, his agent or attorney, who in¬ 
stitutes a suit against a defendant or defendants, who reside in 
precincts 2 or 33 in Jefferson County, Alabama, before any jus¬ 
tice of the peace, notary public ex-officio justice of the peace, or 
inferior court created in lieu of justices of the peace other than 
this court in a precinct other than that in which the cause of ac¬ 
tion arose, or the contract was made, or of which the defendant 
or one or more of the co-defendants is a resident, may be res¬ 
trained by the judge of this court from prosecuting said suit, and 
the judge of this court may issue a rule to said plaintiff, his agent 
or attorney, to show cause why a suit, garnishment or other 
process alleged to have been brought in violation of this section 
should not be dismissed and may upon a hearing of said rule 
order the plaintiff, his agent or attorney, to dismiss said suit, 
garnishment, or other process, if wrongfully instituted, and may 
punish for contempt any disobedience of said order or orders. 
The plaintiff, his agent or attorney, shall have the right to ap¬ 
peal to the Bessemer Division of the Circuit Court of Jefferson 
County from said order of dismissal within five days from the 
rendition of the same, upon execution of a bond in the sum to be 
fixed by the court, not in excess of two hundred dollars, payable 
to the defendant and conditioned to pay the defendant all such 
damages as he may suffer by reason of "the wrongful taking of 

such appeal. , M 

Section 9. That said court shall have jurisdiction m civil 
cases where the amount involved does not exceed one hundred 
dollars, except in cases of libel, slander, assault and battery, and 
ejectment, within precincts 2 and 33, Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Section 10. That the owner of any judgment or decree for 
fifty dollars or over, rendered by this court, may file the same in 
the office of the Judge of Probate under the same procedure and 
in the same manner as now provided or which may hereafter be 
provided for filing judgments of courts of record, which Judg¬ 
ments, when so filed and registered, shall be a lien upon all the 
property of the defendant when registered, which is subject to 
levy and sale under execution; such lien shall continue for six 
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years from the date of the registration, the registration of the 
judgment or decree shall be notice to all persons of the existence 
<of a lien. 

Section 11. That said court shall always be open; that said 
court shall have power to set aside, vacate or modify its judg¬ 
ments upon motion made within five days after the rendition of 
the same; which said motion shall be promptly determined; and 
the said court may hold court and render default or other judg¬ 
ments at any time between the hours of nine A. M. and five P. 
M.; all processes of the court where no time is otherwise fixed 
shall be returnable at nine A. M. on the return day. That it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County, 
Alabama, at the expense of Jefferson County, to provide suitable 
rooms to hold said court, and also to provide all necessary dock¬ 
ets, books, and other supplies for the use of said court, and shall 
provide for the payment of the rent of said court rooms, in case 
same are rented, and other incidental expenses. 

Section 12. That in the absence, disqualification or inability 
t)f the judge of said court, he shall appoint in writing a special 
judge, who shall have full power to act for and in the place of the 
regular judge, said person so appointed shall at the time of his 
appointment be a practicing attorney, residing in one of the beats 
over which this court has jurisdiction. In case the judge of said 
court shall be unable to discharge the duties of his office by rea¬ 
son of sickness, disqualification or inability to hold said court, and 
shall not have appointed a special judge to act, it shall be the 
tiuty of the judge of probate, upon the request of the clerk, to 
appoint some practicing attorney residing in precincts 2 or 33, 
as special judge, who shall perform all the duties imposed upon 
the judge of said court, during the illness, disqualification, or in¬ 
ability of said judge. In either case the special judge acting 
shall receive the same compensation as the regular judge of said 
court. 

Section 13. In case of emergency the judge of said court may 
appoint a suitable person to act as constable without bond, ex¬ 
cept as hereinafter provided; and the person so appointed must 
perform the same duties and is liable to the same pains and pen¬ 
alties, and is entitled to the same fee and compensation as regu¬ 
lar constables; but such special constable is not authorized to levy 
or collect executions, attachments or writs of detinue, unless 
prior to the levying or collecting of executions, attachments or 
writs of detinue, he execute a bond in the sum of twice the value 
cf the property to be levied on, payable to the defendant as is re¬ 
quired by law, with sureties to be approved by the judge appoint¬ 
ing such special constable. 

Section 14. The summons must be issued by the clerk of the 
court, and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff, or the 
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cause of action endorsed on the summons setting forth the cause 
of action. The summons must be executed by the constable, 
special constable, sheriff or other officer by leaving a copy of the 
summons and complaint, or summons with the cause of action 
endorsed thereon with the defendant, which fact must be return¬ 
ed with the process. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to 
issue an execution on all judgments rendered in said court after 
five days from the entry thereof, and place the same in the hands 
of the constable or sheriff who shall return said process within 
thirty days thereafter, said return to show that he has collected 
said judgment, and has paid the same or the amount collected, 
or is unable to And property of the person against whom said 
process issued, out of which said execution can be satisfied in 
whole or in part. Provided however, that when a writ of gar¬ 
nishment has been issued on a judgment rendered by said court it 
shall not be necessary for the clerk to issue an execution thereon, 
but such writ of garnishment shall have the same effect as if an 
execution had been issued and said judgment shall remain in ef¬ 
fect and process issue on said judgment in the same manner as if 
the said execution had been issued. 

Section 16. That if it shall appear to the auditor that in anjr 
case in said court where an execution has been returned unsatis¬ 
fied, as to the costs of said cause, and in the opinion of the audi¬ 
tor said costs can be collected by an alias execution, the auditor 
may direct the clerk, to issue such alias execution, and may di¬ 
rect the constable or sheriff as to what property can be levied 
upon to satisfy said judgment. 

Section 17. That in each cause filed in said court there shall 
be a fee of fifty cents taxed which shall be taxed and collected 
as other costs are collected, and shall be with other costs paid 
into the county treasury. . 

Section 18. That on the passage and approval of this act all 
offices of justice of the peace and notary public ex-officio justice 
of the peace m precincts 2 and 33 of Jefferson County are abol¬ 
ished, and after the passage and approval of this act no other 
justice of the peace or notary public ex-officio justice of the 
peace shall be elected or appointed in said precincts 2 or 33 of 
said Jefferson County, however, the justices of the peace and 
notary public ex-officio justices of the peace holding office in 
said precincts 2 and 33 of said county shall continue to hold their 
office and exercise the duties thereof until the appointment of a 
judge of this court and until he becomes qualified by taking the 
oath prescribed. And it shall be the duty of all justices of the 
peace and notary public ex-officio justices of the peace in said 
precincts holding office and exercising the powers of justices of 
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the peace to immediately upon the passage and approval of this 
act, and upon the qualification and appointment of a judge for 
said court to deliver to the judge of said court, or to the clerk 
thereof, all books, papers and unfinished business and every 
kind of property belonging to their offices as such justices of the 
peace or notary public ex-officio justices of the peace, under the 
laws provided for transfer of papers from an out-going justice 
of the peace to his successor in office. 

Section 19. That all causes pending in the inferior or other 
courts repealed or abolished by this act, together with all the 
papers and judgments of said courts, shall be transferred to this 
court as if they had begun therein, and all judgments heretofore 
rendered in said courts shall be the same as if they had been ren¬ 
dered by this court and this court shall have the same power and 
control over said judgments and may issue execution or other 
process thereon the same as if said j udgment had been originally 
rendered by this court. 

Section 20. That this court shall have exclusive and final 
jurisdiction concurrently with the Circuit Courts of this county 
in all misdemeanor cases, except for violations of the prohibition 
laws, arising in Jefferson County. 

Section 21. That the court hereby created shall have and ex¬ 
ercise concurrent jurisdiction with justices of the peace of the 
county as to all civil cases over which such justices have or may 
Tiave as provided by law. 

Section 22. Upon the conviction of any defendant in misde¬ 
meanor cases in said court, the court shall have the right to sus¬ 
pend the sentence whenever in the discretion of said court the 
same may be advisable. 

Section 23. The judge of said court may designate in writing 
J>y general order, which shall continue until revoked by a general 
order of said judge, the clerk or deputy clerk as ex-officio judge 
of said court, and the said ex-officio judge so designated shall 
liave the power and authority to take affidavits and issue war¬ 
rants of arrest that the judge of said court could issue, but such 
ex-officio judge shall not try cases. 

Section 24. That in addition to the power and jurisdiction 
herein conferred upon said court it shall have and is hereby given 
the authority and jurisdiction to sentence to perform hard labor 
for the County of Jefferson for the payment of fine and costs in 
the same manner and to the same extent as the Circuit Courts of 
this State have authority and jurisdiction to do. 

Section 25. If the defendant fails to appear as required by 
Tiis bond said court shall enter a forfeiture against him and his 
sureties, and said court shall have the authority to issue and 
;shall cause to issue sci. fa’s to the bondsmen, which shall be re- 
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turnable in not less than thirty days from the issuance date, and 
upon a final hearing said court shall have the authority to pass' 
upon the forfeiture or to make the same final, or take such other 
action as the Circuit Court of said County may be authorized to 
take in case of appearance bonds in said Circuit Court. Said 
judge shall issue an alias warrant for the arrest of the defendant. 

Section 26. That there shall be taxed as part of the costs in 
each misdemeanor case tried in said court a trial tax of three 
dollars and a solicitor’s fee of five dollars which shall be in addi¬ 
tion to the other costs herein provided for, which shall be collect¬ 
ed as the other costs are collected, and paid into the county treas¬ 
ury. 

Section 27. That in the trial of cases before this court, tho 
accused shall have no right to demand a trial by jury, but the 
judge shall determine both the law and the facts, without the in¬ 
tervention of a jury, and shall award such punishment in misde¬ 
meanor cases as the character of the offense may demand, and 
render such judgment in other cases as in his judgment may 
seem right and proper, and in the trial of misdemeanor cases no 
statement of the offense need be made other than that contained 
in the affidavit and warrant of arrest. 

Section 28. That appeals from judgment rendered in said 
court in cases over which this court has final jurisdiction may be 
taken by the defendant in misdemeanor cases and by either the 
plaintiff or defendant in civil cases to the Bessemer Division of 
the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, Alabama, within five days 
after the rendition of said judgment, and in the manner as is pro¬ 
vided by law for appeals to be taken from Justice of Peace Courts 
of this State to Circuit Courts of this State, and a jury may be 
had on demand of the defendant in misdemeanor cases, and on 
demand of either party in civil cases as provided, by law, and all 
appeals taken as herein provided for, shall be tried de novo and 
be preferred cases in said Circuit Court and shall be governed 
in all respects by the rules and regulations provided by law for 
the trial of appeals in the Circuit Courts from Justice of Peace 
courts of this State, in so far as the same may be applicable. 

Section 29. That the judge of said court has the power and 
authority to require the sheriff of said county, or one of his 
deputies to attend upon the sessions of said court. 

Section 30. That the judgment in case of conviction in cases 
tried by said court may be in substantially the following form: 
The State against A. B. (here state the offense charged by name) 
On hearing the evidence the court is satisfied of the guilt of the 
defendant and awards the following nun'shment (here state the 

punishment) and the costs of the proceedings.Judge 

of Municipal Court of Bessemer. If the defendant is acquitted 
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the judgment must be that the defendant is discharged. In pre¬ 
liminary hearings in felony cases and in the trial of civil cases 
the judgment must conform as nearly as practicable to judg¬ 
ments in such cases in Justice Courts of this State. 

Section 31. If the defendant fails to appear as required by 
his bond and a forfeiture is taken on said bond, said forfeiture 
may be in the following form: State of Alabama vs. A. B. De¬ 
fendant, C. D. and E. F., his sureties. In the Municipal Court of

Section 32. That any prosecution in said court, if it appears 
to the court that such prosecution is frivolous or malicious, the 
court shall, after hearing the facts, render summary judgment 
and tax the prosecutor or the person who made the complaint or 
affidavit with the costs, and when the costs are imposed on the 
prosecutor or person who made the complaint or affidavit he may 
confess judgment for the same with good and sufficient sureties, 
and failing to do so or presently pay the same, such person must 
be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for 
Jefferson County for the payment of the same for such a term as 
may be required to pay the same not to exceed ten days. 

Section 33. That an act entitled An Act To establish an in¬ 
ferior court in precincts 2 and 33 in Jefferson County, Alabama, 
said precincts lying within or partly within the City of Bessemer* 
in lieu of all justices of the peace in said precincts, and to define 
the jurisdiction and power of the said court, and of the judge, 
clerk and other officers thereof, and to provide for a place for 
holding the same, approved August 27th, 1915 and published in 
the Local Acts of Alabama, Session 1915, page 134 et seq. and 
all amendments thereto, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 34. That an act entitled An Act to create and estab¬

1. 2, 3, 4, 5, 7. 24, 27 33, 35, 40, 41, 49, 51. 53 and 55. as now con¬ 
stituted: to define the jurisdiction and powers of said court, the 
judge, clerk, and other officers thereof; to provide for a place 
for holding said court, terms and salaries of said judge and offi¬ 
cers of said court and otherwise to provide for said court, ap¬

That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Choctaw County shall be elected by the qualified voters of Choc¬ 
taw County at the general election to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, 1928 and at the general 
election to be held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, 1934 and every four years thereafter. The County 
Superintendent of Education of Choctaw County first to be elect¬ 
ed under the provisions of this Act shall hold office from July 1, 
1930 to June 30,1935 and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied, and the County Superintendent of Education of Choctaw 
County to be elected at the general election in 1934 and every 
four years thereafter shall hold office for a term of four years 
from July 1st following his election and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. That the salary of the said County Superintendent of 
Education of Choctaw County shall be Twenty Five Hundred 
Dollars per year which shall be paid in the same way and manner 
as is now or may be provided under the general laws of the. State 
for the payment of salaries of County Superintendents in the 


several counties. ,,, 

Sec. 3. That said County Superintendent of Education shall 
be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
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powers as are now provided by the general school laws of the 
State in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent of 
Education. No person shall be eligible for political party nomi¬ 
nation or for election to the office of County Superintendent of 
Education of said County who is not a qualified elector of said 
county and who does not as now required hold an Alabama cer¬ 
tificate in Administration and Supervision as a minimum upon 
graduation from a standard normal school or equivalent educa¬ 
tion with at least one year of additional study of college grade 
and proof of three years successful teaching experience: pro¬ 
vided that, if no person meeting these requirements is eligible 
for and accepts nomination and election as provided in this act, 
the County Board of Education shall appoint a County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education as provided by the general law regulating 
the appointment of superintendents. 

Sec. 4. That all constitutional provisions and all provisions 
of the general laws of the State or general school laws of the 
State applicable to the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation, with reference to removal from office and not in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby made applicable to the 
office of County Superintendent of Education of Choctaw Coun¬ 
ty 

Sec. 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any 
cause, said vacancy shal be filled by election by the County Board 
of Education and the person so elected shall hold office until the 
next general State election thereafter, at which time a County 
Superintendent of Education shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the County to fill the unexpired term. 

Sec. 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the general 
laws of the State for the office of County Superintendent in the 
supervision of the schools of the various counties shall apply to 
and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent elected or ap¬ 
pointed under the provisions of this Act, and before entering 
upon the duties of said office he must take the oath of office 
prescribed by the Constitution and. give bond, payable to the 
State of Alabama, in the amount of $10,000 in a reputable surety 
company authorized to do business in Alabama, conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of the duties of the office and upon the 
accounting and paying over to the proper authority of all moneys 
coming into his hands, the premium on such bond to be paid by 
the County. 

Sec. 7. The County Superintendent elected under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act must on the third Monday in September of 
each year cause to be published in a newspaper published in 
Choctaw County a full and accurate statement of all money ex¬

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teacher and the amount expended in the conduct of each school in 
the County separately, and if there be no newspaper published in 
the County, then such publication shall be made by posting one 
copy of such statement at the County Court House and one 
copy at two other public places in the county.

To provide for the payment of the fees of State’s Witnesses in criminal 
cases in Dale County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That after the passage of this Act that when any 
person is subpoenaed as a witness before the grand jury of Dale 
County, Alabama, in a criminal case and procures a certificate of 
his attendance before said grand jury as a witness signed by the 
foreman of the grand jury said certificate shall be paid out of the 
fine and forfeiture fund of said county by the depository of said 
county on presentation of said certificate by the lawful holder 
thereof to said depository. 

Section 2. That after the passage of this act when any party 
appears as a State’s witness in a criminal case in the circuit or 
county court of Dale County, Alabama, and procures a certificate 
of his attendance signed by the clerk of said court said certificate 
shall be paid out of the fine and forfeiture fund of said county 
by. the depository thereof on the presentation of said certificate 
to said depository by the lawful holder thereof. 

Section 3. That the depository of said county, in case of de¬ 
ficiency in said fine and forfeiture fund, shall set apart out of 
the general funds of said county and transfer same to the credit 
of the fine and forfeiture fund of said county an amount suffic¬ 
ient to pay the fees herein provided for. 

Section 4. That when any person is convicted of a crime in 
the circuit or county court of Dale County, Alabama, and State 
Witness fees are collected from said person, said fees shall be 
paid by the officer collecting them to the depository of said coun¬ 
ty and be credited to the fine and forfeiture fund of said county, 
these payments into the said fine and forfeiture fund being in 
addition to the other payments into said fund already provided 
for by the general laws of Alabama.

To provide for the election of a county superintendent of Education of Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, by the qualified electors of said county, to pre¬ 
scribe the qualifications and duties of such officer, and the length of 
time he shall hold office and to fix his compensation and to provide for 
the election of his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County superintendent of Education for 
Randolph County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified elec¬ 
tors of Randolph County, Alabama, at the next general election 
to be held in said county and state for the election of State and 
county officers in the year 1928, who shall hold office until his 
successor is elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held for 
said county and State a County Superintendent of Education for 
Randolph County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall hold office 
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for a term of four years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified, unless sooner removed for good cause, and each four 
years thereafter a county superintendent of Education for Ran¬ 
dolph County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of said county at the regular election, nominations for which of¬ 
fice shall be made in the Primary Election as other county offi¬ 
cers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said county superintendent of 
Education for Randolph County, Alabama, shall be fixed by the 
county Board of Education of Randolph County, Alabama, which 
salary shall not be less than eighteen hundred dollars nor more 
than twenty seven hundred and fifty dollars per annum, and 
which salary shall be paid in the same way and manner as now 
provided under the general laws of the State of Alabama for the 
payment of the County Superintendents of Education in the 
several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said county superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now provided by the general school laws of the 
State in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent of Ed¬ 
ucation. No person shall be eligible for the office of county super¬ 
intendent of said county who does not as now required hold an 
Alabama certificate in administration and supervision based upon 
graduation from a Standard Normal School or equivalent educa¬ 
tion with at least one year of additional study of college grade and 
proof of at least three years of successful teaching experience 
provided that, if no person possessing these qualifications is 
available for election as provided in this Act, the County Board 
of Education shall appoint a county superintendent as now pro¬ 
vided by law. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause, except removal such vacancy shall be filled by the 
county Board of Education and the person so appointed Shall 
hold office until the next general election thereafter when his 
successor shall be elected; that should any county Superintendent 
of Education be removed for cause by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation of Randolph County such vacancy shall be filled by ap¬ 
pointment by the State Superintendent of Education and his ap¬ 
pointee shall hold office as in the case provided by the appoint¬ 
ment of the County Board of Education.

scribe and limit their duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and priv- 
leges; to fix their compensation and to divide the County of Baldwin 
into four Board of Revenue Districts; to provide a clerk and assistant 
clerk for the said Board of Revenue and to fix their duties and com¬ 
pensation and to provide for a County Engin oo r as Superintendent of 
Roads and to repeal all laws in conflict with the provisions of this act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That there is hereby created in and for Baldwin 
County, Alabama, a court of record styled the Board of Revenue, 
which said Court shall be composed of the Judge of Probate as 
principal judge and four associate members. 
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Section 2. The said Board of Revenue shall have the author¬ 
ity, jurisdiction, power and duty: To direct and control the prop¬ 
erty of Baldwin County, as it may deem expedient according to- 
law, and in this direction and control it has the sole power to 
locate the courts in the rooms of the court house and to designate 
the rooms to be occupied by the different officers entitled to 
rooms therein, and to change the location of courts and designa¬ 
tion of rooms for officers as it may deem best and most expedient, 
and this shall be done by order of the court entered upon its 
minutes at a regular term of the court; It shall be the duty of the 
Court to provide a janitor for the courthouse and see that the- 
janitor keeps clean and in a sanitary condition all the courthouse 
rooms, corridors, halls, and offices in the courthouse of said 
County; To levy a general tax, for general, and a special tax, for 
special county purposes, according to the provisions of the laws 
of Alabama; To examine, settle and to allow all accounts and 
claims chargeable against the county; To audit and examine the 
accounts of all officers having the care, management, collection, 
or disbursement of money belonging to the County, or approp¬ 
riated for its use and benefit, and may have the books of said 
officers audited and examined by accountants, when it deems the 
same necessary; To make such rules and regulations for the sup¬ 
port of the poor in the County as are not inconsistent with any 
law of the State. To punish for contempt by fine, not exceeding 
$10.00 and imprisonment not exceeding six hours; To establish, 
abolish, enlarge, or change stock law districts in the manner pro¬ 
vided by law; To subpoena, examine and compel the attendance, 
of witnesses, and the production of books and papers before the 
Board of Revenue in the same manner as the Probate Courts; To 
contract and have made map or plat books showing all subdivis¬ 
ions of land that may have been heretofore or that may here¬ 
after be made in said County; To compromise on such terms as 
they may deem just all doubtful claims in favor of the County, 
when such claims arise on account of moneys heretofore paid, in 
good faith, by order of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Baldwin County, Alabama, or that may hereafter be paid in good- 
faith by order of the Board of Revenue created by this act; to- 
make an appropriation not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1,- 
000.00) per year to install and maintain an exhibit of the agri¬ 
cultural and mineral resources of Baldwin County; To make pro¬ 
vision in accordance with the law of this State for paupers or in¬ 
digent persons and to that end it may establish a poorhouse or 
may make appropriation in behalf of paupers or indigent per¬ 
sons entitled to relief from the County not exceeding Six Dollars 
($6.00) per calendar month for each person to meet the needs 
and expenses of such paupers or indigent persons; it shall not: 
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be lawful for the Board of Revenue to let to the lowest bidder the 
maintenance of the poor; To pay the regular legal rate, for the 
advertising of notice and substance of local bills which may be 
introduced in the Legislature for the benefit of Baldwin County 
or in reference to subjects or matters exclusively relating to the 
business affairs of said County; To appropriate in each calendar 
year such sum of money as they may deem proper or expedient 
towards defraying the necessary expenses of the operation, sup¬ 
port, upkeep and maintenance of each division of the naval mi¬ 
litia of the State that may be located in said County; To procure 
and provide a suitable number of telephones for the use of the 
officers of the County and the officers of the Circuit Court for 
said County and to locate such telephones in the respective offices, 
or at places accessible to such offices and to pay for the same out 
of the general funds of the County; To make appropriations out 
of the County treasury to pay premiums on live stock that may 
be exhibited in live stock shows held in the County; When the 
State or Federal authorities have taken up the work of farm 
demonstration, or the organization of farm life clubs for the pro¬ 
motion of agriculture, to appropriate for aiding such work such 
sum or sums as the Board of Revenue may deem adequate and 
necessary; To expend money for the purpose of improving the 
sanitary condition of said county by laying trunk lines of sewers, 
and constructing sewage disposal plants in localities contiguous 
to thickly populated communities and to prescribe the terms on 
which owners of houses or householders may connect with such 
lines of sewers; but no such lines of sewers shall be laid without 
the written approval of the executive officer of the State Board 
of Health, such approval to be based on the belief that the lay¬ 
ing of any proposed line will materially improve health condi¬ 
tions; To appropriate money to promote or enforce the health 
and quarantine laws of the State for the benefit of the County 
and its inhabitants when requested so to do by the State Board of 
Health; To pay out of any funds of the County treasury, all the* 
expenses including a reasonable attorney's fee incurred by the 
County Treasurer or County Depository in resisting the payment 
of any warrant, where said resistance on the part of the County 
Treasurer or County Depository is successful; To issue and selt 
any bonds which have been heretofore lawfully authorized to be 
issued and sold by the Court of County Commissioners or that 
may hereafter be lawfully authorized to be sold on behalf of said 
County; To set aside, appropriate and use such part of the reve¬ 
nue of the County as may be deemed expedient for the purpose of 
creating a sinking fund for the payment of bonds or other indebt¬ 
edness, and to invest such sinking fund in interest-bearing se¬ 
curities, or deposit the same on interest-bearing account, within 
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the State, as said Court may deem wise; To have a General Sup¬ 
erintendence of the public roads, bridges and ferries within said 
County, and may construct new roads, bridges and ferries or 
change or discontinue old roads, bridges and ferries in said 
County, so as to render travel on the same as safe and convenient 
as practical; to this end the said Board of Revenue shall have all 
the legislative, judicial and executive powers now or that may 
hereafter be conferred upon, the Court of County Commissioners 
and Boards of Revenue or like governing bodies of Counties; and 
the said Board of Revenue is a Court of unlimited jurisdiction 
and power as to the construction, maintenance and improve¬ 
ment of the public roads, bridges and ferries in said County, 
except as its jurisdiction or power may be limited by local or 
special statutes of the State; it may also establish, promulgate! 
and enforce rules and regulations, make and enter into such con¬ 
tracts as may be necessary, or as may be deemed necessary or ad¬ 
visable by such Board of Revenue, to build, construct and main-, 
tain a good system of public roads, bridges and ferries in said 
County, and regulate the use thereof; but no contract for the con¬ 
struction or repair of any public roads, bridges or bridge shall 
he made where the payment of the contract price for such work 
shall extend over a period of more than ten (10) years; The 
Board of Revenue shall employ a competent engineer as superin¬ 
tendent of roads and bridges, who, under their direction and 
control, shall have general superintendence of all location, con¬ 
struction, maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in said 
County; the Board of Revenue shall fix the salary of such engi¬ 
neer and prescribe duties, and may dismiss him at will; To em¬ 
ploy counsel for the Board of Revenue under such contract as it 
shall deem advantageous; To have and to exercise the powers, 
jurisdiction, authority, duties and privileges, legislative, judicial, 
executive and ministerial that are now or may hereafter be con¬ 
ferred upon Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue 
or other like governing bodies of the Counties. 

Section 3. The Judge of Probate of Baldwin County as prin¬ 
cipal judge of the Board of Revenue shall be its presiding officer 
and shall sign thp minutes of the proceedings of the Board of 
Revenue and shall be a member thereof and shall have the rights t 
power, authority, privileges and duties as a member thereof; 
and he shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury 
and all orders drawn on the funds or disbursements of the Coun¬ 
ty; and he shall sign all contracts entered into by the Coun¬ 
ty and it shall be his duty to prepare the order of business and 
obtain information for the sessions of the Board and see that all 
orders thereof are properly executed; and in addition thereto he 
shall perform all duties and have all rights, powers, jurisdiction 
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and privileges that may now or hereafter be granted to and re¬ 
quired of the Judge of Probate as principal judge of the Court 
of County Commissioners as to matters coming before courts of 
County Commissioners, except as otherwise provided in this act; 
and he shall exercise such jurisdiction, power, privileges and 
after prescribed to the Judge of Probate as principal judge of the 
Court of County Commissioners under the general laws of the 
State of Alabama; and he shall also be the clerk of the said 
Board of Revenue; and under the direction of such Board of 
Revenue as clerk he shall keep the records and proceedings in 
well-bound volumes provided for that purpose and said records 
to be kept in the office of the Judge of Probate for examination 
by citizens of the County and other interested parties; and he 
shall perform such other duties as clerk as are required of him 
by said Board of Revenue; and whenever in the opinion of the 
said Board of Revenue the business of the County requires it, the 
Court may provide an assistant clerk, prescribe his duties, fix 
the term of his employment, and his compensation and may dis¬ 
miss at will such assistant clerk; such assistant clerk shall per¬ 
form such duties as shall be required of him in the name of the 
Probate Judge as clerk of said Board of Revenue and under the 
supervision and direction of Judge of Probate as clerk of said 
Board of Revenue. 

Section 4. The Associate Members of the Board of Revenue 
individually and collectively, and as a Court shall have and ex¬ 
ercise all the jurisdiction, power, duties, authority and privileges 
now or that may hereafter be granted and conferred upon Com¬ 
missioners of the Court of County Commissioners under the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama and they shall exercise such 
jurisdiction, power, authority and privileges in the manner now 
or hereafter prescribed by the general laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama to Commissioners of the Courts of County Commissioners; 
and they individually and collectively and as a court shall be sub¬ 
ject to all the disabilities, limitations, restrictions and penalties 
to which members of the County Commissioners are now and 
may hereafter be subject under the general laws of the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 5. That all general laws hereinafter enacted in re¬ 
lation to the jurisdiction, power, duties and privileges and limi¬ 
tations, restrictions and penalties of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners or like governing bodies of the Counties or in rela¬ 
tion to such Court or like governing bodies shall apply to and 
govern the Board of Revenue created by this act, and the prin¬ 
cipal judge and asociate members thereof. 

Section 6. That the present Judge of Probate of Baldwin 
County and his successors in office shall be a member of said 
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Board of Revenue and shall be its principal judge; that C. S. 
Tompkins of Stockton, Alabama, W. R. Lackey of Stockton, Ala¬ 
bama, J. W. Randall of Loxley, Alabama, and J. B. McGrew of 
Miflin, Alabama, are each hereby named, declared and designated 
to be the Associate members of said Board of Revenue for the 
respective terms named in this act, viz: J. W. Randall and C. S. 
Tompkins shall each hold office until the first Monday after the 
Second Tuesday in January, 1929, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified; W. R. Lackey and J. B. McGrew shall each 
hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1931, or until their successors are elected and qualified; 
provided the said designated associate members of said Board of 
Revenue must qualify as members of the Board of Revenue with¬ 
in fifteen (15) days after the approval of this act; in the event 
either of them shall not qualify within such time then the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State of Alabama shall fill such vacancy by appoint¬ 
ment in the manner provided for appointment of members of the 
Court of County Commissioners under the general laws of this 
State. 

Section 7. The Judge of Probate as principal judge of the 
Board of Revenue created by this act and associate members of 
such Board of Revenue shall subscribe to the oath required of 
Commissioners of the Court of County Commissioners under the 
general laws of the State. 

Section 8. Members of the Board of Revenue created by this 
act shall have the same qualifications as are now or may hereaf¬ 
ter be prescribed for members of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners under the general laws of Alabama and in addition there¬ 
to they shall reside in and be a qualified voter in the respective 
District from which they are elected. They shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the County at large. The provision of 
this Section requiring the members of the Board to live within 
the respective districts from which they were elected shall not 
apply to the associate members named and designated herein, 
"but for the term for which they are designated by this act, they 
may reside within any part of the County: and for the term for 
^which they are herein designated they shall be designated as 
follows: C. S .Tompkins shall be designated as associate Member 
of the Board of Revenue from Board of Revenue District No. 
(1) ; W. R. Lackey shall be designated as Associate Member of 
Board of Revenue from Board of Revenue District No. two (2) ; 
J. W. Randall shall be designated as Associate Member of the 
Board of Revenue from Board ofRevenue District number three 
(No. 3) ; J. B. McGrew shall be designated as Associate Member 
of the Board of Revenue from Board of Revenue District No. 
Four (4).

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Section 9. That the County of Baldwin be and is hereby - 
divided into four (4) Board of Revenue Districts numbered one- 
(1), two (2), three (3) four (4), Board of Revenue District 
number one (1) shall embrace that part of Baldwin County 
north of Township line dividing Townships one (1) North and 
one (1) South; Board of Revenue District number two (2) shall 
embrace all that part of Baldwin County lying between the line- 
dividing the Townships one (1) North and one (1) South and' 
the Township line dividing Townships three (3) and four (4) 
South; Board of Revenue District number three (3) shall em¬ 
brace all that part of Baldwin County lying between Township- 
line dividing Townships three (3) and four (4) South and the- 
Township line dividing Township six (6) and seven (7) south;

Section 12. No member of the Board of Revenue shall dis¬ 
charge the duties either as deputy or principal in any other of¬ 
fice. 

Section 13. The Probate Judge and two (2) associate mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Revenue or any three (3) associate members 
without the Judge of Probate shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 14. The regular session of the Court shall be the 
second Mondays in February, May, August and November and 
shall continue to sit from day to day until the business of the 
Court shall have been attended to; and they may adjourn to meet 
at a later date by resolution entered upon the minutes of the 
Court and no notice of such adjourned meeting shall be necessary. 

Section 15. That the Judge of Probate as principal judge of

AN ACT 

To amend an Act to establish a Board of Revenue for Sumter County, and, 
for the abolishment of the Court of County Commissioners of said 
County: Approved February 22, 1919; and to amend an Act to amend 
an Act to establish a Board of Revenue for Sumter County, and for the- 
abolishment of the Court of County Commissioners of said County, 
approved February 22, 1919, which act was approved November 1, 
1921. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That section six of an Act entitled an Act to estab¬ 
lish a Board of Revenue for Sumter County, and for the abolish¬ 
ment of the Court of County Commissioners of said county ap¬ 
proved February 22, 1919, be amended so as to read as follows r 
Section 6: Be it further enacted that the President of said Board 
of Revenue shall be its presiding officer and shall sign the min¬ 
utes of the proceedings of the Board of Revenue, and shall have 
the same power and authority as the other members in passing 
upon all questions, and shall sign all contracts entered into by the 
Board of Revenue in Sumter County. It shall be his duty to- 
prepare business and obtain information for the sessions for the 
Board of Revenue, and to see that all orders thereof are properly 
executed. He shall exercise all duties required of the Judge of 
Probate as to matters coming before the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners. 

Section 3. Be it Further Enacted by the Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama that Section 7 of the Act entitled an Act to establish a 
Board of Revenue for Sumter County, and for the abolishment 
of the Court of County Commissioners of said County, approved 
February 22, 1919 be amended so as to read as follows: Section 
7: Be it Further Enacted that said Board of Revenue shall elect 
a Clerk, who may be a member of the Board and fix his compen¬ 
sation, and may require of him bond for the faithful performance- 
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t)f his official duties, in such amount as may be fixed by the 
Board; and may employ such other clerical assistance as may be 
necessary, and it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Board of 
Revenue to attend the meetings of the Board, and issue all no¬ 
tices required by said Board of Revenue. The clerk shall 
under the direction of the Board of Revenue, keep the minutes 
and proceedings of the said Board of Revenue in ^well bound 
volumes provided for that purpose.

further enacted that there shall be elected at the general election 
in the County of Sumter, in the year 1926, and every six years 
thereafter, one member from District No. 2, and one member 
from District No. 3/who shall qualify within fifteen days after 
the returns shall have been canvassed, and shall enter upon the 
discharge of their duties on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, next after their election, and shall hold their 
office for a term of six years, and until their successors are elect¬ 
ed and qualified. That there shall be elected at the general elec¬ 
tion in Sumter County in the year 1928, and every six years 
thereafter, one member from District number one, and one mem¬

been canvassed, and shall enter upon the discharge of their duties 
on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
after their election, and shall hold office for a term of s^x years, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. That the 
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'qualified voters of the County shall be eligible to vote at any 
•election for any member from any District, and that that Presi¬ 
dent may reside in any district in the County.

AN ACT 

To .establish a county court for DeKalb County Alabama; to define its jur¬ 
isdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their powers, duties, 
and compensations; to provide that said court shall be open at all times 
for the trial of cases and transaction of business; to provide the rules 
and procedure of said court, to provide for the transfer of certain 
causes now and hereafter pending in the Circuit Court and the Probate 
Court of DeKalb County Alabama to the DeKalb County Court; and to 
provide for the transfer of certain cases pending in said DeKalb 
County Court to the equity side of the Circuit Court of DeKalb County 
Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and hereby is established in and for 
the county of DeKalb, a court of law which will be called DeKalb 
County Court and which shall be a court of record, and which 
shall have and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, function and 
powers hereinafter conferred upon it by this Act. 

Section 2. That the judge for said court shall be appointed 
by the Governor of the state immediately after the approval of 
this Act whose term of office shall begin immediately upon his 
appointment and qualification, and shall continue until the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January in the year 1931; and 
that, at the general election to be held in the year 1930, the suc¬ 
cessor to the judge so appointed shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of DeKalb County Alabama, voting at said election 
whose term of office begins at the expiration of the term of office 
of the judge to be appointed by the Governor, upon the approval 
of, and under authority of this Act, and whose term of office 
shall be for a period of six years. The Judge of said court before 
entering upon the duties of said office shall take the oath required 
by law to be taken by the judges of the Circuit Courts of Ala¬ 
bama. The said judge shall be a qualified elector of DeKalb 
County Alabama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not less 
than twenty-five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court 
shall be filled by appointment by the governor, and the person 
so appointed shall hold office as required hy the constitution of 
this state. Said judge may be removed from office in the manner 
now provided by law for the removal of Circuit judges. 
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Section 4. That the clerk of the Circuit Court of DeKalb 
County shall be ex-officio clerk of said court and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the 
clerks of the Circuit Courts and shall be subject to same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of the office, and shall be 
entitled to the same fees, as are now, or may hereafter be allow¬ 
ed to Circuit Clerks of Alabama, and the same shall be collected 
as such fees are collected in the Circuit Courts; and the deputy 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of DeKalb County shall be ex-officio 
deputy Clerk of DeKalb County Court, and exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties as are exercised and per¬ 
formed in the Circuit Court. 

Section 5. That the judge of said court shall receive a salary 
of three thousand dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
instalments out of the county treasury at the end of each month, 
his signed receipt being required. 

Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed for DeKalb 
County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases 
in said court, as ex-officio solicitor of said court; that he shall re¬ 
ceive one-thousand five-hundred dollars per annum payable out of 
the county treasury of DeKalb County, one-hundred and twenty- 
five dollars payable at the end of each month for which he shall 
give a signed receipt; and said salary shall be all the compensa¬ 
tion received by him for his service for deputy solicitor for any 
and all courts of the county. 

Section 7. That said court shall be held at the coiirt house of 
DeKalb County, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. In case of sick¬ 
ness or disqualification of the judge of said court the law appli¬ 
cable to the appointment and service of special judges in the 
Circuit Courts shall apply. The judges of said court shall be sub¬ 
ject to same penalties for failure to attend upon the Court as Cir¬ 
cuit Judges of this state. The judge of said court shall keep an 
office in the courthouse of DeKalb County, and it shall be the 
duty of the Court of County Commissioners of DeKalb County 
to provide such an office, and supply the same with necessary- 
furnishings, fixtures, stationery, etc. 

Section 8. The judge of said court may determine and fix the 
time of holding the sessions of said court; for the trial of all 
cases, both civil and criminal; provided, however, that all civil 
and criminal cases in which no jury is demanded, shall be 
called for trial at least once every thirty days, and that all 
civil and criminal cases in which a jury is demanded shall be 
called for trial at least every ninety days, until said cases are 
disposed of. Provided, however, that this section shall not be 
construed to prevent the continuance of any case in said court, by 
agreement of counsel or the parties on good cause shown to the 
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'court, and when any cause is so continued to a specified time 
either for a cause shown to the court or by agreement of parties 
*or counsel, it shall not be necessary to call said case until the ex¬ 
piration of the time to which it has been continued. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge of 
the Circuit Court of DeKalb County to, immediately after the ap¬ 
proval of this act make an order transferring to the DeKalb 
County Court, all cases pending on the docket of the Circuit 
Court against persons charged with a misdemeanor, and from 
and after the approval of this act each and every indictment re¬ 
turned by a Grand Jury of DeKalb County against persons charg¬ 
ed with the commission of a misdemeanor, shall at once, be trans¬ 
ferred to the DeKalb County Court by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, and the jurisdiction of said DeKalb County Court shall 
attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of Circuit Court of said 
county shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the clerk to im¬ 
mediately issue capiases against said parties so charged with a 
.misdemeanor, returnable to the DeKalb County Court. 

Section 10. All Civil cases now pending in the Circuit Court 
•of DeKalb County, where the amount involved does not exceed 
two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, and all actions of ejectment, 
forcible entry and unlawful detainer, and all action for the trial 
-of the right of property may be. by agreement of the parties 
thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to the said De- 
Kalb County Court. 

Section 11. The sheriff of DeKalb County shall, in person or 
by a deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to 
be approved by the judge of said court, be required to attend up¬ 
on the said court, and preserve order, and execute all writs or 
process, and perform such other duties, in all respects as in the 
Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and each deputy 
required for attendance upon the sessions of said court, he 
shall receive the sum of $2.00 per day, payable out of the County 
"treasury upon his warrant, approved by the presiding judge, 
provided that the sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay 
except for the time that the court is actually in session, and none 
ef which compensation to the deputies shall be shared in by the 
sheriff. 

Section 12. That if for any reason, a forfeiture be taken on 
any bond on the criminal side of said court, the court may order 
the alias capias returnable within ten days, and unless the party 
or parties, against whom the forfeiture is taken, shall appear and 
show cause, when the forfeiture is returnable, why the forfeiture 
should be set aside, then the court is hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered to make the judgment final. 

Section 13. That the said court shall adopt a seal which shall 
be in the custody of the clerk of said court. 
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Section 14. That all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer, and all other civil cases are to be tried by the 
court without the intervention of a jury unless at the time of 
filing the suit, plaintiff shall endorse upon the summons and com¬ 
plaint a demand for a jury trial, or that the defendant or claim¬ 
ant at the time of filing the first pleadings in the case or at the 
time of making his appearance, shall demand a trial by jury in 
writing to be filed in the cause; provided, however, that all cases 
involving less than twenty dollars ($20.00) shall be tried by the 
court without the intervention of a jury; and provided further 
that all criminal cases shall be tried without the intervention of a 
jury; unless a demand for a jury is endorsed upon the bond at 
the time of making of the same, or a demand in writing be filed in 
the cause within fifteen days after the arrest of the defandant. 

Section 15. In all causes in the DeKalb County Court brought 
by appeal or certiorari from judgments of Justices of the Peace, 
recorders or other inferior courts, the issue and question of 
facts shall be tried by the judge of the court without the inter¬ 
vention of a jury unless a demand for a trial by jury be made in 
writing and filed in the cause by the party suing out the appeal 
or certiorari within five days after suing out the same, or filed in 
the cause by the opposite party in all civil cases within five days 
after he has been served with notice of appeal or certiorari, un¬ 
less said cause is sooner called for trial in which case the demand 
shall be made at the first call of said cause. 

Section 16. That in all actions of ejectments, forcible entry, 
unlawful detainer, and trial of the right of property, and in all 
civil cases where the amount involved exceeds one hundred 
($100.00) dollars the defendants therein shall be required by the 
summons served upon them to appear and plead or demur to the 
complaint within twenty (20) days after the service of such sum¬ 
mons and complaint upon them; and in all cases commenced by 
attachment, the defendants shall appear and demur or plead 
within twenty (20) days after service of the notice of the levy 
of the attachment or, in cases where the suit is brought against 
non residents, or other persons upon whom service is had by pub¬ 
lication, within twenty (20) days after the perfection of such ser¬ 
vice by publication, and in all other cases, the defendants must 
appear and plead within five (5) days after service upon them; 
and in all cases, whether commenced by summons and complaint, 
attachment, or other-wise, any defendant failing to appear after 
service upon him has been perfected or notice given him as here¬ 
in required, shall be held to be in default, and at any time there¬ 
after, on motion of the plaintiff, judgment by default shall be 
rendered against him; provided that the court may, for good 
cause shown, allow such judgment so obtained by default, to be 
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set aside, and demurrers or pleas to be filed, on such terms as the 
court may think best; provided, however, that in all cases when 
judgment by default has been rendered against the defendant, 
the plaintiff may execute a writ of inquiry before the court with¬ 
out the intervention of a jury, and have final judgment rendered 
thereon. 

Section 17. That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all cases appealed from justice of the peace, and all other in¬ 
ferior courts of DeKalb County, and all cases appealed from the 
Mayors Courts and all original mesme processes; writs, notices, 
etc., shall be executed instanter, to be returnable immediately 
upon the execution thereof, by the officers receiving the same; 
and all cases so appealed shall stand for trial at any time after 
five (5) days notice of the suing out of such appeal to the ad¬ 
verse party, the notice to be given as now required by law. 

Section 18. That in all cases in the Probate Court of DeKalb 
County Alabama wherein a will is sought to be probated, the 
filing of any contest shall automatically transfer the trial of such 
contest to the DeKalb County Court, and it shall be the duty of 
the Judge of Probate to deliver, immediately, to the clerk of 
said court all papers filed in said contest, and the same shall 
stand for trial as any other civil case. That all notices shall be 
issued by the clerk of said court as are now required to be issued 
by the Judge of Probate in the contest of wills, and the rules for 
trying the same as provided in the trial of civil cases as to the 
drawing and empaneling of a jury, provided, however, that either 
party desiring a jury trial may file a written demand therefor at 
any time within thirty (30) days from the date of the filing of 
said cause in the DeKalb County Court, or at the time said cause 
is first called for trial if called within said time. That the final 
judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by the Clerk of 
said court to the Judge of Probate and by him recorded in the 
Probate Court minutes and acted upon as though it had been 
rendered in the Probate Court. 

Section 19. That all jurors for DeKalb County shall be sum¬ 
moned from the entire county; that the venire for said court 
shall consist of thirty six jurors drawn as provided by law for 
the drawing and summoning of jurors for the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama. 

Section 20. That civil causes may be transferred from the 
DeKalb County Court to the Circuit Court in equity for same 
reasons, in the same manner and under the same rules and regu¬ 
lations as is now provided for the transfer of causes from the 
law side of the Circuit Court to the equity side of said court. 

Section 21. That all garnishments issued from said court 
shall require an answer thereto within ten (10) days, after the 
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service thereof and upon the failure of the garnishee to make 
such answer within ten (10) days, he shall be deemed to be in 
default, and a judgment nisi may be rendered against him on the 
motion of the plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the judge 
of said court, all citations rules, writs of scire facias, and notices 
issuing from the said court, shall require the party against whom 
they are issued to appear and plead within (10) days after notice 
thereof; and, if citation or notice is to be given by publication, 
then within ten (10) days after the perfection of service of pub¬ 
lication; that all cases whether commenced by a summons and 
complaint, attachment or otherwise, shall be deemed and taken 
to be at issue and triable upon the appearance of the defendant, 
and his pleading to the complaint. 

Section 22. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in 
DeKalb County may be instituted in this court by making an 
affidavit before the judge of said court, the writ on said affidavit 
to be issued by the clerk of said court, and when the defendant is 
arrested on said affidavit, said case shall go on the docket for 
trial, and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by a 
grand jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or complaint 
may be amended as now provided for the amendment of such pa¬ 
pers by section 3835 of the code of Alabama. 

Section 23. The judge of said court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, 
quo warranto, and all other special and extraordinary writs, ex¬ 
cept such as are peculiar to a court of chancery; and the rules of 
the Circuit Courts of Alabama as are now or which may hereaf¬ 
ter be provided by law, except as other-wise provided in this Act, 
shall prevail in the DeKalb County Court, and the judge thereof 
shall have the same power and authority including punishment 
for contempt as is or may hereafter be conferred upon judges of 
the Circuit Courts of Alabama unless otherwise provided in this 
Act. 

Section 24. Justices of the Peace of DeKalb County and in¬ 
ferior courts with the jurisdiction of justices of the peace, 
in said county shall have authority to issue warrants re¬ 
turnable to said court, and it shall be their duty to forthwith 
transmit said affidavits and warrants and bonds to said court, 
which causes shall then be placed upon the docket of said court, 
and tried as though brought in said court originally. 

Section 25. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to 
keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made 
before the judge of said court, or returnable by a justice of the 
peace, or judge of an inferior court in said county, to said court, 
and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certi¬ 
fied copy of the said record shall be used the same as the original 
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affidavit, and for recording each of said affidavits, the clerk shall 
receive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of 
the defendant’s conviction. 

Section 26. Said court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases 
in all matters where the amount involved does not exceed two- 
thousand dollars and in all action of ejectment, and original jur¬ 
isdiction in action of unlawful detainer and forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer, and trial of the rights of property, irrespect¬ 
ive of the amount involved, on the value of the property, pro¬ 
vided that in actions of unlawful detainer, and forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer the defendant may, within the time allowed 
for pleading, file an affidavit, and give bond as now authorized by 
law in actions of this kind, and thereafter the same shall be tried 


as other actions in ejectment. 

Section 27. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of 
this State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over 
said court, and the judge thereof, which may be exercised in the 
same manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts of the State, and the judges thereof, and appeals may 
be taken from the orders and judgments of said Court to the 
Supreme court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and 
within the same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders 


and judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 28. The venue in any case in the said DeKalb Coun¬ 
ty Court shall be changed to other counties under the same orders 
and regulations as govern change of venue in the Circuit Court. 

Section 29. That after five (5) days from the rendition of 
any judgment, unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the 
clerk of said court shall issue execution returnable in not less 
than ten (10) nor more than thirty (30) days after the issuance 
of such execution; provided that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent any person from having execution issued within five (5) 
days upon making affidavit now provided by law in relation to 
the issuance of executions upon judgments in the Circuit Court, 
and provided further, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the superseding of executions after the issuance thereof upon 
filing bond as now required by law. . 

Section 30. That bills of exceptions relating to the trial of 
cases civil and criminal in said court must be presented to the 
Judge of said court within sixty (60) days from the date of 
-judgment in any cause tried therein and not afterwards must be 
signed and approved by the presiding judge within thirty (30) 
davs after the date of such presentation, but the presentation of 
a bill of exception within sixty days from the date on which a 
motion for a new trial was passed on by the court shall be suf¬ 
ficient to preserve for review the ruling of the court on the trial 
of the original cause and the date of the presentation and sign- 
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ing of such bills of exception must be endorsed thereon' by the 
presiding judge. 

Section 31. That final judgments rendered in said court shall 
after the expiration of fifteen (15) days from their rendition be 
taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of said 
court, as if the term of court at which said judgments were ren¬ 
dered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall prevent the parties applying for a new trial or re¬ 
hearing within said fifteen days, or change or destroy the office 
of motions for new trials or re-hearing, when so made, or shall 
prevent parties from applying to the court for rehearing under 
the statute authorizing applications for rehearing in the Circuit 
Court. 

Section 32. If the judge of said court dies, resigns, or is im¬ 
peached, or his term of office expires, or if, from other cause, he 
does not sign a bill of exceptions duly presented to him in the 
proper time, the bill of exceptions may be established in the Su¬ 
preme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner as bills 
of exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit Courts 
of this State. 

Section 33. That the clerk, with the approval of the judge 
of said court, is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary 
furnishings, records, stationery and supplies for the equipment 
and maintenance of said Court, and the same shall be paid out of 
the county treasury upon warrants drawn by the judge and sign¬ 
ed by the clerk. 

Section 34. That the judge of ‘said court shall appoint a 
competent person capable of taking the proceedings of said court 
in short hand as the official reporter for said court, and shall 
make an order of such official reporter, when so appointed, shall 
be removed by the Judge of said Court at his discretion, and his 
duties shall be the same as are now nrovided by law for the re¬ 
porter, of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the 
same rate of compensation for transcribing the testimony or 
other proceeding’s as are now provided for said Circuit Court Re¬ 
porter, but shall as a salary receive only the amount hereafter 
provided for in the next succeeding section hereof. 

Section 35. That in all cases in said Court, a Stenographer’s 
fee of five dollars shall be charged and collected and by the Clerk 
paid to the official Court Reporter appointed for said court; pro¬ 
vided, however, that in cases where a money judgment is sought, 
in civil cases, of less than one hundred dollars as determined by 
the complaint, and in cases where there is a judgment by de¬ 
fault, there shall be charged as stenographer’s fee only two dol¬ 
lars and fifty cents. 
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Section 36. That the County Court of DeKalb County shall 
from and after the passage of this act no longer exist and no of¬ 
ficers of this state shall collect any fees or salary because of said 
court or for services rendered in said County Court or for ser¬ 
vices rendered in said Court, and all cases pending in said County 
Court of DeKalb County when this act becomes a law, shall im¬ 
mediately become pending upon the docket of the DeKalb County 
Court as though originally brought in said Court, and shall be 
called for trial on the first Monday in the month following the 
approval of this Act at which time any defendant whose case has 
been pending in said County Court may demand a trial by jury. 

Section 37. That if, for any'reason, any section, provision or 
clause of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, 
then that fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this Act 
except as to that clause or section. 

Secion 38. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect 
from and after the approval thereof. 

Section 39. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict 
with this Act, are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To relieve the Tax Assessor of Covington County from the duty of prepar¬ 
ing a book of assessments and in lieu thereof to arrange in alphabetical 
order the original lists and have same permanently bound and kept as 
permanent record and prepare tax collector’s abstracts from said as¬ 
sessment lists. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the Tax Assessor of Covington County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, 
but in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange in alphabetical 
order original assessment lists, and cause the same to be per¬ 
manently bound, and such assessment lists when bound shall con¬ 
stitute the book of assessments to all intents and purposes. Such 
assessment lists when bound shall be preserved permanently as a 
matter of record, and provided that in making the collector’s 
abstracts such abstracts shall be made direct from the assessment 
lists. 

Section 2. That this Act shall be effective on its approval by 
the Governor.

To amend Sec. 3 of an Act to provide for the establishing, construction and 
maintaining of public roads and bridges in Cullman County, Alabama, 
creating a Highway Commission for said County, and defining its 
powers, jurisdiction and duties. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That section 3 of an Act to provide for the estab¬ 
lishing, construction and maintaining of public roads and bridges 
in Cullman County, Alabama, creating a Highway Commission 
for said County, and defining its powers, jurisdiction and duties, 
be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 
“Section 3. The said Highway Commission shall hold regular 
meetings at such times as may be fixed by the Commission, and 
such other special meetings as the road business of the county 
may require, such special meetings to be called by the chairman 
on sufficient notice to the associate members.” The affirmative 
votes of two members of said Highway Commission shall be suf¬ 
ficient to decide any question coming before said Highway Com¬ 
mission for decision. Such Commission, as soon after the ap¬ 
pointment and qualification of members thereof as practicable, 
shall divide said county into as many road districts as in the 
discretion of the Commission is necessary—not less than five 
nor more than seven districts—and the said Commission is here¬ 
by authorized and empowered to employ a district road super¬ 
visor for each of the said districts to supervise all construction 
and maintenance of the roads and bridges of his district, and shall 
fix his duties and compensation, and may discharge such super¬ 
visor at their discretion and employ other supervisors. Such 
supervisors may be employed for such time as in the judgment 
of said Commission is necessary to the proper construction and 
maintenance of the roads and bridges of the county. Such com¬ 
mission shall also have power and authority to employ such other 
labor and terms as may be necessary for the construction, main¬ 
tenance and improvements of the roads and bridges in such coun¬ 
ty, and to buy machinery, tools, implements, books, receipt books, 
record and stationery to be used by said Commission, and other 
necessary equipment and road material which, in their judg¬ 
ment, is necessary for use on the public roads and bridges of said 
county, and to provide for the necessary sheltering and housing 
of the same and to pay all necessary expenses incurred by said 
Commission, or any member thereof, in performing the duties im¬ 
posed by this Act. “Said Commission shall have authority, when 
it deems it necessary, to employ an engineer on such terms and 
for such time as is necessary in the location or change of any 



public road in the county, and to pay him for his services out 
of the road and bridge fund of the county.” Such Commission 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction and control over the expendi¬ 
ture of all road and bridge funds in said county from whatever 
source obtained, and shall pay the same out upon warrants issued 
by the chairman of said commission after having been authorized 
by the vote of two or more members of the said Commission; and 
the treasurer of said county, or other custodian of the public 
funds of said county, shall pay the warrants so drawn, upon their 
presentation, out of the road and bridge funds of said county. 
“Said Commission shall also have the power and authority to 
employ a clerk of said Commission, whose duty shall be to keep 
a true and correct record of the proceedings of said Commission, 
as required by law of Courts of County Commissioners as to pro- 
ceedings with, reference to public roads and bridges, and of the 
receipts and disbursements thereof, and to keep a record of all 
tools, machinery and implements and road material and a list of 
road hands in such districts and the name of all roads in the 
county; and shall perform such other duties as may be required 
of him by the said Commission. “Said clerk shall receive a sal¬ 
ary not exceeding $125.00 per month, to be paid out of the gen¬ 
eral or road fund of the county on warrant issued by the Judge of 
Probate. “Each of the road supervisors hereinbefore provided for 
shall make a true and correct itemized report of all work done m 
his district, and of the condition of the roads and bridges in his 
district, the labor employed, and a true and correct statement ol 
the amount due each laborer for work and all other expenses in 
connection with the road work in his district at the end of each 
month, which shall be audited by said Commission; and, if found 
correct, the Commission shall order a warrant drawn m favor of 
the person to whom any money is due for the amount so due. 
“No warrant shall be drawn for the payment of any claim against 
the road funds of said county except upon a duly itemized, veri¬ 
fied account thereof being filed with said Highway Commission 
and duly audited and allowed by said Commission.

To ratify confirm, validate and make legally effective and binding all pro- 
lo rauiy, c , „ Countv Commissioners and of the qualified 

voters^of Baldwin County, Alabama, relative to the calling and holding 
of an election in said County on the eighteenth day of January, 1916, 
and the authorization at said election of the issuance of bends of Bald- 
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win County, in the amount of $55,000.00 for the purpose of constructing 
a highway in said County with bridges and ferries in conjunction with 
Mobile County, and all proceedings of said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners relative to the issuance and sale of said bonds for the purpose 
of constructing said highway and providing that when said bonds are 
duly executed, delivered and paid for they shall constitute valid and 
binding obligations of Baldwin County. Whereas, the Court of County 
Commissioners of Baldwin County, Alabama, at its November term in 
the year 1915, duly ordered an election to be held in the several voting 
places in said County on the eighteenth day of January, 1916, for the 
purpose of submitting to the voters of said county the question of is¬ 
suing bonds in the amount of $55,000.00 for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining a public highway with bridges and ferries in conjunc¬ 
tion with Mobile County, to connect Baldwin County with Mobile Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, said bonds to bear a maximum rate of interest of five per 
centum per annum and to run for a period of thirty years and to be sold 
for not less than their face value; and, Whereas, said election was 
held on the eighteenth day of January, 1916, after notice duly given; 
and Whereas, the ballots used at said election contained the words, 
“For $55,000.00 Road Bond Issue” and “Against $55,000.00 Road Bond 
Issue” and a majority of the votes cast at said election, as shown by the 
returns thereof duly canvassed, were in favor of the issuance of said 
bonds; and Whereas, subsequent to the holding of said election it was 
found that the cost of constructing said Highway, bridges and ferries 
would greatly exceed the sum of $55,000.00 and that it would not be ex¬ 
pedient to undertake said work at that time; and Whereas, it is now 
found to be expedient to construct and operate the proposed ferries, and 
the proposed bridge is now being constructed under an agreement which 
makes it unnecessary for the County of Baldwin to finance any part of 
the cost thereof with proceeds of bonds; and Whereas, it is necessary 
for Baldwin County to construct the highway leading to said bridge 
as contemplated by the proposition submitted to the voters at the elec¬ 
tion above referred to; and Whereas, the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of said County has duly accepted an offer for the purchase of 
said bonds and desires to issue the same under date of December, 1926, 
maturing without option of prior payment thirty years after date, to 
bear interest at the rate of five per centum per annum, payable semi¬ 
annually; now, therefore. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That all proceedings of the Court of County 
Commissioners of Baldwin County, Alabama, relative to the call¬ 
ing and holding of an election in said County on the eighteenth 
day of January, 1916, and of the qualified voters at said election 
for the purpose of authorizing the issuance of bonds of said 
county for the purposes referred to in the preamble hereto, and 
all the proceeding of the Court of County Commissioners rela¬ 
tive to the issuance and sale of said bonds for the purpose of rais¬ 
ing funds to construct the said highway be and the same hereby 
are in all things ratified, confirmed, validated and made legally 
effective and binding and that when said bonds are duly executed 
and delivered in accordance with the award thereof heretofore 
made the same shall be valid and binding obligations of the Coun¬ 
ty of Baldwin. 
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Section 2: This act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its becoming a 
law without his approval.

Section 1: That it shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor 
of Cleburne County, Alabama, to represent the State, in all cases 
in the County Court and inferior Courts and all preliminary pro¬ 
ceedings, applications for bail, and habeas corpus proceedings in 
all courts; aid or act for the Circuit Solicitor before the Grand 
Jury and in all matters in the Circuit Court and perform all du¬ 
ties of the Circuit Solicitor in his absence. Also, to attend all 
coroner’s inquests and represent the State on such inquest and 
after an examination of witnesses before the coroner’s inquest 
to select such witnesses as in his judgment should appear before 
the Grand Jury or on any preliminary or habeas corpus growing 
out of an arrest as a result of such coroner’s inquest. The Dep¬ 
uty Solicitor shall also have power to issue subpoenas for wit¬ 
nesses to attend the Grand Jury. 

Section 2: The Deputy Solicitor of Cleburne County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall receive as his full compensation for said services the 
fees provided by section 3738 of the Code of 1923, which said 
fees shall be taxed against the defendant on conviction, to be col¬ 
lected as other costs and paid to said Deputy Solicitor by the 
Clerk when collected. 

Section 3: All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

Section 1. That all of the parts of the streets, avenues, and 
alleys, designated according to J. J. Treveres’ map of the City 



of Sheffield, Alabama, as recorded in the office of the Probate 
Judge of Colbert County, Alabama, described as follows be and 
the same are hereby vacated and abandoned as streets, avenues, 
and alleys, of the City of Sheffield, Alabama: All that portion of 
that certain alley which runs north and south through that part 
of block numbered 652 lying north of the right of way of the 
Jackson Highway; all of that portion of that certain sixteen- 
foot alley which runs northwest and south east through block 
numbered 208; all of that portion of that certain sixteen-foot 
alley which runs northwest and southeast through block num¬ 
bered 190; all that portion of Eighth Avenue lying between 
blocks 208 and 190; all that portion of Twenty-First Street des¬ 
cribed as follows: Beginning at the northernmost corner of block 
numbered 208; thence in a northeasterly direction, along the 
southeast margin of Ninth Avenue extended, twenty feet; thence 
in a south-easterly direction, parallel to the southwestern margin 
of Twenty First Street, 1340 feet, to the point where said line 
intersects the northwestern margin of Sixth Street extended;

abandoned as streets of the City of Sheffield, Alabama. 

Section 3. Be it Further Enacted that all laws and parts of 
laws in conflict with this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 


To divide Coosa County, Alabama, into five County Board of Education Dis¬ 
tricts, to define the boundaries of said districts, to provide for the nom¬ 
ination and election of a member of the County Board of Education of 
Coosa County from each of said districts for said county, to provide for 
the nomination and election of two members of the County Board of 
Education of Coosa County, Alabama, from the county at large to 
serve until the general election in 1930; to prescribe the terms of office 
of each member of the county board of education of Coosa County, 
Alabama; to define the duties of the County Board of Education of said 
County of Coosa and State of Alabama, thus elected; and to provide 
that women may serve on the County Board of Education of Coosa 
County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. Coosa County, Alabama, is hereby divided into 
five County Board of Education Districts, and from each shall 
be elected a member of the County Board of Education of said 
County as hereby set out, and whose terms of office shall be six 
years unless as otherwise set out in this act. 

Section 2. First County Board of Education District of 
Coosa County, Alabama, is hereby composed of Precincts One, 
Two and Seventeen; Second' County Board of Education Dis¬ 
trict is composed of Precincts Three, Four, Five and Sixteen; 
Third County Board of Education District is composed of Pre¬ 
cincts Six, Seven, Ten and Nineteen; the Fourth County Board 
of Education District is composed of Precincts Eight, Nine, Fif¬ 
teen and Eighteen; and the Fifth County Board of Education 
District is composed of Precincts Eleven, Twelve, Thirteen and 
Fourteen. Should there by any change in area, or otherwise,_ in 
any of the precincts, then the several county board of education 
districts of the county shall be composed of the territory now 
embraced in each of said districts as defined in this act. 

Section 3. There shall be elected a member of the County 
Board of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, from districts 
numbers one, two and four of said county at the general election, 
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1930. There shall be nominated and elected from County Board 
of Education Districts three and five of said county a member 
of the County Board of Education of said County at the general 
election of 1932. The terms of office of said members of the 
County Board of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, thus 
elected, shall be six years and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

Section 4. At the general election of 1928 there shall be elect¬ 
ed two members of the County Board of Education of Coosa 
County, Alabama, from the county at large, and shall hold office 
until the general election of 1930, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. It being the purpose of this act for the 
members of the present County Board of Education, together 
with the two members provided for in this section to constitute 
the County Board of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, until 
the general election of 1930, when the three members elected 
from districts one, two and four shall assume and take over the 
offices of the County Board of Education together with the two 
members whose term expires in 1932, now members of the Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education, and who shall serve in districts three and 
five until their present term of office expires. 

Section 5. The several members of the county board of edu¬ 
cation of Coosa County, provided for under this act, shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the County as other county offi¬ 
cers are now elected. Nominations for the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation may be made in any manner now provided or as may here¬ 
after be provided by law for the nomination of county candidates 
for offices by the qualified voters of any political party in said 
county. 

Section 6. The duties and powers of the County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation of Coosa County, Alabama, elected under this act, shall 
be and remain as those now provided by general laws of this 
state or as may be hereafter provided, however, any local or 
special laws for Coosa County, now adopted or that may here¬ 
after be adopted, shall be and remain in full force and effect rela¬ 
tive to objects herein enumerated. 

Section 7. Should there occur any vacancy on the County 
Board of Education from any district, then the county board of 
education of Coosa County, shall have the power to elect a mem¬ 
ber of the county board of education, and power for that purpose 
is hereby conferred on the county board of education, to fill such 
vacancy, until the next general election only, when a member 
shall be elected to fill out the unexpired term of the party he 
was appointed to serve. 

Section 8. Each member of the County Board of Education 
of Coosa County must be a bona fide citizen and qualified elector 
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of the district he is elected to serve and during his term of office 
must so remain and any removal from the district shall cause the 
office to become vacant. 

Section 9. Women are hereby made eligible to be elected and 
to serve on the County Board of Education of Coosa County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 10. Should any . clause, section, or part of section ot 
this act be declared unconstitutional by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, then the remaining parts shall be held and remain in 
full force and effect. . 

Section 11. All laws, local, special or general m conflict with 
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To provide for the establishment, discontinuance, construction, use, work¬ 
ing and maintenance of the public roads and bridges of Fayette Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama; to define the duties and powers of the Court of County 
Commissioners, or other governing body of Fayette County with regard 
to the same; to fix penalties for the violations of the rules, regulations 
and laws of the Court of County Commissioners or other like govern¬ 
ing body of said County; to provide for the better building, mainten¬ 
ance and protection of the public roads and bridges of Fayette County; 
to provide funds, regulations and penalties to carry the provisions and 
purposes of this act into effect; to provide for the more efficient work¬ 
ing, construction and repair of the public roads and bridges in Fayette 
County, Alabama; to provide for the appointment of road foreman in 
the several precincts in the county, and to fix their compensation and 
define their duties and powers and penalties for violation thereof; to 
provide for a commutation fee in lieu of working the roads; to create 
a separate and special road fund for said county, and to prevent ob¬ 
struction and damage to the public roads and bridges of said county, 
and to provide penalties for all violations of the road laws. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Fay¬ 
ette County, Alabama, are hereby invested with a general super¬ 
intendence of the public roads, bridges and ferries, within the 
County of Fayette, and may establish new, and change and dis- 
continue old roads or bridges in said County so as to render trav¬ 
el over the same as safe and convenient as practicable; To this 
end they are given legislative, judicial and executive powers, ex¬ 
cept as limited herein. They may establish, promulgate and en¬ 
force rules and regulations, make and enter into such contracts 
as may be necessary, or as may be deemed necessary or advisable 
by such courts, to build, construct, make, improve and maintain 
a good system of public roads, bridges, or ferries in said County, 
and to regulate the use thereof. 

Section 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to violate any rule, regulation or law which may 
be adopted or promulgated by the Court of County Commission¬ 
ers under the authority conferred by this act, relating to the use, 
control, care, working, operation or maintenance of any public 
road, bridge or ferry, and any person, firm or corporation vio¬ 
lating the same shail be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be fined not less than five nor more than one 
hundred dollars, and may also be sentenced to hard labor for 
the County for not more than thirty days, either or both, and each 
violation thereof shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 3. That the Court of County Commissioners of said 
county may transfer to the road fund of the county any part or 
any surplus of general funds of the county in the county treas- 
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ury, whenever in the judgment of such court it will promote the 
interest of the county to make such transfer. Any surplus or 
any part of general funds so transferred, shall be used only for 
the working or maintenance of the public roads, or the building 
or maintenance of bridges or otherwise improving the public 
roads of the county. 

Section 4. That for the purpose of maintaining the public 
roads and bridges, the said County of Fayette is hereby divided 
into road districts, each precinct of said County to constitute a 
separate district and it shall be the duty of the Court of County 
Commissioners to appoint a Foreman for each of said districts, 
but if deemed advisable, the Commissioners Court, for good and 
sufficient reason, may change the boundaries of the different dis¬ 
tricts, or decrease the number in said county, and may appoint 
Foremen for sections of roads regardless of districts, by placing 
an order on the minutes of said Court making such changes and 
giving reasons therefor. The terms of office for the said Fore¬ 
men shall be one year from date of appointment, and until their 
successor is appointed, but may be discharged by said Commis¬ 
sioners Court for neglect of duty or inefficiency, and where a 
vacancy for any cause occurs, the Commissioners Court shall ap¬ 
point some suitable person to fill the unexpired term. 

Section 5. The Probate Judge of the County shall have au¬ 
thority to collect and receipt for commutation fees from hands 
or persons subject to road duty in any precinct in the county, 
and shall keep an accurate account of all money collected in the 
various precincts in said county, showing a list by precincts, of 
the names, amount and date of those who have paid a commuta¬ 
tion fee, and he shall also furnish the Foreman of each precinct 
with a list of persons who pay the commutation fee to him in lieu 
of personal service, and he shall turn into the county treasurer 
to the credit of the precinct wherein the tax payer resides, all 
such taxes so collected by him. 

Section 6. That all persons are liable to work on the public 
roads of Fayette County except women, and all men under the 
age of eighteen and over the age of forty-five; all persons who 
have lost an arm or leg; and all persons who by nature or disease, 
are rendered incapable of hard labor, who shall secure a certifi¬ 
cate of such incapacity from the county board of health, are ex¬ 
empted from working on public roads; but a certificate of such 
incapacity from two reputable practicing physicians shall also be 
sufficient. 

Section 7. That every male person in said county who is over 
the age of eighteen, and under the age of forty-five not exempt 
by law, shall be subject to road duty, and shall be compelled to 
work on the public roads or repairing bridges for not more than 
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ten days in each year and eight hours actual work each day, pro¬ 
vided, any person subject to road duty may be relieved from 
working on the roads by paying a money compensation, or fee of 
five dollars per capita per annum to the road Foreman or Pro¬ 
bate Judge of said County, on or before the first day of January 
of each year, to become delinquent if not paid on or before Feb¬ 
ruary first of each year, and if not paid by the first day of Febru¬ 
ary of each year, the Commissioners Court may, in its discretion, 
allow said commutation fee to be discharged by the payment of 
seven dollars and fifty cents, said money to go to the road fund of 
said county, and to be appropriated exclusively for the main¬ 
tenance or improvement of the public roads or bridges in the dis¬ 
trict in which said commutation or money compensation is paid. 
That all persons subject to road duty, who fail to pay said money 
compensation in lieu of the labor required by law upon public 
roads, shall be compelled to work on the public roads of said coun¬ 
ty for not more than ten days, and provided further, that all per¬ 
sons subject to road duty moving into said county after the first 
day of January in any year, shall be liable to road duty for the re¬ 
mainder of the year at the rate of ten days work for twelve 
months, and shall have the option of commuting said work by 
paying to the Foreman of his district, or the Probate Judge of 
said county, or other person designated by the Commissioners 
Court for his district, in discharge of such liability at the rate of 
five dollars for ten days work, and the road year shall be the same 
as the calendar year. Road Foremen liable to road duty shall not 
be exempt from road duty, except by payment of the commuta¬ 
tion fee or work on public roads for not more than ten days in 
each year. 

Section 8. That all male inhabitants of the county between 
the ages of twenty-one and sixty years are subject to road duty 
under this act as Foremen. 

Section 9. That the Court of County Commissioners, may 
transfer for maintenance of public roads, any surplus of the fine 
and forfeiture fund of the county in the county treasury, or any 
part of such surplus, whenever in the judgment of such court it 
will promote the interest of the county to make such transfer for 
road purposes. Any surplus so transferred shall be used only for 
working of public roads or the building or repairing of bridges 
or otherwise improving the public roads of Fayette County. 

Section 10. That in the event of the destruction of a bridge, 
or damage thereto rendering the same impassable or dangerous, 
or the condition of any public road becomes impassable from any 
other cause, or in any other emergency, the county commission¬ 
ers may immediately contract for the repair or rebuilding of such 
bridge or road, without advertisement, if the public good requires 
it. 
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Section 11. That the right of way is granted to any person 
or corporation having the right to construct telegraph or tele¬ 
phone lines within this State to construct telegraph or telephone 
lines within this State to construct them along the margin of 
the right of way of public highways, but subject to removal or 
change by the Court of County Commissioners. 

Section 12. That the Court of County Commissioners of 
Fayette County, are hereby given the right of eminent domain 
for the purpose of establishing and changing public roads, and 
bridges in said county, provided that when an appeal is taken 
from any assessment in a condemnation proceeding brought by 
said county, such appeal shall not deprive the county when judg¬ 
ment of condemnation is obtained, of a right of entry for any 
and all purposes named in the condemnation proceeding, pro¬ 
vided the amount of damages assessed shall have been paid into 
Court in money, and a bond shall have been given in not less than 
double the amount of damages assessed with good and sufficient 
sureties to be approved by the clerk of the court to which the 
appeal is taken conditioned to pay such damages as the owner of 
the property may sustain. 

Section 13. That it shall be the duty of each Foreman during 
the month of January in each year to take a census of the per¬ 
sons within the area assigned to him who are subject to road 
duty, giving the age and color of each person, and turn a list of 
such persons into the office of the Probate Judge, and said Fore¬ 
man shall keep an accurate statement of the names of all persons 
who pay commutation fees or money compensation in lieu of 
working the road, and report the same to the Probate Judge, and 
shall also account to the said Judge of Probate for all unused or 
mutilated receipts and stubs of receipts issued, and also report to 
the Probate Judge for the inspection of the Court of County 
Commissioners an itemized account and correct dates of all mon¬ 
ey expended, and for what purpose, and the name, date, and 
number of hours worked per day of all road hands on the public 
roads. Before entering upon his duties, each Foreman shall sub¬ 
scribe to the statutory oath to faithfully perform his duties, 
which oath may be administered by any officer legally authorized 
to administer the same and said Foreman shall execute bond with 
sufficient surety in the sum of five hundred dollars payable, to 
Fayette County, Alabama, conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of his duty and to promptly account for all money coming into 
his hands belonging to the road fund and for tools or other 
property coming into his possession belonging to the county . 

Section 14. That it shall be the duty of the Probate Judge to 
enter the names of all persons who are subject to road duty in 
a suitable ledger which shall have appropriate columns for credit 
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of money or labor, and also to furnish all other books or station¬ 
ery necessary for the proper administration of the road law, at 
the expense of the county, to be purchased and paid for in the 
same way and manner that other necessary stationery is pur¬ 
chased and paid for by the county, and the compensation of said 
Judge of Probate for all services rendered under the road law 
shall be the same as he now receives, as provided by law. 

Section 15. That the Foreman of each district shall report 
the condition of the roads and bridges in his district to each 
grand jury of said county, should any part of the roads over 
which they have supervision be bad, or any of the bridges defect¬ 
ive. 

Section 16. That it shall be the duty of each member of the 
Court of County Commissioners of Fayette County, to carefully 
inspect the condition of the public roads and bridges within the 
district for which they were elected commissioner, once within 
every six months, or at any time deemed necessary, and report 
the true condition of said roads and bridges to the Commissioners 
Court. They shall personally inspect all work let out by contract 
in the respective districts to see that the specifications are fully 
carried out in compliance with the contract entered into with the 
contractor, before said work is paid for, provided the Commis¬ 
sioners Court may, if they deem advisable, appoint some other 
person to inspect said work, and said commissioner for perform¬ 
ing said duties shall receive the same pay per day and mileage, 
to be paid in the same way and manner as County Commissioners 
are now paid, and said claim shall regularly be passed upon by 
the Commissioners Court before payment thereof. 

Section 17. That it shall be the duty of each Foreman of each 
road district, or some other person appointed by him, to warn 
the person or hands subject to road duty by giving three days no¬ 
tice in person or in writing, to be left at the residence of said 
person liable to road duty, to meet at such time and place as the 
Foreman of the road may appoint, and with such implements, 
tools or property liable to road duty as he may direct. 

Section 18. That any person liable to road duty, who fails or 
refuses, after legal notice to work the public roads, either in 
person or by substitute, without a sufficient excuse therefor must, 
on conviction, be fined not less than five dollars, and may also be 
imprisoned in the county jail, or put to hard labor for the county 
for not more than twenty days, and the fine in said prosecution 
shall be paid over to the county treasurer as a part of the com¬ 
mutation fee road fund, and said fine when so paid, shall be ex¬ 
pended on the road in the district in which said default was made. 
This section must be given in special charge to the grand jury; 
and it is their duty, if the evidence justifies it, to find and present 
the indictment. 
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Section 19. That it shall be the duty of the Foreman of each 
road district of the county to report all violations of road duty 
where persons subject to the same without sufficient excuse 
therefor, refuse to work the public roads, and also any refusal 
to pay any license required by law. Said report of all violations 
which may come under their observation, shall be made to the 
grand jury of said county, or at their option, prosecutions may 
be commenced by them in the County Court of said county, or 
before a justice of the peace having jurisdiction of said offense. 

Section 20. That any person subject to road duty who de¬ 
sires to work in lieu of commutation fee, and who fails to do sat¬ 
isfactory work under the Foreman, or person having charge of 
the road or bridge work may be discharged by said Foreman and 
proceeded against as though he had refused to work. 

Section 21. That if any section or provision of this act shall 
be declared to be void or unconstitutional it shall not affect or 
destroy the validity or constitutionality of any other section or 
provision therein, which is not in and of itself void or unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Section 22. That for all work or labor performed by the 
Foremen of the different road districts in the county, except 
when working under contract as provided for in this act, said 
Foremen shall be paid at a rate not to exceed three dollars per 
diem, said claim for said services shall be regularly passed upon 
by the Commissioners Court and warrant issued therefor pay¬ 
able out of road and bridge fund for county, or out of commuta¬ 
tion fee fund. 

Section 23. That none of the provisions of the general laws 
of Alabama relating to public roads are repealed by the provis¬ 
ions of this act except in so far as they conflict with the terms 
of this act. All laws and parts of laws, local and general, that 
conflict with the terms of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 24. Be it further enacted that this act shall not affect 
any existing right, remedy or defence, nor shall it affect any 
prosecution now commenced, or which shall hereafter be com¬ 
menced, for any offense already committed, or for any offense 
committed before this act becomes operative. As to all such 
cases the laws in force at the adoption of this act shall continue in 
force. 

Section 25. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Cherokee County, Alabama, To fix his term of office, to prescribe his 
salary and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers 
and duties, and to provide for the election of his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1: That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Cherokee County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified elec¬ 
tors of said County at the general election of State and County 
officers in the year 1928, and every four years thereafter, and the 
County Superintendent of Education elected under the provisions 
of this act shall take office and take over the duties of the office 
of County Superintendent of Education of Cherokee County, Ala¬ 
bama, on the first Monday after the second ^Tuesday in January 
next after his election to said office and shall hold office for a 
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term of four years and until his successor shall have been elected 
and qualified; provided, however, that the County Superinten¬ 
dent of Education elected at the general election in the year 
1928 shall take office and take over the duties of the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of Cherokee County, Ala¬ 
bama, at the expiration of the term for which the present in¬ 
cumbent was appointed, that is, on October 1st, 1929. Nomina¬ 
tions for the office may be made in primary elections as other 
County officers. 

Section 2. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Cherokee County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than 
$1500.00 nor more than $2400.00 per annum, and which salary 
shall be paid in the same way and manner as now provided under 
the general laws of the State of Alabama for payment of County 
Superintendents of Education in the several counties of the 
State. 

Section 3. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now provided by the general school laws of the 
State in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent of 
Education. No person shall be eligible for the office of County 
Superintendent of Education of said County who does not as 
now required hold an Alabama certificate in Administration 
and Supervision based upon graduation from a standard normal 
school or equivalent education with at least one year of addition¬ 
al study of college grade and proof of at least three years of suc¬ 
cessful teaching experience; provided that, if no person possess¬ 
ing these qualifications is available for election as provided in 
this Act, the County Board of Education shall appoint a county 
superintendent of education as provided in Article 6 of the 
School Code (Act approved September 26, 1919.) 

Section 4. That in the event of a vacancy in said office from 
any cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office until the next general election thereafter when his 
successor shall be elected; that should any County Superintend¬ 
ent be removed for cause by the County Board of Education of 
Cherokee County, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of 
the County Board of Education, and such appointee shall hold 
office as in the case provided by appointment of the County Board 
of Education. Provided, that the County Board of Education 
may remove the County Superintendent of Education for im¬ 
morality, misconduct in office, incompetency, or willful neglect of 
duty, or when the bSst interests of the schools may require it; any 
of which causes must be alleged and proved, and the County Sup- 
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erintendent of Education shall have the right to be heard in his 
defense as in cases of impeachment against County officers, and 
all such hearings shall be before the County Board of Education, 
and shall be conducted as in cases provided under the general 
laws for impeachment of County officers, and provided that upon 
such removal for cause any County Superintendent may appeal 
to the Circuit Court and have a trial by jury. 

Section 5. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen¬ 
eral laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in 
the supervision of the schools of the several counties shall apply 
to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendents elected 
under the provisions of this Act and upon all those appointed as 
in this Act provided for. The County Superintendents elected or

requirements of this Act are eligible to nomination and election to the 
office of County Superintendent of Education of Coosa County, Ala¬ 
bama; to provide for the election of his successor in office; and to pro¬ 
vide for his removal by the County Board of Education for good cause. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation of Coosa County, Alabama, shall be filled by the election of 
a County Superintendent of Education of said County by the 
qualified electors of the county, at the general election in 1930, 
and the person elected shall go into office at the expiration of the 
term of the present County Superintendent of Education of Coosa 
County, and shall hold office until the general election of 1934, or 
until his successor is elected and qualified. Thereafter the term 
of office shall be for four years after his election and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. Provided, however, should the 
office of County Superintendent of Education of Coosa County, 
Alabama, become vacant for any cause prior to the general elec¬ 
tion, in 1928, then and in that event a County Superintendent 
of Education shall be elected and shall hold office until the gen¬ 
eral election, of 1930, when a County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion shall be elected and shall thereafter hold office for four 
years from his election and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 2. Any party or political organization may nominate 
a candidate for the office of County Superintendent of Education 
of Coosa County, Alabama, in any manner provided by law to be 
voted on in the general election who passes the qualifications 
hereafter set out. 
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Section 3. That the salary of the County Superintendent of 
Education of Coosa County, Alabama, shall be fixed by the Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education of said County, not to be less than Eigh^ 
teen Hundreds Dollars and not more than Twenty-four Hundred 
Dollars, which shall not be increased or decreased during his 
term of office. However, nothing herein shall prevent the Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education from allowing necessary expenses incur¬ 
red by the County Superintendent of Education while away from 
office in the discharge of the duties of his office. The salary shall 
be paid as now or as may hereafter be provided by general law 
for paying County Superintendents of Education of the several 
Counties of this state. 

Section 4. The County Superintendent of Education of Coosa 
County, Alabama, shall be charged with the same duties and shall 
exercise the same powers as are now provided by the general 
school laws of the State or that may hereafter be required by 
law. 

Section 5. No person shall be eligible for political party nom¬ 
ination for County Superintendent of Education of Coosa County, 
Alabama or for election to said office who shall not hold an Ala¬ 
bama certificate in administration and supervision based as a 
minimum upon graduation from a standard normal school or 
eauivalent education, with at least one year of additional study 
of college grade and proof of three years successful teaching 
experience and before a candidate can aualify for nomination in 
the primary, he or she must make an affidavit and file the same 
with the probate judge that he or she has and possesses the quali¬ 
fications herein prescribed. 

Section 6. Before entering upon the duties of the office of 
County Superintendent of Education, of Coosa County, Alabama,, 
he shall make and file with the Probate Judge of said County, the 
Constitutional oath, and shall execute and file a bond in the office 
of the Probate Judge of said County, in such sum as may be re¬ 
quired of him by the State Board of Education, with some surety 
Company as surety authorized to do business in this State, con¬ 
ditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, 
and to account for all moneys and property of the State or Coun¬ 
ty coming into his hands or possession as such County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education.

In the event of the office of County Superintend¬ 
ent of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, becoming vacant 
from any cause, then the County Board of Education of said 
County shall elect a County Superintendent of Education of said 
County who meets the qualifications of this Act to serve until 
the next general election and no longer, and the person elected, at 
such election, shall hold office until the expiration of the unex¬ 
pired term of his predecessor by election. 

Section 9. Should there be no one offering for the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of Coosa County, or should 
there be no one who meets the qualifications of this act for said 
office in Coosa County, then in either event, the County Board of 
Education shall have the authority to elect a County Superintend¬ 
ent of Education who is not a citizen or a qualified elector of the 
County to serve until the next general election and no longer. 

Section 10. Should a Court of competent jurisdiction de¬ 
clare, any clause, part of a Section, section or sections of this 
Act unconstitutional, then the remaining part of this act shall b* 
and remain in full force, operative and in effect. 

Section 11. For good cause the County Board of Education, 
shall have authority to remove the County Superintendent of Ed¬ 
ucation of said county, provided, charges or specifications for 
removal shall be reduced to writing and signed by the Chairman 
of the County Board of Education and approved by a majority of 
the County Board of Education and served on the County Super¬ 
intendent of Education at least ten days before the day set for the 
hearing which hearing shall be public. Good cause shall be held 
to include only immorality, misconduct in office, incompetency 
or willful neglect of the duties of his office and such charges 
must be proven by competent and relevant testimony, under oath, 
and the County Superintendent of Education shall be entitled to 
be heard in his defense in person or by attorney or both. In 
event of removal by the County Board of Education the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court shall be given to the County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for trial by jury. The hearing before the 
County Board of Education shall be governed by the same rules, 
regulations and law regulating the impeachment of County Offi¬ 
cers, not otherwise provided in this Act. 

Section 12. All laws, general, local or special, in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To establish a Court of Record in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, to be known 
as the Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa County, to abolish the County Court 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and to confer upon said Inferior Court 
of Tuscaloosa County, all of the criminal and civil jurisdiction of all 
the Justices of the Peace in the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and 
all of the jurisdiction of the County Court of Tuscaloosa County, Ala¬ 
bama, the Juvenile Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and the jur¬ 
isdiction of the Probate Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, as re¬ 
gards domestic relations; and to provide for a Clerk of said Court and 
prescribe, fix, and define his duties and compensation; to establish meth¬ 
ods of procedure and fix the Court costs in said Court, to define the 
jurisdiction of said Court, and to provide for a Judge of said Court and 
provide, and fix the method of his selection or election, and qualification 
and term, or terms of office, define his powers and duties, and fix the 
salary of such Judge, and to provide a Solicitor for said Court and to 
fix his salary and define his duties, and to provide the method whereby 
the Judge thereof may recuse himself, to provide for certificates of 
judgment of said court and the recordation thereof; to provide the 
method of issuing warrants returnable to said Court and to define and 
provide for the proceedings in said Court. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section One. That an Inferior Court of civil and criminal 
jurisdiction is hereby established in Tuscaloosa County, Ala¬ 
bama, which said Court shall be a Court of Record and shall be 
called the Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa County. 

Section Two, There is hereby conferred on said Inferior 
Court of Tuscaloosa County, all of the criminal and civil juris¬ 
diction as is now exercised by the Justices of the Peace through¬ 
out the County of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and all the jurisdiction 
of the County Court of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, the Juvenile Court 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and of the Probate Court of said 
County as regards domestic relations. 

Section Three, The said Court for the maintenance and exer¬ 
cise of jurisdiction as conferred by this Act, shall have and exer¬ 
cise all the general powers and jurisdiction conferred by law on 
Justices of the Peace, on the County Court of Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, and on the Juvenile Court of said County, and all of 
the powers and jurisdiction conferred by law on the Probate 
Court of said County as to domestic relations. 

Section Four, The Circuit Clerk of Tuscaloosa County shall 
act and be Clerk of the Inferior Court hereby established and he 
shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases brought before 
said Court and all of the minutes and records as are now required 
by law to be kept by Justices of the Peace and by the Clerk of the 
County Court of said County, and such records and dockets as 
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are required of the Juvenile Court, and of the Probate Court of 
said County as regards matters of domestic relations. He shall 
have authority to issue all necessary summons and complaints, 
as to all cases filed in said Court, and all other civil and criminal 
process which Justices of the Peace, the Clerk of the County 
Court, and the Clerk of the Juvenile Court and the Probate Court 
of said County as regards matters of domestic relations, are 
now required or empowered by law to issue. He shall have au¬ 
thority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in said County. 
It shall be the duty of said Clerk to tax and collect in each civil 
case in said Inferior Court the same costs and fees for services 
of the Clerk and Sheriff and witnesses in civil cases in said Court 
as are now allowed by law to be assessed, charged and collected 
for same in the Justice of Peace Courts, and the same costs, fines, 
and fees in criminal cases as are now allowed by law to be as¬ 
sessed, charged and collected in the Justice of the Peace Courts, 
in all criminal cases, of which the Justices of the Peace now have 
jurisdiction. In all other criminal cases the same costs, fines, 
and the same fees for the services of the Solicitor, Clerk, and 
the Sheriff and witnesses in said Court shall be assessed and col¬ 
lected as are now provided by law to be assessed and collected 
for such offenses in the County Court of Tuscaloosa County* 
Alabama, except that the trial tax in all criminal cases shall be 
$3.00 in each case and the trial tax in all civil cases shall be $1.00 
in each case. The Sheriff’s fees collected by said Court shall be 
paid over to the Sheriff by the Clerk on the first Monday of each 
month. Any money paid to said Clerk on judgments rendered in 
said Court shall be paid to the plaintiff or his attorney, on de¬ 
mand. All the costs and fees allowed the Solicitor and Clerk 
of said Court, and all witnesses fees shall be collected by said 
Clerk and all such amounts so collected, except witness fees, shall 
be paid by said Clerk into the County Treasury on the first Mon¬ 
day of each month, provided that the witness fees assessed and 
collected by the Clerk shall be retained by him and paid over to 
the witness entitled to same, and to be assessed, collected and 
handled as are witness fees so assessed, collected and handled in 
the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County. And the Clerk shall 
be paid and allowed to retain in settlement with the County 
from the fees collected in the Inferior Court the said fees here¬ 
by above allowed to be assessed and collected as Clerk’s costs and 
the said Clerk shall be allowed and paid the same amount as he is 
now allowed and paid as ex-officio Clerk of the County Court 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. The Clerk shall attend upon the 
duties of said Court at such hours as are designated by the Judge 
thereof and shall perform such other clerical duties as may be 
prescribed by the Judge of said Court. The Clerk shall keep a 
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final record and issue certificates of judgment; and for the is¬ 
suing of said certifiactes of judgment he shall be allowed the 
same fees as are now allowed for the issuing of certificates of 
judgment in the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 
The certificate of judgment hereinabove provided to be issued 
by the Clerk shall, upon being recorded in the Probate Office of 
said County, become a lien in the same manner and under the 
same regulations as now provided for certificates of judgment is¬ 
sued out of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 

Section Five. All process of whatever kind and nature issued 
out of this Court shall be addressed to the Sheriff of Tuscaloosa 
County, or any deputy sheriff of said county, or any constable of 
said County, who shall execute the same. When required by the 
Judge of said Court, the Sheriff shall furnish a bailiff for said 
Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa and the said Sheriff shall receive the 
sum of $2.50 per day for each day's service in said Court of said 
bailiff. The said per diem of said bailiff shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Tuscaloosa County. For the execution 
of all processes issued out of said Court, the sheriff or constable 
shall receive the same fees as is now provided to be paid the Sher¬ 
iff for such process issued out of the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa 
County. 

Section Six. In suits before said Inferior Court it shall be 
no objection to the jurisdiction of said Inferior Court that any 
defendant is not a resident of the City of Tuscaloosa or that the 
cause of action did not arise in the City of Tuscaloosa, or that the 
debt was not created in the City of Tuscaloosa; provided that the 
residence of such defendant in civil cases is in the County of Tus¬ 
caloosa, Alabama, if such defendant has a permanent residence 
in the State, or that the cause of action arose in Tuscaloosa Coun¬ 
ty; and provided further the law as now set forth in the Code 
of Alabama of 1923 in Chapter 353 Articles 1 and 2, shall 
apply to venue in said Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa County, Ala¬ 
bama; and provided further that in criminal cases the offense 
occurred in Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 

Section Seven, The said Clerk before entering upon the dis¬ 
charge of his duties as ex-officio clerk of said Inferior Court, 
shall be required to furnish to the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa 
County, a bond with good and sufficient sureties in the sum of 
Three Thousand Dollars, to be conditioned and approved in the 
same manner as is the bond of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 

Section Eight, Be it further enacted that there shall be a 
Judge of said Court and the first Judge thereof shall be appoint¬ 
ed by the Governor and shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1931; that said Judge at 
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the time of his appointment shall have been a resident of the 
County of Tuscaloosa for at least one year and shall be at the 
time of his appointment at least twenty-five years of age and 
shall be learned in the law. 

Section Nine, Be it further enacted that the Judge of said 
Court shall receive a salary of $3600.00 per annum payable 
monthly out of the County Treasury upon his warrant drawn 
upon the County Treasurer, or County Depository. The said 
Judge shall not be permitted to practice law in any Court, or oth¬ 
erwise engage in the practice of law. 

Section Ten, Be it further enacted that the Deputy Solicitor 
of Tuscaloosa County shall be the Solicitor of the Inferior Court 
of Tuscaloosa County and shall attend all sessions of said Court 
and do and perform all duties of a Solicitor therein and in addi¬ 
tion attend and represent the State at all preliminary hearings 
therein. 

Section Eleven. Be it further enacted that said Deputy Solic¬ 
itor shall receive a salary of $1800.00 per annum payable month¬ 
ly out of the County Treasury upon his warrant drawn upon the 
County Treasurer, or County Depository, and this shall be in 
lieu of any other salary now provided to be paid him. 

Section Twelve, Be it further enacted that at the general elec¬ 
tion to be held in November, 1930, an election shall be held for 
office of Judge of the Inferior Court of Tuscaloosa in the County 
of Tuscaloosa at the voting places in said County at which said 
election qualified electors of said County shall have an opportuni¬ 
ty to vote for their choice for said Judgeship, and the said Judge 
so elected shall hold office from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1931, for a period of four years and that 
thereafter at the general election held in November every four 
years after the first election herein provided there shall be elected 
a Judge who shall hold office for four years and whose term of 
office shall begin and end on the days provided for the beginning 
and ending of the first Judge so elected. And such Judge so 
elected at the time of his election shall have been a resident of 
the County of Tuscaloosa for at least one year and shall be at the 
time of his election at least twenty-five years of age and shall be 
learned in the law. 

Section Thirteen, Whenever for any cause there shall be a 
vacancy in said office the same is to be filled in the same manner 
as now provided by the law for filling vacancies of Judgeships 
in the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section Fourteen. The Judge of said Court is hereby given 
the powers to punish for contempt of Court to the same' extent 
and under the same provisions and rules and regulations as are 
now provided for the punishment of contempt of Court in the 
Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama. 
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Section Fifteen. The Clerk of said Court and all the Justices 
of the Peace and Notaries Public ex-officio Justices of the Peace 
within the County of Tuscaloosa are hereby given the power to 
issue warrants returnable to said Court for any offense over 
which the said Court has jurisdiction; but no such warrant shall 
be issued except upon the written approval of the Solicitor or the 
Deputy Solicitor of said County, endorsed thereon. 

Section Sixteen, In all civil cases in said Court, the defendant 
shall have ten days after service to plead, answer, or demur in 
any proceedings brought therein against said defendants and 
criminal cases may be set down for trial after the expiration of 
ten days after arrest of the defendant. 

Section Seventeen, The same provisions in reference to the 
filing of interrogatories to parties in litigation and the same pro¬ 
visions in reference to taking of depositions as are now or may 
hereafter be provided for in the filing of interrogatories and the 
taking of depositions in the Circuit Courts of Alabama, shall ap¬ 
ply to the filing of interrogatories and the taking of depositions 
in this Court. 

Section Eighteen, In the matter of necessary process,' service, 
or procedure in this Court, not herein specifically provided for 
the manner of process, service, or procedure, as is now provided 
for in the Circuit Courts of this State, shall apply and govern. 

Section Nineteen. It is hereby provided that on Monday of 
each*week there shall be held a call of the docket of said Court 
for the handling, trial and disposing of criminal cases, Juvenile 
Court cases, and the handling trial and disposing of cases in re¬ 
gard to domestic relations over which this Court has jurisdic¬ 
tion and on Tuesday of each week there shall be a call of the dock¬ 
et in said Court for the handling and trial of civil cases and said 
Court shall continue in sessions as long as necessary to dispose 
of the docket and the Court shall be open for business and trials at 
all other times, but the Judge thereof shall fix the hours for the 
holding of said court; and provided further that from the 
20th day of December of each year to the 1st day of February 
thereafter and from the 20th day of June each year to the 1st. 
day of August thereafter terms of said Court shall be held only 
in the discretion of the Judge of said Court. 

Section Twenty, From any judgment of said Court the de¬ 
fendants in criminal cases and the State in such cases where ap¬ 
peals are allowed to the State and the parties in all civil cases 
shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court of Tuscaloosa 
County under the same regulations and requirements as now or 
may hereafter govern appeals from the Courts of Justices of 
the Peace in the State of Alabama in civil cases and the same reg¬ 
ulations and requirements as now govern appeals from the Coun¬ 
ty Court to the Circuit Court in criminal cases in said State and 
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the bond furnished or required shall be governed by the same 
law as now regulate appeals in the said respective Justice Courts 
and County Court and to be approved by the Clerk of said Court. 

Section Twenty-One, In the event the Judge of this Court 
recuses himself or is incompetent to sit in any case the Circuit 
Judge shall have the right to appoint as special Judge any prac¬ 
ticing attorney in Tuscaloosa County to serve in place of the 
regular Judge and said special Judge shall receive as compensa¬ 
tion for said service the per diem amount that the said regular 
Judge receives to be paid out of the County Treasury upon his 
warrant drawn thereon; and the said Judge of this Court shall 
have the right to recuse himself in a case which he thinks it 
proper for him to do so. In the event he recuses himself or is 
incompetent to sit for more than two days in any one month the 
per diem amount paid to the special Judge serving in his place 
shall be deducted from the monthly salary herein provided to be 
paid him. 

Section Twenty-Two, Whenever the word clerk of said Infer¬ 
ior Court appears in this Act the same shall be taken and con¬ 
strued to mean “ex-officio clerk.” 

Section Twenty-Three, Be it further enacted that this Act 
shall become effective thirty days after its approval by the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

Section Twenty-Four, Be it further enacted, That if any sec¬ 
tion or provision of this Act shall be declared to be void or un¬ 
constitutional it shall not affect or destroy the validity or con¬ 
stitutionality of any other section or provision therein which is 
not in and of itself void or unconstitutional. 

Section Twenty-Five, All laws arid parts of laws general, 
local and special, contrary to the provisions of this Act are here¬ 
by repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Court of County Commissioners of Limestone County, 
Alabama, to levy a tax or privilege license on all persons selling, or 
keeping in storage for sale, gasoline,, Woco Pep, or any other motor 
fuel used by self propelled vehicles, and to provide rules, regulations 
and machinery for the collection thereof; and to provide penalties for 
the violation of such rules and regulations. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama that: 

Section 1. The Court of County Commissioners of Limestone 
County, Alabama, may, for the purpose of constructing and 
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maintaining public roads, bridges and ferries in Limestone 
County, Alabama, impose a tax on gasoline, Woco-pep, or any 
other motor fuel used by self propelled vehicles sold in the coun¬ 
ty, or stored in the county for sale, not to exceed three cents 
(3c) per gallon; or may impose and collect a privilege license or 
tax of not more than 3c per gallon on all gasoline, Woco Pep, or 
any other motor fuel used by self propelled vehicles and sold in 
said county, or stored in said county for sale, for the privilege of 
selling the same. 

Section 2. That said Court of County Commissioners may 
also provide rules, regulations and machinery for the collection 
of such privilege tax or license, and provide penalties for the vio¬ 
lation of such rules and regulations. 

Section 3. That all such licenses or taxes to be levied or im¬ 
posed, and the money derived therefrom shall be used exclusively 
for the purpose of constructing and maintaining public roads, 
bridges and ferries in Limestone County, Alabama.

To amend an Act entitled an Act to establish an Inferior Court for the 
County of Autauga, approved September 26th, 1923, and to further 
provide for the payment of witnesses in attendance upon said Court, 
and to further provide for the payment of the Clerk and Sheriff for 
services rendered in cases nol prossed and in cases where the defendant 
is found not guilty. And to provide for distribution of the Inferior 
Court Funds. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

That Section 2 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 2. Said Court and the Judge thereof shall have 
and exercise all jurisdiction now conferred or which may here¬ 
after be conferred on Justices of the Peace in civil cases, and in 
addition thereto shall have and exercise concurrent jurisdiction 
in all civil cases with the Circuit Court, where the amount does 
not exceed the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). And in 
criminal cases the said Court and the Judge thereof shall have 
and exercise concurrent jurisdiction with the several County 
Courts of the State and in all misdemeanor cases. That section 
3, of said Act be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 3. That in addition to the jurisdiction above confer¬ 
red, said Court and the Judge thereof shall exercise the same 
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preliminary hearings in felony cases as are now, or may here¬ 
after be conferred upon the Justices of the Peace in the State of 
Alabama. 

That Section 4, of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 4. That said Court shall conform to and be gov¬ 
erned by the rules of practices and procedure that now, or here¬ 
after, may be applicable to Justices of the Peace in Civil cases, 
and in criminal cases said Court shall be governed by the same 
rules of practice and procedure as may now or hereafter govern 
or be applicable to the several County Coprts of Alabama. 

That Section 10 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows : Section 10. Appeals in all civil cases may be taken from 
said Court in the same manner as appeals are now taken from 
the Justice Court to the Circuit Courts of this State and are 
there tried de-novo. And appeals from said Court in criminal 
cases may be taken in the same manner as appeals are now taken 
from the several County Courts of this State to the Circuit 
Courts of this State and are there tried de novo. 

That Section 15 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows : Section 15. The fees and costs in all 'civil cases in said 
Court shall be the same as now allowed in the Justice of the 
Peace Courts in this State, except as otherwise herein provided, 
and shall be collected and paid out in the same manner as fees 
and costs are now collected and paid out in Justice of the Peace 
Courts in this State, and all such fees and costs when so collected 
shall be paid to the Clerk of this Court as compensation for his 
services rendered therein. And in addition to the fees and costs 
herein provided for the Clerk for his services, the Sheriff shall 
be entitled to the same fees as are now allowed by law to the 
Sheriff in this State for his services rendered in serving pro¬ 
cesses issued out of the Justice of the Peace Court, and when 
collected shall be retained by such Sheriff as compensation for 
his services rendered. And in all criminal cases the Clerk and 
the Sheriff shall be entitled to the same fees and costs as are 
now or hereafter may be allowed to the Clerks and Sheriffs for 
services rendered in the several County Courts of the State. And 
in addition to the fees already provided, the Sheriff shall receive 
the sum of Two Dollars ($2.00) per day for his attendance on 
said Court, which shall be paid out of the Inferior Court Fund 
upon the warrant of the Judge of said Court drawn upon said 
Inferior Court Fund. All fines and forfeitures collected by the 
Judge of said Court shall be by him paid to the County Custodian 
of said County of Autauga who is hereby designated as the Cus¬ 
todian of said Inferior Court Fund, and must be kept by him 
separate and apart from any other county funds. 
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That Section 17 1-2 be added to this Act which shall read as 
follows: Section 17 1-2. That in all civil cases in said Court wit¬ 
nesses who are summoned and attend said Court shall be entitled 
to the same fees as witnesses are entitled for attending the Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace Court in this State, and shall be paid in same 
manner as witnesses are now paid in other civil cases. And that 
all witnesses in criminal cases who are summoned and attend 
said Court shall be entitled to the same fees and mileage as wit¬ 
nesses are entitled who attend the several county courts of the 
State; Provided, that in all cases where the defendant is acquit¬ 
ted, discharged, or the case is nol prossed, witnesses who are en¬ 
titled to pay as such shall be paid out of the Inferior Court Fund 
upon the presentation of their witness certificates duly certified 
by the Clerk of this Court. Provided further, that in all cases 
in said court where the State fails to convict, or is nol prossed, 
abated, or the State withdraws the prosecution, the fees of the 
Sheriff and the Clerk shall be paid out of the Inferior Court 
Funds of said County, but the Sheriff and Clerk must make affi¬ 
davit before the Judge of Probate of the amount due them and 
the right of the Sheriff and the Clerk to such payment of such 
fees shall be postponed to the right of State witnesses. 

That Section 17 3-4 be added to said Act, which shall read 
as follows: Section 17 3-4. That on the First Monday in January 
of each year the Custodian of said Inferior Court Fund shall pay 
into the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Autauga County all moneys 
on hand to the credit of such Inferior Court Fund in excess of 
One Thousand Dollars ($1.000.00).

tion of its members and fix their terms of office, provide for a 
Clerk and Engineer, and to abolish the Board of Public Works 
and the Jury Commission of said County.” be amended so as to 
read as follows: To establish a Board of Revenue for Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, to prescribe its powers and duties, to fix the 
compensation of its members to provide for the election of its 
members and fix their terms of office, to provide for a Clerk, En¬ 
gineer, Attorneys and other necessary employees, and to abolish 
the Court of County Commissioners, the Board of Public Works

Sec. 1. That section 6 of an Act to establish a Board of Rev¬ 
enue for Marengo County and for the abolishment of the Court 
of County Commissioners of said County, approved September 
19, 1923 be, and the same hereby is amended so as to read as 
follows: That the president of said Board of Revenue shall be 
its presiding officer, and shall sign the minutes of the proceed¬ 
ings of the Board of Revenue, and shall be a member thereof and 
shall have the same rights, privileges, powers and authority, 
and perform the same duties as the other members thereof, and 
shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury, and all 
orders for the payment or disbursement of money or funds of the 
County, and shall sign all contracts entered into by the Board of 
Revenue of Marengo County. It shall be his duty to prepare the 
order of business and obtain information for the sessions of the 
Board of Revenue and shall see that all orders thereof are proper¬ 
ly executed.

In event the president of said 
Board of Revenue shall, for any cause, be absent from any ses¬

AN ACT 

To alter and rearrange the Boundary Lines of the City of Mobile in the 

State of Alabama, so as to include within the corporate limits of said 

city certain territory not included therein. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this Act, the 
boundary lines of the City of Mobile, Alabama, shall be altered 
and rearranged so as to be as follows: Commencing at the south¬ 
east corner of township 4 south, range 1 west, thence west along 
the south boundary of said township to the middle of the south 
boundary of section 33, township 4 south, range 1 west; thence 
north along the middle line of said section to the middle of the 
north boundary of said section 33; thence west following the gov¬ 
ernmental land boundaries to the middle of the south boundary 
of section 29, township 4 south, range 1 west; thence north along 
the middle line of section 29 and continuing along the middle 
line of section 20, township 4 south, range 1 west to an inter¬ 
section with the northeastern right of way line of the Gulf, Mo¬ 
bile & Northern Railway; thence in a generally northwesterly 
direction along said northeastern right of way line of the said 
railway with its curves or offsets to an intersection with the east 
line of the street known as Florida Street; thence northwardly 
along the east line of said street known as Florida Street to the 
south line of Springhill Road; thence eastwardly along the south 
line of Springhill Road to a point opposite the east line of the 
street known as Park Avenue; thence in a northerly direction 
across Springhill Road; and thence continuing northwardly 
along the east line of the street known as Park Avenue to the 
point where the east line of said street known as Park Avenue 
intersects, or would intersect if projected, the south bank of 
Three Mile Creek; thence down the south bank of Three Mile 
Creek with its meanderings to the west bank of Mobile River; 
thence east to the middle of the channel of Mobile River; thence 
north to an intersection with the east and west middle line of 
section 2, township 4 south, range 1 west; thence east along said 
middle line of section 2, and continuing along the middle line of 
section 1, township 4 south, range 1 west, to the eastern boundary 
of said township; thence south along the eastern boundary of said 
township 4 south, range 1 west to the southeast corner thereof, 
the point of beginning. 

Section 2. That the boundary set out in Section 1 of this 
Act be and the same is hereby established as the corporate limits 
of the said City of Mobile. 
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Section 3. This Act shall go into effect on September 30th, 
1927. 

Section 4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all laws or 
parts of laws in conflict with this Act be and the same are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize Mobile County in this state, to increase its indebtedness for 
the purpose of constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced 
public roads and concrete or better than concrete bridges in said county, 
and to issue bonds therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property in 
Mobile county to pay for the same, and to provide for and regulate the 
holding of elections by the qualified voters of Mobile County to author¬ 
ize such increase of indebtedness, issuance of bonds and levying of taxes, 
and for ascertaining and declaring the results of such election, and reg¬ 
ulating the sale of such bonds and the use of the proceeds of such sale, 
and repealing all acts in conflict with this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. This Act shall apply only to Mobile County in the 
State of Alabama. The words “governing body of such county”, 
as used in this Act, shall include Boards of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners, Courts of County Commissioners, and other like 
governing bodies of such county now existing or hereafter crea¬ 
ted, having the powers of Boards of Revenue and Road Commis¬ 
sioners and Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 2. That Mobile County, after the passage and ap¬ 
proval of this Act, when first authorized as hereinafter provided 
by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of said county 
voting upon such proposition, may become indebted and may 
from time to time issue bonds for the construction and improve¬ 
ment of concrete or better than concrete surfaced public roads, 
and concrete or better than concrete public bridges in said coun¬ 
ty, provided however, that the total amount of additional bonds 
issued under the provisions of this Act, at any one time out¬ 
standing, shall not exceed six and one-half per-centum of tho 
assessed value at that time of the property situated in said coun¬ 
ty, nor shall the additional indebtedness incurred for the pur¬ 
poses aforesaid at any one time outstanding exceed six and one- 
half percentum of such assessed value. 

Section 3. That, to pay the interest on such additional in¬ 
debtedness and on any such additional bonds, and to provide for 
the payment of the principal thereof at maturity, the governing 
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body of said county may, when first authorized as hereinafter 
provided, by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified voters of. 
said county voting upon such proposition, annually levy and col¬ 
lect an additional tax or additional taxes on all property situated 
in said county in an amount sufficient to pay the interest ma¬ 
turing during that year on all bonds issued under the provisions 
of this Act at that time outstanding, together with an amount 
sufficient to pay the principal of any such bonds issued under the 
provisions of this AH maturing during such year, provided how¬ 
ever, that the total amount of additional taxes levied under the 
provisions of this Act in any one year for the purposes aforesaid 
shall not exceed in the aggregate one-half of one percentum of 
the assessed value of the property situated in said county, ac¬ 
cording to the last completed assessment for state taxation. 

Section 4. The indebtedness incurred, the bonds issued, and 
the taxes levied in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
shall be in addition to any indebtedness, bonds and tax authorized 
by the Constitution of Alabama or any amendment thereto, other 
than Amendment No. 290, proposed by the Legislature of 1923, 
(Acts of Alabama 1923, page 594), and adopted at the general 
election of 1924. 

Section 5. The principal of each issue of bonds issued by said 
county under the authority of this Act shall be payable in annual 
installments. The number of installments and the amount of 
each installment shall be determined by the governing body of 
such county before the election hereinafter provided for is called, 
provided, however, that the number of annual installments shall 
not be less than ten nor more than thirty, and the first install¬ 
ment shall be payable not later than three years after the date of 
such bonds, and the last installment shall be payable not more 
than thirty years from the date of the bonds, and none of the in¬ 
stallments shall be more than twice as large as the smallest prior 
installment. Such bonds may be issued either in registered or 
coupon form. If they are coupon bonds, they may be registered 
either as to principal or as to both principal and interest. The 
governing body of such county may appoint a bank or trust com¬ 
pany as registrar or transfer agent, and provide for the registra¬ 
tion or transfer of bonds by such registrar or transfer agent. 
The form of such bond or bonds shall be prescribed by, and such 
bonds shall be payable at such place or places as, the Governing 
body of such county may, by resolution, designate. 

Section 6. No such additional indebtedness shall be cre¬ 
ated under the terms of this Act, and no such additional bondq 
shall be issued in accordance with this Act, and no such addition¬ 
al tax shall be levied until each improvement or construction pro¬ 
posed to be built from the proceeds of such bond issue, its approx¬ 
imate location or locations, its estimated cost and the estimated 
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time of its completion, and the amount of the proposed increase in 
indebtedness shall have been determined upon and made public by 
the governing body of said county in the manner hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

Section 7. The governing body of said county shall, from 
time to time, determine what concrete surfaced or better than 
concrete surfaced public road or roads, and what concrete or bet¬ 
ter than concrete bridge or bridges are to be constructed or im¬ 
proved within said county under the terms of this Act. Concrete 
or better than concrete surfaced roads within the meaning of this 
Act, shall include: (a) Portland Cement concrete paving; (b) 
Asphaltic concrete paving, whether of standard specifications or 
of any patented modification thereof; (c) Sheet Asphalt paving, 
whether of standard specifications or of any patented modifica¬ 
tion thereof, or rock asphalt paving; (d) Any combination of 
asphaltic concrete and sheet asphalt or any combination of as¬ 
phaltic concrete and rock asphalt; (e) Vitrified brick paving; 
and (f) Any other surface composed of bits of gravel, broken 
stone or slag in large or small fragments, thoroughly mixed with 
a cementing material, such as asphalt, Portland cement, puzolian 
cement, or other cementing compound or compounds, and placed 
in such a manner as to create an artificial stone or other materia 1 ! 
of a definitely stable nature. 

Section 8. The governing body of said county when first au¬ 
thorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of the 
qualified voters of said county voting upon such proposition, jnay 
incur such additional indebtedness and issue such additional 
bonds and levy such additional tax or taxes, by this Act author¬ 
ized, either for the purpose of paying the entire cost of the con- 
strction or improvement of one or more concrete or better than 
concrete surfaced road or roads, and the bridges connected there¬ 
with, and one or more concrete or better than concrete bridge or 
bridges, or may incur such additional indebtedness and issue 
such additional bonds and levy such additional tax . or taxes, 
under the terms of this Act, for the purpose of paying such part 
of such construction or improvement of State Highways number¬ 
ed 6, 25, and 28, or any one or more of them as is not paid by the 
government of the United States of America or the Highway De¬ 
partment of the state of Alabama, or any other agency of the 
State of Alabama, and to that end may join with the United. 
States of America or the State of Alabama, or both the United 
States of America and the State of Alabama, in the construction 
or improvement, and in paying for the construction or improve¬ 
ment of any one or more of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 
28 and the bridges connected therewith. If the County of Mobile 
joins with the Alabama Highway Department and the Federal 
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Government or either of them, in paying part of the cost of con¬ 
struction or improvement of any State Highway or Federal 
Highway in said County, then the said work of construction shall 
be done under the control, direction and supervision of the State 
Highway Department of Alabama. The proceeds of all bonds 
authorized, issued and sold as in this Act provided, for the pur¬ 
pose of paying any portion of the cost of the construction or im¬ 
provement of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one 
or more of such highways, shall, as soon as such proceeds are re¬ 
ceived by the County, be paid over by the treasurer of Mobile 
County forthwith into the State Treasury, for the use of the 
State Highway Commission of Alabama, in the construction of 
such highway or highways. The state treasurer of the State of 
Alabama shall keep a record of all such monies so paid over to 
him by the treasurer of Mobile County, and shall disburse the 
same under orders of the State Highway Commission only in 
payment for part of the cost of the improvement or construction 
of state highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more 
of such highways. 

Section 8 A. The State Highway Department shall keep an 
+ accurate record of all moneys of the county paid by the said 

County toward the cost of such construction, and the Highway 
Department of Alabama shall, as soon as state funds are avail¬ 
able for such purpose, spend an equal amount of State Highway 
funds on the construction and improvement of such roads in Mo¬ 
bile County as may be agreed upon between the State Highway 
Department and the governing body of Mobile County, such 
money to be in addition to such State Highway funds as would 
otherwise be allotted to be spent in Mobile County. When com¬ 
pleted, all such state highways shall be maintained by the state. 

Section 9. The governing body of said county may include in 
onfe “improvement”, as the word “improvement” is used in this 
Act, the construction, betterment, or surfacing with concrete or 
better than concrete (as the word “concrete” is defined in Section 
7 of this Act) of one or more concrete or better than concrete 
surfaced road or roads, or any part of one or more road or roads, 
so as to form a continuous paved road, leading from one point in 
said county to another point in said county, and may also include 
in the same “improvement” the construction or betterment of all 
concrete bridges used in connection with such continuous payed 
road; but the said governing body of said county shall not in¬ 
clude in one “improvement” two or more wholly disconnnected 
roads; and each bridge not connected with or used in connection 
with a road included in any such “improvement” shall be deemed 
a separate and distinct “improvement.” 

Section 10. Before finally and formally adopting and agree¬ 
ing upon any “improvement” (as the word “improvement” is 
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hereinabove defined) the governing body of said county shall 
cause to be prepared by or under the direction of an engineer se¬ 
lected by said governing body (which engineer shall be an engi¬ 
neer of recognized reputation in paving matters who shall be eith¬ 
er a graduate of some institute of technology or other engineering 
school of recognized standing, with an additional eight years of 
practical experience, five of which must have been in responsible 
charge of work or who shall be a full member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers), preliminary maps of the road or 
roads, bridge or bridges, proposed to be included in such im¬ 
provement, which maps shall show the approximate location and 
the proposed termini of each such “improvement”, together with 
a preliminary report of such engineer, describing the general 
character of the materials to be used in the construction or im¬ 
provement of each such road or bridge. Such report may set 
out and describe certain alternative types of surfacing or paving, 
or other materials proposed to be used. Such report of such en¬ 
gineer shall also contain a preliminary estimate of the cost of 
each “improvement”, (as the word “improvement” is herein be¬ 
fore defined), and an estimate of the time which it will take to 
complete the construction or improvement of each such “im¬ 
provement.” 

Section 11. When such preliminary maps and reports have 
been prepared by the engineer employed by said governing body, 
said governing body shall consider the same, and may either 
adopt and approve or reject the same, or cause such changes to 
be made therein as may seem proper in the judgment of such 
governing body. Thereupon, if said governing body shall decide 
to engage in any “improvement” (as the word “improvement” is 
defined in this Act), the governing body shall, at a regular meet¬ 
ing of said governing body, adopt resolutions setting forth the 
following: 1. The road or roads (together with the bridge or 
bridges to be constructed or improved in connection with such 
road or roads) or the bridge (not connected with or used in con¬ 
nection with any road embraced in any “improvement”) to be 
constructed or improved in such “improvement”; 2. The ap¬ 
proximate location and termini of each such road or roads, bridge 
or bridges; 3. Which of such road or roads, bridge or bridges, are 
to be constructed, and which are to be improved or surfaced. 4. 
The alternative types of material to be used in the construction, 
surfacing, or other improvement of each such road or bridge ; 5. 
The estimated cost of such “improvement” (as the word “im¬ 
provement” is defined in this Act) ; 6. What part, if any, of the 
cost of such “improvement” is to be borne by the United States 
of America or the State of Alabama, and what nart is to be borne 
by said county; 7. The total sum by which it is proposed to in¬ 
crease the indebtedness of Mobile County by reason of such “im- 



provement” (as the word “improvement” is defined in this Act) ; 
8. The time which it is estimated it will take to complete such 
“improvement”; 9. The total amount of bonds which it is pro¬ 
posed to issue under the terms of this Act to pay the cost of such 
improvement, the total number of installments in which such 
bonds shall mature and the amount of each such installment 
(within the limitations prescribed in Section 5 of this Act), and 
the maximum rate of interest which such bonds shall bear. 

Section 12. Each such resolution shall be numbered consec¬ 
utively and the improvement proposed to be made thereunder 
may for convenience be designated and known as Improvement 

No.., the number being the same as that of the resolution 

covering such improvement. The said resolution shall also state 
that preliminary maps, hereinbefore provided for, and the pre¬ 
liminary report of such engineer are on file with the Clerk of said 
governing body, and are open to public inspection until the elec¬ 
tion hereinafter provided for is held; and said resolution may 
contain any other matter which the governing body of said coun¬ 
ty may desire to incorporate therein. The said governing body 
may, at the same meeting, adopt two or more separate resolu¬ 
tions setting forth the matters above provided for, each cov¬ 
ering separate and different “improvements” decided upon and 
approved by said Board as above provided. Each such resolu¬ 
tion, when so adopted by the said governing body shall be pub¬ 
lished once a week for three consecutive weeks in some newspa¬ 
per published in such county. 

Section 13. At the same meeting of said governing body, or 
any adjournment thereof, or at any subsequent regular meeting 
of said governing body, the said governing body of said county 
shall adopt a resolution or resolutions calling an election of the 
qualified voters of said county, for the purpose of submitting to 
such qualified voters of said county the question as to whether 
the indebtedness of said county shall be increased by the sum 
stated in such resolution, and whether bonds of said county in an 
aggregate amount not to exceed such sum shall be issued by such 
county, under the provisions of this Act, and as to whether a tax 
shall be levied by the governing body of said county annually, un¬ 
til all such J)onds are paid in full, upon all the taxable property 
situated in said county, at a rate sufficient to provide for the pay¬ 
ment, at maturity, of the interest on such bonds and the principal 
thereof. Such resolution or resolutions may call an election to 
vote upon the increase of indebtedness, issuance of bonds, and 
levying of taxes in connection with only one “improvement” (as 
the word “improvement” is defined in Section 9 of this Act) or 
two or more such “improvements”, but at such election separate 
ballots shall be prepared in respect of each such “improvement” 
or one ballot may be so arranged as to enable the voters to vote 
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separately in respect of each such proposed “improvement”, (as 
the word “improvement” is defined in Section 9 hereof). Such 
elections may be called as often as the governing body of said 
county may deem advisable. 

Section 14. Notice of such election shall be given for thirty 
days by publication in a newspaper published in such county once 
a week for three successive weeks, which notice shall state the 
purpose for which the election is to be held, and the time and 
placing for holding the same, the maximum amount by which it is 
proposed to increase the indebtedness of said county by reason of 
each such proposed improvement, the maximum rate of interest 
which each issue of such bonds shall bear, the maximum period 
within which each issue of such bonds shall mature, and the num¬ 
ber of installments and the maturity and amount of each install¬ 
ment thereof, and the “improvement” or “improvements” (as the 
word “improvement” is in this act defined) to be paid for by the 
proceeds of such bonds, and the estimated rate of tax levy which, 
on the basis of the last assessment of taxable property in said 
county for purposes of state taxation, it will probably be neces¬ 
sary to levy in order to pay at maturity the interest on and the 
principal of such bonds so proposed to be issued by reason of each 
such improvement. The statement of such estimated rate of 
levy shall not operate to prevent said governing body from levy¬ 
ing such tax in such amount each year as may, from time to time, 
be necessary to pay at maturity the principal and interest on 
such bonds, whether the amount so actually levied is more or less 
than the estimated rate stated in such notice of election, provided, 
however, that the total levy of tax in any one year for the purpose 
of paying principal and interest on all bonds issued by said county 
under the provisions of this Act, and at that time outstanding, 
shall not exceed one-half of one per cent. Such notice rnay also 
contain such other matter as the governing body of paid county 
may decide to incorporate in said notice. Said notice shall be 
signed by the Judge of Probate of said county or the chairman of 
the governing body of said county, or some member of such gov¬ 
erning body designated for that purpose by resolution of said 
governing body. If there be no such newspaper published in said 
county, then the notice must be posted in five public places in, 
said county, at least thirty days before the time of holding the 
election. 

Section 15. The ballot used at such election must be prepared 
under the direction of the Probate Judge of said county, and shall 
be substantially in the following form: “Official Ballot of the

to submit to the Qualified Electors of the County of Mobile 
whether or not an additional indebtedness of said county in the 
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sum or sums hereinafter set out shall be created, and whether or 
not the said county shall issue bonds in the amounts hereinafter 
set out for the purposes hereinafter stated, and whether the 
governing body of said county shall be authorized to levy an ad¬ 
ditional tax annually, until all such bonds are paid in full, upon 
all the taxable property in said county, at a rate sufficient to pro¬ 
vide for the payment, at maturity, of the interest on such bonds 
and the principal therefor. ( ) For. ( ) Against. The 

creation of additional indebtedness of the County of Mobile in

bonds to bear interest at not exceeding. per centum 

per annum, payable semi-annually; said bonds to mature serially 
in installments, the last installment to be payable not later than 

. (here state the date of the last installment) years 

from the date of issue of such bonds, and authorizing the govern¬ 
ing body of said county to levy annually, until all such bonds are 
paid in full, a tax upon all the taxable property situated in said 
county, at a rate sufficient to pay at maturity, the interest on 
such bonds and the principal thereof.” If at such election there 
is submitted to the qualified voters of said county the question of 
the incurring of additional indebtedness, and the issuance of ad¬ 
ditional bonds, and the levying of an additional tax or additional 
taxes in respect of more than one “improvement”, as the word 
“improvement” is defined in Section 9 of this Act, and if the 
governing body of such county shall decide to provide only one 
ballot at such election for more than one “improvement”, then 
that part of the form of ballot above prescribed, following the 
heading of the ballot and embraced in the parentheses opposite 
the words “for” and “against” shall be repeated on the ballot with 
respect to each “improvement”, and the amount of each addition¬ 
al indebtedness proposed to be incurred and each additional issue 
of bonds proposed to be issued in respect of each “improvement” 
shall be stated in the blank spaces in said form, so that each voter 
may vote either for or against the incurring of additional indebt¬ 
edness, the issuance of additional bonds, and the levying of a tax 
or additional taxes in respect of each such “improvement”. 

Section 16. The Chairman of the governing body of said 
county, or some other member of such body designated for that 
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purpose by resolution of said body, immediately after the passage 
by said body of the resolution calling such election, shall notify 
the probate judge of said county of the calling of such election. 
The Probate Judge, Clerk of the Circuit Court of said County, 
and the Sheriff of said county, within ten days after receipt of 
such notice, shall appoint three managers, two clerks, and one re¬ 
turning officer to conduct the election in each beat or polling 
place in said county; and said managers shall all reside in the 
beats, wards, or precincts where they are respectively appointed 
to serve, and shall be qualified electors at the date of said elec¬ 
tion. 

Section 17. The Sheriff shall notify the managers, clerks, 
and returning officers of their appointments, and send out boxes 
and ballots to the several beats or polling precincts in the coun¬ 
ty. 

Section 18. All expenses for holding such election shall be 
paid out of the treasury of said county; and the managers, clerks, 
and returnings officers shall be entitled to the same compensation 
as managers, clerks, and returning officers of the general elec¬ 
tion. 

Section 19. The Clerk of the Circuit Court, Probate Judge, 
and Sheriff of such county shall constitute a Board to canvass the 
returns and declare the results of such election. They shall meet 
at the court house of said county on the Saturday following the 
holding of said election and canvass the returns and declare the 
result of such election, and certify and return such results to the 
governing body of such county. In case either of the three should 
be absent, the remaining two shall act. 

Section 20. The record of the result of such election, as re¬ 
turned by the Board of Canvassers, shall be recorded in the min¬ 
utes of the governing body of said county, and, when so recorded, 
the record shall be conclusive evidence of the matters therein 
stated, and of the validity of such election, unless contested, as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 21. A contest of such election may be made by any 
qualified elector of the county by executing a bond, with sufficient 
surety, to be approved by the Judge of Probate of said county, for 
the payment of the costs of the contest. Notice of the contest 
shall be served on the Circuit Solicitor of said county, and said 
solicitor shall respond in the name of the county and the county 
shall be contestee. In all courts, said contest shall be a preferred 
case. 

Section 22. No action shall be commenced to test the validity 
of any such election, or to attack the issuance of bonds pursuant 
to such election, unless the said action be commenced within thir¬ 
ty days from the date of declaring the result of said election. 
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Section 23. If, at any election held under and according to 
the provisions of this Act, a majority of the qualified voters of 
said county voting upon each proposition submitted at such elec¬ 
tion vote in favor of the increase of indebtedness and the issuance 
of bonds and levying of tax in respect of the improvement em¬ 
braced in such proposition, then the governing body of such coun¬ 
ty may incur the indebtedness and issue the bonds authorized by 
such favorable vote on such proposition and the governing body 
of such county shall thereafter, until ail such bonds so issued and 
the interest thereon, are paid in full, each year levy on all the 
taxable property in said county a tax at a rate and in an amount 
sufficient to pay at maturity the interest on all such bonds at that 
time outstanding, and the principal thereof at the time each in¬ 
stallment of principal becomes due; provided, however, that the 
total amount of all the taxes levied under the provisions of this 
Act in any one year shall not exceed one-half of one per centum 
of the total assessed value during that tax year of all the taxable 
property in said county. It being the intent and purpose of this 
section to authorize and require the governing body of such coun¬ 
ty each year to levy a tax sufficient to pay the interest maturing 
during that year on all bonds theretofore issued under the pro¬ 
visions of this act, and at that time outstanding, and also suffic¬ 
ient to pay the installments of principal of such bonds theretofore 
issued which mature during that year, provided, however, that 
the total amount of all such taxes so levied under the provision's 
of this Act shall not exceed, in the aggregate, in any one year, the 
rate of one-half of one per-centum. If such election shall author¬ 
ize the increasing of indebtedness, issuance of bonds and levying 
of taxes in respect of more than one improvement, then the gov¬ 
erning body of said county may group all the bonds so authorized 
in one issue, and may make the total of each annual installment of 
such bond issue equal the combined total of the corresponding 
annual installments stated in the notice of the election as to each 
of the propositions so authorized; provided however, that bond 
issues having different maximum maturities may not be so com ¬ 
bined. Thereupon, the governing body of said county, at any 
regular or special meeting of said governing body held subse¬ 
quent to such election, shall adopt a resolution or resolutions fix¬ 
ing the total amount of bonds of each issue to be issued by said 
county under the provisions of this Act, the number of install¬ 
ments in which each issue of bonds shall mature, and the amount 
of each installment (within the limitations prescribed in Section 
5 of this Act, the form of such bonds, the place of payment of in¬ 
stallments of principal thereof and interest thereon, and the max¬ 
imum rate of interest to be borne by each issue of such bonds, 
together with any other matter which the governing body of 
such county may decide to incorporate in such resolution. 
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Section 24. All bonds and interest coupons attached to same 
issued under the provisions or authority of this Act shall be 
exempt from state, county, and municipal taxation, and shall 
have all the protection of commercial paper, and such bonds and 
coupons shall, after the maturity thereof, be received in payment 
of all taxes and dues to the said county. 

Section 25. No irregularity in the proceedings to authorize 
the issue of bonds under this Act, and no omission or neglect of 
any officer charged with the execution of any duties imposed by 
this Act, shall affect the validity of any bonds issued under au¬ 
thority of this Act. 

Section 26. Any bonds reciting that they are issued pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act, shall, in any action or proceeding 
involving their validity, be conclusively deemed to be fully au¬ 
thorized by this Act, and to have been issued, sold, executed, and 
delivered in conformity herewith, and with all other provisions 
of law applicable thereto, and shall be incontestable, anything 
herein or in other statutes to the contrary notwithstanding, un¬ 
less such action or proceeding is begun before or within thirty 
days after the day upon which the bonds are delivered and paid 
for. 

Section 27. All bonds issued under the provision of this Act 
shall be signed by the Chairman of the governing body of said 
county, or such other member thereof as may be, by resolution of 
said governing body, specially designated for that purpose, and 
shall have impressed thereon the seal of said county, if, by resolu¬ 
tion of said governing body a special county seal has been adopt¬ 
ed, and, if no special seal has been adopted by the county, then 
the seal of the Probate Court of said County may be adopted and 
used as the county seal. Interest coupons attached to the bonds 
shall bear a facsimile signature of the county treasurer. The de¬ 
livery of bonds so executed shall be valid, notwithstanding any 
changes in officers or in the seal of the county, occurring after 
the signing and sealing of the bonds. 

Section 28. Where no provisions are otherwise made in this 
Act, the general election laws of the state then in existence, with 
regard to all notices, qualifications of voters, official acts, and 
things to be done in connection with ordering and holding elec¬ 
tions, making returns, canvassing and certifying the same, shall 
govern; and all penalties fixed for wrongful acts and violations 
of the general election laws of the state shall apply to similar 
acts and violations in all elections held under this law. 

Section 29. All bonds issued under the terms of this Act 
shall be sold to the highest bidder at public sale, unless sold with-> 
in thirty days after failure to receive any legally acceptable bid at 
a duly advertised public sale, in accordance with this Section. A 
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public sale shall be either on sealed bids or at auction. The no¬ 
tice of a public sale shall state whether the sale is to be on sealed 
bids or at auction and shall also state the amount of the bonds to 
be sold, the maturities thereof, and amount payable at each ma¬ 
turity and either the rate of interest which the bonds are to bear 
or that the bidders are invited to name the rate of interest in 
their bids; and shall also state the time and place of sale, or for 
submitting sealed bids. Such notice shall be published once in 
each of three consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in said 
county, and also in a newspaper published in each of the cities of 
New York and Chicago, and may be published in such other 
newspapers as may be ordered by the governing body of said 
county. The first of such three publications shall be not less than 
twenty days before the last date for submitting bids, if the sale 
is on sealed bids, or the date of sale, if the sale is at auction. Said 
governing body shall have the right to reject all bids. If no legal¬ 
ly acceptable bids are received at any such public sale the bonds 
may be sold at private sale, provided such private sale occurs 
within thirty days after the date fixed for said public sale, but 
ho such private sale shall be made at a price less than the highest 
bid received at said public sale. In determining the highest bid¬ 
der for bonds offered for sale, the net interest cost to the county, 
as shown in standard bond value tables, shall govern, provided, 
however, 5 that the determination of the governing body of said 
county as to which bidder is the highest bidder shall be final, con¬ 
clusive, and binding upon all persons whomsoever. 

Section 30. The proceeds of the sale of any bonds issued un¬ 
der the provisions of this Act shall be used only for the purposes 
for which the bonds are issued, provided, however, that if, for 
any reason, any part of such proceeds be not necessary for such 
purposes, such unexpended part of the proceeds shall be applied 
to the payment of the principal of said bonds. The cost of pre¬ 
paring, issuing, and marketing bonds, including all legal ser¬ 
vices in connection therewith, the cost of all engineering services 
in connection with the preliminary maps, and preliminary engi¬ 
neer’s reports hereinbefore provided, the cost of the publication 
of the resolution of said Board, provided for in Section 12 of this 
Act, the cost of notice of and the holding of all elections required 
by this Act, and the canvass'ng of returns, as hereinabove pro¬ 
vided, and all costs and expenses incident to the construction or 
improvement for which the bonds are issued, including engineer¬ 
ing costs, legal fees, incidental expenses, and interest during con¬ 
struction, shall be deemed to be purposes for which the bonds are 
issued, and such costs shall be payable out of the proceeds of the 
sale of such bonds. 

Section 31. No road shall be included in any such “improve¬ 
ment” (as the word “improvement” is hereinabove defined) ex- 
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cept such as are public roads at the time, or such as may be desig¬ 
nated as public roads, in accordance with the provisions of the 
laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 32. All surveys, plans and specifications for and the; 
supervision of the expenditures of funds provided by the incur¬ 
ring of additional indebtedness and the issuance of additional 
bonds authorized by elections held under the provisions of this 
Act, except such portion of such expenditures as shall be made in 
co-operation with the Alabama State Highway Commission or 
the Federal government, shall be executed by or under the di¬ 
rection of an engineer to be selected by said governing body and 
having the qualifications set out in Section 10 of this Act. 

Section 33. If any sentence, clause, or section of this act shall 
be held unconstitutional, this shall not affect any other section of 
this Act, it being the intention of the Legislature in enacting this 
law, to enact each section separately. 

Section 34. The Act entitled “An Act to provide that in the 
event the constitution of Alabama should be amended, to author¬ 
ize Mobile County to increase its indebtedness, bond issue and tax 
rate for the purposes of constructing or improving of concrete 
or better than concrete surfaced public roads, and concrete or 
better than concrete public bridges in said county, and for the 
construction of bridges and roadway necessary to provide a pub-, 
lie road for vehicular travel between the highlands of Mobile and 
Baldwin counties, in an amount not to exceed six and one-half 
per-centum of the assessed value of the property situated in Mo¬ 
bile County, such indebtedness to be in addition to the amount 
now authorized by the Constitution, then Mobile County may 
issue bonds for the construction or improvement of concrete or 
better than concrete surfaced public roads, and concrete or better 
than concrete public bridges in said county, in an amount not to 
exceed six and one-half per centum of the assessed value of the 
property situated in Mobile County, such indebtedness to be in 
addition to the amount now authorized by the Constitution”, ap¬ 
proved September 28th, 1923, and all other laws or parts of laws, 
general or local, in conflict with this Act, are hereby repealed, in¬ 
sofar as the same affect the operation of this Act. This Act shall 
take effect upon passage and approval by the Governor.

all of which under directions of the Commissioner’s Court of said 
county; providing penalties for violations of and failures to .comply 
with provisions and requirements of this Act; and repealing all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict herewith, and fixing date for this Act to 
take effect.” 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Supervision and direction of enforcement. That 
the Commissioner’s Court in and for the county of Henry, in the 
State of Alabama, is hereby authorized and it is hereby made the 
duty of said court to enforce the provisions and requirements of 
tills act, as hereinafter stip^ated and otherwise within its dis¬ 
cretion- not herein provided for. as authorized by the general law 
of said state, to further provide for the construction and main¬ 
tenance of the public roads and bridges in said County. 

Section 2. Personal service reauired. That each person re¬ 
siding in said county on the first day of January 1928 then be¬ 
tween the ages of eighteen years and forty-five years, each person 
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acquiring residence in said county for ten days or longer on or 
after January 1st 1928 who is between said ages at the expiration 
of said ten days, each person acquiring such residence in said 
county on or after said January 1st 1928 and thereafter on the 
expiration of ten days attains the said age of eighteen years, and 
each person residing in said county after said January 1st 1928 
and during such residence attains said age of eighteen years, is 
hereby made liable to and shall be and hereby is required to ren¬ 
der personal service, as hereinafter stipulated, on the said roads 
and bridges, or either, in the precinct of residence and within five 
miles direct from residence, for such residence in said county, un¬ 
til the said age of forty-five years is reached, or unless such resi¬ 
dence is terminated before said age is reached. 

Section 3. Residence defined. That aforesaid term “resi¬ 
dence” is hereby defined to mean actually living in said county, to 
be determined by board obtained and lodging maintained, or 
either, in said county, but in the event neither exist in said coun¬ 
ty, and continuous employment for ten days or longer is engaged 
in, in said county, such employment shall be and hereby is made 
to constitute “residence” for the purpose of this Act. 

Section 4. Personal Service Defined. That aforesaid per¬ 
sonal service is hereby defined as meaning actual work, manual 
labor to be rendered physically, and is hereby fixed at ten days 
for each calendar year residence if liability to such service exists 
at the beginning of any such year or begins thereafter and prior 
to and continues after July the first of any such year, and is here¬ 
by fixed for each fractional calendar year residence at five days, 
if such liability expires prior to July the first or begins after said 
July the first of any such year. A days service is hereby fixed to 
begin at place of work not later than one-half hour after sunrise 
and be continuous of good and faithful service obediently and res¬ 
pectfully rendered as directed until sun-set, with one hour inter-, 
mission commencing at noon from October the first until the fol¬ 
lowing April the first, and one and one-half hours intermission 
commencing at noon from April the first to the following October 
the first. In the event such service is not rendered during the 
year the same accrues, it shall be rendered the following year. 

Section 5. Exemptions. That there shall be and are hereby 
exempted from said service the following residents of said coun¬ 
ty to-wit: all women; all persons who have lost an arm or a leg, 
or lost the entire use of an arm or a leg; all persons who are 
blind, deaf or dumb; all persons who have by a court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction been declared of unsound mind and until 
restored to mental accountability; all persons who, by nature or 
disease or otherwise than aforesaid, are incapable physically of 
performing hard labor, to be determined by the county board of 
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health or other like body of said county, or in the absence of such 
board or body in said county, by two reputable practicing phy¬ 
sicians residing m said county, who, upon application by any 
person for examination of such incapacity, shall make such exam¬ 
ination, and if such incapacity is determined, shall issue a certifi¬ 
cate therefor, stating therein whether such incapacity, is per¬ 
manent or temporary, and if the latter, state duration thereof, 
which cerificate shall be signed by the chairman or other pre¬ 
siding officer and secretary of such board or body, if issued by 
such board or body, otherwise shall be signed by both said phy¬ 
sicians, and delivered to applicant who shall pay a reasonable 
compensation therefor, and which certificate on exhibiting the 
same to authority of said county under whose supervision such 
service is required, shall exempt the person to whom issued from 
such service according to duration of such incapacity; all resi¬ 
dents of municipalities or incorporated cities and towns of said 
county, which maintain continuously an active municipal govern¬ 
ment according to the laws of said State, by electing officials 
regularly as required by such laws, but if such municipality is 
dormant and not functioning in every respect as provided and re¬ 
quired by said laws, then residents of the area thereof shall be 
and hereby are required to render said service as aforesaid; 
all persons who, before acquiring residence in said county, who 
have rendered a like or similar service elsewhere or paid in lieu 
thereof, a tax (street duty in an active municipality hereby con¬ 
sidered such similar service or tax paid in lieu thereof) shall be 
and hereby are exempt from said service to the extent that such 
similar service rendered elsewhere or tax paid in lieu thereof 
bears to the service required by this Act, but in no event for a 
period longer than the current calendar year, provided a bona 
fide showing thereof is exhibited before at or during rendition of 
such service, to the authority under whose supervision such ser¬ 
vice required by this Act, is to be rendered. 

Section 6. Notice or warning to Render Service—That said 
Court shall prepare or cause to be prepared forms for warning or 
notice to persons required to render said service to report and 
render the same, which forms shall provide for stipulating the 
time and place service to be rendered, and which shall be so filled 
out and served to the person required to render the same, by 
handing such warning or notice in person to such person, or by 
leaving it at his last known residence at least three days prior 
to the time therein required to report to render said service in 
response to which such person shall be and hereby is required to 
report and render said service as required by this Act, and on 
failure to do so, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
proceeded against criminally and on conviction shall be punished 
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as hereinafter provided, unless at the trial of such person, it be 
shown that such failure to report and render said service is based 
on legal cause or good excuse. 

Section 7. Tax Provided In Lieu of Service. That each per¬ 
son required to render said service, may discharge the same by 
paying a per capita tax in lieu of rendering the same, as follows: 
$5.00 by those whose liability exists at the beginning of such 
year and extends beyond July the first thereof, providing the 
same is paid during the month of January of such year; $5.00 by 
those whose liability begins on or after January first of any such 
year and prior to July first and extends beyond said July first of 
any such year, provided the same is paid during the month such 
liability begins; $2.50 by those whose liability terminates prior to 
July first of any such year provided the same is paid during Jan¬ 
uary of such year if liability begins prior to or during such 
month, or paid during month liability begins; $2.50 by those 
whose liability begins on or after July the first of any such year, 
provided the same is paid during the month such liability begins. 
Provided further, that in the event said tax is not paid as afore¬ 
said, the same may be paid later, before, at, or during the time of 
rendition of such service, by paying an additional 10% of said 
tax for each month and for each fractional month from the 
time of liability to date of payment. Provided further that such 
tax or its equivalent shall be expended in precinct of residence of 
payer; and provided further that said tax shall be paid to the col¬ 
lector of the precinct of the residence of the payer, otherwise 
such payment is null and void, but may be refunded by such col¬ 
lector to whom so erroneously paid, and by the person paid to the 
proper collector at the amount then provided. 

Section 8. Appointment and Duties of Collectors. That said 
Court at its annual November Term, in order to afford opportuni¬ 
ty for payment of said tax, shall appoint in and for each Com¬ 
missioner's District of said county at least one collector, and may 
appoint one collector in and for each precinct of said county, for 
the ensuing calendar year, each of which collectors, before as¬ 
suming the duties hereinafter assigned them, shall make, and 
execute with good and sufficient sureties, or with some qualified 
bonding or surety company as such surety, a bond to be condi¬ 
tioned for the faithful and prompt discharge of such duties, and 
file for approval and record with the Judge of Probate of said 
county, not later than December 15th following appointment, as 
bonds of county officers are required. The penalties of such 
bonds shall be fixed by said court at not less than the anticipated 
tax to be collected by each of such collectors.

such collector shall meet such appointments; to issue receipts to 
persons of his territory, only, for such tax and issue receipts 
therefor at any and all times, Sundays excepted, when applica¬ 
tion to pay same is made, and remit on the first day of each month 
to the Depository of the County the portion thereof hereinafter 
designated as due said county, and report such collections to said 
court at its meeting next after such remittance; to make during 
the month of January of each year alphabetical lists of the names 
of all persons in their respective territories, by beats, due said 
service, and note opposite the name of each such person who has 
paid such tax, payment thereof, by entering the number of the 
receipt issued to him, and file such list with said court at its meet¬ 
ing next after said month, and make and file similar lists for each 
month thereafter during the year, indicating thereon payment of 
such tax as aforesaid, and should any person previously reported 
due said service pay such tax later, indicate such payment on the 
list of the month during which such tax is paid, so that said court 
may determine who are required to render said service; and to 
do such other things and acts as may by said court be deemed 
necessary for a full and complete enforcement of this act, as not 
hereinabove stipulated. Said court shall give or cause to be 
given in one or two newspapers published in said county weekly 
during January of each year, notice that said such service may 
be discharged by payment of such tax, the publication of which 
at legal rates, shall be paid from the General Fund of said coun¬ 
ty, as other claims are paid. 

Section 9. Transfer and Disbursement of Funds—That said 
court is hereby authorized and it is hereby made its duty at the 
termination or completion of each calendar year’s transactions of 
county affairs, to make and enter an order on its minutes, direct¬ 
ing the transfer of the surplus of all funds of the county, to the 
Koad and Bridge Fund thereof, provided that at any time any 
such fund shows that such surplus may so exist, one-half thereof 
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may then be so transferred, which together with said per capita 
tax shall be expended by direction of said court in the mainten¬ 
ance and construction of said roads and bridges, and expenses of 
collecting said tax and requiring persons to render said service. 
Such order when so made and entered shall be full and sufficient 
authority for such transfer of such funds on the county records 
of its treasury. 

Section 10. Stationery. That said court shall prepare or 
cause to be prepared a sufficient number of receipts and stubs, to 
be numbered consecutively, beginning with number one for the 
collection of said tax each year, and distribute or cause to be dis¬ 
tributed the same to said collectors, taking receipts from them 
for such receipts and stubs to be strictly accounted for by each 
such collector in their settlements with said court, which settle¬ 
ments shall be annually unless oftener required by said court, and 
also distribute or cause to be distributed to such collectors such 
other stationery as may be by said court deemed necessary for 
the purposes of this Act, to be prepared or cause to be prepared 
by said court, which receipts and stationery shall be paid for on. 
order of said court from the General Fund of said county. Said 
receipts shall be countersigned by the Judge of Probate of said 
county, whose signature may be of fac-simile impression sten¬ 
ciled on said receipts. 

Section 11. Compensation for Services Under this Act.— : 
That each such collector for the collection and remitting of such 
tax, shall be compensated therefor at not exceeding five per cent¬ 
um thereof, to be determined by said court, which may be re¬ 
tained by such collectors, who shall remit the residue of such tax 
so collected to the Depository of the county, who shall credit the 
same to the Road and Bridge Fund of the county, to be expended 
as aforesaid. That for the services required by such collectors in 
making and furnishing said lists of persons required to render 
said service, and other services to be rendered by such collectors^ 
said court shall pay from said Road and Bridge Fund for each 
such person who renders said service at not exceeding five per- 
centum, to be fixed by said Court, of the amount of the tax which 
such person could have discharged such service with at the time 
of liability to such service. That for the services rendered in en¬ 
forcement and directing construction and maintenance of said 
roads and bridges, as provided by this act, the compensation for 
the County Commissioners of said county, is hereby fixed at the 
same per diem and mileage as for bridge service under the gen¬ 
eral law of said state, and the compensation for services to bn 
rendered by the Judge of Probate of said county as a member of 
said court, is hereby fixed at and for the road service provided by 
section 7285 of the Code 1923 of Alabama, all of which to be paid 
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from the General Fund of said county on order of said court, 
annually or otherwise, as applied for. Said court shall also com¬ 
pensate from said Road and Bridge Fund for services for super-, 
intendents, supervisors or overseers, as the case may be, in warn¬ 
ing or notifying persons required to render said service, to reporlj 
and render the same, and for over-seeing, supervising or super¬ 
intending the rendition of such service and reporting the same to 
said court, accordingly as said court may determine is a fair and 
reasonable compensation, whom such superintendents, super¬ 
visors or over-seers said court may empoy for such purposes. 

Section 12. Penalties for Violations. That each person requir¬ 
ed to render said service, who has not paid in lieu thereof, the tax 
provided or who has not rendered elsewhere a similar service or 
paid in lieu thereof a tax, as provided and required by this act, 
who shall fail or refuse to render the service prescribed by this 
act, after legal warning or notice having been served to him re¬ 
quiring such service, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than one dollar 
nor more than three dollars for each day of such service so in 
default, and may also be sentenced to hard labor for the county 
for hot less than ten days nor more than thirty days. 

Section 13. Validity of this Act. That if any section, pro¬ 
vision or requirement of this Act shall be held invalid or uncon¬ 
stitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction such holding shall 
not affect any other section, clause, provision or portion of this 
Act, which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional. 

Section 14. Repealing Conflicting Statutes and Fixing Date 
this Act to Take Effect. That all laws and parts of laws in con¬ 
flict with this Act be and the same are hereby repealed, such re¬ 
peal to become effective immediately upon the date that this Act 
is to become effective, which is hereby fixed January the first 
1928

AN ACT 

To provide for the establishment, change and discontinuance of public roads 
in Bibb County Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

1. That no public road can be established, changed, or dis¬ 
continued, except on application to and order by the court of 
county commissioners or court of like jurisdiction. 

2. That such application must be by petition; and at least 
thirty days’ notice of the intended application must be given by 
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advertisement at the court house door, and at three other public 
places in the county, two of which shall be in the immediate 
neighborhood of the road to be established, changed, or discon-, 
tinued. 

3. That when a new road is to be established, or an old road 
changed, the court must issue an order to three disinterested 
freeholders of the county, to view and mark out the best route 
for such proposed road, and to assess the value of the land of 
each landowner that will be taken, if the road is opened over the 
route marked out. 

4. That the viewers, before acting, must take an oath to view 
and mark out the road described in the order, to the greatest ad¬ 
vantage to the public, and with as little prejudice to individuals 
as possible, and without partiality or favor; and to justly assess 
the value of the land of each land owner, which will be taken for 
said road; and must, after viewing and marking out the route 
and making the assessment of compensation that each landowner 
will be justly entitled to, if his lands are taken for said road, 
return the same to the court; whereupon the court must cause a 
notice to be served on the owner or owners of each tract or par¬ 
cel of land, over which the road has been marked out, showing the 
route marked out, the quantity of land that will be taken from 
said owner if the road is opened, and the amount of compensation 
that the viewers report should be paid to said owner; and ap¬ 
pointing a day on which the court will hear any objections to said 
report, or to any valuation therein shown. 

5. That on the day appointed, the court must hear any ob¬ 
jection made to the route marked out, or to the amount of com¬ 
pensation which the viewers have reported should be paid any 
landowner for the land which will be taken up by said road, if 
opened, and may increase said compensation to such an amount as 
they deem just; and may accept the route and confirm the report, 
or may reject the route and set aside the report. If the court ac¬ 
cept the route, and confirm the report, and no appeal is taken 
from that order and judgment, within the time hereinafter pre¬ 
scribed, the court must cause the compensation adjudged to the 
landowner to be paid or tendered to him; and must thereupon 
make an order for the opening of such road; but a road must not 
be opened between the first day of March and the tenth day of 
July in any one year, nor over any land while a crop is growing 
thereon, unless the crop was planted after the order was made, 
nor during the pendency of an appeal provided for herein. 

6. That the owner of the lands, if dissatisfied with the as¬ 
sessment of damages made by the viewers, is entitled, as of 
right, to an appeal from the judgment of the court of county com¬ 
missioners confirming the same to the circuit court of the county, 
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and on such appeal to a trial de novo by jury; such appeal to be 
taken within ten days from such judgment by giving security for 
the costs thereof to be approved by the judge of probate or the 
clerk of the court of commissioners; and on the giving of such 
security, the judge of probate or the clerk of the court of county 
commissioners must file in the office of the clerk of the circuit 
court a full and complete transcript of all proceedings had in the 
court of county commissioners, including the certified assessment 
of damages. 

7. This Act shall not in any way interfere with the duties of 
the State Highway Commission in locating roads. This Act shall 
go into effect immediately after its approval. 

8. All laws and parts of laws in conflict is hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To establish an additional or branch court house at Phoenix City, in Russell 
County, Alabama; to divide the county into Northern and Southern 
divisions for such circuit court and to fix the boundary line between the 
two: To provide for the manner and form of the process for causes 
to be heard in the different divisions; to require certain officers of the 
county to keep an office at such branch court house; to fix the duties 
and compensation for such officers; to provide for grand and petit 
juries; to fix the jurisdiction and venue of each division of both civil 
and criminal cases, and to provide for the removal of such cases from 
one division to the other; to provide the method of appeal from inferior 
courts to the respective divisions of the Circuit Court; to fix require¬ 
ments as to the confinement of prisoners in the county jail; to provide 
for the jury and non-jury terms of circuit court in said divisions; to 
fix the method of determining said terms: To provide for regular and 
special meetings of the Board of Revenue of said County in each divis¬ 
ion; to declare and fix the duties of the Judge of Probate with reference 
to said branch office and the two divisions; to provide for the penalty 
for failure to comply with his duty and to fix compensation therefor; 
to provide for the holding of county court in each division and the jur¬ 
isdiction of cases as to the said divisions; to provide for the appoint¬ 
ment of a deputy clerk and fix his compensation: To require Phoenix 
City, in Russell County, Alabama, to furnish quarters for the said 
county officers, safekeeping of the records thereof, and for the furnish¬ 
ing of said offices with furniture, fixtures, equipment, etc. To provide 
for the furnishing of books and stationery by the County: to fix the 
method and time by which said Act shall be and be declared to be 
operate and effective, and the time within which the first term of the 
circuit court shall be held in said Northern division; to fix the duties 
and provide the compensation of the tax collector and tax assessor with 
reference to said branch or additional court house and division.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That there is hereby estabished a branch Court 
House at Phoenix City, in Russell, County, Alabama, the same 
to be located in that part of Phoenix City, Russell County, Ala¬ 
bama, that formerly was Girard, Russell County, Alabama, said 
Phoenix City now comprising what was formerly Girard, Russell 
County, Alabama, and what was formerly Phoenix City, Leo 
County, Alabama, by act of the Legislature approved August 9, 
1923, and to this end and for the purposes hereinafter expressed, 
the County of Russell be and the same is hereby divided as fol¬ 
lows: Commencing on the Western boundary line of Russell 
County at a point equally distant from the North boundary line 
and the South boundary line of Township 16, and running thence 
East along the line equally distant from the said north boundary 
line and to the said South boundary line of said Township 16, 
to the Big Uchee Creek, thence down said Big Uchee Creek to the 
Western boundary line of Range 30, thence South along the West 
side of Range 30 to the South boundary of Township 15, and 
thence East to the Chattahoochee River, which said division 
places the said Phoenix City, in Russell County, Alabama, on one 
side of said boundary line and Seale, Russell County, Alabama, 
on the other side of said boundary line, and the two said divisions 
shall be known as the Northern and the Southern Divisions of 
the Circuit Court of Russell County. 

Section 2: That all process for causes to be heard in the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Russell County at Seale shall be designated South¬ 
ern Division, and that all process for causes to be heard in the 
Circuit Court of Russell County at Phoenix City, in Russell Coun¬ 
ty shall be designated Northern Division. 

Section 3: That the Clerk of the Circuit Court shall keep an 
office at the Court House in Seale and another office in Phoenix 
City in Russell County, and that the records, dockets and papers 
of causes to be heard in the Southern Division shall be kept in 
his office at Seale, and the records, dockets and papers of causes 
to be heard in the Northern Division shall be kept in his office in 
Phoenix City in Russell County; that said Clerk may reside in 
Seale, Alabama, or in Phoenix City, Russell County, Alabama, 
but said Clerk shall have a competent assistant at the place where 
he does not attend or reside in person, and both offices shall be 
kept open for the transaction of business as is requfred by law 
of clerks of the Circuit Court. 

Section 4: That grand and petit juries shall be drawn from 
and serve in their respective divisions to be held in the two said 
named Courts of Russell County for the Circuit Court of Rus¬ 
sell County as is provided by law, the time and place of their ser¬ 
vice to be designated by the officers drawing and summoning 
them. 
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Section 5: That the division in which criminal cases shall 
be tried shall be the division in which the crime is committed: 
but the grand jury of either division may indict for offenses 
committed in the same or other division, and whenever a de¬ 
fendant is indicted for an offense and the case is docketed for, 
trial in the division in which the crime was not committed, then 
and in this event it shall be the duty of the Judge of the Circuit 
Court on application of such defendant or his attorney, in writing, 
or in open Court, to transfer said cause to the division of the 
Circuit Court of Russell County in which the crime was commit¬ 
ted, provided, of course, the Judge is convinced the application 
speaks the truth, said defendant to be there tried on the original 
papers the same as if the process had been returnable to the Cir¬ 
cuit Court for that division. 

Section 6: That whenever a civil case shall be pending in the 
Court to be held at Seale, if the defendant shall reside in the di¬ 
vision known as the Northern Division, it shall be the duty of the 
Judge of the Circuit Court on application of such defendant or 
his attorney, in writing, or in open court, to transfer said cause 
to the court held in the Northern Division, provided the Judge is 
convinced that the application speaks the truth, to be there tried 
on the original papers the same as if the process had been return¬ 
able to the Circuit Court of Russell County for the Northern Di¬ 
vision. 

Section 7: That whenever a civil case shall be pending in 
the Court to be held for the Northern Division, if the defendant 
shall reside in the division known as the Southern Division, it 
shall be the duty of the Judge of the Circuit Court on application 
of such defendant, or his attorney, in writing, or in open Court, 
to transfer said cause to the Court held for the Southern Divis¬ 
ion, provided the Judge is convinced that the application speaks 
the truth, to be there tried on the original papers the same as if 
the process had been returnable to the Circuit Court for the 
Southern Division. 

b Section 8 : That the person employed by the clerk of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court to keep an office at Seale or Phoenix City in Russell 
County, as the case might be, shall in the name of such clerk have 
and exercise all the powers now or hereafter vested in the Clerks 
of the Circuit Court in this State, and the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court shall be responsible for all of the acts, defaults and omis¬ 
sions of such person so appointed as his deputy and may require 
bond of such person in the same amount as he is required to give 
as the Clerk of the Circuit Court and conditioned in like terms as 
his bond as such clerk. 

Section 9: That in all cases of appeal from the Justice, Pro¬ 
bate or other inferior court where appeals or any other appellate 
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process lies to the Circuit Court of Russell County, appeals shall 
be governed by and taken to the Circuit Court of Russell County 
in the division in which such case was tried in such inferior 
court, and all preliminary hearings before a Justice of the Peace 
or other inferior court shall likewise fall within the jurisdiction 
and be presented to or returnable to grand juries or the Circuit 
Court in the jurisdiction in which the offense was committed. 

Section 10: That any person indicted or bound over to an¬ 
swer any criminal offense in said County, if unable to get bond 
for his appearance, shall be confined in the County jail at Seale, 
and any prisoners in said County shall be confined in said jail, 
except when court is in session and proper quarters are provided 
for the defendants or criminals in Phoenix City in Russell Coun¬ 
ty, in which event said defendants or criminals may be kept in 
such appropriate place temporarily, and this provision shall ob* 
tain and be in force until permanent and satisfactory quarters 
are provided in Phoenix City in Russell County for such crim¬ 
inals and prisoners, and this provision shall apply to all persons 
required to be confined in the County jail of Russell County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 11: Provided, however, that as to civil matters the 
court in which the land, the subject matter of litigation, lies 
shall have jurisdiction of the litigation pertaining thereto when 
the land is the material matter involved in such litigation. 

Section 12: That Circuit Court, Jury term, shall be held 
twice each year, and non-jury term shall be held twice each year, 
in each of said jurisdictions in Russell County. The time of hold¬ 
ing the same shall be fixed by the Circuit Judge of the Third Ju¬ 
dicial Circuit, and the same shall be held under the same provis¬ 
ions, rules and regulations and laws as Circuit Court is held in 
Seale, Alabama, and in other counties in said Third Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit. 

Section 13: That the Board of Revenue of Russell County, 
Alabama, shall hold four regular meetings per annum, two of 
said regular meetings shall be held in Seale and two of such reg¬ 
ular meetings shall be held in Phoenix City in Russell County, 
Alabama, and said regular meetings of the Board of Revenue and 
special meetings shall be held at such time as the Board of Reve¬ 
nue may adopt by resolution spread upon its minutes and there¬ 
after published in some newspaper published in Russell County, 
Alabama. The purpose of this provision being not to limit the 
said Board to four regular meetings per annum as a maximum, 
but as a minimum, said Board may have regular meetings as of¬ 
ten as it deems necessary and advisable by so determining in 
such resolution which shall be published as hereinabove pro¬ 
vided. 
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Section 14: That it shall be the duty of the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of Russell County, Alabama, to keep an office in the City of 
Phoenix City, in Russell County, for the record of conveyances 
and other papers required to be admitted to record in the con¬ 
veyance records of said county, and that he shall record in such 
records such conveyances and instruments as may be offered, in 
the same manner as now prescribed by law for recording such in¬ 
struments in his office at the court house of said county. That 
within the first three days of each month, said Judge of Probate 
shall prepare a list of all such instruments, filed and recorded in 
said office at Phoenix City, in Russell County, designating the 
parties to such instruments, the date and amount in the same, a 
full description of all the property covered by the same, when 
due, and the date of filing and recording, and the book and page 
in which recorded, and shall record such list in the conveyance 
records in his office at the court house in Seale, indexing the 
same in the same manner as if the said instruments were re¬ 
corded in full therein. That in like manner, within the first three 
days of each month, said Judge of Probate shall make similar 
lists of the instruments filed and recorded in his office at the 
court house in Seale and cause such lists to be in like manner re¬ 
corded and indexed in the conveyance records in his office at 
Phoenix City, in Russell County. That any instrument so filed 
and recorded in the office of said Judge of Probate in Phoenix 
City, in Russell County, or in the office of said Judge of Probate 
at Seale, shall operate as notice, and be, in all respects held and 
regarded and of the same force and effect as if filed and recorded 
in the probate office at the court house of said county prior to 
the passage of this Act. That a failure to make out and have 
recorded the lists of conveyances and instruments, as required by 
this Section, by the said Judge of Probate, shall render the said 
Judge of Probate liable on his official bond and personally for any 
damage occasioned by his failure herein. 

Section 15: That the same law that governs and controls 
the office of Judge of Probate shall obtain and apply to the of¬ 
fice of the Judge of Probate in the branch court house at Phoenix 
City, in Russell County. 

Section 16: That the Judge of Probate Court as Judge of 
the County Court of Russell County, Alabama, shall hold County 
Court in the Southern Division on the first Monday in each month 
and in the Northern Division on the second Monday in each 
month. And in each division said court may continue in session 
until the cases ready for trial are disposed of. 

Section 17: That the same provisions hereinabove fixed as 
to jurisdiction in the Circuit Court and the two Divisions thereof 
shall apply and control as to jurisdiction in the County Court 
cases in and for the said two Divisions. 
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Section 18: That the Judge of Probate shall appoint a deputy, 
or clerk, and said deputy or clerk shall be paid a salary, the same 
to be paid to him directly in twelve equal monthly installments^ 
per year, to go as compensation to such deputy or clerk who 
serves for the Probate Judge in the office of the Probate Judge 
at Phoenix City in Russell County. The Judge of Probate upon 
the appointment by him of such deputy shall certify such ap¬ 
pointment to the Board of Revenue of Russell County, and there¬ 
upon the Board of Revenue shall fix the salary of such deputy or 
clerk in such amount as said Board of Revenue may deem fair 
and proper; provided, however, that in no event shall such deputy 
or clerk be paid more than $1200.00 per annum. 

Section 19: That the Clerk of Circuit Court shall appoint & 
deputy clerk of the Circuit Court, and said deputy clerk shall be 
paid a salary, the same to be paid to him directly in twelve equal 
monthly installments, per year, to go as compensation to such 
deputy clerk who shall keep an office in the jurisdiction in which 
the clerk himself does not reside and keep an office, and said 
deputy clerk shall have the same rights, powers and duties as the 
Clerk of. Circuit Court. The Clerk of Circuit Court upon the ap¬ 
pointment by him of such deputy clerk shall certify such ap¬ 
pointment to the Board of Revenue of Russell County, and there¬ 
upon the Board of Revenue shall fix the salary of such deputy 
clerk in such amount as said Board of Revenue may deem fair 
and proper, provided, however, that in no event shall such deputy 
clerk be paid more than $1200.00 per annum. 

Section 20: That the same man who is designated as deputy 
clerk of the Circuit Court may also be designated as deputy op 
Probate Clerk or vice versa, who may occupy and fill both offices. 

Section 21: That the Sheriff and the Sheriff’s deputy shall 
serve both courts and do and perform all duties that are encumb¬ 
ent upon such Sheriff in both jurisdictions alike. 

Section 22: It shall be the duty of the city of Phoenix City,, 
in Russell County, Alabama, to furnish quarters for holding 
said Court and a suitable and proper place for the safe keeping 
of all the necessary records of the County officers and to furnish 
such officers or their deputies with proper offices and furnish 
and provide all office furniture, fixtures and equipment, and 
this provision shall be in force and obtain until such time as the 
County sees fit to erect or supply permanent quarters, or quarters 
to be owned by the County. 

Section 23: That Russell County, by and thru its Board of 
Revenue shall furnish all necessary books and stationery for the 
Northern Division as are now furnished for the county officers at 
Seale. 

Section 24: That this Act shall go into effect and become 
operative as soon as such suitable quarters and place for holding 
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court and safe keeping of the records of such courts and officers 
shall be provided by the City of Phoenix City, in Russell County. 

Section 25: That the Board of Revenue of Russell County, 
Alabama, be and it is hereby vested with the power and authority 
to decide and determine as to when such quarters have been sup¬ 
plied and furnished and are in readiness, and shall express their 
decisions concerning such by resolution spread upon the minutes 
of said Board of Revenue and a copy of said resolution duly cer¬ 
tified shall be sent by the Board of Revenue to the various officers 
of Russell County affected hereby, and a copy shall be sent by 
such Board to the Circuit Judge of the Third Judicial Circuit, 
which shall be notice to all of said officers of the effectiveness of 
this Enactment. 

Section 26: The Circuit Judge of the Third Judicial Circuit 
be and he is hereby authorized and directed within ninety days 
from receipt of the certified copy of resolution of the Board of 
Revenue of Russell County, declaring that suitable and proper 
quarters have been supplied and are in readiness by the City of 
Phoenix City in Russell County, under the terms and provisions 
of this Act, to fix the time of holding the non-jury terms, equity 
terms and jury terms of the Circuit Court of Russell County in 
said two jurisdictions designated, the Northern Division and the 
Southern Division of the Circuit Court of Russell County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 27: That the Tax Collector of Russell County shall 
appoint a deputy tax collector, who shall keep an office open in 
the Northern Division at Phoenix City, in Russell County, who 
shall have the right as the deputy of such tax collector to perform 
all the duties of the tax collector and taxes may be paid to him 
the same as the tax collector. Such deputy tax collector shall be 
required to give bond in the same manner and amount as the tax 
collector is now required to give bond and subject to the same re¬ 
quirements and restrictions. 

Section 28. That the Tax Assessor of Russell County shalt 
appoint a deputy tax assessor, who shall keep an office open in 
the Northern Division at Phoenix City, in Russell County, who 
shall have the right as the deputy of such tax assessor to per¬ 
form all the duties of the tax assessor, and taxes may be assessed 
with him the same as the tax assesor. 

Section 29. Nothing herein contained shall in any way affect 
the general Statutes of the State of Alabama, declaring the Cir¬ 
cuit Court to be always open and in session, except at the stated 
times of adjournment, which shall still control and be effective as 
to the Circuit Court of Russell County, Alabama, in both divis¬ 
ions. 

Section 30. That if any provision or section of this Act shall 
be declared unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect the re-

maining sections or provisions, and such remaining sections or 
provisions shall stand and remain in full force.

To authorize the Court of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue or 
other like governing body of Jackson County, Alabama, to levy and 
collect an excise tax on gasoline, woco-pep or any substitute therefor, 
not to exceed three cents per gallon; to authorize such court of county 
commissioners, Board of Revenue or other like governing body of said 
county, to provide the necessary machinery for the collection of said 
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tax; to make provision for the distribution of said tax; to prohibit any 
incorporated city or town in said county from levying a municipal tax 
on gasoline, woco-pep or any substitute therefor; to repeal the munici¬ 
pal taxes on said gasoline, woco-pep or any substitute therefor, which 
may now be levied by any incorporated city or town in said County; to 
provide for the use of said excise tax, and to provide a penalty for the 
failure to pay said tax in accordance with the requirements of the 
court of county Commissioners, Board of Revenue or other like gov¬ 
erning body of said County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That the Court of County Commissioners, Board 
of Revenue or other like governing body of Jackson County, Ala¬ 
bama, is hereby authorized to levy and collect an excise tax not 
to exceed three cents per gallon on every gallon of gasoline, woco- 
pep, or any substitute therefor, sold in said county of Jackson. 

Section 2: That such Court of County Commissioners, Board 
of Revenue or other like governing body of Jackson County, Ala¬ 
bama, is hereby authorized to provide the necessary machinery 
for the collection of said excise tax. 

Section 3: One third of said excise tax collected within the 
corporate limits of any incorporated city or town in Jackson 
County, Alabama, shall be paid over to such incorporated city or 
town. The remaining two-thirds of said excise tax collected in 
incorporated cities and towns and all other said excise tax collect¬ 
ed in said County shall be paid into the County Depository and 
distributed equally among the four Commissioners' districts of 
said County. 

Section 4: After the passage and approval of this Act, it 
shall be unlawful for any incorporated city or town in said 
Jackson County, Alabama, to levy a tax on gasoline, woco-pep or 
any substitute therefor, and any such tax now levied by any 
such incorporated city or town is hereby repealed. 

Section 5: That all moneys collected from the excise tax au¬ 
thorized in Section 1 of this Act shall be used solely for the build¬ 
ing, construction, maintenance, repair and operation of public 
streets, roads, bridges and ferries in said County of Jackson, and 
any incorporated city or town therein. 

Section 6: That a penalty of 25% of the amount of tax due, 
shall be imposed and collected for failure to pay said excise tax 
in accordance with the orders, decrees and requirements of the 
Court of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue or other like 
governing body of said County; such penalty to be distributed 
and used in the same manner and for the same purpose as the ex¬ 
cise tax.

AN ACT 

To establish a Board of Revenue for Etowah County; to prescribe its jur¬ 
isdiction and powers; to fix the compensation and provide for the elec¬ 
tion of its President and Associate Members and to abolish the Com¬ 
missioners Court of Etowah County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby established a Board of Revenue 
for Etowah County, to be composed of a President and four As¬ 
sociate Members. The President of said board shall hold office 
for a term of six years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. The associate members of said board shall each hold 
office for a term of four years and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

Section 2. The present president of the court of county com¬ 
missioners of Etowah County shall serve as president of the 
board of revenue of Etowah County until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January 1929, and his successor shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county at the general 
election to be held in the year 1928, whose term shall be until 
January 1937 and then the term shall be for six years thereafter. 
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Section 3. The present members of the commissioners’ court* 
of Etowah County shall be the associate members of the board 
of revenue of Etowah County. The successors of the two mem¬ 
bers of said court whose terms expire in January 1929, shall be 
elected at the general election in 1928, and the successors to the 
two said members whose terms expire in January 1931, shall be 
elected at the general election in 1930; the successors of such 
members of said board of revenue shall be elected at the general 
election held prior to the expiration of their terms of office every 
four years thereafter. 

Section 4. The board of revenue of Etowah County shall 
have all the jurisdiction and all the powers which are now exer¬ 
cised by the commissioners’ court of Etowah County, and all the 
jurisdiction and all the powers which are now or may hereafter 
be by general law vested in the court of county commissioners or 
board of revenue. The several members of said board of revenue 
shall respectively perform all the duties and services and exercise 
all the powers which are now or may hereafter be by general law 
required of the several associate members of the courts of county 
commissioners, or board of revenue. The president of the said 
board_ shall perform all duties and services and exercise all the 
powers which are now or may hereafter be by law required of, or 
vested in, the probate judge as principal judge of the court of 
county commissioners. 

Section 5. All general laws which now or may hereafter reg¬ 
ulate or apply to the courts of county commissioners; or board of 
revenue, or to associate members of such courts shall regulate 
and apply respectively to the board of revenue of Etowah county 
and to the associate members of said board, and all general laws 
which now or may hereafter apply to the probate judge of the 
court of county commissioners shall apply to the president of the 
board of revenue of Etowah county. 

Section 6. Each associate member shall keep constantly ad¬ 
vised as to the condition of county roads and bridges in his dis¬ 
trict, and see that the same are kept in repair and improved. He 
shall keep and submit to the board a detailed report at the end of 
each month showing the condition of the roads, and bridges un¬ 
der his supervision, the character of work done during said 
month, the manner in which money and labor are expended and 
the actual service performed by said associate member each day 
devoted to the duty of his office. Such record shall be perman¬ 
ently preserved at the office of the board at the Court House and 
be subject to public inspection; provided, that the president and 
each associate member of said board shall devote not less than 
fifteen days during any one month to the duties of his office. 

Section 7. The president and each associate member of the 
board shall receive a salary of $1,200 per annum, payable in 
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equal monthly installments on the last day of each month out of 
the funds of the county. The president of said board shall re¬ 
ceive, in addition to the above specified amount, the same compen¬ 
sation as allowed the probate judge for his services as principal 
judge of the court of county commissioners. Neither the presi¬ 
dent nor the associate members of the board shall be entitled to 
draw any mileage or per diem. 

Section 8. The board shall have the authority and power to 
employ a general supervisor of roads and bridges who shall re¬ 
ceive a compensation as prescribed by the board, not to exceed 
the sum of $2,400 per annum. Upon three-fourths favorable 
vote of said board, the president of the board or any associate 
member thereof may be employed to perform the duties of general 
supervisor of the roads and bridges in addition to his official du¬ 
ties. Provided, that no such member shall receive a greater com¬ 
pensation then $3,600 per annum for his services as president 
or associate member of the board and supervisor of roads and 
bridges. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

monetary values of each tract: and provided further that the existing 
lessees of said Sixteenth Section consent in writing to surrender all 
their rights, title and interests, as lessees or otherwise, in and to said 
Sixteenth Section, or consent to take in substitution for their existing 
rights as lessees a lease to such other or different land in said Town¬ 
ship; and to substitute, as the corpus of the trust estate, under said 
trustee, such other or different land as is acquired by said trustee in 
exchange for said Sixteenth Section.

Section 1. The trustee of and for the Sixteenth Section in

County, Alabama, and for the collection of a license tax for vehicles 
and motor driven trucks providing for superintendents of the public 
roads of Monroe County; providing for the duties of members of the 
Board of Revenue with reference to public roads and bridges of Mon¬ 
roe County: prescribing penalties for the violation of the same,” ap¬ 
proved August 1st, 1923, by amending sections 5, 9, 10, 11, and 12 
thereof to read as hereinafter set out, and to repeal sections 14, 15, 
16, 17, 18, 19, and 20 thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to pro¬ 
vide for the working, repairing, maintaining and improving the 
public roads of Monroe County, Alabama; to prescribe the rules 
and regulations for the same; to provide a per capita road tax in 
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lieu of labor on the public roads of Monroe County, Alabama, and 
for the collection thereof; for the levying and collection of a 
license tax for vehicles and motor driven trucks, providing for 
superintendents of the public roads of Monroe County; pro 
viding for the duties of members of the Board of Revenue 
with reference to public roads and bridges of Monroe County; 
and prescribing penalties for violation of the provisions of the 
same;” approved August 1st, 1923, be and the same hereby is 
amended to read as follows: “Section 5. The Board of Revenue 
shall appoint a superintendent of public roads for Monroe Coun¬ 
ty, whose salary shall be fixed by such board but such salary and 
expense account combined shall not exceed $300.00 per month, 
and shall be paid out of the road and bridge fund or the general 
fund. Any vacancy shall be filled by appointment of such board 
of revenue. Said superintendent shall have general supervision of 
the road and bridge work of the county under direction of the 
board of revenue. He shall have authority to employ such foreman 
and other workers as he may deem necessary for the proper pros¬ 
ecution of the work of maintenance and construction of roads 
and bridges, may issue to foremen commissions of authority, and 
they shall be authorized to work persons subject to road duty on 
the public roads and bridges of the County. The superintendent 
shall endeavor to so plan and prosecute the work as to keep it go¬ 
ing in each board of revenue district in the County, and shall ad¬ 
vise with the Probate Judge and the members of the Board of 
Revenue from time to time to the end that the policies of the 
Board of Revenue may be understood and carried out.”

court of Jefferson County, Alabama. Provided that the Judge 
of this court may issue warrants of arrest returnable to the court 
of domestic relations of Jefferson County, Alabama in the cases 
of which said court of domestic relations has exclusive jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Section 3. The Judge of said Court shall be appointed by the 
Governor within twenty (20) days after the approval of this 
Act and shall hold office until the next general election in No¬ 
vember, 1928, when his successor shall be elected by the qualified 
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electors of Precinct Twelve (12) of Jefferson County, and his 
successor elected at that time shall hold office for four (4) years 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. Such judge shall 
be at least twenty-one (21) years of age, shall be licensed to 
practice law, a qualified elector, and shall have resided in said 
Precinct for at least twelve (12) months. Said judge shall give 
bond and surety as now required by law of Justices of Peace. 

Section 4. That the judge of said court shall receive an an¬ 
nual salary of three thousand dollars, payable monthly out of thq 
county treasury upon his warrant drawn upon the county treas¬ 
urer, and shall be his own clerk, and shall issue all processes out 
of said court. Provided that said judge may at his discretion ap¬ 
point a clerk of said court by making said appointment in writing 
on his docket and require of said clerk to execute bond in the 
sum of two thousand dollars, condition as the bond of clerks of 
the circuit courts and if said clerk issue such bonds, he may issue 
processes out of said court, except criminal warrants. In case 
the judge of said court appoint a clerk as above provided, he 
shall pay said clerk whatever compensation agreed upon out of 
his salary. 

Section 5. The fees and costs now allowed by law to justices 
of the peace, in said Jefferson county, shall be taxed and collected 
as now provided by law, or may hereafter be provided by law, 
in such cases, and shall, by the judge of said court be paid into 
the county treasury, provided that the cost in garnishments suits 
shall be governed by the general laws of Alabama in this court. 
The constable of said precinct, and the sheriff of said county, shall 
be the officers of said court and shall execute all processes from 
said court and make due return thereof; and when such process 
is served by the constable of said precinct, he shall receive the 
same fees as are now provided by law for like services in thq 
courts of justices of the peace in Jefferson County, which said 
fees shall be collected by the judge of said court and paid to said 
constable but when such process is executed by the sheriff of said 
county, or his deputies, then the said fees shall be paid into the 
county treasury of Jefferson County, Alabama. The judge of 
said court may punish for contempt in cases where the judge of 
circuit court can punish for contempt by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars and by imprisonment not exceeding five days. Said judge 
shall be conservator of the peace, and shall have the power to set 
as committing magistrate in cases now provided by law for jus¬ 
tices of the peace in said county, and may take affidavits and 
issue warrants in felony cases returnable before himself for pre¬ 
liminary hearing, or for final trial where he has jurisdiction of 
the offense, or in cases where he has no final jurisdiction, may 
make said warrants returnable before such court as has final 
jurisdiction thereof. 
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Section 6. That the law relating to appeals and certiorari in 
cases from courts of justice of peace shall apply to appeals and 
certiorari of cases from this court. 

Section 7. That this court shall have, as against all justices 
of the peace and notaries public ex-officio justice of peace in 
precinct twelve of Jefferson county, Alabama, exclusive juris¬ 
diction of all matters of which this court is herein given jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Section 8. That this court shall have jurisdiction in all civil 
cases where the amount involved does not exceed one hundred 
dollars, except in cases of libel, slander, assault and battery, and 
ejectment, within said precinct twelve, Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 9. That the owner of any judgment or decree render¬ 
ed by this court, may file a certificate of said judgment in the 
office of the judge of probate of Jefferson county, Alabama, in the 
same manner as is now provided or which may hereafter be pro¬ 
vided by law for filing judgments of courts of record, which 
judgments when so filed shall be a lien upon all the property of 
the defendant, which is subject to levy and sale under execution; 
such lien shall continue for six years from the date of filing there¬ 
of, the filing of said lien shall be a notice to all persons of the exis¬ 
tence of said lien. 

Section 10. Each calendar month shall consist a term of 
said court and the judge thereof may in his discretion hold said 
court on any week day for the trial of civil or criminal cases of 
which he has jurisdiction, and shall have power to set aside, va¬ 
cate or modify the judgments of said court upon motions made 
within five days after the rendition of same, which said motion 
must be promptly determined by the court. That no trial, civil 
or criminal which shall be held in said court or judgment by de¬ 
fault rendered therein before the hour of nine o’clock A. M. or 
after six o’clock P. M., except by agreement of all the parties to 
said proceedings. All processes of the court where no time is 
otherwise fixed shall be returnable at nine o’clock A. M. of the 
return day thereof. That it shall be the duty of the board of 
revenue of Jefferson county, Alabama, at the expense of the 
county to provide suitable room, or rooms in which to hold said 
court, and also to provide all necessary dockets, books and other 
supplies for the use of said court and for the incidental expenses 
of running said court. 

Section 11. That in the absence, disqualification, or inability 
of the judge of said court, he shall appoint in writing a special 
judge who shall have full power to act for and in the place of the 
regular judge, and shall perform all the duties imposed upon the 
judge of said court during such disqualifications, or inability of 
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said judge. And shall receive the same compensation as the reg¬ 
ular judge receives for his services for such. 

Section 12. In case of emergency the judge of said court may 
appoint a suitable person to act as constable without bond, but 
such special constable is not authorized to levy or collect execu¬ 
tions, attachments or writ of detinue. 

Section 13. The summons must be issued by the judge of 
said court or the clerk thereof, if there be one, and accompanied 
by the complaint of the plaintiff, or the cause of action endorsed 
on the summons setting forth the cause of action. The summons 
must be executed by the constable, special constable, sheriff or 
other officer by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint or 
summons with the cause of action endorsed thereon, or other pro¬ 
cess with the defendant, which fact he must return with the 
process. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the judge of said court to 
issue an execution on all judgments rendered in said court, after 
five days from the entry thereof, and place the same in the hands 
of the constable or sheriff, which shall be executed and returned 
by said officers as is now provided by law, for executions issuing 
out of justices of the peace courts. That alias executions may 
thereafter issue as now provided by law. 

Section 15. That in each cause filed in said court there shall 
be a fee of fifty cents taxed which shall be taxed and collected 
as other costs are taxed and collected, and shall be paid into the 
county treasury of Jefferson County. 

Section 16. The Judge of this court shall not practice law in 
said court and shall be disqualified to represent either side on an 
appeal from said court. 

Section 17. That the office of Justice of the Peace, and the 
office of Notary Public ex-officio Justice of the Peace is hereby 
abolished in said precinct 12 of Jefferson County Alabama, and 
when the judge of this court shall be appointed and qualify, all 
Justices of the Peace and notaries public Ex-Officio Justice of the 
Peace are hereby required to surrender their dockets to the 
Judge of this court, who shall thereafter issue process on judg¬ 
ments in said dockets, as though said judgments were taken in 
this court, and the Judge of the Court shall pay all fees, collected 
by him on said judgments to the Justice of the Peace before 
whom said Judgment was obtained, when he is entitled to said 
fees. 

Section 18. That if any section or provision of this act shall 
be held to be void or unconstitutional it shall not destroy the val¬ 
idity, or constitutionality of this Act, or any other section or pro¬ 
vision thereof, not in and of itself void, or unconstitutional. 

Section 19. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To further provide for the construction and maintenance of public roads 
and bridges in Lawrence County, Alabama, by providing a road tax 
in lieu of work, prescribing the time when such tax shall become due, 
providing for its collection, and expenditure, prohibiting its expenditure 
prior to the year for which it was collected, by providing for abolishing 
the office of road apportioners, by further prescribing the duties of the 
board of revenue, by providing for the making of road districts, their 
description and a permanent record thereof, by providing for the ap¬ 
pointment of overseers, prescribing their duties, fixing their remunera¬ 
tion and bond, and by providing penalties for violation of this or other 
road laws in force and to repeal all general and local laws in conflict 
therewith in so far as they relate to said Lawrence County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all persons subject to road duty under the 
general laws of this state shall be required to work eight days of\ 
eight hours each, sixty-four hours, upon the roads of said county 
each year. That any person liable to road duty may be exempt 
from work by paying five dollars to the overseer any time be¬ 
tween the first day of October, prior to the year for which such 
tax is paid, and the following first day of April, six dollars be¬ 
tween the first day of April and the first day of July, or seven 
dollars thereafter during the current year; provided however 
that five dollars may be accepted in full payment in lieu of all 
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road work for the year 1927; that the difference between five 
dollars and the amount that may have been heretofore paid in 
the year 1927 by any one in lieu of road work shall be refunded to 
the person so paying such amount; providing further that noth¬ 
ing in this or any other local or general law of said County or 
State shall be construed so as to prohibit the overseer from warn¬ 
ing and working road hands apportioned to him who have not 
paid the amount above provided any time during the year. 

Section 2. The taxes herein provided for shall be collected by 
the overseer to whom a road worker has been apportioned who 
shall make a report of such collection and make return of any 
balance on hand at least quarterly to the Probate Judge of said 
County, who shall keep such money in a separate fund to be 
known as the road maintenance fund; provided further that tho 
overseer may be required by the board of revenue to make such 
report and return at any time. 

Section 3. All. monies collected from persons liable to road 
duty, except that from persons living within two miles of any 
State and National Highway in said County shall be used on the 
road to which the person paying such money was apportioned; 
and the money collected from persons living within two miles of 
any State or National Highway in said County shall be delivered 
to the Board of Revenue or Court of County Commissioners to be 
apportioned among the various county roads as they may deem 
best. 

■ Section 4. No money collected under the provisions of this 
Act shall be used prior to the year for which it was collected. 

Section 5. The Board of Revenue shall have the authority 
and is hereby empowered when deemed advisable to dismiss all 
road apportioners, in which event all the powers, duties and ob¬ 
ligations heretofore imposed on the apportioners shall be incum¬ 
bent on the Board of Revenue. 

Section 6. Overseers may be paid such per diem as the Board 
of Revenue shall deem just. 

Section 7. If any part of this Act shall be held void or un¬ 
constitutional it shall not be construed to affect any other provis¬ 
ion of this Act which is not in and of itself void or unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Section 8. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed in so far as they relate 
to Lawrence County, but the provisions of this Act shall not be 
construed as repealing as to Lawrence County any general law 
of the State or the local road law of Lawrence County except in 
so far as they are in conflict with the provisoins of this Act.

That the consent and authority of the State of 
Alabama be, and the same is hereby granted to the county com¬ 
missioners, board of revenue or other governing body of Baldwin 
County, Alabama, by whatever name, to grant a franchise to the 
person, persons or corporation who will comply with the require r 
ments of the said governing body of said county, for the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance and operation of a toll bridge, causeway and 
highway over that part of Perdido Bay which lies within the 
territorial limits of the State of Alabama. Said bridge to start 
at or near Perdido Beach, in Baldwin County, Alabama, and to 
connect with the mainland in Escambia County, Florida, at or 
near Inerarity Point, for the accommodation and service of ve¬ 
hicles, pedestrians and livestock, and for motor or electrically 
propelled public conveyances or common carriers; Provided that 
the franchise shall not be granted for a longer period than fifteen 
years and may be renewed by such governing body upon such 
terms as it may deem best and shall be upon such terms and con¬ 
ditions as the said governing body shall prescribe. 

Sction 2. That any person, persons or corporation construct¬ 
ing or operating any toll bridge, bridges, causeway or highway 
under the provisions of this act, shall have the same rights, pow¬ 
ers and privileges of eminent domain as are now exercised and 
enjoyed by toll bridge companies in this state as and with refer¬ 
ence to and concerning the condemnation of public and private 
property for the right of way for toll bridge, causeway, ferries 
and highway; and such person, persons or corporation shall have 
the right, privilege and authority to condemn and acquire such 
right of way for the construction of its bridge, bridges, causeway 
and highway in the same manner and by the same process as is 
now prescribed by the laws of this state for condemnation of 
rights of way for toll bridges, causeways, ferries and highways 
and every one of the laws of the State of Alabama, applying to 
the condemnation of rights of ways for toll bridges, causeways, 
ferries and highways in this state, be and the same are hereby 
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made to apply, to govern and to control the acquisition of such 
right of way by and for such person, persons or corporation. 

Section 3. The consent hereby authorized and granted is 
conditioned upon a like consent and authority to be obtained from 
the State of Florida, and of the county of Escambia, in the State 
of Florida, for the construction of that portion of said bridge, 
causeway and highway to be located in the county of Escambia, 
in the State of Florida, and the said consent is further subject to 
all conditions and requirements for bridges over navigable 
waters as prescribed by rules and regulations of the War Depart¬ 
ment of the United States. 

Section 4. This grant, consent and authority is further sub¬ 
ject to all of the terms and provisions of the law of the State of 
Alabama, as now existing or that may hereafter be enacted and 
subject to such rules and regulations of the governing body of 
Baldwin County now or hereafter promulgated, relative to the 
establishment of toll ferries, toll bridges and roads. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its becoming law 
without such approval.

To alter or rearrange the boundary lines of the City of Tuscumbia, Ala¬ 
bama, so as to include within the corporate limits of said municipality 
the following additional adjacent territory: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundary lines of the City of Tuscumbia, 
Colbert County, Alabama, be and the same are hereby altered and 
rearranged so as to include within the corporate limits of said 
municipality the following additional adjacent territory: Be¬ 
ginning at the southwest corner of the corporate limits of the 
City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. Thence southwest along the cen¬ 
ter of the Lee Highway, to where the said center line intersects 
the south line of section eight. Thence east along the south line 
of section eight, nine and ten to the half mile line of section ten. 
Thence north along the half mile line of section ten and three to 
the north line of section three, the same being the south corporate 
limits of the City of Sheffield, Alabama: Thence West along the, 
north line of Sections three and two, to the northeast corner of 
the corporate limits of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. Thence 
in a southwesterly direction along the east corporate limits of the 
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City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, to the north side of the north com¬ 
mons. Thence east along the north side of the north commons 
to the east side of the east commons. Thence south along the 
east side of the south commoijs to the south side of the south 
commons. Thence west along the south side of the south com¬ 
mons to the intersection of the south side of the south commons 
and the east line of Government Terrace. Thence south along 
the east line of Government Terrace to the southeast corner of 
the above mentioned sub-division.

Section 2. Provided further that no municipal taxes shall be 
levied or collected by the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, on above 
described lands brought within the City limits of the City of 
Tuscumbia, Alabama, by the operation of this act for a period of 
ten years from the passage of this act.

To establish an inferior court in precinct 1, Russell County, Alabama, in 
lieu of all justice of the peace courts in said precinct, and to define the 
jurisdiction and powers of said court and the judge thereof, to provide 
for the execution of processes of said court and the operation thereof, 
to provide for the appointment, election, term of office, qualification 
and compensation of the judge thereof, and to abolish the offices of all 
justices of the peace in said precinct. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established an inferior court 
in precinct 1, Russell County Alabama, which shall be known and 
designated as the inferior court of Phenix City, which shall be 
in lieu of all justices of the peace courts within said precinct. The 
said court shall have all the powers and jurisdictions now con¬ 
ferred by law on justices of the peace courts or on said court; 
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and the judge of said court shall have and exercise all the powers 
and authority and perform all the duties now prescribed by law 
for justices of the peace in said precinct. Said judge shall have 
the same rights and privileges and the same disabilities and pen¬ 
alties as now or may hereafter apply by law to justices of the 
peace. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that there shall be a judge 
of said court. The judge shall at the time of his appointment or 
election have been a resident of said precinct 1 for at least one 
year, and shall at the time of his appointment or election be at 
least twenty-five, years old. He shall hold his office for a term 
of four years and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that thirty days after the 
passage and approval of this act there shall be appointed by the 
Governor a judge of said court, who shall hold office until the 
next general election at which justices of the peace are elected, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. At such general 
election and <*very four years thereafter there shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of said precinct 1 for Russell County, a judge 
for said inferior court of said precinct 1. Vacancies in the office 
of judge of said court shall be filled by appointment of the Gov¬ 
ernor whose term of office shall be the unexpired term of his 
predecessor and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, That the judge of said court 
shall receive as compensation for his services the same fees now 
allowed justices of the peace or may hereafter be allowed justices 
of the peace for services in justice court, which fees shall be 
taxed and collected as now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Sction 5. Be it further enacted, That the constable of pre¬ 
cinct 1, and the Sheriff of Russell County shall be deemed officers 
of said Court and shall receive as compensation for their services 
rendered in and about the proceedings in said court the same 
fees which are now or may hereafter be by law allowed for such 
services in justices of the peace courts. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted, That all laws affecting or 
regulating the practice of courts of the justices of the peace in 
Russell County shall be applicable to the court hereby established. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted, That all laws regulating 
appeals and certiorari cases from courts of justices of the peace 
in Russell County shall apply to the appeals and certified cases 
from the court hereby established. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, That said court shall have 
jurisdiction in all civil cases to the amount of one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, except in cases of libel, slander, assault, and 
battery, and ejectment and shall have and exercise all the juris¬ 
diction in criminal cases or offenses where the j ustices of the 
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peace now have jurisdiction, and to issue all such processes, both 
civil and criminal as are by law authorized to be issued by jus¬ 
tices of the peace, or that may hereafter be by law conferred 
upon justices of the peace. The judge of said court, may punish 
for contempt the same as now or hereafter provided in justices 
of the peace courts. 

Section 9. Be it further enacted, That sixty days after the 
appointment of said judge the terms of office of all the justices 
of the peace and notaries public ex-officio justice of the peace in 
said precinct shall be abolished, and it shall be the duty of the 
incumbent of these offices to surrender their dockets, official pa¬ 
pers and records of all kinds to the said judge; and all proceed¬ 
ings pending upon any such docket shall be carried forward by 
the judge of the court hereby established as if originally filed 
before him. All costs owing to justice of the peace whose office 
is hereby abolished, shall, when collected by the judge of the 
hereby established court, be paid over to the officers to whom the 
same is due. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted, That the judge of said 
court shall before beginning of his term execute bond in such sum 
and conditioned in the same manner as required of justice of thq 
peace. 

Section 11. Be it further enacted, That in the absence, in¬ 
ability, or disqualification of the judge of said court, he shall ap¬ 
point, in writing a special judge to act for and in the place of 
the regular judge, which said appointment in writing shall enter 
upon his docket. 

Section 12. Be it further enacted, That the judge of said 
court shall be liable to impeachment for the same causes and in 
the same manner as now are hereafter provided by law for jus-' 
tices of the peace. 

Section 13. Be it further enacted, That if any section or pro¬ 
vision of this act shall be declared to be void or unconstitutional 
it shall not affect or destroy the validity or constitutionality of 
any other section or provision herein, which is not in and of it¬ 
self void or unconstitutional. 

Section 14. Be it further enacted, That all laws and part? 
of laws in conflict with the provisions of this act be and the same 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 2 and 4 of an act entitled “An Act to provide for the 
election of a County Solicitor for Monroe County, to define his duties, 
and fix his compensation,” approved September 25th, 1919. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That Section 2 of an act entitled “An Act to pro¬ 
vide for the election of a County Solicitor for Monroe County, 
to define his duties and fix his compensation,” approved Septem-i 
ber 25th, 1919, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: “Section 2. That it shall be the duty of said officer to 
prosecute for the State in the County Court of Monroe County, 
to represent the State in all preliminaries in capital cases in all 
courts in Monroe County in all habeas corpus cases held at the* 
county seat of said county, to prepare the grand jury docket when 
directed by the Circuit Solicitor, and to attend and assist in the 
prosecution of all crimnal cases in the Circuit Court of said Coun¬ 
ty when requested to do so by the Circuit Solicitor. In addition 
to the duties set out above, it shall be the duty of such officer to 
prepare affidavits for the commencement of prosecutions in the 
County Court of said county, and for the arrest of persons 
charged with the commission of felonies; to assist the 
Circuit Solicitor in investigations before the grand jury of Mon-* 
roe County; to assist the Circuit Solicitor in handling condemna¬ 
tion proceedings of property forfeited to the State in connection 
with violations of the prohibition law; and to assist the Circuit 
Solicitor in the trial of ouo warranto proceedings or suits re¬ 
quired by law to be brought by the Circuit Solicitor in the name 
‘of the State.” 

Section 2. That Section 4 of said act be and the same is here¬ 
by amended so as to read as follows: “Section 4. That said Coun¬ 
ty Solicitor, in all cases in the County Court of said county, shall 
receive the same Solicitor’s fees for each conviction as provided 
by law for Circuit Solicitors, and that the same County Solicitor 
of Monroe County, Alabama, be and he is hereby authorized to 
collect and retain for his services, including the additional ser¬ 
vices set out in Section 2 of said Act as amended, the fees and 
commissions earned by him in said County Court during each 
year, not to exceed the amount of Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) 
Dollars per annum; and the residue of such fees and commissions 
earned bv him, shall be paid by said County Solicitor into the 
County Treasury of said county to the credit of the general 
fund.” 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and they are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend an act entitled an act to amend an act, to establish a County 
Court for Morgan County; to provide for its officers, their powers, du¬ 
ties and compensation; to provide that said court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; prescribing 
rules and procedure of said court; and to provide for the transfer of 
certain causes now or hereafter pending in the Circuit Court of Morgan 
County. Approved September 19, 1923. 

“Section 1. Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama ; 
that there be and hereby is established in and for the County of 
Morgan, a court of law which will be called the Morgan County 
Court, and which shall be a court of record, and which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, functions and powers 
hereinafter conferred upon it by this Act.” 

“Section 2. That the Judge of said Court shall be appointed 
by the Governor of the State immediately after the approval of 
this Act, whose term of office shall begin immediately upon hia 
appointment and qualification, and shall continue until the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January in the year 1923; 
and that at the general election to be held in the year 1922, the 
successor to the judge so appointed shall be elected by the quali¬ 
fied electors of Morgan County, Alabama, voting at said election, 
whose term of office shall begin on the expiration of the term of 
office of the judge to be appointed by the Governor, upon the ap¬ 
proval of and under the authority of this Act, and whose term of 
office shall be for a term of six years. The judge of said court 
before entering upon the duties of said office shall take the oath 
required by law to be taken by the judges of the Circuit Courts 
of Alabama. The said Judge shall be a qualified elector of Mor¬ 
gan County, Alabama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not 
less than twenty-five years of age.” 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of judge of said court shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so ap¬ 
pointed shall hold office as required by the Constitution of this 
State. Said judge may be removed from office in the manner 
now provided by law for the removal of Circuit Judges, and 
Circuit Judges may hold said court when it is deemed proper so 
to do, and shall do so when authorized by law, and the Judge of 
the Morgan County Court may hold the Circuit Court when it is 
deemed proper to do so and shall do so when authorized by law.” 

“Section 4. That the clerk of the Circuit Court of Morgan 
County will be ex-officio clerk of said Court and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties, which will devolve upon the 
clerk of the Circuit Court, and shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of the office, and shall 
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be entitled to the same fees as are now, or may hereafter be al¬ 
lowed to circuit clerks of Alabama, and the same shall be collect¬ 
ed as such fees are collected in the Circuit Court; and that the 
deputy clerk of the Circuit Court of Morgan County shall be ex- 
officio deputy clerk of the Morgan County Court, and exercise 
the same powers and duties as are exercised in the Circuit Court 
by such deputy clerks.” 

“Section 5. That the judge of said court shall receive a sab 
ary of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, payable Two Hun¬ 
dred and Fifty Dollars per month out of the County treasury at 
the end of each month, upon his receipt therefor; that there shall 
be taxed as a trial fee the sum of five dollars in all cases tried in 
said court where the amount involved is more than one hundred 
dollars, and in action of ejectment, unlawful detainer, forcible 
entry and trials of the rights of property, and in all misdemean¬ 
ors, and three dollars in all cases where the amount is less than 
one hundred dollars, to be taxed and collected as a part of the 
costs; provided that said trial fee shall also be taxed and col¬ 
lected in cases where the prosecutor is taxed with the cost. Said 
trial fees in all cases shall be paid by the clerk of said court into 
the county treasury for the benefit of the general fund.” 

“Section 6. That the Solicitor of the Morgan County Court 
shall receive a salary of One Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars 
($1800.00) per annum, payable One Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
per month, out of the County Treasury at the end of each month 
upon his signed receipt therefor; provided that all solicitors’ 
fees taxed and collected in the Morgan County Court shall be paid 
into the County Treasury of Morgan County for the benefit of 
the general fund of said County; provided that beginning with 
the general election of 1922, and every four years thereafter 
there shall be elected by the qualified electors of Morgan County, 
a Solicitor for the Morgan County Court, who shall hold office for 
a term of four years, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied. It shall be the duty of said Solicitor to prosecute all crimi¬ 
nal cases in the Morgan County Court, and to perform such other 
duties as may be by law enjoined upon him as such Solicitor.” 

“Section 7. That the solicitor of the Morgan County Court 
shall attend upon the sessions of the grand juries of the Circuit 
Court and Morgan County Court of Morgan County.” 

“Section 8. That the said court shall be held at the court¬ 
house of Morgan County, and that said court shall be open at all; 
times for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In 
case of sickness or disqualification of the Judge of said Court, 
the law applicable to the appointment and service of special 
judges in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The judge of the said 
court shall be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend 
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upon the Court as Circuit Judges of this State. The judge of said 
court shall keep an office in the Court House of Morgan County; 
and it shall be the duty of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Morgan County to provide such an office, and supply the same 
with the necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery, etc.” 

“Section 9. The Judge of said court may determine and fix 
the time of holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all 
causes triable in said court; provided that the judge of said court 
shall at the beginning of each year designate the times at which 
the session of said court shall be held, for a period of at least one 
year, by making and entering an order upon the minutes of said 
court; provided that the judge of said court may call and hold 
special or extra or adjourned session of said court when in his 
jugdment it is necessary so to do.” 

“Section 10. That it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Morgan County to, immediately after the 
approval of this Act, make an order transferring to the Morgan 
County Court of said county, all cases pending on the docket of 
the Circuit Court against persons charged with a misdemeanor, 
and from, and after the approval of this act, each and every in¬ 
dictment returned by a Grand Jury of Morgan County, against 
persons charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, shall, 
at once, be transferred to the Morgan County Court by the Clerk 
of said Circuit Court, and the jurisdiction of said Morgan County 
Court shall attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of said county shall cease, and it shall be the duty of 
the clerk to immediately issue capiases against said parties so 
charged with a misdemeanor, returnable to the Morgan County 
Court.” 

“Section 11. All civil cases now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court of Morgan County except equity cases, may by 
agreement of the parties thereto be transferred to the said Mor¬ 
gan County Court. 

“Section 12. The sheriff of Morgan County shall, in person 
or by a deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment 
to be approved by the Judge of said court, be required to attend 
upon the said court, and preserve order, and execute all writs or 
process, and perform such other duties, in all respects as in the 
Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and each deputy re¬ 
quired for attendance upon the sessions of said court, he shall 
receive the sum of two dollars per day, payable out of the county 
treasury upon his warrant, approved by the presiding judge, 
provided that the sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay 
except for the time that the court is actually in session, and none 
of which compensation to the deputies shall be shared in by the 
sheriff.

“Section 13. That if, for any reason, a forfeiture be taken 
on any bond on the criminal side of said court, the court may or¬ 
der the alias capias returnable within ten (10) days, and unless 
the party, or parties, against whom the forfeiture is taken, shall 
appear and show cause, when the forfeiture is returnable, why 
the forfeiture should be set aside, then the court is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to make the judgment final. 

“Section 14. That the said court shall adopt a seal which 
shall be in the custody of the clerk of said court. 

“Section 15. That all laws, rules and regulations governing 
and providing for demanding and securing trials by jury in the, 
Circuit Court, of both civil and criminal cases, shall be applicable 
to and shall govern, control and regulate the demanding and se-> 
curing trials by jury in civil and criminal cases in the Morgan 
County Court. 

“Section 16. That in all actions of ejectments, forcible entry, 
unlawful detainer, and trial for the right of property, and in all 
civil cases where the amount involved exceeds one hundred 
($100.00) dollars, the defendant therein shall be required by the 
summons served upon them to appear and plead or demur to the 
complaint within twenty (20) days after the service of such suim 
mons and complaint upon them; and in all cases commenced by 
attachment, the defendants shall appear and demur or plead 
within twenty (20) days after the levy of the attachment, or ser¬ 
vice of notice thereof; or, in cases where the suit is brought 
against non-residents, or other persons upon whom service is had 
by publication, within twenty (20) days after perfection or such 
service by publication, and in all other cases, the defendants must 
appear and plead within five (5) days after service upon them; 
and in all cases, whether commenced by summons and complaint, 
attachment, or otherwise, any defendant failing to appear after 
service upon him has been perfected, or notice given him as here¬ 
in required, shall be held to be in default, and at any time there¬ 
after, on motion of the plaintiff, judgment by default shall be, 
rendered against him; provided, that the court may, for good 
cause shown, allow such judgment so obtained by default, to be 
set aside and demurrers or pleas to be filed, on such terms as the 
court may think best; provided, however, that in all cases when 
judgment by default has been rendered against the defendant, 
the plaintiff may execute a writ of inquiry, before the Court with¬ 
out the intervention of a jury, and have final judgment rendered 
thereon. 

“Section 17. That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all cases appealed from justice of the peace, and all other in¬ 
ferior courts of Morgan County, and all cases appealed from the 
Mayors Courts, and all original mesne processes, writs, notices, 
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etc., shall be executed instanter, to be returnable immediately, 
upon the execution thereof by the officer receiving the same; and 
all cases so appealed shall stand for trial at any time after five 
(5) days notice of the suing out of such appeal to the adverse 
party, the notice to be given as now required by law. 

“Section 18. That all garnishments issued from said court 
shall require an answer thereto within ten (10) days after the 
service thereof, and upon the failure of the garnishee to make 
such answer within ten (10) days, he shall be deemed to be in 
default, and a judgment nisi may be rendered against him on the 
motion of the plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the 
judge of said court, all citations, rules, writs of scire facias, and 
notices issuing from the said court, shall require the party 
against whom they are issued to appear and plead within (10) 
days after notice thereof; and, if citation or notice is to be given 
by publication, then with ten (10) days after the perfection of 
service by publication; that all cases whether commenced by a 
summons and complaint, attachment or otherwise, shall be deem¬ 
ed and taken to be at issue and triable upon the appearance of 
the defendant, and his pleading to the complaint. 

“Section 19. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in 
Morgan County may be instituted in this court by making an 
affidavit before the Judge of said court, the writ on said affidavit 
to be issued by the clerk of said court, and when the defendant is 
arrested on said affidavit, said case shall go on the docket for 
trial, and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by 
a grand jury. 

“Section 20. The judge of said court shall have power to is¬ 
sue search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certior¬ 
ari, quo warranto, and all other special and extraordinary writs, 
except such as are peculiar to a court of chancery. 

“Section 21. Justice of the peace of Morgan County and In¬ 
ferior Court with the jurisdiction of Justice of the Peace, in said 
county, shall have authority to issue warrants returnable to said 
court, and it shall be their duty to forthwith transmit said affi¬ 
davits and warrants and warrants and bonds to said court, which 
causes shall then be placed upon the docket of said court, and 
tried as though the defendants had been indicted by a grand jury 
in said court. 

“Section 22. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to 
keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made 
before the judge of said court, or returnable by a Justice of the 
Peace, or Judge of an Inferior Court in said County, to said court, 
and if any of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certi¬ 
fied copy of the said record shall be used the same as if the de¬ 
fendant had been indicted, and for recording each of said affi- 
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davits, the clerk shall receive a fee of twenty five cents to be 
taxed as costs in case of the defendant’s conviction. 

“Section 23. Said court shall have original and concurrent 
jurisdiction, co-extensive with Morgan County, of all civil and 
criminal causes, except in equity; provided that the grand juries 
held by the Morgan County Court shall be held at the County Seat 
of Morgan County; provided further that all felonies tried in the 
Morgan County Court shall be tried in at the County Seat of 
Morgan County. 

“Section 24. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals 
of this State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction 
over said court, and the judge thereof, which may be exercised 
in the same manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over 
the Circuit Courts of the State, and the Judges thereof, and ap¬ 
peals may be taken from the orders and judgments of said court 
to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, 
and within the same time, as appeals are now taken from the 
orders and judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

“Section 25. The venue in any case in the said Morgan Coun¬ 
ty Court shall be changed to other counties under the same orders 
and regulations as govern change of venue in the Circuit Court. 

“Section 26. That after five (5) days from the rendition of 
any judgment, unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the 
clerk of said court shall issue execution returnable in not less 
than ten (10) or more than thirty (30) days after the issuance 
of such execution; provided that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent any person from having execution issued within five (5) 
days upon making affidavit as now provided by law in relation 
to the issuance of executions upon judgments in the Circuit 
Court, and provided further, that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the superseding of executions after the issuance thereof 
upon filing bond as required by law. 

“Section 27. That bills of exceptions relating to the trial of 
cases civil and criminal in said court must be presented to the 
Judge of said Court within sixty (60) days from the date of 
judgment in any cause tried therein, and must be signed by the 
presiding judge within thirty (30) days after the date of such 
presentation, and the date of the presentation and signing of 
such bills of exceptions must be endorsed thereon by the pre¬ 
siding judge. 

“Section 28. That final judgments rendered in said court 
shall after the expiration of fifteen (15) days from their rendi¬ 
tion, be taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of 
said court, as if the term of court at which said judgments were 
rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall prevent the parties applying for a new trial, or re- 
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hearing within said fifteen days, or change or destroy the office- 
of motions for new trial or rehearings, when so made, or shall 
prevent parties from applying to the court for re-hearing under 
the statute authorizing applications for re-hearing in the Circuit 
Court. 

“Section 29. If the Judge of said court dies, resigns or is im¬ 
peached or his term of office expires, or if, from other cause, he 
does not sign a bill of exceptions duly presented to him in the 
proper time, the bill of exceptions may be established in the 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner as 
bills of exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit 
Courts of this State. 

“Section 30. That the clerk, with the approval of the Judge 
of said. Court is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary 
furnishings, records, stationery and supplies for the equipment 
and maintenance of said Court, and the same shall be paid for out 
of the County treasury upon warrants drawn by the Judge and 
signed by the Clerk. 

“Section 31. That if, for any reason, any section, provision 
or clause of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or in¬ 
valid, then that fact would not destroy the constitutionality of 
this Act, except as to that clause or section. 

“Section 32. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect 
from and after the approval thereof. 

“Section 33. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict 
with said Act, are hereby repealed. 

“Section 34. That if within twelve months from the approval 
of this Act, there shall be provided in Hartselle, Morgan County, 
Alabama, a building adequate for the purposes of holding Court 
and for the other purposes herein provided for, approved by the 
Court of County Commissioners, or Board of Revenue of Morgan 
County, Alabama, then there is hereby created a branch of this 
county court at Hartselle, Morgan County, Alabama, and the 
terms of which said court shall be designated by the Judge of 
said Court as is now provided by law for the designation of 
terms of court, and the manner of holding the same by the Cir¬ 
cuit Judges of the State. 

“Section 35. Said branch court shall have jurisdiction of all 
criminal cases committed within the territory hereinafter named, 
and all civil cases arising therein, and where the defendant re¬ 
sides, therein to-wit: The territory embraced in the following 
Precincts: Danville (3), Gibson (4), Hartselle (10), Falkville 
(5), Lacon (21), Eva (17), Oak Ridge (22), Florette (14), Law¬ 
rence Cave (6), Gum Pond (24), Shady Grove (16), Voting Box 
Number 2, Somerville (9), Center Grove (7), Wolfs (15). That 
said branch court.shall be open at all times for the transaction of 
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business therein. The same provisions for the fixing of the 
terms of the court by the Judge at Decatur shall also apply to the 
branch court at Hartselle. This applies to all cases, civil, crimi¬ 
nal, jury and non-jury. 

“Section 36. Said Court shall be presided over by the Judge 
of the said Morgan County Court, of Morgan County, Alabama, 
and all criminal causes pending in said branch court shall be 
prosecuted by the soliictor of said county court created by this 
Act. 

“Section 37. The clerk of the Circuit Court of Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, shall be ex-officio clerk of said branch court hereby 
created, and shall be required to procure all necessary documents, 
records, books, and papers, for the use of said court, and which 
said documents, records, books and papers, pertaining to said 
court shall be kept by him at his office at Decatur, Alabama, at 
all times when the branch court is not in session, but while said 
court is in session they shall be kept at Hartselle, Alabama. 

“Section 38. The said court building at Hartselle, shall be 
provided for as hereinabove set forth, without expense to either 
the County of Morgan or the State of Alabama, and the said 
branch court shall be governed by the provisions for pleading 
and practice provided herein for this court. 

“Section 39. Said court building shall contain necessary 
court, office, jury and witness rooms, for the use of said Court. 
The Town of Hartselle shall tender to the Sheriff of Morgan 
County, Alabama, and his deputies, the use of its municipal pris¬ 
on, for the incarceration of prisoners during the terms of said 
court, and during such other times as may be convenient by the 
sheriff and his deputies, without expense to the county; the ten¬ 
der to be made by the certificate of the Mayor, duly sworn to 
and filed with the Sheriff of Morgan County, but in no event shall 
the sheriff incarcerate any prisoner therein, until the same is 
made secure and sanitary. 

“Section 40. That the laws, rules and regulations applicable 
to and governing the securing, drawing, summoning and im¬ 
paneling grand and petit juries in the Circuit Court, shall in all 
respects be applicable to govern and control in the securing, 
drawing, summoning and impaneling grand and petit juries 
in the Morgan County Court.

To require County Board of Education of Coosa County, Alabama, to pub¬ 
lish certified copies the minutes of its proceedings of each regular, 
special, called and adjourned terms in some newspaper published in 
Coosa County, Alabama, and if no newspaper is published in the coun¬ 
ty then to require certified copies of the minutes of such terms to be 
posted at the court house and at the post offices of the county; to pro¬ 
vide for a certified copy of the minutes to be delivered to the publisher 
of some newspaper, and to provide for payment for publication of the 
minutes and for making the certified copy of the same; and to pro¬ 
vide a penalty for failing to comply with the provisions of this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That from and after the approval of this Act, it 
shall be the duty of the County Board of Education of Coosa 
County, Alabama, and of the Secretary of said Board to publish 
a certified copy of the minutes of its proceedings of each regular, 
special, called or adjourned term of said board, for one week, in 
some newspaper published in said County. Provided, if there is 
no newspaper published in said county then it shall be the duty 
to post certified copies of the minutes of such terms of the board 
at the court house door, and at each of the post offices within the 
county. 

Section 2. Within three days after the adjournment of each 
regular, special, called or adjourned term of the County Board of 
Education of Coosa County, Alabama, it shall be the duty of 
board, and of the secretary of the County Board of Education of 
Coosa County, Alabama, to furnish the publisher of some news¬ 
paper published in said county with a certified copy of the min¬ 
utes of its proceedings and to deliver the same to such publisher. 
If more than one newspaper is published within the county the 
publications of the minutes shall be divided between such news¬ 
papers. Should there be no newspapers published in the county 
then it shall be the duty of the County Board of Education of 
Coosa County, and also of the Secretary of the County Board of 
Education of said County, to make out a sufficient number of cer¬ 
tified copies of the minutes of each said terms and post one at the 
Court house door, Rockford, Alabama, and one at each post office 
of the county except at Rockford, in a conspicuous place at such 
office. 

Section 3. That the publisher of the newspaper publishing 
the minutes provided for herein shall receive not in excess of 
seventy-five cents per hundred words. His account shall be duly 
itemized, sworn to and filed with the Commissioners Court of 
Coosa County, Alabama, and if found correct shall be paid as oth¬ 
er claims against the county for like or similar work are paid. 
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The Secretary of the County Board of Education, or other offi¬ 
cer of the County Board of Education of Coosa County. Ala¬ 
bama, for his services shall be allowed by the Commissioners' 
Court of Coosa County, for making and delivering certified copy 
of the minutes of the County Board of Education of said County 
not to exceed five cents per hundred words. Provided, if certified 
copies are posted then the allowance shall be not in excess of ten 
cents per hundred words. 

. Section 4. Should the publishers of the newspapers of the 
County refuse to publish the minutes for the compensation here¬ 
in provided for, then the duties of the County Board of Education 
and of the Secretary of such board shall be fully discharged by 
posting notices at the points named within the county. 

Section 5. It shall be a misdemeanor for any one who is a 
member of the County Board of Education of Coosa County, Ala-, 
bama, and of the Secretary of the County Board of Education of 
Coosa County, Alabama, to violate the provisions of this Act and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than two hundred dollars for the first offense and on con¬ 
viction of each subsequent violation of this act, the fine shall not 
be less than two hundred and not more than five hundred dollars, 
and may also be sentenced to jail or to hard labor for the county 
for not more than three months. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act shall be liberally con¬ 
strued by the Courts of this State to meet the manifest purposes 
of this Act, and if any court of competent jurisdiction shall de¬ 
clare any provision, section, or sections of this Act unconstitu¬ 
tional then the remaining parts capable of being enforced shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

All laws and parts of laws, local, special or gen¬ 
eral, in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall go into effect upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor.

To require the commissioners’ court of Coosa County, Alabama, to publish 
in some newspaper published in said county for one week, a certified 
copy of the minutes of each regular, special, called, adjourned or reve¬ 
nue terms of said court, and if no newspaper is published in the county 
then to post certified copies of the minutes of said terms at the court 
house, and at the postoffices at Goodwater, Kellyton, Nixburg, Equality, 
Weogufka and Marblevalley, in said County, to require the chairman 
or presiding officer by whatever name known or called of the commis- 
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stoners’ court of said county to make out said certified copy and deliver 
the same to the editor or publisher of some newspaper in said county, 
and to post certified copies of minutes at points in said county desig¬ 
nated in this act, should there be no newspaper published in said coun¬ 
ty, or should newspapers fail or refuse to publish the same, and to pro¬ 
vide compensation for publishing certified copies said minutes and for 
making the same by the chairman of the commissioners’ court, and to 
provide a penalty for failing to comply with the provisions of this act.

Section 1. That the Commissioners’ Court of Coosa County, 
Alabama, is hereby required, and it is made its duty to do so, to* 
publish or cause to be published a certified copy of the minutes of 
each regular, special, called adjourned or revenue term of said 
court in some newspaper published in said county for one issue 
or week. Provided, if no newspaper is published in said county 
at any time then said court shall cause to be posted certified 
copies of the minutes of said commissioners’ court of said county 
at the court house door at Rockford, and at the postoffices at 
Goodwater, Kellyton, Nixburg, Equality, Weogufka and Marble- 
valley, in said county. It is hereby made the duty of the chair¬ 
man or presiding officer of said court to make or superintend 
the making of a certified copy of the minutes for publication and 
to make and post or have made and posted certified copies of such 
minutes at places named. This shall be done within five days (5) 
after the adjournment of each term of said court. 

Section 2. For compensation for making certified copy of 
the minutes of each term the chairman of the commissioners’ 
court or other presiding officer by whatever name known or call¬ 
ed shall be allowed five cents per hundred words for making, and 
delivering same to the publisher of some newspaper, and if no¬ 
tices are required to be posted at points designated by this act 
then such compensation shall be seven and one-half (71,4c) cents 
per hundred words and no more for said work.

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Section 4. If more than one newspaper is published in said 
county publication of the minutes of the Commissioners' Court 
of said county shall be alternated among such papers, and it shall 
be the duty of the person charged with the duty of preparing and 
delivering certified copies of the minutes of the court to equally 
divide the work as far as practicable. 

Section 5. It shall be a misdemeanor for each member of the

To preserve the commissioners districts of Washington County as now fixed 
by law, or as may be hereafter prescribed; to make the commissioners 
now holding office in each district a board of road supervisors in addi¬ 
tion to their duties as a court of county commissioners, to prescribe 
their duties and fix their salaries; to create the office of road superin¬ 
tendent, provide for his election, define his powers and duties, and fix 
his salary.

Section 1. That Washington County is hereby divided into 
four commissioner's districts as now promulgated and fixed by 
the minutes of the court of county commissioners of said county 
and known as district number 1, 2, 3, and 4, and shall remain as 
now fixed until changed by the court of County Commissioners 
of Washington County at a regular meeting by an order in writ¬ 
ing spread upon the minutes of said court. 

Section 2. That the commissioners from each of said dis¬ 
tricts in addition to their duties as a court of county commis¬ 
sioners shall be and constitute a board of road supervisors and 
for their services as road supervisors they shall receive in addi¬ 
tion to the per diem and mileage provided by law for county 
commissioners, the additional sum of $50.00 (Fifty Dollars) per 
month payable out of the county treasury of Washington County, 
by warrant drawn by the Probate Judge on the order of the court 
of county commissioners or road supervisors. 

Section 3. That in addition to their duties as the court of* 
County Commissioners the said Commissioners shall, at the next 
meeting of the Commissioners Court, following the passage and 
approval of this act, elect a Road Superintendent for the county. 
Any member, of the said Commissioners Court, may be elected 
as Road Superintendent, if qualified to perform the required du¬ 
ties thereof; or any other person so qualified, may be elected as 
Road Superintendent by the said County Commissioners, if in 
their judgment they may deem it wise. Nothing in section 3, 
shall be construed to mean that a civil engineer shall be employed

as Road Superintendent, but the person so employed, shall have 
a practical knowledge of road construction and maintenance, 
and satisfactory to the Court of County Commissioners. 

Section 4. That the court of county commissioners or road 
supervisors shall fix the salary of the superintendent of roads 
at not less than $100.00 (One Hundred Dollars) per month and 
not more than $175.00 (One Hundred and Seventy-Five Dollars) 
per month as in their discretion they may determine, and said 
superintendent when so elected shall hold office for one year and 
until his successor is elected and qualified but he may be dis¬ 
charged or removed from office at any time by said court of 
county commissioners or road supervisors, for cause, or when 
his services have proven unsatisfactory to said court, by order 
entered upon minutes of court at regular meeting. That the 
salary above prescribed when fixed by court of county commis¬ 
sioners for road superintendent shall be payable monthly out of 
the county treasury of Washington County, by warrant drawn 
by the Probate Judge on the order of the court of county commis¬ 
sioners or road supervisors. Provided, however, if a member of 
the court of county commissioners or road supervisors be elected 
road superintendent, he shall receive the salary fixed for the road 
superintendent and not the salary as road supervisor. 

Section 5. That before entering upon discharge of his duties 
the said road superintendent shall make and enter into a bond 
in the sum of $5,000.00 (Five Thousand Dollars) conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duties as road superintend¬ 
ent and to properly account for all money or property coming in¬ 
to his hands belonging to Washington County. This bond shal' 
be approved by the court of county commissioners or road sup 
ervisors and filed in the office of the Judge of Probate and said 
bond must be made by a Surety Company duly authorized to exe¬ 
cute such bonds in the State of Alabama and the premium on said 
bond shall be paid out of the general funds of the said county by 
a warrant drawn by the Probate Judge on the order of the court 
of the county commissioners or road supervisors. 

Section 6. Immediately after filing bond and taking oath 
of office said road superintendent shall take complete supervis-. 
ion and control of all county public roads and bridges and all road 
equipment, tools, road machinery and live stock belonging to the 
county or any road district of the county and it shall be his duty 
from time to time to report to the court of county commissioners 
the necessary new equipment for the proper maintenance and 
construction of roads and bridges in said county and it shall be 
the duty of said court of county commissioners or road super¬ 
visors to order the purchase of said equipment as in their judg¬ 
ment is necessary. The said road superintendent shall have pow-

er and authority without interference, to work and control the 
working of public roads of said county, the construction of new 
roads over routes and right of ways secured and approved by the 
court of county commissioners or road supervisors and to main¬ 
tain and build bridges and culverts and to employ labor and to 
use county convicts upon the roads unless the court of county 
commissioners shall make an order turning said county convicts 
over to the State. He may also purchase material and let con¬ 
tracts for the building or repairing of bridges, culverts, * and 
roads provided the cost of material and labor does not exceed 
the sum of $100.00 (One Hundred Dollars). 

Section 7. At the regular meeting of the Court of County 
Commissioners or road supervisors the superintendent shall re¬ 
port all work done, contracts let, and labor employed and the cost 
thereof to said court of county commissioners or road supervis¬ 
ors, showing the items purchased, the labor and days employed 
and such other things as will properly advise the court of county 
commissioners or road supervisors of his acts and doings in the 
premises. 

Section 8. The court of county commissioners or road super¬ 
visors shall enter an order directing the monthly payment of all 
bills and expenses for road work and the same shall be paid when 
properly itemized and sworn to by the claimant, approved by the 
Road Superintendent and audited and approved by the court of 
County Commissioners or Road Supervisors, by warrant drawn 
by the Judge of Probate and payable out of the road funds of the 
county. 

Section 9. That in addition to the regular terms prescribed 
for commissioners court the commissioners court or board of 
road supervisors of Washington county shall hold a regular meet¬ 
ing on the second Monday of each month for the purpose of aud¬ 
iting and paying the bills and expenses for work upon public 
roads and such other purposes as may be deemed necessary for 
proper transaction of the road business of Washington county 
and may hold such special terms from time to time as now or 
may hereafler be provided by general laws of the State. 

Section 10. That' nothing in this act shall be construed as in 
any way affecting or repealing the laws now in force requiring 
all persons subject to road duty to work on the public roads for 
not more than ten days in each year. The road superintendent 
shall have power and authority to warn all persons subject to> 
road duty to work the roads as now provided by law and any per¬ 
son who has been properly warned by the road superintendent 
who fails or refuses to work on public roads shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished as now pro¬ 
vided by law. 
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Section 11. That this act is intended to operate as a supple¬ 
mental act, and shall operate in addition to all general and special 
laws that may exist in the State of Alabama which are applicable 
to Washington County, and are not in conflict with this act. 

Section 12. All laws and parts of law in conflict with this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. This act shall go into effect 
immediately upon passage and approval.

Section II. Candidates for the office of such superintendent 
of Education shall be nominated ;as candidates for other county 
officers of Pickens County, Alabama under the general laws of 
this State regulating primary elections. 

Section III. Such county superintendent of education must 
be a qualified elector of the county in which he resides and pos¬ 
sess; all the other qualifications required under the general laws of 
the'State for county superintendents of education; and they shall 
perform and discharge all the duties of county superintendents 
of education under the general laws of the State. 

Section IV. Such county superintendent of education shall 
devote his entire time to the Public School business of Pickens 
County and shall receive such compensation as the county board

AN ACT 

To establish a Board of Revenue for Conecuh County, in lieu of the Court 
of County Commissioners as now provided by law. To relieve the 
Judge of Probate of his duties as Chairman of said Court or Board, 
to provide for the election of the members of said Board and for the 
election of a chairman and clerk thereof, and to fix their terms of office; 
to fix the powers and duties of the members of said board, the Chairman 
and clerk thereof, and to provide for their compensation. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established a 
Board consisting of Four members and a Chairman, to be called 
the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County. 

Section 2. That the members of said Board shall be the same 
persons as the members of the Commissioners Court of Conecuh 
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County, elected at the General Election in 1924 and 1926 and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified as 
provided in this Act. In case of a vacancy on said Board, the 
same shall be filled by appointment of the other members of said 
Board. The person so appointed to fill any vacancy shall be a 
qualified elector of the District in which such vacancy exists and 
shall hold office during the unexpired term which he is appointed 
to fill and until his successor is elected and qualified. That the 
Chairman of said Board shall be a qualified elector of Conecuh 
County Alabama, and shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
Conecuh County, Alabama. Provided, However, that the First 
Chairman of said Board shall be elected by the members of said 
Board, at the First Regular Meeting of said Board immediately 
after the passage of this Act and its approval by the Governor, 
and said Chairman shall hold office until his successor is duly 
elected and qualified at the General Election in 1928, and said 
Chairman so elected at the General Election in 1928, shall take 
over the duties of the office on the First Monday after the Sec¬ 
ond Tuesday in January 1929, and shall hold office for a Term of 
Four years, or until his successor is duly elected and qualified, 
and any vacancy occurring in the chairmanship of said Board 
shall be filled by the members thereof. That the successors to 
the members of said Board elected in November, 1924 and in 
November 1926 shall be elected as follows, to-wit: The two mem¬ 
bers from Districts three and four as now constituted shall bo 
elected at the general election in 1928, and every four years there¬ 
after, and their term of office shall begin on the first Monday af¬ 
ter the second Tuesday in January after their election: The two 
members from Districts one and two, as now constituted shall be 
elected at the general election in 1930 and every four years there¬ 
after, and their term of office shall begin on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January after their election, and 
they shall hold office for a term of four years thereafter and un¬ 
til their successors are elected and qualified. That the County 
of Conecuh is hereby divided into four districts the said districts 
to be the same and to bear the same numbers as now provided 
by law. Each member of said board shall be a qualified elector 
of the district from which he is elected and shall be elected by 
the aualified electors of said district. 

Section 3. That said Board of Revenue shall have the power 
and authority to control the property of Conecuh County as it 
may deem expedient according to law; to levy a tax for general 
purposes and special taxes for particular county purposes ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of the Law of Alabama; to examine, 
allow and settle accounts and things chargeable against the coun¬ 
ty ; to audit and settle the accounts of all officers having the care. 
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management, collection or disbursement of money belonging to 
the county or appropriated to its use and benefit; to have control 
of the convict labor of the county and the disbursement of the 
proceeds of the same; to have control of, and make provisions 
for, the poor of said county; to provide for the purchase of the 
necessary books, stationery and postage for the use of said Board 
of Revenue in the conduct of its official business; to employ an 
engineer and a supervisor or supervisors for the roads and 
bridges of said county if necessary; to have the right and author¬ 
ity to bind the county in any contract for the payment of money, 
and to pay any debt due by the county on any existing lawful 
contract; and to see that the Treasurer or other depository of 
County Funds shall keep on hand at all times sufficient money to 
pay all jurors, and the salaries and allowances of all county offi¬ 
cers when due, the same being hereby declared preferred claims 
against the county. 

Section 4. That the said Board of Revenue shall have all jur¬ 
isdiction and powers that are now or may be hereafter by law 
vested in Courts of County Commissioners of this State, and by 
any special law now vested in the County Commissioners of Con¬ 
ecuh County; and the several members of the said Board of 
Revenue shall perform all the duties and services and exercise 
all the powers that are or may be required by law of the several 
members of the Court of County Commissioners. 

Section 5. That all general laws hereinafter enacted in rela¬ 
tion to the jurisdiction, powers, authority or duties of the County 
Commissioners shall apply to and govern the Board of Revenue 
of Conecuh County. 

Section 6. That the Chairman of the said Board of Revenue 
shall be its presiding officer, and shall sign the minutes of the 
proceedings of said Board, and shall have the same power and 
authority as the other members in passing on all questions, and 
shall sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury, or Coun¬ 
ty Depository, and all orders for the payment and disbursement 
of funds of the County, and sign all contracts entered into by the 
Board of Revenue of Conecuh County. It shall be the duty of 
said Chairman to prepare business and obtain information for 
the sessions of the Board of Revenue and see that all orders there¬ 
of are properly executed. He shall exercise all the duties requir¬ 
ed of the Probate Judge as to matters coming before the County 
Commissioners. 

Section 7. That said Board of Revenue may elect a clerk and 
fix his compensation, and it shall be the duty of said Clerk of 
said Board of Revenue to attend the meetings of said Board of 
Revenue and issue all notices required by said Board of Revenue. 
The Clerk shall under the direction of said Board of Revenue 
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keep the minutes and records of the proceedings of said Board in 
well bound volumes kept for that purpose; said records to be 
kept in the office of the Judge of Probate of said county and be 
open at all times to the inspection of the citizens of said county, 
and generally to do and perform such duties and matters as may 
be required of him by said Board of Revenue. The term of office 
of said Clerk shall be at the pleasure of said Board. Said Board 
of Revenue may elect the same person chairman and clerk there¬ 
of. 

Section 8. The said Board of Revenue shall hold its sessions 
on the second Monday of each month and may continue in session 
as long as may be necessary to conduct the business of the Coun¬ 
ty, and may adjourn said meetings to any day they may desire, 
and may hold special sessions at any time upon the call of the 
chairman. The sessions of said Board of Revenue shall be held 
at the Court House of said County. 

Section 9. That said Board of Revenue shall keep a correct 
register of all claims presented against the county, showing the 
name of the claimant, the amount and the action of the Board 1 
thereon, and shall keep a carbon copy or stub of every warrant or 
order for the payment of money out of the County Treasury, and 
these records together with the minutes of the proceedings, and 
all papers of the Board of Revenue shall be public records, open, 
to the inspection of any person at reasonable hours, when the 
same are not being used by the Board of Revenue or under its 
direction. 

Section 10. That the chairman of said Board shall have an 
office at the Court House of said County and shall give as much 
of his time to said office as may be necessary to properly conduct 
the affairs of Conecuh County. That the members of said Board 
of Revenue, including the chairman, shall be entitled to Five Dol¬ 
lars per day for each day of actual service rendered in attending 
the meetings of said Board, or for any work or labor or service 
rendered in looking-after the roads and bridges of the county, 
and the chairman of said Board shall be entitled to Five Dollars 
per day for each day of actual service rendered in keeping and 
looking after the affairs of his office, and the members of said 
Board, including the chairman, shall also be entitled to five cents 
per mile for each mile necessarily traveled by them in perform¬ 
ing their respective duties, all of said sums to be paid out of the 
County Treasury on the certificate or warrant of the chairman of 
said Board of Revenue after the same has been allowed and or¬ 
dered paid by said Board. 

Section 11. That the Court of County Commissioners of Con¬ 
ecuh County as the same now exists be and the same is hereby 
abolished, and that the Judge of Probate of said County be re¬ 
lieved of his duties as Chairman of the Court of County Commis- 
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sioners or said Board, which duties shall hereafter be performed 
by the Chairman of the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County. 

Section 12. That the provisions of this Act shall take effect 
immediately after the passage of this Act and its approval by the 
Governor. 

Section 13. That a majority of said Board of Revenue shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 14. That if any section or part of this Act shall be 
declared unconstitutional or void for any reason, it shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining sections or parts thereof.

of all road machinery, tools, implements, books, blanks, office furniture, 
fixtures, stationery or any and all articles and things which may be 
required by law to be purchased for or by the county, and to provide the 
manner and procedure of such purchases and to fix a penalty for failure 
to comply with this act.

Section 1. The Board of County Commissioners or County 
Board of Revenue of Crenshaw County as now constituted or any 
such board or commission as may be hereinafter constituted is 
hereby charged with the duty of purchasing in the name of and 
for the county of Crenshaw, all road machinery, tools, imple¬ 
ments, books, blanks, office stationery, office or house furniture, 
fixtures, articles or things which may be required by law for the 
county. 

Section 2. The Board as is now constituted or as may be 
hereafter constituted shall make the said above referred to pur¬ 
chases only after competitive bids have been submitted and the 
said Board or Commission shall advertise for said bids at least 
one time in a newspaper published in the County of Crenshaw 
and shall post a notice calling for said bids at least three weeks 
before the letting of such contracts at the court house of said 
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county, in order that due public notice may be given of the inten¬ 
tion to make said purchases. 

Section 3. Failure for the posting of such calls for bids or

Section 1. That the boundaries of the City of Bessemer in the 
County of Jefferson and State of Alabama, be and the same are 
hereby altered, and rearranged so as to include within the cor¬ 
porate limits of said City all that territory lying within the coun¬ 
ty of Jefferson included within the boundaries herein set out, to- 
wit: Start at the Southeast corner of the southeast quarter of 
the northwest quarter of Section 2, Township 19, Range 4 West, 
thence north along the boundary of the Northwest half of the 
northwest quarter of Section 2.

AN ACT 

To provide for the erecting, building, repairing, remodeling, or reconstruct¬ 
ing, and equipping and outfitting of a Court House for Morgan County, 
Alabama, in Decatur, Alabama, and to establish for the consummation 
of such purpose a Court House Commission; and to authorize and em¬ 
power said Commission to erect, build, repair, remodel, or reconstruct, 
and equip and outfit a Court House for said County; to make temporary 
loans in anticipation of the collection of taxes; to invest the Commis¬ 
sion with power and authority now held by the Board of Revenue of 
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Morgan County, Alabama, for the purpose of erecting, building, repair¬ 
ing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and equipping and outfitting a Court 
House; to create and designate the funds from which the cost of said 
erecting, building, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and equip¬ 
ping and outfitting a Court House shall be paid; and to prescribe the 
powers and duties of said Commission, and the powers and duties of 
the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, and the County Depository 
incident to the erecting, building, repairing, remodeling, or reconstruct¬ 
ing, and equipping and outfitting of said Court House: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. A Commission is hereby created in Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, to be known as “Morgan County Court House Com¬ 
mission” which Commission shall be composed of five resident cit¬ 
izens of said County, as follows: B. L. Malone, Ben F. Martin, 
Thos. A. Bowles, John W. Jones, M. R. Rankin, and said parties 
named are hereby appointed Commissioners and made members 
of said Commission, and they and their successors shall consti¬ 
tute said Commission, with the rights, powers, duties, authorities 
and privileges herein conferred and prescribed, and shall exist 
until legally abolished. 

Section 2. A majority of the members of said Commission 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
said Commission shall elect one member as President thereof, 
and one member as Clerk thereof, and such officers from the per¬ 
sonnel of the said Commission as they deem advisable, and they 
may pass such rules, regulations and by-laws for the governing 
of the Commission as they see fit. The Commission shall so or¬ 
ganize itself immediately after this Act shall have become a law. 

Section 3. Any vacancies which may occur in said commis¬ 
sion by reason of the death, resignation or failure of any Commis¬ 
sioner to act, or from any other cause, shall be filled by the re¬ 
maining Commissioners or a majority of the remaining Com¬ 
missioners as often as any such vaacncy occurs by electing a resi¬ 
dent of said County as Commissioner. 

Section 4. Said Commission shall act and be held to act for 
Morgan County, Alabama, and no member thereof shall be held 
personally liabel for any act of said Commission or for any act 
done by him as Commissioner, while acting in pursuance of the 
authority herein conferred, or while acting in pursuance of the 
directions of said Commission in pursuance of the authority here¬ 
in conferred. 

Section 5. All contracts made by said Commission shall be in 
the name of Morgan County, by said Commission, and all tran¬ 
sactions of said Commission under the authority herein conferred 
shall be in the name of Morgan County, by said Commission. 

Section 6. Said Commission shall be, and the same is hereby 
authorized and empowered to erect, build, construct, repair, re- 
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built, constructed, repaired, remodelled, or reconstructed, and 
equipped and outfitted, a Court House for Morgan County, Ala¬ 
bama in the City of Decatur, Alabama, said Court House to be 
erected, built, constructed, repaired, remodeled, or reconstructed 
and equipped and outfitted, out of such material and in such 
manner as to size, plans, blue prints and specifications as the said 
Commission may deem best, said Commission keeping in view 
that from time to time in the future, it may be necessary to make 
additions to said Court House in order to keep pace with growth 
and development of said County, said Commission shall have the 
right and authority to employ such experts, architects and engi¬ 
neers, and such labor and professional skill of all kind as may be 
deemed necessary to accomplish the work, and exercise the pow¬ 
ers and rights herein conferred, and may make such contracts 
and agreements as may be deemed advisable and necessary to 
accomplish the work and exercise the powers and rights herein 
conferred, and may do any and all of the work necessary in the 
erecting, building, constructing, repairing, remodeling, or re¬ 
constructing and equipping and outfitting of said Court House, 
and employ such laborers and employes, and buy such material as 
may let any or all of the work by contract or contracts as the 
Commission may deem advisable and see fit, to the lowest and 
best responsible bidder or bidders, and with the view always to 
keep the construction within the limits of such funds as are 
and will be available for the use by said Commission, and not to 
incur for said purpose any expenses or costs exceeding or in 
excess of any constitutional limits upon the county of Morgan. 

Section 7. Said Commission shall erect, build, repair, con¬ 
struct, remodel, or reconstruct, and equip and outfit said Court 
House, upon a site now owned by the County of Morgan in the 
City of Decatur, Alabama. And any and all funds and moneys 
now owned and held by the said County of Morgan, received, 
and derived from collection of insurance on building property, 
and personal property of said County recently damaged, injured 
or destroyed by a fire, shall be devoted and utilized by said Com¬ 
mission for the purpose exclusively, of erecting, building, con¬ 
structing, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and equip¬ 
ping and outfitting said Court House, and all funds heretofore 
authorized by action of the Board of Revenue for the purpose of 
erecting, building, constructing, repairing, remodeling, .or recon¬ 
structing and equipping and outfitting of said Court House, by 
the sale or agreement to sell warrants issued by the County of 
Morgan, shall be devoted exclusively for the purposes of erecting, 
building, constructing, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, 
and equipping and outfitting said Court House. 
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Section 8. The Board of Revenue of Morgan County shall 
be required, upon the written request of the Commission, prompt¬ 
ly to issue and sell for cash a sufficient amount of warrants of 
the County, not to exceed, however, the constitutional debt limit 
or any other provision of law, to pay for the erecting, building, 
constructing, repairing, remodeling or reconstructing and equip¬ 
ping and outfitting a Court House, according to plan approved 
by the Commission or any contract let by the Commission; and 
the failure of the Board of Revenue to do so for 15 days after 
such written request is made of it by the Commission, shall au¬ 
thorize the Commission to issue and sell such warrants of the 
County of Morgan for such purposes, and all funds received from 
such sale of warrants shall be deposited with the Depository of 
Morgan County, as a special fund for the purpose of erecting, 
building, constructing, repairing, remodeling or reconstructing, 
and equipping and outfitting a Court House; and all funds and 
moneys now owned by the County of Morgan, received from in¬ 
surance on its buildings and personal property, shall be placed in 
said special fund, and all other funds received and authorized for 
the purpose of erecting, building, constructing, repairing, re¬ 
modeling, or reconstructing and equipping and outfitting a Court 
House shall be deposited with the County Depository, and shall 
be placed in a special fund by the County Depository, and for 
which fund or funds, the County Depository shall make a bond 
conditioned as required by law, and which shall stand as security 
for the faithful discharge of duties by the said Depository in re¬ 
spect of all funds which shall come into his or its custody under 
the provisions of this Act, and said special fund of the County 
Depository shall be known and designated as “Court House Build¬ 
ing Funds.” 

Section 9. All work let to a contractor or contractors shall 
be let to the lowest and best responsible bidder, after bids are 
advertised for in such newspaper and newspapers and for such 
length of time as the Commission may see fit. The Commission 
may reject any and all bids and the Commission shall have the 
exclusive right to determine who is the lowest and best respon¬ 
sible bidder. Said Commission shall file with the Board of Reve¬ 
nue of the County a statement of all bids received on each lot or 
parcel of work let, showing the amount of all bids received and 
stating in the report which bid was accepted, and the Board of 
Revenue shall cause each and all such reports to be recorded on 
its record. 

Section 10. All contractors where the amount to be paid un¬ 
der the contract exceeds one thousand dollars shall give bond 
with some guaranty company as surety, to be approved by the 
Commission or some authorized committee appointed by the Com- 
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mission, in an amount at least one fourth of the bid, and sc con¬ 
ditioned as the Commission may require to secure the faithful 
performance of the contract. 

Section 11. Said Commission shall require the supervision 
engineer, architect or other person upon whose estimates and 
acceptance payments are made to the contractor or contractors, 
to execute a bond payable to said County, with some guaranty 
company to be approved by the Commission as surety, in a sum 
of not less than one-eighth of the contract let, upon which he 
accepts the work and gives the estimates, and so conditioned as 
to guarantee the honest and faithful discharge of his duties in 
giving estimates and accepting work. 

Section 12. Any supervision engineer, architect or other per¬ 
son upon whose estimates and acceptance payments are made to 
the contractor or contractors, who carelessly or intentionally ac¬ 
cept work which does not conform to the requirements of the 
plans and specifications, or who carelessly or intentionally give 
estimates in excess of the amount for which they should be given, 
shall be liable in an amount three times in excess of the damage 
sustained by such action, which sum may be sued for and recov¬ 
ered by said Commission in the name of said County. And any 
contractor or sub-contractor who receives payments for work 
done, knowing that such work was not done in conformity to the 
plans and specifications, or who receives payment on estimates 
which he knows to be in excess of the amount the estimates 
should be for, shall be liable in an amount equal to three times 
the damage sustained by such action, which sum may be sued for 
and recovered by said Commission in the name of said County. 

Section 13. No member of said Commission, and no person 
who has been a member of said Commission within six months 
from the time of the making of the contract, shall be directly or 
indirectly pecuniarily interested in any contract made by said 
Commission. And any and all contracts made in violation of 
this provision are declared to be void and against public policy 
and no such contract shall be enforceable in any Court for the 
benefit of any person whatsoever. Any money paid to any person 
on such a contract as is declared void in this section may be sued 
for and recovered for and in the name of said said County by 
said Commission or the Board of Revenue, without abatement on 
account of the value of any work done or material furnished un¬ 
der the contract. 

Section 14. No member of said Commission, and no person 
who has been a member of said Commission within six months 
from the time of making the sale, shall be directly or indirectly 
pecuniarily interested in the sale of any material or supplies to 
said Commission, or any contractor or sub-contractor, to be used 
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in or in the furtherance of the work of said Commission, and no 
suit can or shall be maintained in any Court by the seller, or by 
any person or corporation claiming through the seller, for the 
purchase price or value of any material or supplies sold in viola¬ 
tion of the provisions of this section. And said Commission or 
said Board of Revenue may, in the name of said county, sue for 
and recover from the seller the amount of all money paid such 
seller for material and supplies sold in violation of the provisions 
of this section. 

Section 15. Said Commission shall cause to be kept full and 
accurate minutes of the acts and proceedings of its meetings, 
and shall preserve all books, plans, contracts, maps, engineers 
and architects reports and other papers acquired during the 
construction of the work herein authorized. 

Section 16. The County Depository of Morgan County shall 
be the custodian of all money or monies heretofore realized or 
which may hereafter be realized from the sale of any warrants 
heretofore authorized to be issued and sold or any bonds hereaf¬ 
ter to be issued and sold, authorized by special election, to be 
issued and sold for the purpose of erecting, building, construct¬ 
ing, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing and equipping and 
outfitting, a Court House for said County, and all other funds 
derived from other sources for such purposes, and all such funds 
received by the County Depository shall be deposited in a special 
fund known as the “Court House Building Fund,” and upon re¬ 
ceipt of the first fund or funds by the County Depository of the 
“Court House Building Funds,” it shall make and execute to the 
County of Morgan, a bond in such sum as may be fixed by the 
Commission, for the disbursement of said fund or funds, and the 
faithful discharge of his duties with respect to said fund or funds 
according to law; and it shall be the duty of the Commission and 
of the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, Alabama, to pay 
over to the County Depository any and all monies received by 
them or either of them from insurance collected, warrants here¬ 
tofore authorized to be issue and sold or hereafter authorized to 
be issued and sold for the Court House Building purposes* and 
bonds that may hereafter be authorized to be issued and sold for 
the purpose of erecting, building, constructing, repairing, re¬ 
modeling, or reconstructing, and equipping and outfitting a Court 
House and all special funds received or derived from such special 
sources, for Court House erecting, building, constructing, re¬ 
pairing, remodeling or reconstructing, and equipping and out¬ 
fitting purposes, and said funds within five days after receipt 
by either this Commission or the Board of Revenue of Morgan 
County, shall be paid over to the County Depository. 

Section 17. It shall be the duty of the said Commission to 
semi-annually make to the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, 
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a full and complete written report of its acts and doings, in which 
report it shall set forth a statement of all expenditures; and the 
County Depository shall also, semi-annually, make to the Board 
of Revenue an itemized statement of all warrants paid by it for 
any cost incurred in the erecting, building, constructing, repair¬ 
ing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and equipping and outfittng 
a Court House by said Commission; and said Board of Revenue 
shall cause said reports to be recorded in the records kept by said 
Board. 

Section 18. The expenses of erecting, building, constructing, 
repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and equipping and 
outfitting said Court House done by said Commission, and all 
costs and expenses incident to doing any work, by the Commis¬ 
sion authorized to be done by this Act, shall be paid out of money 
or monies reecived from the sale of warrants of the County here¬ 
tofore authorized or hereafter authorized by the Board of Rev¬ 
enue, or otherwise authorized, for Court House purposes, and 
from the sale of bonds which may be hereafter authorized by a 
special election to be issued and sold for the purpose of erecting, 
building, constructing, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, 
and equipping and outfitting said Court House, and from the in¬ 
surance money collected by the County of Morgan for the loss or 
damage sustained by reason of fire to former Court House and 
personal property, and shall be paid on warrants authorized by 
the Board of Revenue of said County, which shall not be author¬ 
ized except on the written requisition therefor on the Board of 
Revenue of said County by the said Commission, and it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Revenue of said County to authorize and 
cause warrants to be drawn as and when requisitions are made 
by the said Commission on said Board of Revenue, and when said 
warrants are so drawn, it shall be the duty of the County Depos¬ 
itory to pay the same from the special Court House Fund; how¬ 
ever, in case of an “emergency” the Commission shall have the 
right, power, and authority to issue warrants which shall be 
signed by the President and attested by the Clerk of the Commis¬ 
sion, and it shall be the duty of the County Depository upon pre¬ 
sentation of any such warrant to pay the same from said fund as 
if issued by the Board of Revenue of Morgan County, and all 
warrants so issued by the Commission shall be marked “emer¬ 
gency,” and a report of the issuance of such warrant or warrants 
by the Commission shall promptly be made to the Board of Rev¬ 
enue of Morgan County, Alabama; and the Commission shall be 
the sole judge of the “emergency” for the issuance of such war¬ 
rant or warrants. 

Section 19. All money remaining in the custody of the Coun¬ 
ty Depository of said County from the sale of warrants, sale of

bonds, collection of insurance money, or money derived from 
other sources after the said Court House authorized to be erect¬ 
ed, built, constructed, repaired, remodeled, reconstructed and 
equipped and outfitted has been completed, and all costs and ex¬ 
penses incident to the erection, building, constructing, repairing, 
remodeling, or reconstructing and equipping and outfitting has 
been paid, shall be used and applied under the direction and order 
of the Board of Revenue of said County in taking up and paying 
the now existing interest bearing indebtedness of the County ev¬ 
idenced by warrants or bonds. 

Section 20. The Commission is invested with any and all au- 
thirty, right or power now possessed by the Board of Revenue 
of Morgan County, Alabama, in regard to the erecting, building, 
constructing, repairing, remodeling, or reconstructing, and e- 
quipping and outfiittjng said Court House, and to provide funds 
in such manner and ways as the Board of Revenue of Morgan 
County, Alabama, is now authorized by law for such purposes. 
Any such power or authority now given by law to said Board of 
Revenue of Morgan County, Alabama, for such purposes, is 
hereby specifically conferred on said Commission. 

Section 21. No member of said Commission shall receive any 
compensation for his services. 

Section 22. No suit shall be maintained against said County 
for any act done or omitted by said Commission until and unless 
a claim therefor is filed with said Commission within ninety days 
from the commission or omission complained of, and in the event 
the said Commission declines or fails to pay such claim no suit 
shall be maintained thereon unless suit is filed in a Court having 
jurisdiction within six months from the time the claim is filed 
with said Commission. 

Section 23. If any section, clause or provision of this Act 
shall be declared unconstitutional, it shall not affect any other 
section, clause or provision of this Act, but the same shall remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 24. This Act shall take effect immediately on its ap¬ 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

For the relief of P. B. Hughes, former sheriff of Tuscaloosa County. Ala¬ 
bama, to authorize, empower and direct the Board of Revenue of Tus¬ 
caloosa County, Alabama to pay to the said P. B. Hughes out of any 
funds belonging to Tuscaloosa County and not already otherwise ap¬ 
propriated, the sum of $1510.20, paid by said Board of Revenue to the 
said P. B. Hughes, as sheriff of Tuscaloosa County, while acting as such 
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sheriff, consisting of the following sums of money, on the following ac¬ 
counts: $55.80 for postage stamps, $15.40 as mileage in cases which 
were nol prossed $102.00 as fees for guarding prisoners, $162.00 as 
fees for bailiffs in the County Court of Tuscaloosa County, and $1175.00 
as expense of maintaining automobiles for the use of the sheriff and 
his deputies, amounting in the aggregate to $1510.20, and which the 
said P. B. Hughes, has, by the Chief Examiner of Accounts, been re¬ 
quired to refund, and which he did refund to Tuscaloosa County on 
October 29, 1925. 

Section 1. WHEREAS, the Board of Revenue of Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, did pay to P. B. Hughes, former sheriff of said 
county, while he was acting and serving as such sheriff, the sum 
of $55.80 on account of amounts supplied by the said P. B. 
Hughes out of his own private funds, and expended by him as 
sheriff of said County for postage stamps used for the benefit of 
said County, and the sum of $15.40 as mileage for the said P. B. 
Hughes or his deputies in transporting prisoners in cases which 
were afterwards, nol prossed, and the sum of $102.00 as fees for 
guarding prisoners under lawful arrest, and the sum of $162.00 
as fees for bailiffs, while in actual attendance upon the County 
Court of Tuscaloosa County, and the sum of $1,175.00 actually 
supplied by the said P. B. Hughes out of his own private funds 
and expended by him as such sheriff in maintaining automobiles 
for use of, and used for the benefit of the County of Tuscaloosa 
and the State of Alabama, in the execution and enforcement of 
the laws of the State of Alabama; and WHEREAS, the payment 
of said amounts was made by said Board of Revenue, and accept¬ 
ed by the said P. B. Hughes, in accordance with the law as it was 
construed and understood at the time said payments were made 
and accepted, and in the utmost good faith on the part of both; 
and WHEREAS, upon the demand of the Examiner of Public 
Accounts, said P. B. Hughes, did, on the 29th day of October, 
1925, pay back into the depository of Tuscaloosa County, each 
and all of said sums, amounting in the aggregate to $1510.20. 
Now, therefore, 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that the Board 
of Revenue of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and the depository 
and custodian of the funds of said County, be and they are here¬ 
by authorized and directed to refund and to pay to the said P. B. 
Hughes, and for his relief, out of any monies in the general fund 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, not already otherwise appro¬ 
priated, the said sum of $1510.20, on account of the sums so re¬ 
funded by him as hereinbefore stated. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted that this act shall take effect 
immediately upon its approval by the Governor. 

This act became a law under section 125 of the Constitution of 
Alabama.

AN ACT 

To vacate and annul the charter and dissolve the corporation of the Town 

of Brighton, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the Charter of the Town of Brighton in Jef¬ 
ferson County, Alabama, whether created by authority of special 
statute or under the general law, be and the same is hereby va¬ 
cated and annulled and that the corporation of the Town of 
Brighton, incorporated, known and styled as the Town of Bright¬ 
on, be and the same is hereby dissolved and all local or special 
laws in conflict with this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 2. That this act shall not go into effect until the 
30th day of September, 1927; and in the event that that certain 
House Bill entitled “An Act to alter and rearrange the boundary 
lines of the City of Bessemer so as to include with the corporate 
limits of said City the territory now included within the said 
Town of Brighton, and other territory in Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama,” shall not be passed by the Legislature at its present ses¬ 
sion, or shall be, by a court of last resort having jurisdiction, de¬ 
clared and adjudged null and void, invalid or unconstitutional, 
then in that event this act shall not be effective.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Butler County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his sal¬ 
ary, and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers, 
and duties, to provide for his election at the next general election to be 
held in Butler County, Alabama, and to provide for the election of his 
successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Butler County, Alabama, who shall hold office until his successor 
is elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in said 
county and state a County Superintendent of Education for But¬ 
ler County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall hold office for a 
term of four years and until his successor is elected and qualified, 
unless sooner removed for good cause, and each four years, there¬ 
after, a County Superintendent of Education for Butler County, 
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Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters of said County 
at the regular election held in said County and State, nomination 
for which office may be made in primary elections as other Coun¬ 
ty officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Butler 
County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than $1800.00 
nor more than $3,000.00 per annum and which salary shall be 
paid in the same way and manner as now provided under the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of County 
Superintendents of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged 
with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are 
now provided by the general school laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama in the conduct of the office of the County Superintendent 
of Education; that no person shall be eligible to such office who is 
not a qualified elector of Butler County, Alabama, and who shall 
hold a first grade certificate or life certificate as a teacher in the 
public schools of Alabafna, at the time of the nomination or elec¬ 
tion to such office. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office Tor 
any cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office until the next general election thereafter when his 
successor shall be elected; that should any County Superintends 
ent be removed for cause by the County Board of Education of 
Butler County, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of 
the State Superintendent of Education, and his appointee shall 
hold office as in the case provided by appointment of the County 
Board of Education. Provided, that the County Board of Educa¬ 
tion may remove the County Superintendent of Education for 
immorality, misconduct in office; incompetency, or willful neglect 
of duty, or when the best interest of the schools require it; any 
of which causes must be alleged and proved, and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall have the right to be heard in 
his defense as in cases of impeachment against County officers, 
and all such hearings shall be before the County Board of Educa¬ 
tion and shall be conducted as in cases provided under the genera 1 * 
laws for impeachment of County officers, and provided that upon 
such removal for cause any County Superintendent may appeal 
to the Circuit Court and have trial by jury. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers be prescribed by the 
general laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintend¬ 
ents in the Supervision of the school of the several counties shall 
apply to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent. The 
County Superintendent elected or appointed under the provisions 
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of this act, and before entering upon the duties of said office, he 
must take the oath of office prescribed by the Constitution, and 
give bond in an amount to be fixed by the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion in a reputable surety company authorized to do business in 
Alabama, conditioned upon the faithful performance of the du¬ 
ties in his office and upon the accounting and paying over to the 
proper authority all moneys coming into his hands. 

Section 7. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby ex¬ 
pressly repealed.

AN ACT 

To further amend an act entitled “An Act to establish an Inferior Criminal 
Court for Jefferson County, Alabama, to define the jurisdiction and 
power of said court, the judge, clerk, and other officers thereof; to pro¬ 
vide for the place of holding said court, terms' and salaries of said 
judge and officers of said court, the manner of their appointment and 
election, and the payment of their salaries,” approved September 10, 
1919 (Local Acts of 1919, page 121 to 130, inclusive), and the act a- 
mending said act, approved February 9, 1923 (Local Acts of 1923, page 
16 to 19, inclusive), and to provide for the increase of the salary of the 
judge and other officers and employees of said court, and to amend 
the provisions as to the judges, officers and employees of said court, 
their number, appointment, authority and to provide for the creation 
and manner of appointment, duties and salary of an additional judge of 
said court, to be known as Supernumerary judge. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That Section 4 of an Act entitled “An Act to es¬ 
tablish an Inferior Criminal Court for Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama: to define the jurisdiction and power of said court; a judge, 
a clerk and other officers thereof; to provide for place of holding 
said court, the term and salaries of said judge and other officers 
of said court, the manner of their appointment and election, pay¬ 
ment of their salaries/' approved September 10, 1919, is amend¬ 
ed to read as follows: “Section 4. That the judge of said court 
shall receive a salary of $6,000.00 per annum, payable in equal 
monthly installments of $500.00 out of the Treasury of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, on his warrant drawn on the County Treasur¬ 
er." 

Section 2. That Section 9 of said Act of September 10, 1919, 
is amended to read as follows: “Section 9. The Judge of said 
Jefferson County Court of Misdemeanors shall appoint a clerk 
for said court, who shall hold office at the discretion of the judge 
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appointing him and who shall be a qualified elector in said 
County, and who shall exercise and perform all the duties and 
have all the powers conferred and prescribed for the clerk of 
said court. The clerk, who is hereafter sometimes referred to as 
chief clerk, shall give bond with surety in the penal sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, payable to the State of Alabama 
and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of such office 
which bond shall be approved by the Judge of Probate of Jeffer¬ 
son County, Alabama, and filed in his office. The bond shall be 
conditioned to pay over all money to the proper officers and per¬ 
sons to whom it is payable and to faithfully account for all of the 
money coming into his hands by virtue of his office. The bond 
may be secured by a solvent guarantee or indemnity company as 
sole surety. Upon such bond there shall be the same liabilities 
and remedies as upon the bond of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Jefferson County. The premium to be paid for the making of 
said bond shall be paid by the County of Jefferson upon the war¬ 
rant drawn by the Clerk/' 

Section 3. That Section 10 of said Act of September 10, 
1919, is amended to read as follows: “Section 10. In addition to 
the chief clerk appointed as hereinabove provided, there shall 
be appointed by the Judge of said court, a first, second and third 
assistant clerk, who shall hold office at the will of the Judge of 
said court. The chief clerk and said assistants shall receive as 
compensation for their services such sums as the Board of Rev¬ 
enue of said county shall fix payable in equal monthly install¬ 
ments out of the County Treasury, upon warrants drawn by the 
Judge of said court upon the County Treasurer of said County, 
showing that said clerks have performed the duties of their of¬ 
fices for the month. The assistant clerks shall act under the 
authority of the chief clerk and for and in the name of the chief 
clerk." 

Section 4. That any witness entitled to fees as a witness in 
said court shall have six months from the day of the trial in 
which he was such witness, to prove and have allowed his claim 
for fees as such witness. The fees for witnesses in all cases 
where the judgment rendered in this court shall be appealed to 
the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, shall be taxed and col¬ 
lected by the clerk of the Circuit Court and paid over by such 
clerk of the Circuit Court to such witnesses. 

Section 5. That the office of Supernumerary Judge of said 
court is hereby created. In case of sickness, absence or inability 
of the Judge of this Court, or when the business of the Court is 
such as to require the service of an additional judge. The Sup¬ 
ernumerary judge shall be appointed and hold office during the 
sickness, absence or inability of the Judge of this court. The 
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Judge of this court shall make an order, when the facts warrant 
the same, that he is sick or will be absent, and cause said order to 
be entered upon the dockets and minutes of said Court. There¬ 
upon the Judge of this Court shall designate a person learned in 
the law, a resident of Jefferson County, Alabama, to fill said 
office, which designation shall be entered by an order of said 
Judge upon the docket and minutes of said Court. The said per¬ 
son so designated by the Judge of this Court shall perform the 
duties of Supernumerary Judge of said Court and hold said office 
until the Judge of said court appointing him shall revoke or 
rescind said order appointing him. Said Supernumerary Judge 
shall receive salary at the same rate as the Judge of said Court, 
for such time as he may serve, which salary shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Jefferson County, to such Supernum¬ 
erary Judge or person designated as such Supernumerary Judge, 
monthly, upon warrants drawn upon the County Treasurer by 
the Judge of said Court, showing that said Supernumerary Judge, 
or person designated as Supernumerary Judge, has performed 
the duties of his office for the month. The said Supernumerary 
Judge shall have all the power and authority of the Judge of this 
Court, when the occasion for the designation of a person as Sup¬ 
ernumerary Judge shall cease, the Judge of this Court shall make 
an order to that effect, and the duties of said person appointed 
as Supernumerary Judge shall thereupon cease; but thereafter 
when the facts require it, the Judge of this Court may again and 
from time to time designate a person to hold the said office of 
Supernumerary Judge. 

Sction 6. The ex-officio Judge of the Jefferson County Court 
of Misdemeanors shall have power and authority to issue commit¬ 
ments to and reelase? from jail, to take and approve appearance 
bonds and fix the amount of bail in all misdemeanors cases. 

Section 7. That Section 16 of said Act of September 10, 
1919, is amended to read as follows: “Section 16. The Judge of 
said Court may appoint a bailiff, who shall receive a salary of 
$2,400.00 per annum, for his services, to be paid out of the Coun¬ 
ty Treasury monthly, upon warrants of the Judge of said Court 
that he has performed the duties entitling him to such payment. 
Such bailiff may be removed from office at any time by the Judge 
of said Court for causes deemed sufficient by said Judge.” 

Section 8. That section 10 of the Act of February 9, 1923, is 
amended to read as follows: Section 10. That the Judge of the 
said Court shall have the power and authority to appoint “six 
(6)” executive officers, who shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the Judge, and the duties of the six executive officers shall be 
to execute all processes of said court entrusted to them, to make 
such investigations of crime as shall be required of them by the 
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Judge of said Court and shall perform any other duties that may 
be necessary, to detect and prosecute crime in Jefferson County, 
to be paid out of the Treasury of Jefferson County, Alabama, in 
equal monthly installments upon warrants drawn by the Judge of 
said Court upon the County Treasurer of said County. 

Section 10. If any provision or clause of this Act shall be or 
be declared unconstitutional, the remaining provisions shall con¬ 
tinue in full force and effect. 

Section 11. That all Acts, local and general, in conflict with 
this Act, and especially Section 10 of “An Act to Amend An Act 
to establish an Inferior Criminal Court for Jefferson County, 
Alabama, etc.,” approved February 9, 1923, published in Local 
Acts of Alabama of 1923, pages 16, 17, 18 and 19, are repealed.

AN ACT 


(S. 362. Holmes 


To provide for the formation of Districts for the building and maintaining 
of public roads in Baldwin County, Alabama, by the County Commis¬ 
sioners, Board of Revenue, or Body having same powers and duties by 
whatever name called upon a petition being filed with said body setting 
out the boundaries of said district, and showing same on a plat attach¬ 
ed, also the road to be constructed, said petition to be signed by a ma¬ 
jority of the land owners, or those owning more than half the acreage 
within the proposed road improvement district, lessees for a term of 
twenty years or longer to be considered as owners; for the giving of 
notice of said application and the hearing and passing on same by said 
Board; formation of a Commission for the Road District, consisting of 
the Board of County Commissioners, or like body, as ex-officio members 
thereof, and providing for their duties in connection with the plans, 
specifications, construction of and financing the road or roads, in such 
road improvement district; providing for the organization of said Board 
of Commissioners of said road improvement district and declaring same 
a body politic and corporate with power to sue and be sued and have 
perpetual succession for the purpose of building, constructing, main¬ 
taining and repairing the roads in connection with such road improve¬ 
ment who may be the County engineer, also for assistance from the 
State Highway Commission; for the payment by the county o± the pre¬ 
liminary expense of organization, including advertisement, and asses¬ 
sors for first assessment; for the appointment of a Board of Assessors 
by said County Commissioners to assess against the lands in said dis¬ 
trict the amount to be collected for the construction of the road or roads 
and other expenses not in excess of the improved value of said land by 
reason of special benefits derived from said improvement; to provide 
for placing of such assessment on assessment book and collecting same 
bv the County Tax Assessor and Tax Collector and their compensation. 
To provide for the enforcement of the collection of such assessments 
bv proceedings in the circuit court and such other details as may be 
necessary for the carrying out of the purpose of. such constitutional 
amendment. That at the hearing any person desiring to do so may 
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remove their name from the petition and persons interested may also 
file objections thereto in writing; whereupon if a majority of land own¬ 
ers, either in property or acreage still remain on the petition, it must 
make an order creating same, and may eliminate such portions as will 
not be benefited. The petition may be signed by women, married ox- 
single, by guardians for their wards, trustees, executors, administrators 
for estates, and corporations under their seals; that the order of the 
Board establishing said district shall have the effect of a judgment and 
shall be deemed conclusive, final and binding upon all territory em¬ 
braced in the district, and shall not be subject to collateral attack, but 
any land owner in the district may appeal within thirty days to the 
Circuit Court, and may likewise appeal from an order refusing to 
establish such district, or eliminating territory therefrom, but such 
appeal shall not delay the proceedings for carrying out the proposed 
improvements; for the naming of the district, and that it shall become a 
body politic and corporate under said name, and may sue and be sued, 
and have perpetual succession for the purpose of building, construct¬ 
ing, maintaining and repairing roads in said district; for the taking of 
oath of office by the Board of Commissioners; for the organization 
of the Board, election of its officers and that they shall receive expenses 
while engaged on business for the district out of the county. Said 
amount to be paid out of the funds of the Road Improvement District. 
They are also authorized to engage the necessary attorneys, engineers, 
and other agents for carrying out the improvements, contemplated, and 
fix their pay; that as soon as the Commissioners have formulated the 
plans for the road or roads of the district, and ascertained the cost 
thereof, they shall report to the County Commissioners, who at their 
first meeting thereafter shall appoint assessors for the district; for 
time of meeting of assessors, election of officers, oath, quorum, filling 
of vacancies should any decline, their removal if necessary by the Board 
of County Commissioners, and pay to be fixed by the same body of not 
exceeding $5.00 per day; for assessment book, manner of assessing, and 
maximum amount, not exceeding benefits as aforesaid; for the assessors 
also assessing damages accruing to any owner, payment thereof, or re¬ 
duction of assessment in proportion; for the filing of said assessments 
with the Board of Commissioners, who in turn shall file same in the 
office of the clerk of the court, who shall give notice of same to enable 
parties interested to make objections at the time fixed by the Commis¬ 
sioners Court, also of assessment of damages, both to be determined by 
said court; that after the hearing the Court shall enter its findings, 
which shall be incontestable, except by direct attack on appeal; appeal 
by aggrieved party on filing affidavit within ten days; for the em¬ 
bracing of other land in the district, if benefited, and proceedings for 
the inclusion and assessment, which are similar to those for including 
land in the district as originally formed; authorizing the Commissioners 
to make changes in plans and specifications for the route of the road; 
or constructions of laterals or extensions within, or beyond the district, 
having the engineer to make plans, and estimates filing his report in 
the Court of County Commissioners, which shall direct the Clerk to give 
notice in a newspaper, calling on the land owners to appear and show 
cause if they can, why such changes should not be made, which court 
can approve said report from which finding appeal can be taken as 
provided in Section 14; that any land owner may petition the Board for 
correction of his assessment, if it becomes inequitable by reason of 
changes made under previous sections, said reassessment to be final 
and binding on the property, but if the district has issued bonds, the 
total amount of the assessed benefits in the district shall not be dimin- 
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ished. Appeal may be taken as provided in Section 14; authorizing 
the commissioners, not oftener than once a year, to reassess, which 
shall be advertised, revised and confirmed, as in the case of original 
assessment, and with a like effect, but if the district has issued inter¬ 
est bearing evidence of the debt, the total amount of the assessed bene¬ 
fits shall not be diminished; that the Commissioners Court at the time 
the assessment of benefits is filed with it, by the Commissioners of the 
district, enter upon its record an order, which shall have all of the force 
and effect of a judgment, providing that there shall be collected from 
the land in the district, such portion of the assessment as shall be suf¬ 
ficient to pay the estimated cost of the improvement with ten percent 
added for unforeseen contingencies, which assessment is to be paid by 
the land of the district in proportion to the amount of the assessment 
of benefits thereon in annual instalments. The assessments so levied, 
shall be a preferred lien on the land, except as to taxes. Appeal may 
be taken as provided in section fourteen, but presumption will be in 
favor of the legality of the assessment. Any owner of property in the 
district may by mandamus compel the court to comply with this section; 
that under resolution of the Board of Commissioners, specifying the 
number of assessments, they shall be paid in annual installments, which 
resolution shall cover the whole period in which assessments are to be 
collected, and a copy thereof transmitted to the County Tax Assessor. 
The resolution shall state the percent of the benefits to be extended on 
the county books each year, and collected by the tax collector, with 
usual taxes. Requires the tax assessor to make extensions, for which 
he shall receive the same compensation as for similar services perform¬ 
ed for the county, to be paid out of the Road Improvement fund. In 
paying the assessments provided for, or any cost or penalty the grantee 
shall pay those not due at the time of the transfer; that the tax collector 
of the county shall receive a commission of one percent for his services 
in making collection, such collections to be paid over by him to the 
treasurer of said county, or depository. Also provides for a penalty 
should the collector neglect to collect said assessments when the county 
taxes are paid, unless prevented by injunction, also a like penalty should 
assessor fail to enter the assessment on tax book. Such penalty to be 
$100.00 in each case. Said depository shall pay out no money, except 
upon warrant signed by the president and secretary of the Board of 
Commissioners which shall state amount and purpose for which it is 
issued, and be numbered conclusively in a book to be kept by the Boar(J 
of Commissioners, but no warrant shall be paid by the treasurer or de¬ 
pository unless there is in hands sufficici-t funds to pay all outstanding 
warrants bearing a lower number, and no contract or warrant shall be 
made payable in anything but money; that said Commissioners may 
deposit proceeds from sale of bonds in a solvent bank, which will pay 
interest thereon at not less than three percent per annum, which shall 
give a good bond in an amount equal to one and one-third times the 
amount, with sufficient security, conditioned that said funds shall be 
safely kept and paid out in accordance with the law. The selection of 
the bank must be first reported to the Court, as also the bond for such 
funds. Said funds may be withdrawn on warrants signed by the Presi¬ 
dent and secretary of the Board, or someone else duly authorized by 
proper resolution, for the levy of additional assessments when neces¬ 
sary the total amount not to exceed amount of special benefits before 
stated; for a penalty of twenty-five percent in case assessments are 
not paid by the time fixed for payment of county taxes, which may bc» 
collected by suit brought by Board of Commissioners in the Circuit 
Court, such proceedings shall be in rem and it is immaterial if the own- 
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ership of the land is not correctly stated, but it shall have no force, ex¬ 
cept as against the land. Provides for giving of notice by publication, 
form of notice and complaint; for the proceedings in court, sale of the 
land, fee of commissioners, attorneys, and cost; provisions as to suit, 
according to the practice and procedure of the Circuit Court, except as 
otherwise provided, in the act, which shall be liberally construed to give 
to said assessment list the effect of bona fide mortgages, and first lien 
on the land and that no informality or irregularity in holding any 
meeting provided for herein, or in any description, valuation, or as¬ 
sessment of the property, or in the name of the owner, number of acres 
or manner of assessment shall be a valid defense to such action, and for 
purchase of the property in the name of the Improvement District if 
no one else bids amount due. At any time within three years after the 
rendition of final decree the owner may show the payment of assessment 
for the year for which the land was sold, which all will vacate the de¬ 
cree, or the owner may redeem the property within one year; author¬ 
izing the Board of Commissioners to issue bonds, or negotiable evi¬ 
dences of debt, for the purpose of securing money with which to carry 
out and perfect the work of improvement. No bonds to run for more 
than thirty years, and may be so divided as to make a portion thereof 
mature each year as assessments are collected, or may all be payable 
at the same time, principal and interest to be secured by lien on the land 
in the district. Said Commissioners to set aside sufficient from the 
revenue collected to make provision for the interest and payment of 
the bonds; giving the Commissioners authority to build such roads as 
may be necessary to carry out the improvement contemplated, and 
expend therefor such sums of money as are received under this Act. 
All the roads to be built are to be public roads, and after completion 
and acceptance by the court, shall become a part of the general high¬ 
ways of the county, and for the purpose of maintaining such roads, or 
assisting in the construction, the Commissioners Court shall supplement 
the revenues raised under this Act, by allowing to said district an 
equitable portion of the road funds available in the county. If a ma¬ 
jority of land owners, or acreage shall petition the court for an order 
authorizing the Board of Commissioners to issue additional bonds for 
the purpose of maintaining roads in said improvement district, it shall 
be lawful for the board, when granted, to issue said bonds immediately, 
for said purpose, but they shall not run for a period to exceed fifteen 
years, and before any additional bond issue is authorized a date shall 
be fixed by the Court for a hearing of said petition and public notice 
thereof, as provided by Sections one and two of this Act shall be given 
and the sufficiency of the petition shall be determined in like manner, 
and if the court finds that the assessment of benefits in force at the time 
is unequal, or that it should be equalized or adjusted, the Court shall 
order a reassessment of benefits, which shall be made, advertised and 
confirmed in the manner specified in Sections nine to fourteen, inclusive, 
with like effect, but if bonds, or other interest bearing evidences of in¬ 
debtedness are outstanding at the time, the total assessment of benefits 
shall not be lowered, nor shall the additional issue of bonds, or the 
collection of any tax therefor in any manner interfere with the collec¬ 
tion of the tax for the payment of the bonds issued prior to that time; 
authorizing the Commissioners to advertise for proposals for work to be 
let by contract, that will call for an expenditure of exceeding one thou¬ 
sand ($1000.00) dollars and may reject any proposal they see fit. All 
contractors except the county, shall be required to give bond for the 
faithful rerformance of such contracts, as may be awarded them, with 
good and sufficient security in an amount to be fixed by the Board of 
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Commissioners, and shall contain an obligation that such contractor, or 
contractors, will promptly pay all persons supplying him, or thetn, 
with labor and materials in the prosecution of the work provided for in 
such contract. The amount of work done by the contractor shall be 
estimated from time to time by a competent engineer, and not more 
than eighty-five per cent of the amount due the contractor shall be 
paid until the completion of the contract, and all material has been paid 
for, and if it appears that the contractor is not paying for labor and 
material, they may withhold, in addition to the said fifteen percent, any 
and all amounts due said contractor if to the best interest to carry on 
the work of improvement, employ agents to do it, under the direction 
of the State Highway, or some other competent engineer; that the 
Board of Commissioners shall cause the assessments to be made, levied, 
and collected, as long as necessary to pay any obligations contracted 
under this Act, and if any bond or interest coupon, or other negotiable 
evidence of debt issued by the Board of Commissioners is not paid 
within thirty days after its maturity, the Circuit Court, upon applica¬ 
tion of any holder of such bond, or coupon, shall appoint a receiver to 
collect the assessments and an assessor to make an assessment and the 
proceeds of such assessment shall be applied, after payment of the 
costs, first to the over due interest and then to the payment pro rata of 
all bonds issued by the Board of Commissioners, then due and payable, 
and the reeciver, if directed, shall foreclose the lien of said assessment 
on said property, and any suit so brought by the receiver shall be con¬ 
ducted as a suit by the Commissioners, and with like effect and the de¬ 
crees and deeds therein shall have the same presumption in favor of 
their legality, and when all such sums have been paid, the receiver 
shall be discharged and affairs conducted by the Board of Commission¬ 
ers; that annually during the month of September, the Commissioner 
shall file with the Clerk of the court a settlement, showing collection 
made and monies received from all sources whatsoever, the amount paid 
out with proper vouchers for such payments, which shall lie for one 
month and shall be examined by the Court at its first meeting, after 
one month from the date of filing, and shall disallow all improper 
charges and credits, if any, and such accounts may be reexamined in 
the Court of Equity, upon such suit brought by the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners, or any tax payer. All such settlements shall be properly in¬ 
dexed, and filed as a public document; that the Commissioners or as¬ 
sessors shall not be liable to any one for mistakes, errors, or judgment 
or negligence, but only for wilful misconduct in the discharge of their 
duties, making it a felony punishable by imprisonment for not less than 
one nor more than five years, for the Board of Commissioners or any 
other agent or employee, to corruptly use, or dispose of any bond or 
money derived from the sale thereof, or any fund of such district, and 
the Commissioners shall be guiltv of a misdemeanor for failing to makn 
settlement as herein required; that the power of the County Commis¬ 
sioners over roads shall not be affected bv this Act. which must be 
observed in the laying out of roads hereunder; that if any owner de¬ 
mands a jury to assess damages to his property, bv reason of the im¬ 
provement, the Board of Commissioners shall institute an action in 
the Circuit Court for the condemnation of said lands, which shall be in 
accordance with proceedings for the condemnation of the rights-of-way 
for railways, telegraphs, and telephone companies, with the right^ of 
paving into the court a sum to be fixed by court and then proceeding 
with the work before the assessment of said damages bv a jury, and 
where there is more than one claimant for damages such actions shall 
be consolidated, if practicable, and one jury shall assess the damage* 
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for all; that no appeal shall delay the proceedings for carrying out the 
improvements and it shall not affect the particular land involved, and 
if unsuccessful the party appealing shall pay the costs; that the Court 
shall be open at all times for the purpose of entering any judgment 
necessary for carrying forward the work of improvement, and may at 
any regular, special or adjourned term make any and all orders and 
judgments. Any owner of real property, or the Board of Commissioners 
may appeal from the orders and judgments of the court, within ten 
days after same are entered, by filing an affidavit for appeal in the 
Circuit Court, and stating therein the special grounds on which said 
appeal is taken, and unless this is done, such orders, etc., shall be final 
and binding, and should the court refuse to make any necessary orders 
or judgments, when called upon by the Board of Commissioners, or any 
officer of the district, it may be required to do so by mandamus in the 
Circuit Court, which has authority to determine same, or other legal 
proceedings in vacation and any land owner or the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners may appeal from the ruling of the Circuit Court to the Supreme 
Court, upon the terms and conditions prescribed by law; that no injunc¬ 
tion, or process shall issue to stay the work on the road, or the collection 
of any assessment hereunder for the paying out of any funds for the 
debts of the district, unless the party applying therefor shall first enter 
into bond with good and sufficient security, to be approved by the court, 
or judge granting same, payable to the Board of Commissioners for the 
benefit of said district in double the amount already expended on th$ 
establishment of the district and outstanding contracts, said bond to be 
conditioned for the payment of such amount, if such injunction is wrong¬ 
fully granted; ten days written notice of the application shall be given 
to the president of the Board of Commissioners, stating the time and 
place of the intended place for said injunction. Any injunction other¬ 
wise issued shall be void; that the word Court as herein used unless 
otherwise specified in that connection, shall be taken to mean the 
Court of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue and Road Com¬ 
missioners, or such body by whatever name called supplying the place 
of the court of County Commissioners. The word Commissioners refers 
to district commissioners, unless otherwise indicated; that bonds and 
coupons issued under and by authority of this Act shall be exempt from 
all state, county, or municipal taxation, or assessment, direct, or indi¬ 
rect, general or special, whether imposed for purposes of general reve¬ 
nue or otherwise, and the interest thereon shall not be subject to taxa¬ 
tion as for income, nor shall said bonds and coupons be subject to taxa¬ 
tion when constituting a part of the surplus of any bond, trust, com¬ 
pany, or other corporation, but when constituting a part of such sur¬ 
plus, shall be deducted from the total assets in order to ascertain the 
taxable value of such shares. No municipality to be included in dis¬ 
trict except after election favoring same. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That whenever a majority of the land owners, or 
those owning more than half the acreage, within a proposed road 
improvement district in Baldwin County, shall petition the court 
of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue, or body having 
same powers and duties by whatever name called, and hereafter 
designated as the court, to establish a road improvement dis¬ 
trict, and shall file a plat with said petition upon which the boun¬ 
daries of the proposed district shall be plainly indicated showing 
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the road, or roads, which it is intended to construct and improve 
as nearly as practicable, it shall then be the duty of the court to 
give public notice, by publication in some weekly newspaper, hav¬ 
ing a bona fide circulation, in said county by three consecutive 
insertions therein, that said petition has been filed; giving a des¬ 
cription of the territory embraced in said petition in as large sub¬ 
division as practicable, and calling upon all persons, firms, or 
corporations owning land within the proposed district to appear 
before the court on some date fixed, not less than five days alter 
the last insertion of said notice, to show cause for or against the 
establishment of said district. The original petition may 
be circulated among the land owners, or such number ol exact 
copies of same as may be deemed necessary may be circulated 
and when all of said petitions are filed at or before the time ol 
the hearing above mentioned the said petitions shall be consoli- 

dated and treated as one petition. ., , , . ,, „„ 

Section 2. The Court, at the hearing provided for in the pre¬ 
ceding section, shall determine the sufficiency of said petitions, 
and if any person whose name appears on the petition shall, lor 
any valid reason, desire to remove his name from said petition, 
he shall state his reason therefor in writing, and any person who 
objects to the formation of said district shall present his ob¬ 
jections in writing. If it appears to the court that the petition 
is signed by either a majority in acreage or in number of land 
owners within the proposed district, it shall be the duty of the 
said body to make an order establishing said district; such ma¬ 
jority in acreage or number of land owners to be determined by 
the assessment for the purpose of general taxation m force m 
said county at the time, and, if the court is of the opinion that 
any part, or parts of the territory included in the petition and 
plat is not benefited by the proposed improvements, it may, m 
the order creating said district eliminate such territory from the 
boundaries of the district. The petition may be signed by women, 
who own real property, whether married or single; guardians 
may sign for their wards, and trustees, executors and administra¬ 
tors may sign for the estate represented by them, and, if the 
signature of any corporation is attested by the corporate seal the 
same shall be sufficient evidence of the assent of the corporation. 

Section 3. The order of the court establishing a road im¬ 
provement district shall have the force and effect of a judgment 
and shall be deemed conclusive, final, and binding upon all terri¬ 
tory embraced in said district, and shall not be subject to collat¬ 
eral attack, but only to direct attack on appeal. Any owner of 
real property within the district may appeal from said judgme 
within thirty days by filing an affidavit for appeal stating in said 
affidavit the special matter on which said appeal is taken, ana 
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any owner of real property may Ikewise appeal from the order of 
the court refusing to establish such district or eliminate any 
territory therefrom. No appeal shall delay the proceedings for 
carrying out the proposed improvement after the order of the 
court establishing same is made, any party not appealing within 
the time herein prescribed shall be deemed to have waived any 
objections he may have to said order, and to have relinquished 
all right he may have had to question same. Said appeal shall be 
to the Circuit Court. 

Section 4. When the court makes an order establishing a 
road improvement district, it shall also make an order declaring 
the same to be and to exist, under the name and style of Road 
Improvement District No. ( ) of Baldwin County, Alabama, 

and said district shall then become a body politic and corporate 
by said name and may sue and be sued, plead, and be impleaded, 
and have perpetual succession for the purpose of building, con¬ 
structing, maintaining and repairing the roads in said district. 
The affairs of said district shall be under the supervison of a 
Board of Commissioners, made up of said county commissioners, 
who shall be ex officio members of said board, until their succes¬ 
sors are elected and qualified, who shall successively in like man¬ 
ner be ex-officio members of said board. 

Section 5. Each of the said commissioners shall take the 
oath of office required by the laws and Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, and shall also swear that he will not directly, or in¬ 
directly be interested in any contract made by the board of com¬ 
missioners. The Board of Commissioners shall take the oath 
'before any clerk of a court of record, or notary public, and a copy 
of the oath shall be signed by the members of the board and filed 
with the clerk of the court in the records of the proceedings for 
said district. 

Section 6. Upon the qualification of members of the board 
of commissioners, they shall organize by selecting one of their 
number president, and another secretary. They shall also adopt 
a seal for the district, and procure such records and books as are 
necessary for the carrying on of the business of the district. The 
members of the board shall be allowed necessary expenses while 
engaged on business for the district out of the county, said 
amount to be paid out of the funds of said road improvement 
district. The Board of Commissioners are also authorized to 
engage the necessary attorneys, engineers and other agents for 
assisting them in carrying out the improvements contemplated, 
and they shall fix their pay. The county engineer shall serve the 
commissioners without extra compensation, but when it is neces¬ 
sary a special engineer may be employed. 

Section 7. Immediately upon qualification and organization 
the board of commissioners shall call upon the County, or Special 
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Engineer, to prepare preliminary plans, specifications and esti¬ 
mates, which, among other things, shall show the starting point, 
or points, the general directions of the roads to be consti ucted, 
their termini, cuts, fills, grading to be done, bridges and culverts 
to be constructed, the length and width of the roads, the depth, 
character and other essentials of the materials to be used in the 
construction of the improvement, together with the estimated 
cost of said improvement. Said engineer shall have general sup¬ 
ervision and shall direct the work as it progresses. Piovided, 
however, if any engineer other than the county engineei is ap¬ 
pointed he shall give bond in the sum not elss than one thousand 
($1000.00) dollars, to be fixed and approved by the board, con¬ 
ditioned that said engineer will faithfully discharge the duties 
imposed upon him as engineer for said district, and said engineer 
so selected shall proceed to prepare the plans, specifications, and 
estimates as above set out, together with any changes, 01 artei a- 
tions thereafter agreed upon, and when said plans, specifications 
and estimates are prepared by said engineer they may be subject 
to the approval of the County or State highway engineer. Pro¬ 
vided, however, in formulating the plans for said district only 
such roads as are public roads at the time, or such as may be 
dedicated as public roads, or laid out as public roads by the com t 
in accordance with section thirty-six of this act, shall be im¬ 
proved under the terms of this act, and when an extension, or lat¬ 
eral road is ordered improved, in accordance with sect on sixteen 
of this act, said roads shall first be dedicated, or established as a 
public road by proper order of the court, as the case may require. 

Section 8. The cost of advertisement and preliminary sur¬ 
veys, plans, specifications, and first assessment shall be borne by 
the county; but in case it is necessary to employ a special engi¬ 
neer this expense shall be repaid to the county as soon as the dis¬ 
trict has the funds with which to do so, also the amount paid the 

Section 9. As soon as the commissioners have formulated 
the plans for the district, and shall have ascertained the cost 
thereof, they shall report same to the court and file the official 
plans for said district in the office of the clerk. The court shall 
at its first regular, special, or adjourned term, held thereatter, 
appoint three owners of real property within said district, who 
shall constitute the board of assessors for said district. _ 

Section 10. The board of assessors shall meet at a time with¬ 
in thirty days, to be designated by the president of the board 
of Commissioners, and shall take the oath prescribed by the v 
laws and Constitution of the State of Alabama, and shall also 
swear that they will well and truly assess the benefits to be re- 
ceived by each land owner by reason of the improvement as al- 
fecting the land or other property in said district, which oatn 
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shall be filed with the clerk of the court and duly recorded in the 
proceedings for the district. A majority of the assessors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. If any per¬ 
son appointed by the court as assessor shall fail, or refuse, to 
take the oath within thirty days he shall be deemed to have de¬ 
clined to serve, and his place shall be filled by the court appointed 
another person to fill the vacancy. The said appointment may be 
made at a regular, special, or adjourned term of said court. The 
assessors shall hold their office until the work is completed, or 
until they are removed by the court, and shall receive as com¬ 
pensation for their services a sum to be fixed by the commission¬ 
ers, not to exceed $5.00 per day. 

Section 11. The assessment of benefits shall be made by the 
assessors in a book bound in permanent form and furnished by 
the district and at such time as directed by the board of commis¬ 
sioners. The assessors shall assess the benefits to be received by 
the several and particular tracts of land, not exceeding the ex¬ 
tent of the increased value of the land by reason of the special 
benefits derived from such improvement, and wherever re-assess¬ 
ments and additional assessments are referred to in this Act it 
is understood that the total shall not exceed such extent. All 
lands embraced in said district shall be entered upon said book 
in convenient subdivisions, as surveyed by the United States, and 
appearing upon the assessment books in force at the time in said 
county in appropriate columns, showing; (1) Name of the own¬ 
er; (2) Subdivision of land; (3) number of acres; (4) percent 
assessed value; (5) Assessed benefits per acre; (6) Assessed ben¬ 
efits to each tract; and no error in the name of owner or des¬ 
cription of property shall invalidate said assessment, if sufficient 
description is given to identify same, and any error or mistake 
in making said assessment may be corrected at the hearing here¬ 
inafter provided for. 

Section 12. The assessors shall also assess the damages ac¬ 
cruing to any owner of real property, if any, in the same book in 
which the assessment of benefits is made, and said damages may 
be paid out of the funds of the district, or by a reduction in the 
assessment of benefits in proportion to the amount of the dam¬ 
ages sustained by reason of right-of-way taken, or other dam¬ 
ages sustained. 

Section 13. As soon as the assessors have completed the 
work of assessment for the district, they shall certify to same 
and deliver it to the board of commissioners. The commission¬ 
ers shall immediately file same in the office of the clerk of the 
court and the clerk of said court shall give public notice by two 
consecutive insertions in a publication having a general circula¬ 
tion in said county. Said notice shall give a description of all 
lands embraced in said district in the largest subdivision practi- 
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cable and shall state, that said assessment of benefits and dam¬ 
ages has been filed in said office and shall call upon any person, 
firm or corporation aggrieved by reason of any assessment to 
appear before the court on some date to be fixed by the court not 
less than five days after the last insertion therein, for the pur¬ 
pose of having any errors adjusted, or any wrongful or grievous 
assessment corrected, and all grievances or objections to said 
assessment shall be presented to said court in writing. Any 
person who is damaged by reason of said improvement may ap¬ 
pear before said court at the same time, for the purpose of hav¬ 
ing the assessment of damages adjusted. The court shall hear 
and determine the justness of any assessment of benefits, dam¬ 
ages, and is hereby authorized to equalize, lower, or raise any 
assessment upon a proper showing to the court. 

Section 14. At the hearing provided for in the preceding 
section and after the court shall have considered the assessment 
of benefits, it shall enter its findings thereon, either confirming 
the assessment of benefits against said property, increasing or 
diminishing same, and the order made by the court shall have all 
the force and effect of a judgment against all real property in 
said district, and it shall be deemed final, conclusive, binding, and 
incontestable except by direct attack on appeal. Any owner of 
real property within the district may appeal from the judgment 
fixing the assessment of benefits or damages within ten days by 
filing an affidavit for appeal and stating therein the special mat¬ 
ter appealed from, but such appeal shall affect only the particu¬ 
lar tract of land or other real property concerning which said ap¬ 
peal is taken, and on appeal only the special matter set up in said 
affidavit shall be considered by the circuit court. If no appeal is 
taken within that time such judgment shall be deemed final, con¬ 
clusive and binding upon all land property in the district, and the 
owners thereof, and said assessment of benefits shall not be sub¬ 
ject to collateral attack. Any owner of real property therein 
may likewise appeal from any order of the court refusing to 
enter such judgment, and said court may be compelled by man¬ 
damus to enter such judgment. 

Section 15. Whenever the Commissioners find that other 
land not embraced within the boundaries of the district are ben¬ 
efited by reason of the improvement made, or about to be made, 
they shall instruct the assessors herein provided for to assess the 
benefits accruing to such lands by reason of the improvement, 
and shall file a special report in the Court, setting up the lands 
so benefited together with assessments of benefits made by the 
assessor for the district. Thereupon, the Court shall set a date 
for a hearing upon said special report and assessment of benefits 
and direct that public notice by two consecutive insertions in a 
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publication having general weekly circulation in saiid county be 
given, and said notice shall call upon the adjoining lan(J-owners 
affected by said special report to appear and show c&hse why 
the boundaries of the district should not be extended so as to in¬ 
clude the property so assessed, and to make any objections they 
may have to the assessment of the benefits so made. At the hear¬ 
ing which shall not be held earlier than five days after the last 
insertion of said notice, the court shall investigate as to whether 
the land beyond the boundaries of the district are really bene¬ 
fited by reason of the improvement, and if it finds that said lands 
are benefited, the boundaries of the district will be so extended 
as to embrace the land so benefited and the court at the same time 
shall also consider the assessment of benefits so made on said 
land and enter its findings thereon in accordance with section 14 
of this act. 

Section 16. If the commissioners find it necessary and to 
the best interest of the district at any time before the improve¬ 
ments are made, to make any alteration or change the plans and 
specifications, or the route of the road to be constructed, or that 
it is necessary to construct any additional laterals or extensions 
within the boundaries of the district not provided for in the orig¬ 
inal plans, or find that any road or roads in the course of con¬ 
struction shall be extended in the additional territory, not in¬ 
cluded in the original district, they shall have the engineer for 
said district, or County Engineer, as the case may be, to make 
plans and estimates of the cost of such changes, laterals, or ex¬ 
tensions. When the engineer has computed his report of same he 
shall file with the board of commissioners, and the commissioners 
of said district shall file same in the office of the clerk of the 
court. Thereupon the court shall direct the clerk to give public 
notice that such report has been filed and set out the changes 
suggested, and calling upon the land owners to appear in that 
court and show cause for or against said changes in the plans, 
route or the construction of any lateral or extension as the case 
may be at a date not earlier than five days after said public no¬ 
tice shall have been given in a newspaper having a general week¬ 
ly circulation for two consecutive insertions. If the court finds 
at the hearing above provided foj; that it is to the best interest of 
the district to make any change or alteration, or construct any 
lateral road or to extend any road into adjoining territory, or to 
extend the boundaries of the district so as to include adjoining 
territory, it shall make an order extending the boundaries of the 
district approving the changes submitted or the construction of 
any lateral road or extension as the case may be, and from the 
finding of the court thereupon appeals may be taken by comply¬ 
ing with section 14 of this Act. 
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Section 17. Whenever the commissioners, or any owners of 
real property finds that by reason of any change of plans or al¬ 
teration thereof, or by the construction of any lateral roads or 
extension into adjoining territory that the assessment of bene¬ 
fits previously made on any land has become inequitable by rea¬ 
son of said change, they may petition the court to equalize, lower 
or raise the said assessment, and when such petition is filed it 
shall be the duty of the court to instruct the assessors for said 
district to reassess the benefits upon the lands or other real prop¬ 
erty of those complaining after such changes have been made or 
lateral roads constructed or extensions made and said assessment 
shall be approved by the court, or increased or diminished, but 
shall not exceed extent of special benefit as aforesaid, and as 
reassessed shall be final and binding on the property, but when 
such an assessment is made in accordance with this section if 
the district has issued bonds or other negotiable evidences of 
indebtedness the total amount of the assessed benefits in the dis¬ 
trict shall not be diminished. From such assessment appeal may 
be taken as herein provided by section 14, but any appeal taken 
shall affect only the particular tract of land concerning which 
said appeal was taken. 

Section 18. The board of commissioners may not oftener 
than once a year order a reassessment of the benefits, which shall 
be made advertised, revised and confirmed as in the case of the 
original assessment and with like effect; but if the district shall 
have issued interest bearing evidence of debt, the total amount of 
the assessed benefits shall never be diminished. 

Section 19. The court shall, at the same time, that the as¬ 
sessment of benefits is filed by the commissioners for said dis¬ 
trict, enter upon its record an order which shall have all of the 
force and effect of a judgment providing that there shall be col¬ 
lected from the land in the district such portion of the assessment 
as shall be sufficient to pay the estimated cost of the improve¬ 
ment with ten percent added for unforeseen contingencies, which 
assessment is to be paid by the land of the district in proportion 
to the amount of the assessment of benefits thereon, and which is 
to be paid in annual installments, as provided in such order. The 
assessment so levied shall be a lien upon all of the land in the 
district from the time same is levied by the court, and shall be 
entitled to preference over all demands, execution, incumbrances 
or liens whatever created, execept taxes, and shall continue until 
such assessment with penalty and cost that may accrue thereon 
have been paid. The remedy against such assessment and levy 
shall be by .appeal, which may be taken as provided in section 14 
of this act, and on appeal the presumption will be in favor of 
the legality of the assessment. Any owner of real property with- 
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in the district may by mandamus compel a compliance by the 
court with the terms of this section. 

Section 20. It shall be provided by resolution of the board 
of commissioners that the local asessment of benefits shall be 
paid in successive annual installments, speciying the number and 
assessment. The resolution of the commissioners shall be made 
for the whole period transmit to the county tax assessor a copy 
of this resolution before September first each year. The resolu¬ 
tion shall state the per cent of the benefits to be extended on the 
county tax books and collected by the collector each year along 
with the usual taxes. When the resolution is filed with the asses¬ 
sor he shall extend the amount of assessments for benefits pro¬ 
vided for in said resolution of the board, along with the taxes to 
be extended, and shall receive as compensation for his services 
an amount equal to that received for similar services performed 
for the county, and said amount shall be paid out of the fund of 
said road improvement district. In paying the assessments pro¬ 
vided for herein, or any cost, or penalty thereon, as between 
grantor and grantee, all payments not due at the time of the 
transfer, shall be payable by the grantee. 

Section 21. The collector of the county shall receive a com¬ 
mission of one percent for his services in making such collections 
and the same shall be paid over to the depository every thirty 
days as collected. If any collector shall fail to collect the road 
improvement assessments along with the taxes he shall be subject 
to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each instance in which 
he shall collect from an individual the county taxes and omit the 
road improvement assessments, unless the road improvement as¬ 
sessment has been enjoined by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
and the tax assessor shall be subjected to a like penalty to be de¬ 
ducted by the court out of the fees due the assessor for each case 
in which he shall fail to enter the road improvement assessment 
on the tax books, as herein provided. 

Section 22. The county treasurer, or depository where there 
is no treasurer, shall be allowed a commission not exceeding 
one-half of one percent upon all sums lawfully paid out to be fixed 
by the board of commissioners and approved by the court, but he 
shall receive a commission only upon the money collected by the 
county collector and for the special assessment herein provided 
for and not a commission upon the proceeds of the sale of bonds. 
The treasurer or depository, shall pay out no money, save upon 
an order of the board and upon a warrant signed by the presi¬ 
dent and secretary of the board of Commissioners. Every war¬ 
rant so paid out shall state upon its face to whom paid, the 
amount of same and the purpose for which same was issued. 
All warrants shall be dated and numbered consecutively in a 
record to be kept by the board of commissioners of the number 
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and amount of each warrant so issued, and no warrant shall be 
paid by the depository unless there is in hand sufficient funds to 
pay all outstanding warrants bearing a lower number. No war¬ 
rant shall be issued for the difference by reason of any deprecia¬ 
tion in the market value thereof, if any, nor shall any contract 
or warrant be made payable in anything but money. 

Section 23. When the commissioners receive the proceeds 
from the sale of bonds they may deposit the funds received there¬ 
from in a solvent bank which will pay interest thereon at not less 
than three percent per annum. Said bank shall give a good bond 
in an amount equal to one and one third as much as the amount 
of the funds to be handled, with sufficient security conditioned 
that said funds shall be safely kept and paid out in accordance 
with law. If the commissioners deem it best they may also de¬ 
posit all funds received, in said depository, from the collection of 
assessments, sale of bonds, or otherwise. Warrants may be 
drawn on such bank and all warrants so drawn shall be signed 
by the president and secretary of the board of commissioners, or 
some one duly authorized by said board by proper resolution. 

Section 24. If the assessments first levied shall prove insuf¬ 
ficient to complete the improvement, the board shall report the 
amount of deficiency to the court, and the court thereupon shall 
make another levy on the property previously assessed for a 
sum sufficient to complete the improvement, which shall be col¬ 
lected in the same manner as the first levy; provided, that when 
any work has been done under the provisions of this act, and the 
first levy so made by the court is not sufficient to complete the 
work, it shall then be the duty of the court to make such a levy for 
its completion from year to year until it is completed; provided, 
however, that the total levy shall in no case exceed the value of 
the benefits assessed on said property. Any persons interested 
may enforce the performance of such duties by mandamus. 

Section 25. If the assessments of the district as certified to 
by the tax assessor to the collector shall not be paid by the time 
fixed by law for the payment of county taxes, a penalty of twen¬ 
ty-five percent shall attach for such delinquency, and the board 
of commissioners shall institute proceedings in the circuit court 
for said county to enforce the collection of said delinquency, and 
said court shall give judgment against said lands for the amount 
of such assessments and said penalty of twenty-five percent and 
the interest on the same for the expiration of the time for the 
payment of same to the collector at the rate of six percent per 
annum and for all cost of said proceedings. Such judgment shall 
provide for the sale of said delinquent lands for cash by a com¬ 
missioner of the court after advertisement, as hereinafter set 
forth. Said proceedings and judgment shall be in the nature of 
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a proceeding in rem, and it shall be immaterial that the owner-, 
ship of said lands be incorrectly alleged in said proceedings; and 
said judgment shall be enforced wholly against the lands and 
not against any other property of said defendant. All or any 
part of said delinquent lands or real property within the district 
may be included in one suit instituted for the collection of said 
delinquent assessments penalty and cost, as aforesaid, and notice 
of the pendency of each suit shall be given by publication weekly 
for two consecutive weeks before judgment is entered for the 
sale of said lands in some newspaper in said county having a 
general circulation therein. Said notice may be in the following 
form: “Notice Road Improvement District No..of Bald¬ 

win County, vs. Delinquent Lands in said District. All persons, 
firms, or corporations, having or claiming any interest in any of 
the following described lands or real property are hereby notified 
that an action is pending in the circuit cburt of Baldwin County, 
Alabama to enforce the collection of certain road improvement 
assessments on the subjoined list of lands, each supposed owner’s 
name having been set opposite his, her, or its property, together 
with the total amount severally due from each, to-wit: (Then 
shall follow a list of the supposed owners with a descriptive list 
of said delinquent lands and the amount due thereon, respective¬ 
ly, as aforesaid.) Such notice may then continue in the follow¬ 
ing form: All persons, firms, or corporations interested in said 
property are hereby notified that they are required by law to 
appear within four weeks and make defense to said suits or the 
same will be taken as confessed and final judgment will be enter¬ 
ed directing the sale of said lands for the purpose of collecting 
said taxes, together with all of the interest, penalties and cost 
allowed by law. Clerk of Circuit Court. The complaint above 
referred to need not allege minor details of organization of the 
district, or the manner of making or levying the assessments or 
benefits but may allege generally the organization of said dis¬ 
trict, and that the assessment sought to be foreclosed is past 
due and unpaid. 

Section 26. At the first regular or adjourned term of the 
circuit court after said notice shall have been published for three 
consecutive weeks and not earlier than five days after the last 
insertion of said notice said suit shall stand for trial, unless a 
continuance is granted to a delinquent for some good cause shown, 
in the discretion of the court, and such continuance shall not 
affect the court’s duty to proceed with the delinquents as to when 
no continuance was granted, and in all cases where said notice 
has been published as aforesaid, and no answer filed, or where 
answer is filed and the cause decided for the plaintiff, the cir¬ 
cuit court by its decree shall grant the relief prayed for in the 
complaint, and shall tax as a part of the cost a reasonable at- 
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torney’s fee for the plaintiff, and shall at the front door of the 
county court house to the highest and best bidder for cash, after 
having first advertised such sale (such advertisement shall in¬ 
clude all lands embraced in said decree) for two weeks consecu¬ 
tively in some newspaper published in said county, and if all 
lands be not sold on the days as advertised, such sale, shall be 
continued from day to day until completed and said commissioner 
shall by proper deed convey to the purchaser as against all oth¬ 
ers whomsoever. The commissioner conducting such sale shall 
be allowed a reasonable fee, to be fixed by the circuit court, which 
shall be taxed as cost in the case. The commissioner shall keep 
an accurate list of all lands sold, and shall account to the board of 
commissioners for all money derived from the sale of delinquent 
lands. 

Section 27. Said suit shall be conducted in the name of the 
road improvement district and in accordance with the practice 
and procedure of the circuit of this State, except as herein other¬ 
wise provided; and said suit may be disposed of on oral testimony 
as in ordinary suits at law, and this act shall be liberally con¬ 
strued to give to said assessment list the effect of bona fide mort¬ 
gages for a valuable consideration and a first lien upon said 
lands and real property as against all persons, firms or corpora¬ 
tions having an interest therein, provided that no informality or 
irregularity in holding any meeting provided for herein, or in 
any description, valuation, or assessment of the property, or in 
the name of the owner, number of acres, or manner of assessment 
shall be valid defense to such action. Provided that in any case 
where the property is offered for sale by the commissioner herein 
provided, and the sum of the assessment is due, together with the 
interest, cost and penalty, is not bid for the same, the commission 
shall bid the same off in the name of the road improvement dis¬ 
trict, bidding therefor the whole amount due, as aforesaid, and 
shall execute his deed thereor, as in other cases under this act 
conveying said property to said road improvement district and 
all deeds when duly executed in conformity with the provisions of 
this act and recorded shall be prima facie evidence of title in 
such purchaser provided that any time within three years after 
the rendition of said final decree of the circuit court herein pro¬ 
vided for, the owner of the property may file his petition in said 
court alleging the payment of the assessment for the year for 
which said lands were sold, and upon the establishment of that 
fact, the court shall vacate and set aside the decree, as to that 
particular property; and, provided, further, that any owner of 
real property shall have the same right to redeem any and all 
pronertv sold at such sale within one year thereafter. 

Section 28. The board of commissioners are hereby empow¬ 
ered and authorized to issue bonds or negotiate evidences of debt 
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for the purpose of securing money with which to carry out and 
perfect the work of improvement. No bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act shall run for more than thirty years, and 
all issues may be divided so that a portion thereof may mature 
each year as the assessments are collected, and they may be all 
payable at the same time. That for the payment of both the prin¬ 
cipal and interest of the bonds to be issued under the provisions 
of this act land assured is by this act pledged and mortgaged, 
and the board of commissioners are hereby required to set aside 
from the first revenue collected as provided for in this Act, a 
sufficient amount to pay the interest on said bonds, and the said 
board of commissioners shall make due provisions for the pay¬ 
ment of the principal thereof as same shall become due. But no 
such bonds or evidences of debt shall be issued except upon the 
request in writing of a majority of the land owners or those own 
ing more than half the acreage in said district, filed with the 
court. 

Section 29. The board of commissioners shall have, and they 
are hereby vested with power and authority, and it is hereby 
made their duty to build, construct, and repair such roads, as 
may be deemed necessary to carry out the improvement con¬ 
templated, and in doing so shall expend such sums of money au¬ 
thorized to be levied and collected under the terms of this act, 
and all roads built and construed the authority of this act shall 
be public roads, and after their completion and acceptance by the 
court shall become a part of the general highways of the county, 
and for the purpose of maintaining the said roads or assisting in 
their construction, the court shall supplement the revenue raised 
under the provisions in this act by allowing to said district an 
equitable portion of the road funds available in said county. 
Provided, however, when a majority in acreage, number of land 
owners, with a district shall petition the court for an order au¬ 
thorizing the commissioners to issue additional bonds for the 
purpose of maintaining roads in said improvement district, it 
shall be lawful for the board to issue said bonds for the purpose of 
providing funds immediately for said purpose, but no bonds 
issued for said purpose shall run for a period to exceed fifteen 
years, but before any additional bond issue is authorized a date 
shall be fixed by the court for a hearing on said petition, and 
public notice thereof, as provided by sections 1 and 2 of this act, 
and the sufficiency of said petition shall be determined in like 
manner, and when an additional bond issue for the purpose of 
maintaining the roads in said district is authorized, if the court 
finds that the assessment of benefits in force at the time is in¬ 
equal or that it should be equalized or adjusted the court shall 
order a re-assessment of benefits which shall be made, advertised 
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and confirmed in the manner provided by sections 9 to 14 in¬ 
clusive, of this act, with like effect; provided, however, if bonds 
or other interest bearing evidences of indebtedness are outstand¬ 
ing at the time, the total of the assessment of benefits shall not 
be lowered, nor shall the additional issue of bonds, or the collec¬ 
tion of any tax therefor in any manner interfere with the col¬ 
lection of the tax for payment of the bonds issued prior to that 
time. 

Section 30. The Board of Commissioners are hereby author¬ 
ized to advertise for proposals for doing work to be let by con¬ 
tract, and they are hereby directed to advertise for bids on all 
contracts that will call for an expenditure of exceeding one thou- 
said ($1,000.00) dollars. The board may accept or reject any 
proposal as they see fit. All contractors, except the county, 
shall be required to give bond for the faithful performance of 
such contracts as may be awarded to them with good and suf¬ 
ficient security in an amount to be fixed by the board of com¬ 
missioners, and said bond shall contain an additional obligation 
that such contractor, or contractors, shall promptly make pay¬ 
ment to all persons supplying him, or them, labor and materials 
in the prosecution of work provided for in such contract. If any 
contract is let to the contractor for the construction of a road, 
or any part thereof, the amount of work done by the contractor 
shall be estimated from time to time by a competent engineer, 
and not more than eighty-five percent of the amount due the con¬ 
tractor shall be paid until it appears to the commissioners that 
the work has been completed according to contract and that all 
material therein has been paid for. When it appears to the board 
of commissioners that the contractor is not paying for labor and 
material they may withhold, in addition to the above fifteen per¬ 
cent, any and all amounts due said contractor until the labor and 
material has been paid for, or, if they deem it best they may, 
upon proper notice to the contractor pay out to laborers and ma¬ 
terial men such funds as are on hand to the credit of the contract¬ 
or. All amounts so held by the district for the payment of any 
just labor or material men's claims shall be regarded trust funds 
in all courts of law and equity. Any attempt by any person, firm, 
or corporation, directly or indirectly, by word or act, to prevent 
full and free competition in bidding on any contract shall be 
deemed a contempt of court, and the person so offending shall 
be dealt with accordingly, either upon the court's own motion, or 
upon affidavit filed stating facts; and if any person loan, give or 
offer to loan or give, directly or indirectly any money, or any 
other thing of value to any member of the court, clerk, commis¬ 
sioners, engineer, contractor, bidder, or any other person, or any 
person in the employ of any of said persons, for the purpose of 
preventing full, free and unrestricted competition in the bidding, 
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or awarding any contract for work, for the sale or purchase of 
bonds, or securing employment in any position in connection with 
said district, such person, or persons, shall be guilty of a felony, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by confinement in 
the penitentiary for a period of not less than one, nor more than 
five years. 

Section 31. The Board of Commissioners may, if deemed to 
the best interest of this district, purchase material and imple¬ 
ments necessary to carry on the work of improvement and em¬ 
ploy all necessary agents therefor, and fix their pay, but the work 
of improvement shall be done under the direction and supervision 
of the State highway engineer, or any other competent engineer, 
• as the case may be. 

Section 32. The board of commissioners shall cause the as¬ 
sessment to be made, levied and collected, so long as it shall be 
necessary to pay any bonds issued or obligations contracted un¬ 
der authority of this act, and the making of said assessment, or 
levy, may be enforced by mandamus. If any bond, or interest 
coupon of any bond or other negotiable evidence of debt issued 
by said board of commissioners is not paid within thirty days af¬ 
ter the maturity, it shall be the duty of any circuit court having 
jurisdiction in said county, upon application of any holder of 
such bond or interest coupon so overdue to appoint a receiver to 
collect the assessments aforesaid, and an assessor who shall make 
an assessment of said property, and the proceeds of such assess¬ 
ment and collection shall be applied after the payment of the 
cost, first to the overdue interest and then to the payment prorata 
of all bonds issued by the said board of commissioners which are 
then due and payable; and the said receiver may be directed by 
suit to foreclose the lien of said assessment on said property, 
and any suit so brought by the receiver shall be conducted in all 
matters as a suit by commissioners herein provided for, and with 
like effect, and the decrees and deeds therein shall have the same 
presumption in favor of their legality; provided, however, that 
when all such sums have been paid, the receiver shall be dis¬ 
charged and affairs conducted by the board of commissioners. 

Section 33. Annually during the month of September the 
Board of Commissioners for said district shall file with the 
clerk of the court, a settlement showing the collection made and 
monies received from all sources whatsoever, the amount paid 
out, with proper vouchers for such payments, and such settle¬ 
ment shall lie over for one month from the date of filing for 
examination and adjustment. The court shall proceed to exam¬ 
ine such settlement at its first regular, special, or adjourned 
term, after the expiration of one month from the date of said 
filing, and shall disallow all unjust charges and credits, if any 
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there be, and readjust said settlement whenever an improper 
item appears in said settlement and such adjustment may be 
finally subject to a re-examination by a court of equity for error, 
mistake, or fraud upon suit brought by the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners, or by any tax payer of such district. All settlements 
when finally approved shall be indexed by the clerk of the court 
and filed away as public documents. 

Section 34. The Commissioners, or assessors shall not be 
liable to any one for mistakes, errors, or judgment, or negligence, 
but only for wilful misconduct in the discharge of their duties. 

Section 35. It shall be unlawful for the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners of any district formed under authority of this Act or any 
officer, agent, or employee thereto to corruptly use, dispose of 
in any manner any bond, or money arising from the sale thereof, 
or any fund of such district, and any commissioner, employees, 
agent, whomsoever violating the provisions of this act, as here¬ 
in enumerated, shall be guilty of a felony and punished by im¬ 
prisonment in the State penitentiary not less than one, nor more 
than five years. That every member of such Board of Commis¬ 
sioners’ who shall fail to make the settlement as required by the 
terms of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con¬ 
viction thereof, shall be fined in any sum, not to exceed five hun¬ 
dred ($500.00) dollars, and in addition thereto may be imprison¬ 
ed for a period not to exceed sixty (60) days. 

Section 36. If any owner of real property in said district 
demands the assessment of damages to his property by reason of 
the improvement, by a jury, the Board of Commissioners shall 
institute an action in the Circuit Court for the condemnation of 
said lands, which action shall be in accordance with the proceed¬ 
ings for the condemnation of the rights-of-way for railways, tel¬ 
egraphs, and telephone companies with the right of paying into 
the court a sum to be fixed by the court and then proceeding with 
the work before the assessment of said damages by a jury. 
When there is more than one claimant for damages, such sections 
shall be consolidated, if practicable, and one jury shall assess the 
damages accruing to all. 

Section 37. No appeal shall delay the proceeding for carry¬ 
ing out the improvement herein contemplated, and when an ap¬ 
peal is taken said appeal shall affect only the particular land or 
other real property owned by the person appealing, and if upon 
the determination of appeal the party so appealing shall be un¬ 
successful, then all cost and necessary expenses of said appeal 
shall be paid by him. 

Section 38. That the court shall be open at all times for the 
purpose of making an order or entering any judgment necessary 
for carrying forward the work of improvement contemplated by 
this Act. To that end the court may at any regular, special, or 
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adjourned term make any and all orders and judgments when 
called upon by the board of commissioners, and said orders and 
judgments shall have the same force and effect as if entered at a 
regular term of said court. Any owner of real property may 
appeal from the orders and judgments of the court within ten 
days after it is entered by filing an affidavit for appeal to the cir¬ 
cuit court, and stating therein the special grounds on which said 
appeal is taken, and unless said affidavit is so filed within said 
time all of the orders and judgments so entered shall be final, 
binding and conclusive, and shall not be subject to collateral at¬ 
tack but only on direct attack by appeal taken within said time. 
If the court fails or refuses to make any necessary orders or 
judgments when called upon to do so, the court may by man¬ 
damus be required to enter said order or judgment. To this end 
the circuit court having jurisdiction is hereby vested with au¬ 
thority to hear and determine any mandamus, injunction, or oth¬ 
er legal proceedings, relative to said district, in vacation, and 
the ruling made by the circuit judge in vacation shall have the 
same force and effect as if made in term time, and shall not be 
questioned thereafter, either in law or equity; provided, how¬ 
ever, any landowner or the board of commissioners may appeal 
from said order or ruling to the Supreme Court of Alabama upon 
the terms and conditions now prescribed by law. Upon appli¬ 
cation to the Supreme Court all cases affecting any district shall 
be advanced as of public interest for the determination by that 
tribunal, and to this end the chief justice of the Supreme Court, 
or in his absence the next justice in rank may make any order in 
vacation necessary for a prompt submission of the issues involv¬ 
ed. 

Section 39. No injunction or process shall issue to stay the 
work on any road, or the collection of any assessment hereunder, 
or the paying out of funds for just debts of the district, unless 
the party applying therefor shall first enter into bond with good 
and sufficient security, to be approved by the court or judge 
granting same; and payable to the board of commissioners for 
the benefit of said district in double the amount already expended 
on the establishment of the districts and outstanding contracts, 
said bond to be conditioned for the payment of such amount, if 
said injunction is wrongfully granted, nor shall any injunction 
be granted except on ten days written notice to the president of 
the board of commissioners, which notice shall state the time and 
place of the intended application for said injunction. Any in¬ 
junction issued by any court unless the foregoing terms have 
been complied with shall be void. 

Section 40. That the word Court, as herein used, unless 
otherwise specified in that connection, shall be taken to mean 
the Court of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue and 
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Road Commissioners, or such body by whatever name called sup¬ 
plying the place of the Court of County Commissioners. The 
word commissioners refers to district commissioners, unless 
otherwise indicated. 

Section 41. The purpose of this Act is to promote the build¬ 
ing of good roads and should any section thereof be declared in¬ 
valid, but without such section, or sections, sufficient remains to 
accomplish such purpose, such remaining portion shall continue 
in force. 

Section 42. The bonds and coupons issued under and by au¬ 
thority of this Act shall be exempt from all State, county, or mu¬ 
nicipal taxation, or assessment, direct or indirect, generator spe¬ 
cial, whether imposed for purposes of general revenue or other¬ 
wise, and the interest thereon shall not be subject to taxation as 
for income, nor shall said bonds and coupons be subject to taxa¬ 
tion when constituting a part of the surplus of any bank, trust, 
company, or other corporation, but when constituting a part of 
such surplus, shall be deducted from the total assets, in order to 
ascertain the taxable value of such shares. 

Section 43. No municipality shall be included in any district 
unless a majority of property holders therein, including those 
holding leases for a term of twenty years or longer, who shall 
vote at a special election called for such purpose shall so decide. 
Such election shall be called by the city authorities upon petition 
of one hundred property holders and the expense paid by the 
municipality. 

Section 44. In making sales of property, under this Act, the 
court shall fix the amount of cost chargeable to each parcel sold. 

Section 45. Where any of the land included in a district is 
under lease for a term of twenty years or longer the lessee shall 
be considered as owner of the property on questions of consent 
to formation of the district and issuance of bonds, but shall incur 
no liability, except the loss of his lease hold interest, if the prop¬ 
erty is sold for non-payment of the assessment by the owner of 
the fee, and shall have the right to remove or dispose of his im¬ 
provements, no lien attaching to same under the assessments. 

Section 46. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

Abolishing the Court of County Commissioners of Marshall County, Ala¬ 
bama, creating a Board of Revenue for Marshall County, Alabama, pro¬ 
viding for the selection, nomination and election of the members of said 
Board, their compensation and manner of payment, fixing their powers 
and duties, the term of their office and providing that this act shall go 
into effect upon its approval. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in 
and for Marshall County in lieu of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners, said Board of Revenue to be composed of five members, 
one of whom shall be Chairman of said Board and all of whom 
shall be qualified electors of said County. 

Section 2. That the Court of County Commissioners of Mar¬ 
shall County, Alabama, as now constituted, is hereby abolished 
upon the approval of this Act, and there is hereby conferred upon 
said Board of Revenue all the jurisdiction, powers and duties 
which are now or may hereafter be conferred by law on Courts 
of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue or other like gov¬ 
erning bodies of the several counties of this State. 

Section 3. That the members of said Board of Revenue shall 
be the same persons as constitute the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners and shall hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified as provided in this act. In case of a vacancy on said 
Board the said vacancy shall be filled by the Governor. The Pro¬ 
bate Judge of Marshall County shall be Chairman of said Board 
of Revenue. 

Section 4, That the successors to the members of said Court 
of County Commissioners who were elected in November 1924, 
shall be elected as follows: The two members from the odd num¬ 
bered districts, that is the first and third districts, as now con¬ 
stituted, shall be elected at the general election in 1928, and every 
four years thereafter and their term of office shall begin the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January after their election. 
Three members from the even numbered districts, that is the 
second and fourth districts, as now constituted, shall be elected 
at the general election in 1930 and every four years thereafter 
and their term of office shall begin on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January after their election, and they shall 
hold office for a term of four years thereafter and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. The members from their 
respective district shall be nominated and elected by the voters 
of the County at large as other County officers of Marshall Coun¬ 
ty are nominated and elected. 
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Section 5. That the members of said Board of Revenue shall 
each receive as compensation the sum of Five Dollars per day 
for each day that such member is in attendance upon the meet¬ 
ings of said Board, such compensation to be paid out of the 
County Treasury, provided, however, that no member of the 
Board shall receive compensation in excess of twenty five days 
after September 1, 1927, up to January 1, 1928, nor in excess of 
fifty days during any one calendar year beginning with January, 
i928. 

Section 6. That said Board shall have authority to discharge 
any person or persons employed by the Supervisor of Roads of 
Marshall County, Alabama, when in the judgment of said Board 
it is to the best interests of said County. 

Section 7. That if any section, clause, provision or portion of 
this act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of 
competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect any other 
section, clause, provision or portion of this act which is not of 
itself unconstitutional. 

Section 8. That this act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for appointment of a general supervisor of roads, for Marshall 

County, Alabama, fix his duties, compensation and manner of payment. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Sec. 1. That there is hereby created in and for the County of 
Marshall the office of road supervisor who shall be the supervisor 
of the public roads of said county. He shall be provided with a 
properly furnished office in the County Court House or elsewhere 
in the County seat and shall hold office for two years, unless soon¬ 
er removed from office for neglect of duty, drinking intoxicating 
liquors or beverages or incompetency. The said Road Supervisor 
shall have charge of the construction, improvement and main¬ 
tenance of all the public roads, bridges and ferries of the County, 
subject to the general direction of the court of County Commis¬ 
sioners ; he shall be the custodian of the records of the. county 
concerning roads. Bridges and ferries except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided by law; he shall select all subordinate employees, subject to 
the approval of the .court of county commissioners and shall 
have authority to discharge same with or without cause without 
the approval of the Court of county commissioners. The county 
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Road Supervisor shall devote his entire time to the duties of his 
office designated herein and such other duties as shall be assigned 
to him by the court of county Commissioners. The salary of the 
county road supervisor shall be fixed by the court of county com¬ 
missioners, provided that the salary shall not be more than twen¬ 
ty-four hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the 
road and bridge fund of said County. Said road supervisor £hall 
before taking office furnish the county with surety bond in the 
sum of Five Thousand dollars which bond shall be approved by 
the court of county commissioners the premium to be paid out of 
the County funds. 

Sec. 2. That the said county road supervisor shall prepare a 
map or sketch of the county showing the location of all the public 
roads, and indicating the character of improvements which have 
been made on each road. A tracing of such map or sketch shall 
be made and deposited for safe keeping in the vault of the Pro¬ 
bate Office, and such tracing shall be brought up to date month¬ 
ly. 

Sec. 3. The county road supervisor shall be the custodian 
of all road tools and machinery of Marshall County, and it shall 
be his duty to keep same in a substantial warehouse, except 
when such tools and machinery are being used on the roads for 
road work. To this end, the county road supervisor is given all 
indicental powers necessary to carry this section into effect. 

Sec. 4. The county road supervisor shall be accountable at 
all times for each and all of the tools machinery and gasoline, or 
motor fuel belonging to Marshall County and for failure to ac¬ 
count for the same, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than Ten dollars 
and not more than Five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the road supervisor to see 
that each person subject to road duty who does not pay commuta¬ 
tion fees as shall be determined by the court of county commis¬ 
sioners of Marshall County, from time to time, work as many 
days on the public roads of said county as may be fixed by the 
court of county commissioners from time to time. 

Sec. 6. That said road supervisor shall be allowed an expense 
account not to exceed the sum of Fifty dollars per month, said 
account to be itemized by him and passed upon by the court of 
county commissioners as all other bills. 

Sec. 7. That said road supervisor herein designated shall be 
elected by the court of county commissioners t>f Marshall county 
every two years; and provide further that the court of county 
commissioners shall within 'thirty days after the passage and ap¬ 
proval of this act, elect or appoint a county road supervisor 
whose term of office shall expire on February 28, 1929. 
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Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the road supervisor to make a 
semi-annual itemized report, showing the receipt and expendi¬ 
tures of money for road and bridge purposes of Marshall county, 
specifying particularly the source from which received, and the 
purposes for which expended, and to whom expended. 

Sec. 9. All persons furnishing material or doing work on any 
road or bridge shall make out, itemize and swear to all claims 
for such services or materials, which shall be approved by said 
supervisor before the Board of County commissioners orders or 
allows the payment of the same, which shall be paid direct to 
such person doing such work or furnishing such materials. 

Sec. 10. If any section, clause, provision, or portion of this 
act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect any other sec¬ 
tion, clause, provision or portion of this act which is not of itself 
unconstitutional. 

Sec. 11. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
Bill be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. That this bill shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To extend the boundary lines of the city of Alexander City, Alabama, and to 
describe the area included in such extension of boundary lines and with¬ 
in such City. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the boundary lines of the City of Alexander 
City, in the county of Tallapoosa, State of Alabama, be extended 
so that the City of Alexander City shall include in its corporate 
limits the territory described as follows, to-wit: The Northwest 
quarter of the Southwest quarter of Section Twenty-eight, Town¬ 
ship Twenty-three North, Range Twenty-one East. All that part 
of the Southwest quarter of the Southwest quarter of Section 
Twenty-eight, Township Twenty-three North, Range Twenty- 
one East lying North or East of the South or West boundary line 
of the Central of Georgia Railroad right-of-way. All that part of 
the South Half of the Northeast quarter of the Southeast quarter 
of Section Twenty-nine, Township Twenty-three North, Range 
Twenty-one East lying North or East of the South or West boun¬ 
dary line of the Central of Georgia Railroad right-of-way. All 
that part of the Southeast quarter of the Southeast quarter of 
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Section Twenty-nine, Township Twenty-three North, Range 
Twenty-one East lying North or East of the South or West boun¬ 
dary line of the Central of Georgia Railroad right-of-way. All 
that part of the Northwest quarter of the Northwest quarter of 
Section Thirty-three, Township Twenty-three North, Range 
Twenty-one East lying North or East of the South or West boun¬ 
dary line of the Central of Georgia Railroad Right-of-way. The 
west half or Section three, Township Twenty-two North, Range 
Twenty-one East. The West half of the Southeast quarter of 
Section three, Township Twenty-two North, Range Twenty-one 
East. The Northeast quarter of the Southeast quarter of Sec¬ 
tion three, Township Twenty-two North, Range Twenty-one 
East. All that part of the Northeast quarter of Section three, 
Township Twenty-two North, Range Twenty-one East that lies 
South or West of the North or East boundary line of State High¬ 
way Number One. The Northwest quarter of the Southwest 
quarter of Section Two, Township Twenty-two North, Range 
Twenty-one East. The following described tract of land lying 
in the Southwest quarter of the Northwest quarter of Section 
Two, Township Twenty-two North, Range Twenty-one East; 
Beginning at the Northeast corner of the North-west quarter of 
the Southwest quarter of Section two, Township Twenty-two 
North, Range Twenty-one East, from which run North Five 
Hundred Forty (540) feet to a corner, from which run West 
Eight Hundred Eighty Nine (889) feet to a corner on the North 
or East side of right-of-way of State Highway Number One, 
from which in a Northwesterly direction along the North or East 
side of State Highway Number One right-of-way to the West side 
of Section Two to a corner, from which run South to the quarter 
Section corner on the West side of Section Two, from which run 
East to starting corner. The following described tract of land 
lying in the Southwest corner of the Southeast quarter of Sec¬ 
tion Thirty-four, Township Twenty-three North, Range Twenty- 
one East: Beginning at the Southwest corner of the Southeast 
quarter of Section Thirty-four, Township Twenty-three North, 
Range Twenty-one East, from which run North to the North side 
of State Highway Number One right-of-way to a corner, from 
which run in a Southeasterly direction along the North side of 
the said State Highway Number One right-of-way to where the 
same intersects the North side of Section Three, Township Twen¬ 
ty-two North, Range twenty-one East, from which run West to 
beginning corner. 

Section 2. This said Act shall take effect from its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 23 and 26 of an act entitled “An Act To 
regulate and provide for the working, building, maintenance and up¬ 
keep of the public roads and bridges in Bibb County, Ala., and prescribe 
manner and means of collecting and raising revenue and funds for the 
working, building, maintenance and upkeep of the public roads and 
bridges of and in Bibb County, Alabama. To regulate the public road 
and bridge affairs of Bibb county, Alabama, to provide funds, regula¬ 
tions and penalties to carry the provisions and purposes of this act into 
effect, and the manner and means of raising or collecting such funds, 
and to provide for the collection of a per capita road tax and for a 
license tax on all vehicles propelled by animals, electricity, gasoline or 
other power whatsoever to be used for the maintenance, building, up¬ 
keep and repair of such roads and bridges and for the collection thereof,” 
approved September 19, 1919. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 1 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 1. All male inhabitants of Bibb County, 
Alabama, between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, not 
exempt from road duty under the general laws of Alabama, shall 
be required to work upon the public roads of Bibb county five 
days in each year or in lieu thereof shall pay Five and 00/100 
Dollars on or before the 1st day of March in each year, and if 
such sum is not paid by said date an additional fifty cents must 
be paid, all of which shall accrue to the road fund of said county; 
all money collected under the foregoing provisions shall be paid 
to the county treasurer or county depository by the commis¬ 
sioners when collected and be credited by the commissioners to 
the respective road district in which same is collected and when 
collected by assistants shall be paid to the commissioners and by 
them to the county treasurer or county depository and it shall 
be the duty of every person subject to said road duty or tax to 
pay same to assistants appointed by the Commissioners Court or 
to the Commissioner of his district; provided, that any person 
residing in any city or incorporated town in said county who has 
paid street tax or has worked in the discharge of his street duty 
shall be exempt from the payment of the above tax for the year 
in which he has paid said street tax or performed said street 
duty. All money paid over to county treasurer or county depos¬ 
itory of said county for road purposes shall be kept separate 
from all other money of said county. 

That Section 2 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 2. The court of county commissioners of said 
county shall annually levy a special tax of not to exceed one- 
fourth of one percent upon the taxable property of said county 
which shall be a part of the amount authorized by the constitu- 
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tion to be levied for county purposes to be assessed and collected 
as other taxes are assessed and collected and which shall be paid 
over to the county treasurer or county depository monthly by the 
tax collector of said county, when paid over to said county treas¬ 
urer or county depository it shall be kept by him separate and 
apart from all other funds in his hands and shall be used only 
for the purposes indicated in this act. 

That Section 3 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 3. The probate judge of said county shall on or 
before the 10th day of January in each year prepare or caused to 
be prepared official road per capita tax receipts duly counter¬ 
signed by him and receipts for all hands who worked the five 
days in books containing one hundred receipts; each with a stub 
attached which said stub shall show the date and the person to 
whom each receipt is issued and the said stub and corresponding 
receipt shall each show the road district from which same is 
issued and paid and said receipt books shall be furnished by said 
Probate Judge to the county commissioners of said county, and 
said Probate Judge shall require of said commissioners receipts 
for said books of road tax receipts which receipts he shall retain 
for his use in making the annual report to the Commissioners 
Court as required by Section 5 of this Act. 

Section Section 4 of this act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 4. It shall be the duty of such commissioner in 
the respective districts of said county, to collect and pay over to 
the county treasurer or depository of said county the per capita 
road tax due in the respective districts, and when collected by the 
assistants of the commissioners, the assistants shall pay over to 
the commissioner all moneys collected by said assistants. Said 
county commissioners or their assistants shall between the 1st 
day of January and the 1st. day of March in each year make 
appointments at one stated public place in each beat in said 
county at which time and place in their respective districts, they, 
or their assistants, shall be present to receive and receipt for said 
road per capita tax. They shall give notice of such appointments 
by posting notices written or printed or partly written or partly 
printed at not less than four public places in each beat ten days 
before the dates on which he will be present in said beat for the 
purpose of collecting said per capita tax. They shall remain at 
said appointments in their respective districts from nine o’clock 
A. M. until three o’clock P. M. of said days. 

That Section 5 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows: Section 5. The Commissioners or their assistants shall 
receipt for said per capita tax on receipts furnished to them for 
that purpose and all receipts for hands who work out their five 
days. Said receipts to be furnished by the Judge of Probate. The 
commissioners shall make monthly settlements on the first day of 
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each month with the county treasurer or county depository of 
said county for all road per capita tax and license tax collected 
by them and their assistants during the preceding month. The 
commissioners shall make their final settlement with said court 
at the time of the last regular meeting of the county commission¬ 
ers each year. At which time the commissioners shall each also 
make a written report to the court of county commissioners 
stating the number of per capita tax receipts and for hands who 
work the five days received from the Probate Judge of said coun¬ 
ty, the number of receipts issued by them in the discharge of their 
official duties during the current year, the names of those who 
have paid the road tax to them and all who have worked the 
five days, and they shall also be required to make any and all 
other statements and reports relative to their official acts during 
the current year that they may be directed to make by said court 
of county commissioners, and if they fail to turn in any of said 
receipts which they do not account for in their reports and which 
were not collected by them and paid to the county treasurer or 
county depository, the court of county commissioners shall 
charge them with the same. 

That Section 23 of said Act be amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 23. The license tax hereinabove provided for 
shall be collected by the commissioner of each district or by some 
person appointed by him and each commissioner shall give bond 
in the sum of Five Hundred Dollars and each assistant shall give 
bond in the sum of Two Hundred Dollars for the faithful collec¬ 
tion and paying over of all money as required of them in this 
Act. 

That Section 26 of said Act be amended so as to read as fol¬ 
lows : Section 26. That where a wagon or dray is used exclusive¬ 
ly for farming purposes and the owner or operator thereof de¬ 
sires to use such wagon or other vehicle for the purpose of haul¬ 
ing logs, lumber, timber, cord-wood coal, charcoal, rock, ore, 
cross ties, mining props, staves, along or across the public roads 
or bridges of Bibb County for a period of less than one year such 
owner shall pay a license tax of not less than one and a half 
dollars for a period of three months or less, and if longer than 
three months and less than six months, $3.00 and over six months 
$6.00 for a two mule or ox wagon or dray; for four mule ox- 
wagon or dray three dollars for three months or less, and for six 
months or less $6.00 and over six months $9.00; and for a six 
mule or ox-wagon or dray $6.00 for three months or less, and for 
not over six months $9.00 and for over six months $12.00; for a 
three mule wagon or dray for three months or less $2.50, for 
longer than three months and less than six months $5.00, for 
more than six months $7.50. The commissioners or their assis- 
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tants shall issue to said parties license for said time and said li¬ 
cense shall show the date of issue and the time it expires. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This Act shall take effect on the 1st day of Jan¬ 
uary, 1928.

AN ACT 

To Create an Inferior Court, to be known as the Gadsden Inferior Court* 
for Precincts One (1) and Twenty-six (26) of Etowah County, Ala¬ 
bama, in lieu of Justices of the Peace and Notary Public with the power 
of a Justice of the Peace; to prescribe the jurisdiction, authority, power 
and duties of said court and the officers thereof; to provide for the 
transfer of cases from Justices of the Peace and Notary Publics with 
the power of a Justice of the Peace to the Gadsden Inferior Court; to 
provide rules of procedure of said court: and to provide for execution of 
process and operation of said court. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama ; 

Section One: There is hereby established an Inferior Court 
in Precincts One and Twenty-Six of Etowah County, Alabama, 
which Precincts lie partly within the corporate limits of the City 
of Gadsden, Alabama. Said Inferior Court shall be known as 
the Gadsden Inferior Court and shall be in lieu of Justices of 
the Peace and Notary Publics, Ex Officio Justices of the Peace in 
said Precincts. 

Section Two: The Gadsden Inferior Court shall have and ex¬ 
ercise all authority, powers and jurisdiction as is now vested in 
or which may hereafter be conferred on courts of Justices of the 
Peace by General Laws. The judge of said court shall have and 
exercise all the power and authority and perform all the duties 
now or which may hereafter be required by law of Justices of 
the Peace, and he shall have the same rights and privileges and 
the same disabilities and penalties as now apply by law to Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace. 

Section Three: Within ten days after the approval of this act, 
the Governor shall appoint a judge of said court who shall hold 
office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Jan¬ 
uary, 1929, and until his successor is elected and qualified. At 
the general election in 1928, and every four years thereafter, a 
successor to such judge shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of said precincts. Such judge shall hold office for a term of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section Four: All.vacancies in the office of judge of said 
court shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and such 
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appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 

Section Five: The judge of said court shall possess all qualifi¬ 
cations which the law requires of a Justice of the Peace and shall 
be a qualified voter of and reside in one of said Precincts. 

Section Six: All provisions of the general law relating to rules 
of procedure, the holding of court, issuing of processes, assess¬ 
ment, taxing, allowance, collection and payment of costs and fees 
and all laws affecting and regulating the practice and duties of 
Justices of the Peace shall be applicable to and required of the 
judge of the Gadsden Inferior Court. 

Section Seven: The judge of the Gadsden Inferior Court shall 
receive as compensation for his services the same fees and costs 
allowed Justices of the Peace, which shall be taxed and collected 
in each case in the same manner as in Justice of the Peace Court. 

Section Eight: The judge of said court shall address all pro¬ 
cesses issued out of said court to any lawful officer of Etowah 
County, Alabama, and it shall be executed by the sheriff, one of 
his deputies or a Constable. Fees allowed Sheriffs and Con¬ 
stables for similar service in Justice of the Peace Courts shall be 
taxed and collected in each case in the Gadsden Inferior Court, 
and paid to such officer for their services. 

Section Nine: The same rights, laws, regulations and require¬ 
ments as now govern appeals and certiorari in cases from courts 
of Justices of the Peace shall apply and govern appeals and cer¬ 
tiorari of cases from the Gadsden Inferior Court. 

Section Ten: Within thirty days after the approval of this 
act, the terms of office of all justices of the Peace and Notary 
Public, Ex Officio Justices of the Peace in Precincts one and twen¬ 
ty-six of Etowah County, Alabama, shall expire and such offices 
shall then stand abolished, and the dockets, official papers and 
records of all kinds of the offices abolished shall be delivered to 
the judge of the Gadsden Inferior Court and all causes pending 
in said abolished courts shall stand transferred to the Gadsden 
Inferior Court, and all summons, executions and other processes 
issued by such Justices of the Peace or Notary Public Ex Officio 
Justices of the Peace shall be returned to the Gadsden Inferior 
Court and the Gadsden Inferior Court may issue such executions 
or other processes as necessary to collect or enforce the Judg¬ 
ments of said abolished courts. 

Section Eleven: The collection of any cost in any case ac¬ 
crued before the transfer of such cases to the Gadsden Inferior 
Court shall be paid to the Justices of the Peace, Notary Public 
Ex Officio Justice of the Peace, Sheriff, Constable or other offi¬ 
cer entitled thereto and the docket shall be receipted by the per¬ 
son receiving such payment. 
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Section Twelve: In the event the judge of the Gadsden In¬ 
ferior Court is for any reason disqualified from acting or is ab¬ 
sent for any cause from the City of Gadsden, the parties to a 
cause may agree in writing upon some person to try the cause, 
or either of the judges of the judicial circuit in which Etowah 
County is situated may appoint a suitable person to act as such 
judge in such cause or during the absence of said judge from the 
City of Gadsden. 

Section Thirteen: Before entering upon his duties as judge 
of the Gadsden Inferior Court, such judge shall give bond in the 
penal sum of Two Thousand Dollars payable to Etowah County, 
Alabama, and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of 
his office, which bond shall be approved by and filed in the office 
of the Judge of Probate of Etowah County, Alabama. Said bond 
shall also be conditioned to pay over all monies to the proper 
officer and persons to whom it belongs, and to correctly account 
for all moneys coming into his hands by virtue of his office. 

Section Fourteen: The office of judge of the Gadsden In¬ 
ferior Court shall be considered a county office within the mean- 
ning of the election laws and other laws of Alabama. 

Section Fifteen: The Court of County Commissioners may 
upon application of the judge of the Gadsden Inferior Court pro¬ 
vide said judge with suitable office space in the Court House of 
Etowah County for holding said Court. In the event suitable 
quarters are not furnished in the Court House of Etowah Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, the judge of said Gadsden Inferior Court shall, at 
his own expense, maintain an office easily accessable to the pub¬ 
lic, which shall be kept open during the usual hours of business 
for the transaction of business. 

Section Sixteen: The rules now applying to the recording 
of judgments in the Justice of the Peace Courts and the liens 
thereof, shall apply to the judgments rendered in the Gadsden 
Inferior Court.

AN ACT 

To authorize and direct the Court of County Commissioners or Board of 
Revenue of Wilcox County to pay for advertising the notice and sub¬ 
stance of local bills introduced in the Legislature for said County, out of 
any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, when the bill 
applies to the entire County and ordered published by the Court of 
County Commissioners or Board of Revenue of said County, and this 
Act shall apply to and include the notice and substance of bills adver¬ 
tised at and during the present Legislature. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Wil¬ 
cox County be authorized and directed to pay for advertising the 
notice and substance of local bills introduced in the Legislature 
for said County out of the money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, when the bill applies to the entire County and is 
ordered published by the Court of County Commissioners or 
Board of Revenue of said County, and this Act shall apply to and 
include the notice and substance of bills advertised at and during 
the present session of the Legislature. 

Section 2. That this act shall take effect and become a law 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

Authorizing the Court of County Commissioners or other governing body 
of Wilcox County to pay the Deputy Sheriff of said county a sum not 
exceeding thirty dollars per month for the maintenance and running 
expenses of his automobile; prescribing the duties of said Deputy Sher¬ 
iff and fixing the method and manner of payment. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The court of County Commissioners or other gov¬ 
erning body of Wilcox County is hereby authorized to pay to the 
Deputy Sheriff of said county a sum not exceeding thirty dollars 
per month for the maintenance and running expenses of his 
automobile by warrant drawn on the Treasurer of said county 
and payable out of the general fund of said county. 

Section 2. Before the issuance of said warrant, the Deputy 
Sheriff of said county shall file with said court of county com¬ 
missioners an itemized and verified statement showing expendi¬ 
ture of all amounts for the maintenance and funning expenses 
of his automobile. . 

Section 3. The total amount hereby authorized to be paid to 
said Deputy Sheriff shall not exceed three hundred sixty dollars 

per annum. . . , ., 

Section 4. This act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To vacate a portion of the public street or highway in the Town of Atmore. 
Alabama, now forming a curve or turnout in State Road Number 9, and 
situated at or near the right of way of the Louisville & Nashville Rail¬ 
road Company, and adjacent to Greenlawns Addition and Eastland 
Addition in said Town of Atmore, and to relinquish and abandon all 
rights of the public in and to the portion of said street or highway so 
vacated. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the following described portion of a public 
street or highway in the Town of Atmore, Alabama, be and the 
same is hereby vacated and all rights of the public to use the 
same as a public street or highway are hereby relinquished and 
abandoned: Beginning at a point on a line 105 feet south of and 
parallel with the center line of the main track of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad which is 160.20 feet easterly from the 
intersection of said line with the east line of Fourth Avenue in 
the Town of Atmore, Alabama, as shown by the map of the

discretion of either employ a competent shorthand writer to 
perform the duties of official Court Reporter in such criminal 
cases, whose duty it shall be to take full stenographic notes ot 
the oral testimony and proceedings, except arguments, m such 
cases, and must also note the order in which all documentary evi¬ 
dence is introduced; all objections and rulings of the Court there¬ 
on, and exceptions which may be noted thereto. It shall be the 
further duty of the said reporter to transcribe said notes and hie 
original of same with the Clerk of Circuit Court and to deliver a 
copy to the attorney of record of any party thereto. 

2. That the said reporter shall receive as compensation for

The Court of County Commissioners shall forth¬ 
with select and designate one hundred miles of the principal pub¬ 
lic roads, other than state highways, which shall be known as 
the secondary highway system of Greene County, Alabama.

ama Street to the north side of the Mt. Meigs Road, thence south¬ 
westerly along the north side of Mt. Meigs Road to a point two 
hundred feet south of the south side of Capitol Avenue; thence 
west and parallel to Capitol Avenue to a point one hundred fifty 
feet east of the east side of Vickers Street, or Madison Terrace; 
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thence south and parallel to Vickers Street, or Madison Terrace 
% to a point two hundred fifty feet south of the south side of 
Washington Street, if extended; thence West and parallel to 
Washington Street and extension thereof to a point one hundred 
fifty feet west of the west side of Lewis Street, if extended; 
thence north and parallel to Lewis Street to a point two hundred 
feet south of the south side of Madison Avenue; thence west and 
parallel to Madison Avenue and two hundred feet distant there¬ 
from to the east side of Hopper Street, thence to the point of 
beginning, all said territory so zoned as a residential zone, being 
included in that territory which is annexed to the City of Mont¬ 
gomery by this Act. Provided, however, that the City of Mont¬ 
gomery, and the municipal authorities thereof, subsequent to the 
approval of this Act, may, in their discretion, grant a permit for 
the erection and maintenance, or for the maintenance within said 
residential zone hereby created, of buildings and structures, and 
of businesses, other than residences and apartment houses, for 
residential purposes, and other than schools and churches, when 
and only when, the following conditions have first been complied 
with, namely: Every applicant for any such permit, before the 
same may be granted to him, must file with the City of Montgom¬ 
ery, or the governing authorities thereof, the consent in writing 
to the issuance of such permit, of two thirds of the property own¬ 
ers within a radius of five hundred feet from the exterior lot 
lines of the lot whereon such building or structure and business 
is proposed to be erected and maintained, or maintained, and also 
the unanimous consent in writing to the issuance of such permit, 
of the property owners first and second removed from the site of 
such proposed structure and business, and like consent thereto 
by the two property owners immediately across the street in 
front of such proposed site, (d) The City of Montgomery and 
the municipal authorities thereof shall not in the future, except 
as permitted under the provisions of this section of this act, 
grant or issue any permit or authority to any person, firm or 
corporation to erect or maintain within said territory hereina¬ 
bove zoned as a residential zone, any business or structure or any 
business other than those permitted in said zone under the pro¬ 
visions of this section. Any person, firm or corporation who vio¬ 
lates any of the provisions of this section by erecting and main¬ 
taining, or by maintaining, in said district hereby made a resi¬ 
dential zone, any building or structure, or any business of any 
sort other than those permitted therein under the provisions of 
this section of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
be punished therefor under and in accordance w T ith the laws of 
this State. The provisions of this section do not require and shall 
not be construed to require the discontinuance of those business 
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houses and businesses situated within the boundaries of said 
residential zone hereby created, which are in operation at the 
time of the approval of this Act, and the maintenance of such 
business houes and businesses so in operation at the time of the 
approval of this Act shall not subject the owners or operators 
thereof to punishment hereunder; but such business houses 
and businesses, their successors and assigns, in the future shall 
be and remain in all respects subject to the exercise of all the 
jurisdiction, power and authority of the City of Montgomery and 
the municipal authorities. If this section of this Act, or any part 
of this section, is decreed to be unconstitutional or invalid for 
any reason by any court of competent jurisdiction, this shall not 
affect the remainder of this Act, nor any part of the remainder of 
this Act. 

Section 3. That the boundaries set out in section one of this 
Act be and the same are hereby established as the corporate lim¬ 
its of the said City of Montgomery effective September 30, 1927.

AN ACT 

To form road districts in Baldwin County, Alabama, and to provide for the 
establishment, betterment, construction and maintenance of. public 
roads, bridges, causeways and ferries in such districts, for levying and 
collecting annually a tax not exceeding one per centum on the value 
of the taxable property in such district, in addition to all taxes now 
authorized under the constitution and laws of the State of Alabama, or 
that may be hereafter authorized under any amendment thereof, other 
than the amendment submitted by this Legislature validating this act, 
to be applied on account of the expense of the establishment, construc¬ 
tion, betterment and maintenance of public roads, bridges, causeways 
and ferries in such districts; for holding elections in such districts to 
authorize such tax; for authorizing additional or successive levies of 
such tax unless and until the aggregate of annual levies shall be one 
per centum on the value of the taxable property in such districts for a 
period of twenty (20) years from the date of the vote thereon: for the 
advancement of said county of monies to be used for the establishment, 
construction, betterment and maintenance of public roads, bridges, 
causeways and ferries in such districts: for the return to the county 
from the proceeds of such special tax all monies so advanced; for the 
borrowing by said County on its credit of monies to be advanced for 
the establishment, betterment, construction and maintenance of such 
public roads, bridges, causeways and ferries in such districts, all in¬ 
debtedness so created to be in addition to that now allowed to be incur¬ 
red bv such County under the Constitution of Alabama or that may 
hereafter be a Lowed under any amendment thereof ^ f her f han the a- 
nisndment submitted by this Legislature validating this Act. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County of Baldwin is hereby divided 
into fifteen Road Districts, each such district to consist of sub¬ 
stantially the area which now comprises the voting precinct of 
the same number as now established in said County, and the said 
Districts being numbered and described as follows: 

District No. 1. Beginning at the southeast corner of Section 
36, Township 3 north of Range 4 East, on the dividing line be¬ 
tween Escambia County and Baldwin County, thence north along 
said dividing line to Little River thence following the meanderings 
to Little River and the Alabama River, to the South line of 
Section 28, Township 3 north of range 1 East, thence East to the 
Southeast corner of Sec. 25, Township 3 north, range 3 east 
thence south to corner of Section 36 Township 3 north, Range 3 
East, thence east to the place of beginning. 

District No. 2. Beginning at the Southeast corner of Section 
36, Township 3 North of Range 3 East, thence North to the 
Northeast corner of Section 36, Township 3 North, Range 3 
East, thence West to the Alabama River, thence following the 
meanderings of the Alabama River, to a point where the dividing 
line between township 1 North and 2 North intersects said 
River, thence East along said dividing line to the place of begin¬ 
ning. 

District No. 3. Beginning at a point where the Township 
line dividing Township 1 North and 2 North intersects Tensaw 
River, thence East to the Range line dividing Ranges 3 East and 
4 East thence North about 12 miles to the Township line dividing 
Townships 1 North and 2 North, thence West along said Town¬ 
ship line to the Tensaw River, thence following the meanderings 
of the Tensaw River to the place of beginning. 

District No. 4. All that portion of Baldwin County which 
lies between Township lines dividing Townships 1 South and 2 
South, and dividing Townships 2 South and 3 South. 

District No. 5. Beginning at the Southwest corner of Section 
31, Township IS, Range 4 East, thence East to Perdido River, 
Thence North with the meanderings of said River to the line of 
Escambia County, thence Westwardly and Northwardly follow¬ 
ing the dividing lines between Escambia and Baldwin Counties 
to the dividing line of Townships 2 North and 3 North, thence 
West to the Range line dividing Ranges 3 East and 4 East, 
thence South along said line to the place of beginning. 

District No. 6. All that portion of the County which lies 
West of the Styx River and between the Township line dividing 
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Townships 2 South and 3 S. and the line beginning at a point on 
the Styx River being the Southeast corner of Section 14, Town¬ 
ship 4 South Range 4 East, running West on section line to Ten- 
saw River. 

District No. 7. All that portion of Baldwin County, Alabama, 
which lies East of Styx River, West of Perdido River and South 
of the Township line dividing Townships 2 South and 3 South. 

District No. 8. Beginning at a point on Mobile Bay where 
the Township line dividing Townships 5 South and 6 South in¬ 
tersects said bay, thence east along said Township line to Fish 
River thence North following the meanderings of Fish River to 
the point where said River intersects the North line of Section 
21 Township 4 South of Range 3 East; thence West to the East 
bank of Tensaw River, thence following the meanderings of said 
river and Mobile Bay to the place of beginning. 

District No. 9. Beginning at a point where Fish River inter¬ 
sects the South line of Section 18, Township 6 South Range 3 
East, thence East to the Bay Minette and Fort Morgan Railroad, 
thence North to the South line of Sections 7 and 8, Township 6 
South Range 4 East, thence East to the S. E. Corner of Section 9, 
Township 6 South, Range 5 East, thence North to Styx River, 
thence following the meanderings of Styx River to a point where 
Styx River intersects the Southern boundary line of Section 13, 
Township 4 South, Range 4 East, thence West to Fish River, 
thence Southwardly with the meanderings of Fish River to the 
place of beginning. 

District No. 10, Beginning at a point on Mobile Bay, where 
the Township line dividing Townships 5 South and 6 South in¬ 
tersects said bay, thence East to Fish River, thence South follow¬ 
ing the meanderings of Fish River, to the point where the South 
line of Section 18, Township 6 S. Range 3 East intersects said 
Fish River, thence West to the Range line dividing Ranges 2 
East and 3 East, thence South to Fish River, thence following 
the meanderings of Fish River and the West shore of Weeks Bay 
to a point where said bay intersects Mobile Bay, thence West- 
wardly and Northwardly along the Eastern Shore of Mobile Bay 
to place of beginning. 

District No. 11. Beginning at the Southwest corner of Sec¬ 
tion 7, Township 7 South, Range 3 East, thence east to the South¬ 
east corner of Section 9, Township 7, South, Range 5 East, thence 
North to the Southeast corner of the Northwest quarter of Sec¬ 
tion 16 Township 6 South, Range 5 East, thence West to the 
Bay Minette and Fort Morgan Railroad, thence South along said 
Railroad to the Southeast corner of the Southeast quarter of 
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Section 18, Township 6 South, range 4 East, thence West to the 
line dividing Ranges 2 East and 3 East, thence South along said 
dividing line to the place of beginning. 

District No. 12. Beginning at the Southeast corner of Sec¬ 
tion 10, Township 7 South Range 5 East, thence East to the 
Range line dividing 5 East and 6 East thence South along said 
dividing line to Soldier Creek, thence along said Creek following 
its meanderings to Perdido Bay, thence Northwardly and East- 
wardly along the shores of Perdido Bay and Perdido River to 
Styx River, thence westwardly and northwardly following the 
meanderings of Styx River to the West boundary line of Section 
15, Township 5 South, Range 5 East, thence South to the place 
of beginning. 

District No. 13. Beginning at the Northeast corner of Sec¬ 
tion 13, in Township 7 South, Range 4 East, thence East to the 
Range line dividing Ranges 5 East and 6 East, thence South 
along said Range line to Soldier Creek, thence along Soldier 
Creek with its meanderings to Perdido Bay, thence along Perdido 
Bay, Bay LaLaunch and Bay Oronocor and the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Section line dividing Sections 13 and 14 in Township 9 South, 
Range 4 East, thence north to the place of beginning. 

District No. 14. Beginning at the Northeast corner of Sec¬ 
tion 18, in Township 7 South, Range 3 East, thence E’ast to the 
Northeast corner of Section 14, in Township 7 South, Range 4 
East, thence South to the Southeast corner of Section 11, Town¬ 
ship 8 South, Range 4 East, thence West to Bay of Mobile, thence 
northwardly with the meanderings of the Bay of Mobile and with 
Weeks Bay and the North prong of Fish River to the line di¬ 
viding Ranges 2 East and 3 East, thence North on said dividing 
line to the place of beginning. 

District No. 15. Beginning at a point on Mobile Bay where 
the South line of Section 12, Township 8 South, Range 2 East 
intersects said Bay, thence East to the Southeast corner of Sec¬ 
tion 11, Township 8 South, Range 4 East thence South to the Gulf 
of Mexico, thence west along the Gulf of Mexico to Mobile Bay 
at Fort Morgan, thence Eastwardly and Northwardly along the 
shores of Mobile Bay to the place of beginning. 

Section 2. That not less than 25 per cent of the qualified 
voters in any road district hereby created may petition in writing 
the Court of County Commissioners of said County requesting 
the establishment, construction, betterment or maintenance of 
any public road, bridge, causeway or ferry on roads, including all 
bridges and causeways or ferries therein as a part thereof, sit-

uated within said district, or the levying of a special tax for gen¬ 
eral road improvement in the district, setting forth in such pe¬ 
tition in general terms the following: (a) That it is desired to 
levy a special tax for general road improvement in the district, or 
(b) a description of the road, bridge or causeway or roads in¬ 
cluding bridges, causeways and ferries to be established, con¬ 
structed, bettered and or maintained, and explanation of the 
proposed improvement showing of what it is to consist, and what 
is proposed to be done, (c) a statement of the estimated cost 
thereof, and (d) a statement of the annual rate of the special tax 
to be levied, not to exceed one per centum of the value of the 
taxable property within such district and the term or period not 
to exceed Twenty years for which the same shall continue, which 
proposed improvement may be merely by way of adding the 
funds to be raised by said special tax to other funds available for 
the establishment, betterment, construction or maintenance of 
any public road or roads in the district. After receiving any 
such petition the Court of County Commissioners upon finding 
that it conforms hereto and is signed by not less than 25 per cent 
of the qualified electors of the district, shall make an order call¬ 
ing an election by the qualified electors of the district as herein¬ 
after provided. 

Section 3. That the said order calling the said election shall 
provide for the holding thereof on some named date not more 
than ninety days after the presentation of the petition for the 
submission at said election to the qualified electors of the said 
district of the proposition as to whether or not there shall be lev¬ 
ied a special tax upon the taxable property in the district for 
the purposes, at the rate and for the number of years set forth in 
the petition: and shall state the place or places at which the said 
election shall be held, which place or places shall be within the 
district. 

Section 4. The said Court of County Commissioners shall 
appoint three Managers and one Returning officer for each so 
designated voting place in the District, and shall cause notice to 
be given by publication once a week for three weeks in some 
newspaper published in said County, of the time and purpose 
of the said election, and of the voting places in said District 
designated as aforesaid. The Managers and Returning Officers 
so appointed shall each be qualified electors of the District, and 
if any of them fail to appear at the time and place appointed 
for the election, the Officer or Officers who do appear shall ap¬ 
point qualified electors of the District to take the place of those 
who are absent. It shall be the duty of the Sh c nff to notify all 
officers of their said appointment by the said Court of County 
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Commissioners. The Managers and returning officers so selected 
shall conduct the said election, shall open the polls at eight o’clock 
A. M., and close the same at five o’clock P. M., on the date of the 
election, and immediately upon closing the polls shall ascertain 
the results of the election at their respective voting places, and 
make returns of the same to the Court of County Commissioners, 
and deliver the ballot box containing the returns with the polling 
lists, tally sheets, and other necessary papers to the returning 
officers of such voting places, who shall deliver the same to the 
Court of County Commissioners on or before noon of the second 
day after the said election. The court of County Commissioners 
shall within 5 days after said election canvass the returns so 
made, and under oath make a written report declaring the result 
of said election in said district, showing therein the number of 
votes cast for and against the proposed taxation. A copy of such 
report shall be printed in some newspaper published in the 
County, and the original shall be filed in the office of the Probate 
Judge, and except as is otherwise provided herein said election 
shall be held under the general laws of the State. The officers, 
including the Sheriff, shall perform the same duties and receive 
the same pay as is provided for under the general election laws 
aforesaid, and all costs and fees of said election shall be paid out 
of the County Treasury. 

Section 5. That when any election is to be held under the 
provisions of this Act, the Court of County Commissioners shall 
provide the necessary number of ballots, polling lists, tally sheets, 
ballot boxes, booths, instructions for holding the election, and all 
other necessary and proper stationery for holding said election, 
and the Sheriff shall see that same are delivered to the Managers 
before the date of the election. Upon the ballots used in said 
election there shall be printed the rate of the proposed special 
tax, the time that it is proposed to be continued, and the purposes 
to which the monies derived from such taxation will be devoted, 
and directly underneath such matter there shall be printed in 
plain type in one line, the words; “For proposed taxation,” and 
in another line the words: “Against proposed taxation.” A 
blank must be left directly to the left of each of said lines, and the 
voter favoring the proposed taxation will make a cross mark di¬ 
rectly to the left of the line “For proposed taxation,” and the 
voter not in favor of the proposed taxation will make a cross 
mark directly to the left of the line “Against proposed taxation,” 
and if it appears as the result of said election that a majority of 
those legally voting in said election have voted for such taxation, 
the Court of County Commissioners shall levy said special tax 
and cause the tax assessor to assess and the tax collector to col- 
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lect the same on the taxable property in said district. That 
whenever the election as provided for in this Act for the levy of 
special taxes shall be held and the result declared before August 
1st, any year, the tax authorized at such election shall be as¬ 
sessed and collected for that year and for each year thereafter for 
the full term specified in the call; and if the results shall he de¬ 
clared after August 1st, the tax authorized at such election shall 
be assessed and collected for the next succeeding year and each 
year thereafter for the full term specified in the call. It shall be 
the duty of the tax assessor of said County to assess and the tax 
collector of said county to collect such taxes in the same manner 
as the public school district tax is assessed and collected. The 
tax collector shall keep the amount of taxes collected separate 
and apart from all the other funds and shall keep a correct and 
distinct account thereof, showing what amount is paid and turn 
the same over to the county treasurer or depository whose duty 
it shall be to receipt thereof and pay the same out upon warrants 
issued in conformity with the law. The tax collector and tax 
assessor shall each be entitled to one half of one per cent of the 
taxes actually collected as full compensation for the additional 
services required by this Act, the same to be paid in the manner 
now provided for the payment of their compensation out of the 
public school district taxes. 

Section 6. The rate of tax levied under authority of this Act 
in any year shall not exceed one per centum of the value of the 
taxable property in such district. No tax shall be levied for a 
period longer than twenty years from the date when such tax 
becomes effective. If a tax or taxes at a rate less than one per 
cent is levied for any number of years not exceeding twenty years 
additional taxes may be levied from time to time by a vote as 
hereinbefore provided for, for the same years, provided the ag¬ 
gregate rate shall not exceed one per centum. If any tax is levied 
for a less number of years than twenty years, or if a tax has been 
levied for a period of twenty years, and a part of such period has 
elapsed, then in either such event, the time during which such 
tax may be levied may be extended with the vote of the electors 
as herein provided, so that such tax may be levied for a period 
not exceeding twenty years from the date of the election by 
which such period is extended. 

Section 7. That whenever the proposed improvement is of 
such nature or character as to require the use of all or a part of 
the money to be realized from said special tax before the same 
will be collected and thereby made available, the Court of County 
Commissioners may cause the County to advance for the purposes 
for which said taxation was authorized, such amount or amounts 
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of money as the said Court of County Commissioners may deem 
to be then necessary or proper for the accomplishment of the said 
purposes and objects, provided that the aggregate of the a- 
mounts so advanced, together with six per cent annum interest 
thereon to the dates at which the same may be repaid from the 
proceeds of said special tax shall not exceed • the estimated 
amount of such special tax computed on the basis of the amount 
of taxable property in the District shown by the last assessment 
thereof. Whenever any such advancement is made by the Coun¬ 
ty, the proceeds of said special tax,insofar as the same may be 
necessary therefor, shall be used and applied in reimbursing the 
County for said advances, together with not exceeding six per 
cent interest thereon from the date of each advance until the 
time of the repayment thereof. For the purpose of securing 
money with which to make said advances the said County is 
hereby authorized to issue and sell, at not less than par, its war¬ 
rants bearing interest at not more than six per cent per annum, 
payable annually and maturing at such time or times as the said 
Court of County Commissioners may determine, but in no event 
running for a longer period than that fixed as the duration of or 
for said special tax, and all indebtedness of the said County so 
created shall be in addition to that now allowed under and by the 
constitution of the State of Alabama, or that may hereafter be 
allowed under and by the constitution of the State of Alabama or 
any amendment thereof, other than the amendment proposed 
and submitted by this legislature validating this Act. And no 
debt so credited by said County together with six per cent inter¬ 
est per annum thereon to the date of the payment shall exceed 
the estimated amount of the levied taxes computed on the basis 
of the last assessment of the taxable property in such districts. 

Section 8. That all monies obtained under the provisions of 
this Act. whether the same consist of the direct proceeds of said 
tax or of monies advanced by the County, and to be replaced from 
said tax, shall be devoted exclusively to the purpose or purposes 
for which said tax was authorized; that the same shall be ap¬ 
plied and used in the said district by and under the control cf the 
Court of County Commissioners of said County, but only for the 
purposes authorized as aforesaid,- provided that in those cases 
wherein the plan of the improvement contemplates the better¬ 
ment and/or maintenance of an existing public road, or aiding in 
constructing, bettering or maintaining a public road which is 
receiving State or Federal Aid, the monies arising from said 
special tax may be used for such purpose in aid of and in con¬ 
junction with funds therefor furnished by the state, by the Fed¬ 
eral Government or by the County, and the Court of County Com- 
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judicious expenditure of the proceeds of said special tax along 
with monies-otherwise available for the accomplishment of the 
purposes for which said special tax was authorized. And pro¬ 
vided if the tax is levied or money advanced for a specific road, 
bridge, causeway or ferry, any surplus may be used for general 
road improvement in said district. However, in no event shall 
the Court of County Commissioners, nor anyone else, have au¬ 
thority to apply any of the proceeds of said tax to any construc¬ 
tion. development, improvement or maintenance outside of or 
beyond the limits of the districts. 

Section 9. The designation “Court of County Commission¬ 
ers” as used in this Act shall include, embrace and designate the 
governing body or board of said county by whatsoever name 
called, having the powers conferred by the general law upon 
Courts of County Commissioners. 

Section 10. This Act is intended to make operative, prompt¬ 
ly after its adoption, a proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama which the Legislature is submitting to be voted upon 
on the second Tuesday next following the expiration of three 
months from the date of the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature of Alabama, which amendment au¬ 
thorizes the Legislature to form or provide for the formation of 
districts of the character herein provided for in the County of 
Baldwin in said state; and authorizes the Legislature to provide 
for the levying and collecting annually of a tax not exceeding one 
per centum on the value of the taxable property in such district 
or districts. This Act shall become and be effective from and 
after the adoption and promulgation of said amendment in the 
event the same is adopted. 

Section 11. If any word, sentence, clause, section or provis¬ 
ion of this Act is for any reason held to be invalid, it shall not 
affect the remainder of this Act. 

Section 12. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To alter and rearrange the boundaries of the Town of Homewood, a munici¬ 
pal corporation, in Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the boundaries of the Town of Homewood, 
a municipal corporation, in Jefferson County, Alabama, be and 
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the same are hereby altered, rearranged and fixed so as to include 
within the corporate limits thereof all the territory lying within 
the County of Jefferson, in said State, described and bounded as 
follows, to-wit: Begin at the northeast corner of the SE % of 
the NW 14 of section 7, township 18 south, range 2 west, said 
point being in the present town limits of the Town of Homewood 
Jefferson County, Alabama; run thence west along the north 
boundary of the Town of Homewood, which is also the north 
line of the South 14 of the NW" Y^of said section 7 to the north- 
wesf corner of the SW % of the NW *4 °f said section 7; run 
thence in a southwesterly direction along a straight line to the 
northwest corner of the SW % of the SW*4 of the SW*4 of Sec¬ 
tion 12, township 18 south, range 3 west; run thence south along 
the west line of section 12 and the west line of section 13, town¬ 
ship 18 south, range 3 west, to the south side of the Oxmoor and 
Irondale Road, thence in a southwesterly direction along the 
south side of the Oxmoor and Irondale Road to the northeastern 
side of the Columbiana Road; thence in a generally southeasterly 
direction along the northeastern side of the said Columbiana 
Road to an intersection with the south boundary of the NE*4 of 
the NE 14 of section 23, township 18 south, range 3 west; thence 
in an easterly direction along the south boundary of said NE 14 
of NE *4 of Section 23 and along the south boundary of the 
NW % of the NW % of section 24, township 18 south, range 
3 west to the southeast corner of said quarter-quarter section;

and regulations concerning the same, giving said Board the right of 
eminent domain in regard to the same, vesting the .said Board with au¬ 
thority to fix a per capita road tax, requiring the publication of such 
rules and regulations and fixing a penalty* for violation thereof; to 
fix the salary of the clerk of such Board/of Revenue, regulate the meet¬ 
ings of said Board of Revenue; to require ail officers of the County 
collecting revenues to pay the same over, to the proper authority and re¬ 
port thereon; require said Board to publish semi-annual statements; to 
fix the compensation of the members of said board and to repeal all local 
laws affecting roads and bridges in Barbour County and all laws in con¬ 
flict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. The Board of Revenue of Barbour County, Ala¬ 
bama, or other like governing body pf said. County, be and the 
same is hereby vested with full power and control of the public 
roads, bridges and ferries within said County, may establish new 
and change and discontinue old roads, bridges'land ferries in such 
manner as they may deem best to render travel over the same as 
safe and convenient as practicable. And the said Board of Rev¬ 
enue, or other like governing body of said County, shall have and 
is hereby given full power and authority to promulgate rules and 
regulations for the building, working, maintenance and upkeep 
of said roads and bridges, and to this end is hereby given full 
power and authority to promulgate and ordain a per capita road 
tax in said County for road and bridge purposes, and to this end 
said Board of Revenue, or other like governing body of said 
County, have and is hereby given legislative, judicial and execu¬ 
tive powers, except as limited by the general laws of the State of 
Alabama, and to this end the Board of Revenue, or other like 
governing body of said County, be and the same is hereby de¬ 
clared to be a Court of unlimited jurisdiction and powers as to 
the construction, maintenance and improvement of the public 
roads and bridges of said County, except as limited and prohibit¬ 
ed by the general laws of the State of Alabama.

the powers, disabilities and duties of the judge thereof; to pro¬

said court or to contract with some incorporated society or as¬ 
sociation within said county for the maintenance of such homes. 

Section 2. There shall be appointed by and hold office at the 
will of the county if the homes are conducted by the county or by 
the society or association if conducted by a society, or association,. 
for the care of said homes, a superintendent and matron and such 
other employees as may be provided by the County for the care* 
of said homes, and all salaries of the employees of said homes 
shall be fixed and paid by the Board of Revenue and Road Com¬ 
missioners of Mobile County. 

Section 2 1-2. All requisition for supplies and all expense of 
every kind and description whatsoever, including expense of sup¬ 
plies and provisions for the maintenance of any of the detention 
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homes operated under authority of this Act must be approved by 
the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, before they can be paid. The persons appointed on 
the Juvenile Court Commission, upon the expiration of the terms 
of office or resignation of any member of said Commission, may 
be members of the Board of Management of the Detention 
Homes, or may be any other suitable persons. The said Commis¬ 
sion shall be non-sectarian. 

Section 3. The salaries and the expenses and maintenance of 
said homes shall be provided as set forth in the Act, approved 
August 9th, 1919, on page 58 of the Local Acts of 1919. govern¬ 
ing the payment of the Juvenile Court Commission and the home 
of the Juvenile delinquents by the city and county of Mobile. 

Section 3 1-2. The terms of this bill shall not interfere with 
the appointment by the Judge of the Juvenile Court of Mobile 
County, Ala., of all the officers and employees of his court as pro¬ 
vided under the terms of the act creating the Juvenile Court of 
Mobile County, Ala.

He may in the discretion and at the option 
of the Board of Revenue be elected for a term of one year, or 
less time as the Board may in its discretion determine, beginning 
on the first day of October, 1927, and a successor to said super-* 
visor may be elected or appointed by said Board of Revenue each 
year thereafter. He shall be paid a salary out of the County 
Treasury of Calhoun County, to be fixed by the Board of Revenue 
of said county of riot less than eighteen hundred dollars per an-j 
num, nor more than three thousand dollars per annum , payable 
monthly by a warrant drawn by the Chairman of said Board of 
Revenue. Said road supervisor may be removed from office, and

He shall 
recommend to the Board of Revenue the employment of all a- 
gents, overseers and laborers required for the work on the public 
roads of said County, and the compensation of such employees. 
He shall recommend to the Board of Revenue the purchase of all 
necessary road machinery, material, supplies and equipment 
necessary and desirable in and about the work on said public 
roads and shall do and perform, under the direction of the Board 
of Revenue of said County, all the duties in connection with the 
maintenance and improvement of public roads required by the 
general laws of this State of Boards of Revenue or Courts of 
County Commissioners, except the establishment of new roads or 
the changing of roads.

Section 2. That at the general election to be held for said 
county in November, 1928, the person receiving the highest num¬ 
ber of votes for member of said Board of Revenue shall be one of 
the members of said Board of Revenue for a six year term; the 
person, from any of the other three districts of said county, re¬ 
ceiving the highest number of votes for member of said Board 
shall be the other member of said Board for a term of six years; 
the other two members elected to be members of said Board at 
such election, shall be members for a term of four years; that 
beginning with the year, 1932, two members of said board shall 
be elected every two years for a term of four years. 

Section 3. All laws in conflict with any of the provisions of 
this Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

To establish an inferior statutory court to be called the Birmingham Court 
of Common Pleas; to prescribe its jurisdiction and procedure; to pro¬ 
vide for its judge, clerks and other officers their appointment, duties, 
compensation and to fix their term of office; to provide for the transfer 
of causes to the Circuit Court when jury trials are demanded; to pro¬ 
vide for appeals to the Circuit Court. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for Jeffer¬ 
son County, except that part of Jefferson County herein particu¬ 
larly described, an inferior court of law which shall be called the 
Birmingham Court of Common Pleas. 

Section 2. This court shall have and exercise concurrently 
with all other courts having like Jurisdiction in said county, for 
and in all of Jefferson County, except the territory herein after 
excluded and defined, all the jurisdiction and power which now 
are, or which hereafter may be by law conferred upon the cir¬ 
cuit courts of this State, in actions at law where the amount in- 
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volved exceeds the sum One Hundred Dollars and does not exceed 
the sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) 

Section 3. The jurisdiction of this court will not extend over 
the portion of Jefferson County which is included in the follow¬ 
ing precincts, to-wit: William’s Precinct No. 1, Jonesboro Pre¬ 
cinct No. 2, Parson’s Precinct No. 3, Aaron’s Precinct No. 4, 
Short Creek Precinct No. 5, Bethlehem Precinct No. 7, Meek’s 
Precinct No. 24, Toadvine Precinct No. 27, Bessemer Precinct 
No. 33, Gwins Precinct No. 35, Huey’s Precinct No. 40, Park- 
wood Precinct No. 41, Mulga Precinct No. 49, Virginia Mines 
Precinct No. 51, Fairfield Precinct No. 53, and Brighton Pre¬ 
cinct No. 55. 

Section 4. This court shall have no jurisdiction of criminal 
offenses and no jurisdiction in equity, nor suits in ejectment. 

Section 5. This court shall have authority; (1) To exercise 
original jurisdiction of suits and actions at law when the matter 
or sum in controversy exceeds the sum of one hundred dollars 
and does not exceed Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00). (2) To 

punish by fine not exceeding fifty dollars and by imprisonment 
not exceeding five days all persons in contempt of said court. (3) 
To prescribe rules and regulations as to pleading and practice, as 
to the time of filing and settling pleadings, and to make any neces¬ 
sary orders, rules and regulations for the dispatch of the business 
of the court. 

Section 6. The judge of this court shall not have authority to 
grant writs of certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, mandamus, 
nor writs of injunction or ne exeat. 

Section 7. The judge and court have authority to grant writs 
of attachment and garnishment. 

Section 8- The Judge of said Court shall be learned in the 
law, shall be a resident citizen and qualified voter of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, and not less than twenty-five years of age. 
Immediately after the passage of this Act the Governor shall ap¬ 
point the Judge of said Court who shall serve for four years and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified; and the Governor 
shall appoint a judge of said court each four years. 

Section 9. The judge of the Birmingham Court of Common 
Pleas shall receive as compensation for his service the sum of 
forty-eight hundred ($4800.00) dollars per annum, payable in 
equal monthly installments of four hundred ($400.00) dollars 
each, out of the County Treasury of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
upon his warrant drawn upon the County Treasurer. 

Section 10. The judge of this court shall appoint a clerk of 
this court, who shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge. The 
clerk of this court shall receive as comnensation for his service 
the sum of $3,000.00 per annum, payable in equal monthly in- 
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stallments of $250.00 each, out of the County Treasury of Jef¬ 
ferson County, Alabama. 

Section 11. (a) The judge of this court shall appoint two as¬ 
sistant clerks, who shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge. 
The assistant clerks shall receive as compensation for their ser¬ 
vice as such assistant clerks, the sum of $1800.00 per annum, 
payable in equal monthly installments of $150.00 each, out of the 
County Treasury of Jefferson County, Alabama, (b) When the 
business of the Court requires it, the Board of Revenue of Jef¬ 
ferson County shall furnish this court additional clerical help 
and cause the same to be paid out of the Treasury of Jefferson 
County. 

Section 12. The clerk of this court shall give bond in the pen¬ 
al sum of $2,500.00 payable to the State of Alabama and con¬ 
ditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of such office, which 
bond shall be approved by, and filed in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of Jefferson County, Alabama, and which bond shall also 
be conditioned to pay all moneys to the proper officers and per¬ 
sons to whom it is payable, and to faithfully account for all mon¬ 
eys coming into his hands, by virtue of his office, and upon the 
said bond there shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon 
a bond of the clerk of the Circuit Court. 

Section 13. The judge of the. court shall appoint a bailiff of 
the court, who shall hold office at the pleasure of the judge and 
who shall receive as compensation for his service as such bailiff 
the sum of ($100.00) one hundred dollars per month, payable 
out of the County Treasury. 

Section 14. The Sheriff of Jefferson County shall be the ex¬ 
clusive officer of said Court for the service of process, for which 
service the same fees shall be collected and turned into the Coun¬ 
ty Treasury as other fees earned by the Sheriff are paid. 

Section 15. The practice, procedure, judgments and records 
in this court shall conform to and be governed by the laws appli¬ 
cable to practice and procedure in justice of the peace courts, in 
so far as applicable, and except as otherwise provided in this act, 
and shall conform and be governed as far as practicable by the 
practice and procedure in the municipal court of Birmingham. 

Section 16. Every intendment is in favor of the sufficiency 
and validity of proceedings in this court when brought in ques¬ 
tion, either directly or collaterally, in any of the courts of the 
State, where it appears on the face of the proceedings that this 
court had jurisdiction of the subject matter and the parties. 

Secion 17. The clerk shall issue all processes out of said court, 
returnable to this court; the clerk shall approve all bonds, shall 
keep a docket of said court and shall certify all transfers of 
causes and all appeals. The clerk shall have all the authority and 
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perform all the duties prescribed by law for clerks of the Circuit 
Courts of the State, except, where otherwise provided in this 
Act, and except that entry of the judgment by the judge shall be 
the minutes of the court. 

Section 18. All judgments required to be signed shall be sign¬ 
ed by the judge, a judgment and the record thereof shall not be 
required to be more formal than a judgment rendered in a court 
of the justice of the peace and shall be governed by the same 
laws as a judgment in court of a justice of the peace. 

Section 19. The fees and costs that are now, or hereafter, 
allowed by law in cases in the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, 
except the library tax, shall be taxed and collected as provided by 
law in the Circuit Court and shall by the clerk be paid into the 
County Treasury. 

Section 20. In all cases commenced in this court by summons 
and complaint, the defendant shall be required to appear and 
demur or plead to the complaint on a certain day to be fixed by 
the clerk, but the summons and complaint must be executed seven 
days before the return day thereof: and in all cases at law com¬ 
menced by attachment the defendant shall appear and demur or 
plead seven days after the levying of the attachment and the ser¬ 
vice of notice thereof or in case suit is against a non-resident or 
other person upon whom service may be had by publication, with¬ 
in seven days after service is perfected by publication, and publi¬ 
cation shall be once a week for three consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper published in Jefferson county, Alabama; and in all 
other cases at law the defendant must appear and demur or plead 
at the time designated by the clerk in the summons, not less than 
seven days after service of summons and complaint upon him; 
and in all cases, whether commenced by summons and complaint, 
attachment or otherwise, and defendant failing within the time 
provided herein to appear and demur or plead, shall be held in 
default, and at any time thereafter judgment by default on mo¬ 
tion of nlaintiff may be rendered against him; provided however, 
that the court may for good cause shown, allow such judgment 
so obtained by default to be set aside and demurrer or plea to be 
filed on such terms as the court may think just, provided for 
such motion, or continued, while the same is within the breast of 
the court as required by law. 

Section 21. In all suits and actions on promissory notes, bills 
of exchange, or other negotiable instruments, contracts in writ¬ 
ing, or accounts, if the plaintiff or his agent shall have filed at 
the time of bringing his suit or action, an affidavit setting out dis¬ 
tinctly his cause of action, and the sum he claims to be due, and 
that the same is due, owing and unpaid, a copy of which must be 
served on the defendant with the summons and complaint, plain- 
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tiff shall be entitled to judgment for the amount so claimed, with 
interests and costs, unless the defendant shall file along with his 
plea, if in bar, an affidavit of defense denying the right of the 
plaintiff as to the whole or some specified part of his claim, and 
specifically stating also in precise and distinct terms, the grounds 
of his defense, which must be such as would, if true, be sufficient 
to defeat the plaintiff’s claim, in whole or in part, (b) The pro¬ 
vision of this rule, shall not apply to defendants who are repre¬ 
sentatives of decedents estates, except when the affidavit filed 
with the complaint sets forth the contract sued on was directly 
with such representatives, or that a promise to pay was made by 
him. (c) When the defendant is a corporation the affidavit of 
defense may be made by an officer, agent, or attorney of such cor¬ 
poration. (d) When the affidavit required to be filed herein 
above does not comply with said provisions, such affidavit may 
be stricken out and judgment entered on motive, (e) The court 
may by rules require such affidavit of defense and pleas to be 
filed along with the demurrer, if any be filed, which affidavit 
shall not waive the demurrer. 

Section 22. The plaintiff electing to bring suit in this court 
shall endorse upon his complaint that he waives a trial by jury, 
and his election to file his suit in this court shall be deemed as a 
matter of law as his waiver of his right to have such cause tried 
by jury. 

Section 23. In all cases filed in this court the issues and 
questions of fact shall be tried by the court without the inter¬ 
vention of a jury, unless a jury be demanded by the defendant* 
within seven days after the summons and complaint is served on 
him, or by any other person interested in such issue or question, 
at the time he appears; such demand must be made by such per¬ 
son that intervenes, upon the pleading or paper filed by him for, 
the purpose of presenting such issue or question of fact, or by the 
defendant or other party occupying the position of the defendant, 
including the garnishee, by making a formal written demand 
upon the demurrer, plea, other pleading, or separate paper filed 
by him, that he demands a trial by jury; such demand must be 
in writing, signed by the party or his attorney and filed with the 
clerk of the court, and must be filed by the defendant within 
seven days after the summons and complaint is served on him. 

Section 24. When the defendant or other party occupying 
the position, of defendant, or other party entitled thereto, shall 
have demanded a trial by jury, in the manner and within the 
time provided, this court shall proceed to settle the pleadings and 
make up an issue, and if an issue of fact be made up: (a) The 
judge may proceed to try said cause with a jury, as herein pro¬ 
vided; or (b) the judge may make an order transferring said 
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cause to the Circuit Court, whereupon the clerk of this court shall 
transfer all papers in said cause, together with a transcript of 
the court’s ruling on the pleadings, to the Circuit Court of Jeffer¬ 
son County. Said cause shall be by the clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Jefferson County, docketed, and shall there proceed as if said 
cause were in said Circuit Court on appeal from a Justice Court 
wherein the appellant had demanded a trial by jury for such trial 
in the Circuit Court. 

Section 25. Whenever a jury is required to- try an issue in 
this court the judge of this court shall procure the jury box of 
Jefferson County and the key thereto, and shall draw from the 
jury box as many names as he may think necessary, in no case 
less than sixteen, and must immediately return the key and box 
to the proper custodians thereof, respectively, and after each 
name is drawn it shall not be returned to the jury box except as 
herein otherwise provided, and there shall be no selection of 
names except as hereinafter provided, and shall make and file a 
record of the drawing, and issue an order to the sheriff requiring 
him to summon the jurors, and the judge must draw the jurors in 
the manner provided by Chapter 311 of the Code except where 
otherwise in this Act provided; provided, however, that, the 
judge may discard and return to the jury box any names so 
drawn if the name is of a person who does not reside within the 
jurisdiction of this court. 

Section 26. Whenever there are not enough qualified jurors 
in attendance upon the court to permit the juries required, the 
judge of the court shall draw from the jury box names of as many 
jurors as he may deem necessary, who are then within or reside 
within the City of Birmingham. The Sheriff shall forthwith 
summon all jurors thus drawn to attend court when required 
and he may summon them by personal service or by telephone 
or by telegraph, or may in like manner order a deputy or special 
deputy to summon them or may telephone or telegraph direct a 
deputy to summon such juror. The court shall then proceed to 
empanel or complete the empaneling of the juries. 

Section 27. Jurors drawn and empaneled to serve in this 
court may be required to serve for an entire week. 

Section 28. It is the duty of the court, before administering 
the oath prescribed by law to any juror, to ascertain that such 
juror has the qualifications required by law. 

Section 29. (a) Each party has the right to challenge two of 
the jury peremptorily. Neither party shall have a right to a 
struck jury, (b) The judge shall empanel sixteen jurors for the 
trial of any case from which panel each party may peremptorily 
challenge two jurors. 
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Section 30. The sole remedy for any error in the drawing, 
summoning, empaneling or otherwise, of jurors, on the trial be¬ 
fore a jury, shall be by an appeal to the Circuit Court, where the 
cause shall be tried de novo as provided in this Act. 

Section 31. That the term of this court shall commence on 
the first day of January of each year, and end on the 31st day of 
December of each year. The final judgments rendered by said 
court shall after the expiration of ten days from their rendition 
be taken and deemed as completely beyond the control of the 
court, as if the'term of said court at which said judgment is 
rendered had ended at the end of said ten days, provided, how¬ 
ever, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the parties 
from applying for new trials or rehearings within said ten days 
or prevent the court within the said ten days from continuing 
said motion for a rehearing, to some other time. 

Section 32. Unless otherwise ordered by the court, all gar¬ 
nishments issued by said court shall require an answer thereto 
within seven days after the service thereof; and upon the failure 
of any garnishee to make answer within seven days, he shall be 
deemed in default and a judgment nisi may be rendered against 
him on motion of the plaintiff if the plaintiff is otherwise en¬ 
titled to such judgment nisi; unless otherwise ordered by the 
court, all citations, rules, scire facias, and notices issued by this 
court shall require the party against whom they are issued to 
appear and plead within seven days after services thereof, or if 
the citations or notices are to be given by publication, within 
seven days after the perfection of such publication. 

Section 33. Any party may appeal from any judgment ren¬ 
dered against him by this court, to the Circuit Court or court of 
like jurisdiction, within ten days after the rendition thereof. 

Secion 34. No cause can be appealed from this court to the 
Circuit Court or other court of like jurisdiction unless the party 
applying for such appeal first executes a bond with sufficient 
surety, payable to the adverse party, with condition to pay such 
judgment as may be rendered against him by the court to which 
the cause is sought to be removed, and no cause can be removed 
from this court by statutory certiorari. 

Section 35. If such appeal is applied for by a defendant, 
claimant or any other party against whom a judgment for the 
payment of money has been rendered, such bond shall be in 
double the amount of the judgment rendered against him, in¬ 
cluding the costs; in all other cases, in such amounts as may be 
prescribed by the judge of this court. 

Section 36. When appeal is taken, the clerk must return 
promptly all the original papers of the cause, together with a 
statement signed by him of the case, and the judgment rendered 
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by the court, to the clerk of the court to which the appeal was 
taken. 

Section 37. The clerk must also issue a notice to the appellee 
that such appeal has been taken which must be executed by per¬ 
sonal service on him, his agent or attorney, five days before the 
return day of the appeal, and must be returned promptly by the 
constable, or other officer, to the clerk of the court to which the 
appeal was taken; but in lieu of notice by personal service to the 
appellee, or his agent or attorney, the clerk may send said notice 
by registered mail addressed to the appellee, his agent or at¬ 
torney, with the demand for a return receipt and such return 
receipt, signed by the appellee, his agent or attorney shall be 
proof of said notice. 

Section 38. If the appellee, after the appeal is taken, moves 
out of the country or absconds or secretes himself, so that notice 
cannot be served on him, it shall be the duty of the constable to 
execute such notice by leaving a copy at the residence, or late 
residence, of the appellee, and by posting the same in front of 
the court house door of the County of Jefferson, and return the 
facts to the clerk of the court to which the appeal was taken on 
or before the second day of the term. 

Section 39. That in all causes removed from this court to the 
Circuit Court by appeal, the cause shall be tried therein de novo 
and the issues and questions of fact shall be tried by the Circuit 
Court without the intervention of a jury, except that when the 
plaintiff appeals from a judgment rendered on a verdict of a 
jury, defendant may have a trial by jury on the appeal if he de¬ 
mands the same, in writing, within ten days from the time that 
plaintiff files his appeal bond, or within ten days of his being noti¬ 
fied of the appeal. 

Section 40. That any party to a cause in this court may de¬ 
posit with the clerk of this court the necessary postage with the 
names and addresses of the witnesses, and it shall thereupon be 
the duty of the clerk of this court to summon said witnesses by 
addressing a letter to them, at such addresses, duly registered, 
with demand for return receipt, and such return receipt shall be 
proof of the service of said summons upon such witness, and any 
such witness being so served and failing to appear, shall be in 
contempt of the court and may be attached and punished as pro¬ 
vided by law as to parties guilty of contempt, and may also be 
imprisoned. 

Section 41. The judgments of this court may be recorded as 
provided by Section 4156, 4157, 4158 and 4159 of the Code of 
Alabama, and said provisions of the Code and said laws shall be 
applicable to judgments and proceedings in this court. 

Section 42. All witnesses shall receive the mileage and per 
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diem for attendance on this court, as provided by law for wit¬ 
nesses in the Circuit Court. 

Section 43. The Board of Revenue of Jefferson County shall 
provide a place for the holding of this court and shall furnish all 
the necessary stationery, papers and other things, as provided 
by law for the Circuit Court of Jefferson County, that may be 
necessary for the operation and maintenance of this court; the 
Board of Revenue may, when the business requires it, furnish 
the court additional clerical help and cause the same to be paid 
out of the Treasury of Jefferson County. 

Section 44. Neither party to a civil suit in this court as a 
matter of right may file interrogatories to be propounded to the 
opposite party, but for good cause shown, the judge of this court 
may allow such interrogatories to be propounded, in which case 
the judge shall fix the time in which they shall be answered, and 
the said filing and answering of said interrogatories, except as 
herein provided, shall be governed as far as applicable by Article 
10, Chapter 290 of the Code of Alabama as now enacted or here¬ 
after amended. 

Section 45. In case of emergency, the judge of this court may 
appoint a suitable person to act as constable, without bond except 
as hereinafter provided, and the person appointed must perform 
the same duties, and is liable to the same pains and penalties; 
and is entitled to the same fee and compensation, as regular con¬ 
stable ; but such special constable is not authorized to levy or col¬ 
lect executions, attachments or writs of detinue, unless 
prior to the levying or collecting of executions, attachments or 
writs of detinue, he execute a bond in a sum of twice the amount 
of the property to be levied on, payable to the defendant and 
conditioned as required by constable bond, with sureties to be 
approved by the judge appointing such special constable. 

Section 46. The law applicable to issuing and levying of 
executions in the Circuit Court shall apply to this court, and this 
court shall have the right and authority to cause the levying 
upon real estate and the sale thereof as provided in like cases in 
the Circuit Court. 

Section 47. That all laws, or parts of laws, general or special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, shall be and the same 
are, hereby repealed. 

Section 48. If any section or provision of this Act shall be 
declared void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or disturb 
the validity or constitutionality of any other section or provision 
which is not in and of itself void or unconstitutional. 

Section 49. That this bill shall become effective upon its ap¬ 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To create and establish the Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun County; 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to make it the successor of the 
Anniston Inferior Court and the Calhoun County Court; to provide for 
the transfer of the cases from the docket of the Anniston Inferior Court 
and the Calhoun County Court to the Court of Common Pleas of Cal¬ 
houn County; to provide for the officers of said court, their powers, du¬ 
ties and compensation; to prescribe rules of procedure for said court; 
and to provide for the execution of the process of said court and the 
operation thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in 
and for the County of Calhoun, State of Alabama, a court, which 
shall be known as and called “Court of Common Pleas of Cal¬ 
houn County,” which said court is hereby invested with and shall 
have and exercise in said County final jurisdiction cf any misde¬ 
meanor committed in said County, concurrent in such mis¬ 
demeanor cases with the jurisdiction now conferred by law upon 
the Circuit Court, except as herein otherwise provided, and said 
court shall have preliminary jurisdiction in all felony cases com¬ 
mitted in the County of Calhoun that is now conferred upon the 
County Court and Justices of the Peace. Said Court, except as 
in this Act otherwise provided, in exercising the jurisdiction and 
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powers by this Act conferred, shall in all criminal cases conform 
to and be governed by the rules of practice and procedure, and 
shall have the same authority as now conferred by law upon the 
County Courts of this State; provided that the Judge of this 
Court shall have the authority to adopt such rules of practice and 
procedure not inconsistent with this Act as in his opinion is 
necessary for the proper dispatch of the business of the Court, 
In all civil cases said Court shall have and exercise in precincts 
15 and 20 of Calhoun County all the authority, jurisdiction and 
powers which are now conferred by law upon Justices of the 
Peace, or which have been heretofore conferred upon the Annis¬ 
ton Inferior Court. Said Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun 
County shall as herein provided be the successor of the Calhoun 
County Court and the Anniston Inferior Court which said Coun¬ 
ty Court and Anniston Inferior Court shall cease to exist upon 
the institution of the Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun County, 
and all causes pending in said courts, shall thereby be trans¬ 
ferred to such Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun County and the 
dockets, official papers and records of said Courts shall be deliv¬ 
ered to the Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun County, and shall 
be proceeded upon as if originally instituted in such Court of 
Common Pleas. 

Section 2. That, in addition to the foregoing, the said Court’ 
of Common Pleas shall have and exercise original jurisdiction in 
all “non-support” cases arising in said county under Chapter 
157, of the Code of Alabama of 1923. In exercising said juris¬ 
diction the Court shall conform to and be governed by the provis¬ 
ions, rules and regulations set out in said chapter. 

Section 3. The Judge of the Anniston Inferior Court shall 
be the Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Calhoun County, 
and shall hold such office until January 1, 1931, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. His successor shall take office 
on January 1st, 1931, and shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of Calhoun County, Alabama, at the general election held for 
State and County officers in the year 1930 and at the general elec¬ 
tions every four years thereafter. The Judge of the said Court 
of Common Pleas shall have been a resident of Calhoun County, 
Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his election or ap-i 
pointment and shall be at least 25 years of age and learned in the 
law. The term of office of said Judge, except as otherwise pro¬ 
vided herein, shall be for a period of four years and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. All vacancies in the office of 
Judge of said Court shall be filled by appointment of the Gover¬ 
nor of Alabama and the person so appointed shall hold his office 
as provided by the Constitution of Alabama. It shall be illegal 
for the Judge to practice law in any manner whatever in said 
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Court or any other Court in this County or State when the mat¬ 
ters are connected in any way with the said Court of Common 
Pleas. 

Section 4. The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
Twenty four hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly out 
of the County Treasury, upon his warrant drawn upon the Coun¬ 
ty Treasurer. The Judge of said Court, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall take the oath of office, in form re¬ 
quired by law to be taken by the Judges of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama, and may be removed from office for the causes and in 
the manner now provided by law for the Circuit Judges of this 
state. 

Section 5. The Judge of said Court shall give a bond in the 
penal sum of two thousand dollars payable to the county of Cal¬ 
houn, and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of his 
office, which said bond shall be approved by, and filed in the of¬ 
fice of the Judge of Probate of said County, and also conditioned 
to pay over all money to the proper officers or persons to whom 
it is payable, and to faithfully account for money coming into 
his hands by virtue of his office. The Judge of said Court shall 
be. authorized to administer oaths. He shall issue all process of 
said Court, keep a docket of the proceedings of said Court, both 
civil and criminal, and certify all appeals and certioraries. All 
judgments and orders of said court shall be signed by him. The 
fees and costs now allowed by law in civil cases to justices of the 
Peace, Constables and Sheriffs for services in the Justice of the 
Peace Courts shall be taxed and collected as now provided by law 
in each civil case. In addition thereto, the Judge in civil cases 
shall be authorized to collect for the use of the County in each 
case docketed by him a trial fee of one dollar. In all criminal 
cases the fees and costs now authorized by law to be taxed in the 
County Courts of this State including clerks fees, except as here¬ 
in stated, shall be taxed and collected in each criminal case tried 
or docketed in said court. The fees accruing to sheriffs, con¬ 
stables and witnesses, when collected, shall be paid direct to 
those entitled to receive same by the judge of said Court, and all 
other fees and costs he shall pay over to the County Treasury on 
the first Monday of each month. 

Section 6. The Constable of Precinct 15 and the Sheriff of 
the County shall be the officers of said court, and shall execute 
all processes from said court and make the due return thereof, 
and all processes of whatever kind or nature issued out of said 
court shall be addressed to any lawful officer of Calhoun County. 
The Sheriff is charged with the duty of serving all criminal 
processes. He shall be required to attend, in person or by dep¬ 
uty, on said Court on the regular trial day of Criminal cases, for 
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which he shall be paid the sum of two dollars as now provided 
by law. 

Section 7. That in the event of sickness or unavoidable ab¬ 
sence of the judge of said court, the judge of the Circuit Court of 
Calhoun County shall appoint a special judge to hold court during 
the disqualification or absence of the regular judge. The com¬ 
pensation herein provided for the regular judge shall be paid to 
the special judge for the period during which he shall sit, in lieu 
of payment to the regular judge. The said Circuit Judge shall 
be the judge of all disqualifications or unavoidable absences of 
the judge of the Court of Common Pleas, and shall in each in¬ 
stance certify the same, which certificate shall be spread upon 
the minutes or record of the Court of Common Pleas. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor for 
Calhoun County to prosecute in criminal cases in said court, and 
the same solicitor’s fee shall be taxed in misdemeanor cases in 
said court, and in the same manner, as is taxed for Circuit Solici¬ 
tors in similar cases in the Circuit Courts of this State. All Coun¬ 
ty Solicitors fees, when collected, shall be paid into the County 
Treasury as other costs. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of 
Calhoun County to provide a proper place for holding said court 
and to provide for the comforts and necessary accommodations 
therefor, and to provide said court with all necessary blanks, 
stationery, dockets, books, postage and other office materials that 
may be used and needed by said court. 

Section 10. The rules now applying to the recording of judg¬ 
ments in the Justice of the Peace Courts, and the liens thereof, 
shall apply to the judgments rendered in the said Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas. 

Section 11. The rules now governing appeals and certior- 
iaries from the Justice of the Peace Courts, except as herein 
stated, shall apply to appeals and certioraries from the Court of 
Common Pleas hereby created. If the Judge of the said Court of 
Common Pleas is satisfied that the applicant is unable to give 
bond, and is further satisfied in his discretion that an appeal shall 
lie, he shall grant the appeal, and certify the papers to the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, but there shall be no supersedeas. It is further pro¬ 
vided that all parties against whom judgments have been ren¬ 
dered in the Court of Common Pleas shall have ten days in which 
to effect appeals. 

Section 12. No judgment by default shall be rendered prior 
to twelve o’clock noon. Upon rendition of a judgment by default 
the judge of said court shall ascertain as nearly as may be the 
post office address of the person against whom judgment is ren¬ 
dered ; and shall immediately mail to said person a postal card, 
giving such person notice that judgment was rendered against 
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him on said date, giving the amount of judgment and costs, and 
the name of the parties, and further notifying said person that 
his right to have said judgment set aside will expire within five 
days. Upon application being made within five days to the ren¬ 
dition of said judgment, the judge may in his discretion, for 
good cause shown, set aside such judgment by default. 

Section 13. All process of said Court where no time is other¬ 
wise fixed shall be returnable at ten A. M. of the return dav. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of 
Calhoun County to audit the dockets and records of the judge of 
said court whenever they deem it advisable to do so. In every 
case where the judge of the Court fails to use proper diligence 
in issuing process for the collection of costs accruing to the Coun¬ 
ty, such costs shall be paid by the Judge of Calhoun County, or 
shall be deducted from his salary as said judge. In every case 
where the Constable or sheriff has failed to collect costs accruing 
to the County, which could have been collected by the exercise of 
due diligence, said County shall have a right of action against 
said Constable or Sheriff and their bondsmen for all such costs. 

Section 15. There shall be no Justices of the Peace or No¬ 
taries Public with power of Justice of the peace, elected or ap¬ 
pointed for precincts 15 and 20 of Calhoun County, and the of¬ 
fice of justice of the Peace for said Precincts is hereby abolished 

Section 16. Should any section or provision of this Act be 
declared void or unconstitutional it shall not affect or destroy the 
validity or constitutionality of any other section or provision 
therein, which is not of itself void or unconstitutional. 

Section 17. All laws, local or general, in conflict with th^ 
provisions of this Act are in so far as they conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, hereby repealed. 

Section 18. This Act shall take effect from and after January 
1st, 1928.

To authorize Dallas County or the City of Selma to remit taxes which may 
be assessed by such County or City, for County or Municipal purposes, 
against any manufacturing enterprise now or hereater located in such 
County or Municipality, for a period of not exceeding ten years. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. For the purpose of encouraging the building, ex¬ 
tending and operating of factories for the spinning of thread and 
yarns and the knitting and weaving of cloth and other fabrics of 
cotton and wool in Dallas County or in the City of Selma, and 
plants for the purpose of building ships, and factories for the 
manufacture of bags, wood pulp products, wooden cabinets, and 
farm implements, or any other manufactured products, the Court 
of County Revenues of Dallas County, or other governing body 
of such County, or the constituted authorities of the City of 
Selma, in which County or City it is proposed to locate or add 
to or extend any such factories or plants, are authorized and em¬ 
powered to remit the taxes assessed on such factories and ship 
building plants and on all extensions or additions to any such 
factories or shipbuilding plants as are already built and operated, 
and on all buildings, works, machinery and other equipment of 
such factories or plants or additions thereto or extensions there¬ 
of, and on the lands on which such buildings, plants and factories 
or additions to or extentions thereof are located and also on all 
the capital stock of such factories and shipbuilding plants or in¬ 
crease of such capital stock made for the purpose of making ad¬ 
ditions thereto or extensions thereof, for all county or municipal 
purposes, for a period of not exceeding ten years from the date 
of the incorporation or organization of such factory or ship build¬ 
ing plant, or from the date of the completion of ahy such ad¬ 
ditions to or extensions thereof. 

Section 2. In order to obtain the benefits of the exemption 
from such County and City taxation above provided, the person, 
firm or corporation owning or controlling such factory or ship¬ 
building plant must make application in writing to the Court of 
County Revenues of Dallas County, or other governing body of 
such County, or to the constituted authorities of the City of Sel¬ 
ma, in which County or City it is proposed to locate the same, giv¬ 
ing the location thereof, the date of incorporation or organization 
of the corporation making the application, and praying for an 
order to be made by them, granting such person, firm or coi*pora- 
tion the exemption provided in the preceding section, which ap¬ 
plication, if granted, shall be entered on the records of their 
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court, and an order made allowing such exemption, and desig¬ 
nating the time when such exemption shall expire; but all such 
property must be returned to the State for taxation, unless 
exempted therefrom. 

Section 3. The exemption granted to any cotton mill, factory, 
or shipbuilding plant becoming entitled to its enjoyment, and as 
to the capital stock thereof, shall cease whenever the operation of 
such mill, factory, or plant for the purposes of its construction 
shall be abandoned. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. -■ If any section, clause, prevision or portion of this 
Act shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of 
competent jurisdiction such holding shall not affect any other sec¬ 
tion, clause or provision or portion of this Act which is not in and 
cf itself unconstitutional.

and powers of said court and the powers, disabilities and duties of the 
judge thereof; to provide for the execution of process of said court and 
the operation thereof; to regulate the procedure in said court and 
appeals therefrom; to provide for the appointment of the first judge 
and the election of the succeeding judges, to fix the qualifications and 
compensation of said judge and the mode of his election; to provide a

payment of sheriff’s fees. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That Section 5 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 5! BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that 
the Judge of said court shall receive a salary of eighteen hun¬ 
dred dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the Inferior 
Court fund upon warrant drawn upon the court depository by 
the Probate Judge of Dallas County, Alabama. In the event 
there is not sufficient money in said fund to pay the salary of the 
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judge within any particular month, the judge shall be entitled to 
draw out of said fund in any month that sufficient funds are in 
said Inferior Court fund any back salary that may be due, pro¬ 
vided, however, that no salary shall be paid any judge after his 
term of office has expired, unless there be a sufficient amount of 
money in said Inferior Court fund at the time of the expiration of 
his office.

situate in Mobile County at a rate of not exceeding one-tenth

regular election in the county, and if held at such time the inspec¬ 
tors and officers of the general election shall conduct at the same 
time the election herein provided for and for such services they 
shall receive no compensation other than that allowed them for 
the holding of the general election and if the election is held at 
some other time than that of holding the regular election in the 
county, then the election officers shall receive the same pay as for 
holding a general election. 

Section 4. When any election is held in Mobile County under 
the provisions of this Act, the Board of Revenue and Road Com- 
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rnissioners of Mobile County shall provide the necessary number 
of ballots, polling lists, tally sheets, ballet boxes, booths, instruc¬ 
tions for holding the election, and all other necessary and proper 
stationery for holding the said election and the sheriff shall see 
that the same are delivered to the officers of the special election, 
before the day thereof. The ballots used in said election shall 
have printed at the top the rate of said proposed tax and that it 
is to be used for the operation and maintenance of public schools 
in the County of Mobile; and directly underneath in plain type 
shall be printed on different lines the words, “For Proposed Tax¬ 
ation/’ “Against Proposed Taxation,” and a blank must be left 
directly to the left of each line thereof and the voter favoring the 
proposed taxation will make a crossmark directly to the left of 
the line “for proposed taxation” and the voter not in favor of the 
proposed taxation will make a crossmark directly to the left on 
the line “against proposed taxation”. 

Section 5. That if it appears as a result of said election that a 
majority of those voting in said election have voted for the taxa¬ 
tion authorized hereunder, the Board of School Commissioners 
ot Mobile County may levy and collect annually for the operation 
and maintenance of public schools in the County of Mobile, said 
special tax on all property situate in Mobile County, which tax 
shall not exceed ten cents on each one hundred dollars worth of

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That at the next general election to be held in 
Cleburne County, Alabama, in 1928, a County Superintendent of 
Education for Cleburne County, Alabama, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of Cleburne County, Alabama, who shall hold 
office for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified, said term of office to begin immediately after the 
results of said election are properly certified and declared, and 
each four years thereafter a County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion for Cleburne County, Alabama, shall be elected by the Quali¬ 
fied voters of said County at the regular general election, nominal 
lions for which office may be made in primary elections as other 
county officers. 

Section 2. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Cleburne County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than 
$1800.00 nor more than $2400.00 per annum, and which salary 
shall be paid in the same manner and way as now provided under 
the general laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment of 
County Superintendents of Education in the several counties of 
the State. In addition to said salary said Board of Education 
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may pay the reasonable and necessary expenses incident to the 
proper management of said Superintendents office. 

Section 3. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now or may hereafter be prescribed and provided 
by the general school laws of the State in the conduct of the 
office of Superintendent of Education. No person shall be eli¬ 
gible for political party nomination or for election to the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of said County who does 
not as now required hold an Alabama certificate in Administra¬ 
tion and Supervision based as a minimum upon graduation from 
a standard Normal School or equivalent education with at least 
one year of additional study of college grade and proof of three 
years of successful teaching experience; provided that, if no per¬ 
son meeting these requirements qualifies for nomination and 
election as provided in this Act the County Board of Education 
shall appoint a County Superintendent of Education as provided 
by the General law Regulating the Appointment of Superintend¬ 
ents, such Superintendent to have the qualifications as above set 
out. 

Section 4. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause such vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of 
Education, and the person so appointed shall hold office until the 
next general election thereafter when his successor shall be 
elected. 

Section 5. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen¬ 
eral laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in 
the supervision of the schools of the several counties shall apply 
to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent elected or 
appointed under the provisions of this Act, and before entering 
upon the duties of said office he must take oath of office as pre¬ 
scribed by the Constitution and give bond in the amount to be 
fixed by the State Board of Education, in a reputable surety com¬ 
pany authorized to do business in Alabama, conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office, and upon the ac¬ 
counting and paying over to the proper officer, person or au¬ 
thority of all moneys coming into his hands. The premium on 
said bond shall be paid by the County Board of Education.

Section 3: No person shall be eligible for political party 
nomination, or for election to the office of County Superintendent

Section 4: The County Superintendent of Education elected 
or appointed under the provisions of this Act shall before enter¬ 
ing upon the duties of said office take the oath of office prescribed 
by the Constitution and give bond in an amount to be fixed by the 
State Board of Education, in a reputable surety Company author¬ 
ized to do business in the State of Alabama, conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office, and upon the 
accounting and paying over to the proper authority all money 
coming into his hands. 

Section 5: Such County Superintendent of Education shall 
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devote his entire time to the public school business of Morgan 
county, and shall receive such compensation as the County Board 
oi Education shall fix, which shall not be less than Eighteen Hun- 
aaaaa\ 1800.00) Dollars, nor more than four thousand ($4,- 
U00.00) Dollars per annum, and shall be paid at the time and in 
the manner provided by the general laws of this State for the 
payment of the salaries of County Superintendents of Education. 

Section 6: All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

longing to said Walker County, which said fund when so set 
aside shall not be used for any purpose except to apply on the 
salary of county paid deputy sheriffs.

AN ACT 

To establish an inferior court in precinct 42, in Jefferson County, Alabama, 
to be called the Inferior Court of North Birmingham, in lieu of all 
justices of the peace in said precinct and in lieu of all notaries public 
with powers of justices of the peace and in lieu of all other inferior 
courts created in lieu of justices of the peace heretofore created in said 
territory or any part thereof, to define the jurisdiction and powers of 
said court, clerk and other officers thereof. To provide for a place of 
holding said court, the terms and salaries of the officers of said court, 
the manner of their appointment and election and the payment of their

salaries and that said court shall be a court of record, said court shall 
be a branch of the Third Division, Municipal Court of Birmingham, 
Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby established an Inferior Court in 
Precinct 42, in Jefferson County, Alabama, called the Inferior 
Court of North Birmingham, in lieu of all justices of the peace 
in said precinct in said state and county and in lieu of all nota¬ 
ries public, ex-officio justices of the peace and all inferior courts 
created in lieu of all justices of the peace, or notaries public, 
ex-officio justices of the peace within said precinct; which said 
court shall have all the powers and jurisdiction now conferred 
or hereafter be conferred in civil cases upon justices of the peace 
or upon inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace; and said 
court and said judge thereof shall have and exercise all the pow¬ 
ers and authority and shall perform all the duties now prescribed 
by law or that hereafter be prescribed by law for justices of 
the peace or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in said 
county in said state. Said court shall be a branch of the Third 
Division Municipal Court of Birmingham, Alabama. 

Section 2. The Judges of the Third and First Divisions of 
the Municipal Court of Birmingham, Alabama, shall be Judges 
of said court and hold court one day each week. The Judge of 
the Third Division of the Municipal Court of Birmingham shall 
hold court the first week after the approval of this Act on the 
day he may set for holding same and thereafter the Judge of the 
Third and First Divisions of said court shall alternate weekly 
and shall give notice to the Clerk of the Court what day they 
will hold court. 

Section 3. The Judge of the First and Third Divisions of 
the Municipal Court of Birmingham, shall receive no additional 
compensation for holding said court. 

Section 4. The judge of the Third Division of the Municipal 
Court of Birmingham shall appoint an assistant clerk for said 
Court whose salary shall be fixed by the Board of Revenue of 
.Jefferson County, Alabama, and shall be paid as other county 
employees are paid. Said Assistant Clerk shall give bond to the 
Clerk of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, Third Division in 
such amount as the judge of said court may require. Said 
Assistant Clerk shall issue all papers in the name of the Clerk 
of the Third Division of the Municipal Court of Birmingham 
and shall have all the power, duties, authority and responsibility 
of the other assistant clerks of said Court. 

Section 5. The Judges of the Third and First Divisions of 
the Municipal Court of Birmingham shall have and exercise all 
the powers and authority and perform all the duties of the court 
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the same as they have and exercise in the Third and First Divi¬ 
sions of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, respectively. 

Section 6. That the assistant clerk of said court shall issue 
all processes out of said court returnable to the court; the as¬ 
sistant clerk shall approve all bonds in civil cases and shall keep 
a docket for said court, and shall certify all appeals and certio- 
raris; and all judgments, when required to be signed, shall be 
signed by the judge. The fees and costs that are now allowed 
by law to justices of the peace in Jefferson County, or inferior 
courts in lieu of justices of the peace courts or which may 
hereafter be allowed to justices of the peace in Jefferson County, 
or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in said county, 
shall be taxed and collected by the said Inferior Court of North 
Birmingham, as is now provided by law in such cases, or as may 
hereafter be provided by law in such cases, and shall, by the 
assistant clerk of said court, be paid into the county treasury, 
and no assistant clerk of said court shall receive any fees or 
compensations other than his salary; but all fees shall be paid in¬ 
to the County Treasury. 

Section 7. The constable of precinct 42 of Jefferson County, 
Alabama and the sheriff of Jefferson County, Alabama, shall be 
ex-officio officers of said court and shall execute all processes 
from said court and make return thereof and shall receive the 
same compensation as is now provided by law, for like service in 
the Municipal Court of Birmingham, Alabama, which fee shall be 
paid to said constable and sheriff, and such constable shall have 
the right to demand any process issuing out of said court to be 
served in the precinct for which he was elected, provided that 
nothing in this Act shall prevent the said court from appointing 
and authorizing a special officer to act in the case of emergency. 

Section 8. The judge of said court may punish for contempt 
in cases where the judges of the circuit court can punish for 
contempt, by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars and by imprison¬ 
ment not exceeding five days. 

Section 9. Each calendar month shall constitute a term of 
said court, except that in civil cases after five days from the ren¬ 
dition of a judgment in any cause the said judgment shall be 
beyond the jurisdiction and out of the power of the court the 
same as if the term of the court ended on the said fifth day after 
the rendition of the judgment. 

Section 10. The court shall be opened at the discretion of 
the judge any day during the week (except Sunday) for the trial 
of offenses committed within his jurisdiction, but no person shall 
be tried on the same day or the next day after the paper has 
been served on him, over his objection. 



Section 11. In all proceedings in said court the rules of law 
and procedure shall, in so far as practicable, be the same as those 
in justices of the peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, or infe¬ 
rior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in Jefferson County, 
Alabama, or which hereafter may be allowed to justices of the 
peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu 
of justices of the peace in said county. 

Section 12. Right of appeal from judgments in said court 
shall be the same in civil cases as is now provided for appeals in 
such cases from such judgments of justices of the peace in Jef¬ 
ferson County, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of justices of 
the peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, or which may here¬ 
after be allowed to justices of the peace in Jefferson County, 
Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in 
said county. 

Section 13. In all civil cases, the law relating to appeals and 
certioraris in all cases from courts of justices of the peace, in 
Jefferson County, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of jus¬ 
tices of the peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, or which may 
hereafter be allowed to justices of the peace in Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in 
said county, shall apply to appeals and certioraris from this 
court. 

Section 14. The Court shall have as against all justices of 
the peace, notaries public, ex-officio justices of the peace and all 
other inferior courts in lieu of the justices of the peace in said 
precinct in said county, the exclusive jurisdiction of all civil 
cases defined as to amount and kind as justices of the peace or 
inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace courts in Jefferson 
County, Alabama, except where the cause of action arose in or 
the contract sued on was made in the precinct or the residence 
of the justice of the peace or within the jurisdiction of the jus¬ 
tice of the peace or within the jurisdiction of the court or in lieu 
of the justices of the peace or where one or more of the co-de¬ 
fendants reside in the precinct of such justices of the peace or 
within the jurisdiction of the court created in lieu of justices of 
the peace in said Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Section 15. In civil causes the law relating to appeal and cer¬ 
tioraris of causes from courts of justices of the peace in Jeffer¬ 
son County, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of justices of 
the peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, or which hereafter may 
be allowed to justices of the peace in Jefferson County, Alabama, 
or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace in said county, 
shall apply to appeal and certiorari from this court. 

S c ction 16. Said court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases 
where the amount involved does not exceed one hundred dollars, 
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except in cases of libel, slander, assault and battery and eject¬ 
ment. 

Section 17. That the owner of any judgment or decree for 
fifty dollars, or over, rendered by this court, may file the same in 
the office of the Judge of Probate under the same procedure and 
in the same manner as now provided or which may hereafter be 
provided for filing judgments of record, which judgments when 
so filed and registered, shall be a lien upon all the property of the 
defendant when registered, which is subject to levy and sale 
under execution; and such lien shall continue for six years from 
the date of the registration, the registration of the judgment or 
decree shall be a notice to all persons of the existence of a lien. 

Section 18. This court shall have the power to set aside, va¬ 
cate or modify its judgments in civil cases upon motion made 
within five days after the rendition of same, which said motion 
must be promptly determined; and this court may open for busi¬ 
ness and render default or other judgments at any time after 
nine o’clock of each day, and all processes of the court where no 
time is otherwise fixed shall be returnable at nine thirty A. M. 
of the return day. 

Section 19. The Board of Revenue of Jefferson County, Ala¬ 
bama, at the expense of Jefferson County, shall provide suitable 
court rooms to hold said court and shall also provide all neces¬ 
sary dockets, books and other supplies for the use of said court, 
and shall provide for the payment of rent for court rooms, in 
case court rooms are rented, and for any other incidental ex¬ 
penses. 

Section 21. In case of emergency the judge of said court 
may appoint a suitable person to act as constable without bond, 
except as hereinafter provided; and the person appointed must 
perform the same duties and is liable to the same pains and pen¬ 
alties and is entitled to the same fee and compensation as regu¬ 
lar constables; but such special constable is not authorized to 
levy or collect executions, attachments or writs of detinue, un¬ 
less prior to the levying or collecting of executions, attachments 
or writs of detinue, he execute a bond in the sum twice the 
amount of the property to be levied on payable to the defendant 
as required by Section 30 of the Code of Alabama, 1907, with 
sureties to be approved by the Judge appointing such special 
constable. 

Section 22. The summons must be issued by the assistant 
clerk of the court, and accompanied by the complaint of the 
plaintiff, or the cause of action endorsed on the summons set¬ 
ting forth the cause of action. The summons must be executed 
by the constable, special constable, sheriff or other officer by 
leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons with 



the cause of action endorsed thereon, with the defendant, which 
fact he must return with the process. 

Section 23. And it shall be the duty of the assistant clerk 
of each division to issue an execution on all judgments rendered 
in said court, after five days from the entry thereof, and place 
the same in the hands of* a constable or sheriff of said county 
who shall return such execution within thirty days thereafter, 
said return to show that he has collected said judgment, and has 
paid the same or the amount collected or is unable to find prop¬ 
erty of the person against whom said process issued, out of 
which said execution can be satisfied in whole or in part. 

Section 24. That if it shall appear to the auditor that in any 
cases in said court where an execution has been returned unsat¬ 
isfied, as to the costs of said cause, and in the opinion of the au¬ 
ditor said costs can be collected by an alias execution, the audi¬ 
tor may direct the clerk, of the court having a clerk, or the judge 
of a court having no clerk to issue alias execution, and may 
direct the constable or sheriff as to what property can be levied 
upon to satisfy such judgment. 

Section 25. That the judge of said court may sit as judge of 
any other division, when required to do so by the judge of said 
division. 

Section 26. That all laws affecting or regulating the prac¬ 
tice or procedure of courts of justice of the peace or inferior 
courts in lieu of justices of the peace in Jefferson County, or 
which may hereafter be allowed justices of the peace in Jeffer¬ 
son County, Alabama, or inferior courts in lieu of justices of the 
peace in said county, shall be applicable to this court in the trial 
of its civil causes. 

Section 27. That all civil cases pending in the Municipal 
Court of Birmingham, whose jurisdiction is embraced in precinct 
42 in Jefferson County, Alabama, shall be sot and tried before 
the Inferior Court of North Birmingham, and all processes which 
shall issue after the establishment of this court, shall issue from 
the said Inferior Court of North Birmingham, and the said Infe¬ 
rior Court of North Birmingham, shall have the same control 
and direction over matters within its jurisdiction and issue exe¬ 
cutions and other processes thereon in the same manner as if the 
suit has been originally filed in this court. 

Section 28. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

To abolish the Commissioners Court of Walker County, and to establish in 
lieu thereof a Board of Revenue of Walker County, and to provide that 
the present County Commissioners shall constitute the members of the 
Board of Revenue, to prescribe their ditties, their powers and fix their 
compensation. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of 
Walker County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that a Board of 
Revenue for Walker County, Alabama, is hereby created and 
established in lieu of the Commissioners Court, and shall be 
known as the Board of Revenue of Walker County, Alabama. 

Section 3. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Board 
of Revenue of Walker County, shall be composed of four mem¬ 
bers, and the Judge of Probate who, by virtue of his office, shall 
be an ex-officio member of said Board of Revenue, and Chair¬ 
man of the same. 

Section 4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the present 
County Commissioners of Walker County shall be and they are 
hereby constituted the Board of Revenue of said County, to¬ 
gether with the Judge of Probate as an ex-officio member and 
chairman thereof; that said members of the said Board of Rev¬ 
enue as herein constituted shall hold office as such for the same 
period of time that said member was elected to serve as County 
Commissioner; that the term of office of each of said members 
of the said Board of Revenue, as herein constituted shall end at 
the same time that his term of office as a County Commissioner 
would have ended. 

Section 5. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That at the gen¬ 
eral election in November, 1928, there shall be elected two mem¬ 
bers of said Board of Revenue who shall hold office for a period 
of four years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January next succeeding their election, and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected and qualified; that at the general election in 
November, 1930, there shall be elected two members of the Board 
of Revenue who shall hold office for a period of four years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next suc¬ 
ceeding their election and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

Section 6. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the term of 
office of a member of the Board of Revenue to be elected shall 
be four years, and there shall be one member of such Board 
elected from each Commissioners District as now, or as may 
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hereafter be constituted, and two members of said Board shall 
not reside in the same district. 

Section 7. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that the Board of 
Revenue of Walker County shall have and exercise all the pow¬ 
ers and authority now conferred by law upon the Commissioners 
Court of said County, and the members of said Board of Rev¬ 
enue shall have and exercise all of the powers and authority 
that the members of the Commissioners Court of Walker Coun¬ 
ty now have and exercise, and shall be charged with all the du¬ 
ties that the members of the Commissioners Court are now 
charged with; that all laws and procedures applicable to the 
Commissioners Court of Walker County shall be applicable to 
the Board of Revenue of said County, except that of salary. 

Section 7Members of the Board of Revenue of Walker 
County shall be required to devote full time to the duties of said 
office. 

Section 8. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That each mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Revenue shall be paid a salary out of the 
general funds of Walker County of $2400.00 per annum, one 
twelfth (1/12) payable on the first day of each month; That the 
Probate Judge as Chairman and ex-officio member of said Board 
shall receive a salary of $1200. per annum payable one-twelfth 
(1/12) upon the first day of each month; that said salary of 
said members and of said Probate Judge shall be payable upon 
a warrant drawn by the Probate Judge upon the general funds 
of said county, and the said Probate Judge is hereby authorized 
to draw said warrants for the same. 

Section 9. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that this law shall 
take effect upon its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Section 10. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all laws and 
parts of laws, local, general or special in conflict with the provi¬ 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 11. That if any section of this Act, shall be uncon¬ 
stitutional it shall not affect any of the rest of this Act.

To divide Coffee County, Ala., into four Commissioners’ Districts; to pro¬ 
vide for the election of County Commissioners for said County from 
each of such districts by the qualified electors of said Districts; to pro¬ 
vide elections at which the County Commissioners for said Commis¬ 
sioners’ Districts shall be elected, and to provide for and fix their time 
of office; to prescribe their duties and compensation. 
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.Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section One. That Coffee County, Alabama, is hereby di¬ 
vided into four Commissioners Districts, to be known and called 
Commissioners District One, Two, Three and Four. That Dis¬ 
trict No. 1—shall be bounded on the South by the Township line 
between Township Five and Township Six, and on the East by 
the Range line between Range 20 and Range 21; that District 
No. 2 shall be bounded on the South by the Township line be¬ 
tween Township Five and Township Six, and on the West by the 
Range line between Range 20 and Range 21; that District No. 3 
shall be bounded on the North by the Township line between 
Township 5 and Township Six, and on the West by the Range line 
between Range 20 and Range 21; that District No. 4 shall be 
bounded on the North by the Township line between Township 
Five and Township 6, and bounded on the East by the Range 
line between Range 20 and Range 21; and one County Commis¬ 
sioner for the County of Coffee shall be elected from each of said 
Commissioners Districts, and not more than one Commissioner 
shall be elected at the State, and County election from each of 
said Commissioners District. 

Sec. 2. That at the general election in 1930 the qualified 
electors of the First and Second Commissioners Districts pro¬ 
vided for by this Act shall elect such County Commissioners for 
said County of Coffee from each of said First and Second Dis¬ 
tricts, and who shall be bona-fide resident of the District from 
which elected and shall hold office for a period of four years and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. At the general elec¬ 
tion in 1928, and every four years thereafter the qualified elec¬ 
tors of said Third and Fourth Commissioners Districts in said 
County shall elect one Commissioner for said Coffee County from 
each of the respective Third and Fourth Districts who shall be 
a bona fide resident of the District from which elected, and 
whose term of office shall be four years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is qualified. 

Sec. 3. That a County Commissioner from each of said Dis¬ 
tricts shall be elected as provided in this Act by the qualified 
electors in said District, each qualified elector being entitled to 
vote for the Commissioner in the District only in which such 
elector resides. 

Sec. 4. That this Act shall not affect the right and tenure of 
office of the present County Commissioners of Coffee County, 
but such Commissioners shall continue to hold and discharge 
their duties in their said offices until their successors are elected 
and qualified under this Act. 
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Section 5. That the several County Commissioners of Cof¬ 
fee County, Alabama, in addition to the duties now imposed on 
them by law, shall be directly in charge of the construction and 
maintenance of the public roads and bridges in their respective 
Commissioners Districts, and shall be responsible for all such 
tools, road machinery and road hands and labor as made by ap¬ 
propriate orders of the Court of County Commissioners of said 
County be assigned and used in their respective Districts. 

Section 6. That for the faithful performance of their duties 
under this Act, each Commissioner shall be required to give bond 
in the sum of $2,000.00, to be approved by the Judge of Probate 
of said County of Coffee. Said bond may be made by a bonding 
company or by personal security. In case a bond is made by a 
bonding company, the county is to pay the lawful charges there¬ 
for. 

Sec. 7. In case of the absence of the Probate Judge at any 
regular meeting of the Commissioners Court, three of the Com¬ 
missioners shall constitute a quorum, one of whom may be elect¬ 
ed chairman and secretary, whose duties shall be to put all mo¬ 
tions and keep all records as though the Probate Judge were 
present. 

Sec. 8. Each County Commissioner shall receive while en¬ 
gaged in attending on the board of County Commissioners or the 
duties of the office the sum of $5.00 per day, which shall be in 
lieu of all other compensation paid him by the County; that be¬ 
fore receiving any compensation each commissioner shall make 
out an itemized, verified account signed and sworn to before an 
officer of competent jurisdiction, showing the number of days of 
service, and no commissioner shall receive pay for more than 
150 days during any calendar year.
